vs: Carienot the ſworde in vaine, 
but for the preſeruation and main-

fingand ye the wicked and vneodly: Well then, haue 

my Lordes,the Eſtates, and Magiſtrates of the Provinees vni- 
ted to the lowe Countreis, deſerued all honour and commen- 
dation, who, aſter the wonderfull diſſentions and breaches of 
certaine of the Prouinces and Cities ( that ſeparated them ſel- 
ues from the greater nomber, bothe forgettyng al their honor, 
and othe, and condeſcendyng and agreeyng to the Enemie) 
haue not onely continued their vnitie, but haue a greate deale 
more confirmed the ſame: and therefore when I throughly cõ- 
fider of the great conſtancie and ſtabilitie of the Eſtates of Hol- 


lande and Zealande ret marucilous greate fidelitie of 
A. V. my 


— — 
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my Lorde the Prince of Orenge, who ioynyly, and altogether, 
very faithfully haue performed all office & duetie in the main- 
tenaunce of the warres againſt Tyrauntes: I could not poſſibly 
but commende and ſet forth their delerued honour, commen- 
dation, and praiſe , aboue ailthe reſt of the Nations whatſoe- 
uer,that haue been ſo wonderfully aduaunced and renowmed, 
aſwel by the Auncient,as alſo by the late Hiſtoriographes. And 
therefore , in my poore opinion and iudgement , Ican not ſee 
how the confedered and vnited Prouinces maie doe better, 
then to followe the waies and ſteppes of the Hollanders and 
Zealanders, in euery poinct and condition,in makyn g watre, 
and ſtandyng againſt the fotce ofall the reſt of the Lordes and 
Princes of the other fifteene Prouinces: For, if thei had other- 
wiſe doen,theihad neither wonne honour, nor yet gained any 
thing els thereby. For, what a more wholeſome, better, profita- 
ble, and neceſſarie thyng could thei haue taken in hande, then 
to fight and make warre for the Religion, and defence of their 
Countrey,by which meane thei might keepe themſelues from 
the horiible oppreſſion of bloodie Tyrauntes : leeyng the very 
Heathen haue gotten them ſelues great honour,by defending 
of their Countrey. 

Wherefote, ſith the defence of a mans Countrey is ſo good 
and honourable athyng:and the defence of Religion, a | and g 
farre more excellent, and of greater importaunce: there is great 
reaſon the Magiſtrate ſhould holy endeuour hym ſelf to de- 
fende his . and faithfull Subiectes. But what way maie an 
Common weale molt fitly be defended, whe as there — 
ſuche greate diſcorde and diſſention among Subiectes? Surely, 
there ate twoo meete kyndes of meanes to bee had and vſed a- 
mongeſt three eſtates of men, for the defendyng and vphol- 
dyng of a Common weale, in peace and vnitie. And firlt of all, 
the Magiltrates, are to obſerue twoo thynges for the defence 
and maintenaunce ofa Common eale in tranquillitie:to wit, 
Judgement and luſtice. By Iudgement, in ſeuetely, and not 
raſhly, vſyng the ſworde given vnto them by God, for the pu- 
niſhyng of the wicked and offenders , to the ende the good 
Subiectes might bee ſaued harmeleſſe, and prelerued from all

oppreſſion and iniury: They are alſo to haue a diligent care 
2 (hed innocent bloud, for feare that the bloud of the "I 


nocentes crie out to God againſt them, for vengeaunce, and ſo 
he require the bloud of them at their handes: Fot, in the booke 
of the Cronicles it is ſaied ynto the Iudges: Beholde ye Inages 
what you doe, you execute not the [ndgement of men, hut of God, 
you doe Iuſtice, when as you pronounce true and right Senten- 
cer:indefendyng the Wydewes and Fatherleſſe , in deyng of them 
ſpeedre Inflice , not corruptyng the Lame euber for money or re- 
warde, and not ginyng indgement to the hurte of any of the par- 
ties, euber for want of not knowyng the cauſe, or els through ig- 
noraunce. Wherefore, it is a moſte neceſſarie thyng for Iudges 
to be learned in the Ciuill La we, whiche thyng Plato the Hea- 
then Philoſopher well conſidered, when as he faied:T hat that 
Common weale was very happie , whiche was gouerned by wiſe= 
men, and Pluloſopheri. Secondarely, two thynges are neceſlarie 
in euery Chriſtian Churche, to the ende that no offences or diſ- 
ſentionsariſe amongeſt the people: Ihe firſt is, the pure and fin- 
cere doctrine of the worde of God, with the true adminiſtra- 
tion of the Sacramentes, neither addyng to, or takyng fro,any 
one of them: for,it is written inthe Apocalipſe, I hat that man 
is curſed whiche either addeth or taketh awaie any thyug from 
the warde of the Lorde, The other is, that diſcipline and iudge- 
ment be ſtraightly kept in the Churche of God, without tolle- 


ration, or diſſimulation, or without reſpect of any perſone or 


perſones: That all Whoremongers, Dronkardes, and all other 


whatſoener that doe continue and abyde in greeuous and 
roſſe ſinnes, be excommunicated and caſt out of the Church, 


to the ende the whole Churche be not corrupted and infected 
by them, and others, take offence at their doynges 

Thirdly , there are two thynges neceſſarie to bee obſerued 
in euery particuler Familie or houſholde , The firſt is, that fas 
thers and mothers of houſholdes muſt bryng vp their Famili 
honeſtly, and not ſuffer their meney to want thynges nec 
rie: For, S. Paule ſaieth, that that man is worſe then an Infid 
Whiche prouideth not for his houſholde , The other thynpd 


Ol thecorre@tion andchaſtcling of their children and ſerua | 
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tes, who are to bee corrected and kept in ae. For, Salomon 
ſaicth: He that fpareththe Rodde, hate h his Chulde. For, xouthe 
is compared, vnto yong Trees, becauſe v hoſoeuer he bee that 
will haue ſtraite yong Trees , mult ſer a very ſtraite ſtaffe harde 
by cuery of them: And ſo,if yong youthes be well taught and 
brought vp from their cradle in the feare of the Loxde, and in 
his waies and pathes,thoſe youthes 1 ſaie, will become very ho- 
neſt, and feare the Lorde. Now then my good Lordes, if theſe 
three eſtates of men were well brought vp, the worlde would 
bee at a farre better ſtaie then now it 1s, for then we ſhould bee 
ſure to heare no newes of ſo petilous ciuill warres, ſheddyng 
of bloud, burnyng, and deſtructions of Prouinces, as now pre- 
ſently we ſee:for, many Prouinces are no brought to naught, 
many Cities ſacked, the Enhabitauntes murdered, and vtterly 
ſpoyled: and the onely cauſe and originall of altogether is this, 
chat the ihtee cftatesaforefaiedare not duely and truely orde- 
red and gouerned, and therefore of very right and reaſon, wee 
juſtly feele the heauie indignation and wrath of God fallen vp- 
pon vs. Nowy, for 1 Lordes, I haue been very de- 
fierous to dedicate this my e vnto your Lordſhippes, con- 
teinyng the ciuill wartes in the lowe Countreis , wherein you 
maie beholde, the originall and tuft beginnyng of theſe 
troubles and bloudie warres, together thelſtratage- 
mes and practizes of the Popiſh and Spaniſhe 
Inquiſition, vtterly to roote vp the 
Churche of God. Beſeechyng you 
my good Lordes to take 
all in good parte.

Fo, when Martin Luther began to bzing to light the holy — att» 


Scriptures, and had nowe manifeſted by the pzeaching ofthe 
Goſpell many faultes and abuſes, this doctrine of Luthers was 
extreamely hated, not onelp becauſe it ſeemed to ſet foxth a newe 
way and path vnto ſaluation , and ſo condemned our anceſtours 
and pꝛedeceſſours: but alſo becaule it taught what mens inuen 
tions were, and beſides, laide open all the vecerpces and abuſes 
wherewich the Church of God was infected : Jnſomuch, that by 
that meanes was no mote called the Church of Chat, but the

The which Anabaptiſtes went about vnder the colour of 
religion and of the Goſpell, vtterly to depztue che Magiſtrate 
of all authoꝛitie, and had deuiſed to make all things in common, 
ſaying that chey were ſtirred vp by the ſpirite ok GO D to re⸗ 
koꝛme the woꝛlde, and to oꝛdayne and let vp another kinde of ci⸗ 
uill gouernement. 

CUyereupon, the enemie ok the true doctrine which was 
pꝛeached in the beginning, had then that which hee looked foz: 
Anſomuche that the moſt mightte and inuincible Monarche of 
famous memoꝛie che Emperour Charles the ſifch, was aduerti⸗ 
ſed that all ſich as ſpake agaynſt the faultes and abuſes of the 

Church ol Rome, and refuted them, were infecced with chat he⸗ 
reſie, and had determined to take away from Pꝛinces and Pa. 
giſtrates thetr auchozitie and power, to aboliſhe all pollitike go⸗ 
uernement, to conkounde all ciuill oꝛdinaunces, and would ſec 
vp and put in pꝛactiſe an hoꝛrible chaunge in all thinges:by whi⸗ 
che infoꝛmation, his Imperiall Maieſtie was eaſily perſwaded 
to oꝛdayne and ſet downe very ſeuere ozdinances c edictes tou, 
ching the cauſe of religion. | 
And to pꝛoue this co be true, his Maiſties edict publiſhed at 
Woymes, is a ſuffic ient teſtimonie:by which was declared, that 
his Maieſtie was tioughly infoꝛmed, that their doctrine tende d 
to the ſame effect, æ therefqꝛe his will e pleaſure was , that the 
ſame edict ſhoulde wout diſſimulation, oz colleration, # wout res 
ſpect ofanp per ſon 02 perſons,of what eſtate o2 conditiũ ſocucr, 
be put in execution. Jnſomuchzthat all officers followed pſame 
pꝛeſently, ſome fo) the hatred that they had to che ſame docerine, 
otherſome againe, foꝛ the ſpoyle which they looked fo. ſought to 
charge innocent men with the doctrine of Lucher: betngreadter 
to obey the Emperours commaundement, then Gods,who ſaith 
vnto tyꝛants, when bis people ſuffer perſecution, why perſecute 
you mee ? And although the Auabaptiſtes doctrine was nothing 
like vnto the doctrine of Luther and z winglius, which tendeth 
to no kinde of ſedition at all, yet fo2 all that, the officers went ſo 
neere the conſciences of men, as that they ſpared not to toꝛment 
poze miſerable ſoules with all kinde of crueltle, to the ende his

at Orleance : and therefoze they beſought his Catholique ma; 


teſtie,to graunt vnto them the ſame grace and fauour. After that 
the pꝛincipall Loꝛds had ſhewed and laid open, the ancient pꝛiui⸗ 
leges, and liberties, the oth of che king, the obedience of the ſub⸗ 
tects vnto his mateſtie, the concoꝛd ok the countrye, and the great 
number of che Pꝛoteſtants, they obtained releale of the t igoꝛous 
commiſſions,and a ſurceaſing ok the Inquiſition, wherupon the 
troubles fo2 the mote part were appealed, which thing greatly 
diſplaſed the Cleargie men, but eſpecially the Cardinal Grand- 
uelle: Foz they ſaw their purpoſe made voide,and the woꝛde of 
God aduanced, with increaſe of a great nnmber of people which 
frequented the ſermons. Thich thing cauſed the Cardinall of 
Grauelle haſte him into Spaine, and neuer gaue ouer vntill ſuch 
time as he had ſet all his affaires in good oꝛder, and bought thẽ 
to paſſe cuen as he would, 

Duer and beſides all this, there ar riued at the Court of 
Spaine, certaine Ambaſſadours from the Councell of Trent, 


was concluded vpon in che ſaide Councel, euen from the begins 
ning vnto the end, which was in Januarie 1564, TWhereupong 
his Catholike mateſtie was perſuaded and induced to publiſhe 
thoſe decrees, and cauſe them to be kept from point co point, and 
to this end ſent he them into the lowe countries, that they might 
there take effect, as alſo into all other Countries vnder his ſub⸗ 
iection, with expꝛeſſe commandement vnto the Dutches ok Par- 
ma, that ſhe ſhould with all diligence eſtabliſh the Inquiſition, 
go 02derly on with it, as by the copteof the letters here ſec downe 
manifeſtly appeareth.

RI ght deare and welbeloued,although ſithence the beginning 

of the gouernment of mp Loꝛd the king, heereabout inche 
low Conntries,as well by the renuing and publication of the 
commiſſions and oꝛdinances of the late, of moſt famous memos 


ry my Lowe Charles the Emperour(nowreafting in the zien, 
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of Sod) about the cauſe and ſtate of religion, ratified and confir- 
med by his ropall mateſtte,as alſo that. which ſithence he wꝛote 
vnto you of by the lame, euen at his laſt departure from theſe 
countries, vnto h is realmes of Spaine: you haue been alwates 
able to vnderſtande his mateſties good ʒeale and moſt holy aftec⸗ 
tion, foʒ the pꝛeſeruation of our auncient, true, catholike faith, 
religion, and che rooting out of all þ ſects & heteſies here about 
in the lowe countries: yet notwithſtanding ſceing it hath plea⸗ 
ſed his laide Paieſtie by reaſon of certaine occaſions to put vs 
againe in minde by his laſt letters, of his molt holy intent and 
purpoſe, wee, by his expꝛeſſe charge and commandement are 
very deſirous to impart vato you that, which he hath wꝛtttẽ vnta 
vs the effect whereof is this much: That his maicſtie deſiryng 
nothing moze then the conſeruation ofthe laide religion,and the. 
keepng or his good ſubtects hereabouc in good trãquilitie, peace 
vnity, and concoꝛd, aud to pꝛeſerue them from al inconueruences, 
which we ſee to happen in diuersplaces of Chziſtendome, by 

reaſon of the alteration of the ſaid religion: his maicſties mea⸗ 
nyug and intent is, that the ſayd commiſſions and ozdinances of 
his late imperyal mateſtte, and his, be enty2ely and wholy obſer- 

ued and kept, as allo his maieſties meaning is, that they truely 

and ſtraitly obſerue all what ſoeuer the holy councell ot Trent 

and pꝛouinciall Sinodes haue eſtabliſhed, as tonching the reſoꝛ- 
mation (et downe by the Cleargie, wichout contradiction 02 
gaineſaping thereof, to the end that in puniſhing the hereſics, 

maners alſo may be refomed and amended:and beſides, that the 

Jaquiſicozs of the faith map haue all the fauour and aſſiſtaunce 

that can bee, about the executing of their offices, and that che 

Inquiſitoꝛs ſhall deale with their ſaid inquiſition, cuen as they 

baue beene vled ta bee dealt withall vacs this pꝛeſent, both 
hy the lawes of God and inen, which thing his maieſtie alſo ex⸗ 
pꝛelly commandeth by his {ayd letters. And ese 

auſwere of hys maieſty, as alſo fo2 che abeping thereof in lo holy 

and fauourable a thyng, we could not foꝛget to wyyte this vnta 

pou to beſeech, c requpꝛe vou, t in his maieſiles behalt draitly 

to charge you, to gouerne #guide you herein, accozviug to hys 

maieſties oꝛdinãce, wout croſſing 5̊ ſame in any one point 02 ar 

icle, &þ vou let all officers i lawiers of þpyincipal Cities of 
your P20+ 
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pꝛouince to bnderſtand che ſame, to the ende they may therein 
frame themſelues accoꝛdingly without diſſimulation 02 tolleras 
tion, vppon p1ine ok che puniſhment contained within the ſaide 
Cammiſſcons. And foꝛ pour better vnderſtanding hereof, you 
ſhall charge and depute a Councellour of pour colledge (who 
neuertheleſſe may bee changed from halfe pere to halfe pere, be⸗ 
cauſe one man ſhould not always ſtand charged with the ſame) 
that ſhall doe nothing els but haue an eye to the ſaide countrie, in 
regard of the obſerumg of the decrees of the ſaid holy counſaile, 
and alwapes avuertiſe pou of whatſoeuer commeth to hand, that 
you may therein make pꝛouiſion accoꝛding to his Maieſties ſaid 
meaning. And foꝛ as much as wee might alwayes vnderſtand 
the ſtate of the religion, accowingly as hath beene befoze ſaide: 
we beſeech and will you as afozeſaide, chat you wꝛite particuler . 
ly vnto vs, from thꝛee monethes to thꝛee monethes of the ſucceſle 
therein, hauing alwayes recourſe vnto vs in any caſe of contro⸗

Ladie the Dutches, with the laſt diſpatch as touching the 


ſtate of religion. 


F Irſt, concerning as well the old as the new commiſſions and 
oꝛdinances of the ſaid ſtate of religion, his mateſtie vnderſtan« 
ding in what ſtate and condition the matters of religion heere a- 
bout ſtood, it was not meete that any change ſhould bee made of 
the ſaid commiſſions and oꝛdinances: but that the ſaidcommiſlt- 
ons of the late imperial maieſtie, and alſo his maieſties,ſhould be 
put in execution. And ſo his mateſtie might perceiue that che oc⸗ 
rafion why this miſchiefe encreaſed and went ſa far, was by the 
negligence, looſenes, and hypocriſie ofthe Judges. And that ſees 
ing there were ſome Judges who either durſt not, oꝛ els woulde 
not put them in execution, foꝛ feare of tumult oz vpꝛoꝛe, that his 
maieſtie might be counſelled to pꝛouide fo men there, that were 
of greater courage, and moꝛe zealous to take in hãd the ſaid exe⸗ 
cution, whereof could be no want in thoſe countries, where wert 
ſo many catholiques that deſired to ſerue God and his maieſtie. 
and that in ſo doing, & executing of the ſaid commiſſions,it was 
to bee hoped that the harme which grew thereby, might by that 
meanes bethe ſoner and better remedied, then any wap els. Fo? 
the ſecond: which concerned the Jnquiſitozs ok the faith, his 
maieſty charged her highnes to hold ſuch an hand onthe matter, 
as that the Inquiſitoꝛs myght ſind fauour as touchyng the exer⸗ 
ciſe æ adminiſtratiũõ of their char ge, in whatſoeuer was meete 
fo: the beneſit and maintenance of the religion, his maieſtie ha- 
uing this meauing þ the Inqutſitoꝛs ſhould dealt with the ſapde 
inquiſition as it was wonted to bee dealt wich all euen vnto that 
pꝛeſent, both by che lawes of God & men;# that this was no new 
oꝛ ſtrange matter, ſeeing it had bin alwaies ſo vſed fr thetime 
ofche late imperial Maieſtie, and his, the inconueniences which 
they ouer much feared being mamleſter, neerer at hand, and far 
eater, iu not foꝛeſeeing vnto thoſe things which were behoue⸗ 
ull foꝛ the office ofthe Inquiſitoꝛs, and foꝛ they? aſſiſtance. And 
ſich her highnes might wel ſee that, which this matter impoꝛted. 


his maieſtie gaue her in charge, that 1 choulde as much as — 


Frepotetiots Panpoſchenabllie beeing greatly abaſhed andamzed at 
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her lap, do that that was ſo neceſſary, 4 neuer yeeldto haue any 
other thing then it, to be dealt in, ſeeing her highnes knew how 
neere it touched his heart, and what pleaſure and contentation it 
would bzing him. 
Thirdly, his maieſtie willed her highnes that ſeeing the holy 
counſell of Trent was now publiſhed, and that ther remained no⸗ 
thing els to be done but the letting vp ofthe newerected biſhops, 
p her highnes would put to all the poſſible help ſhe could fo? the 
eller tuall and conuenient pꝛoceeding thercof, And that ſhe ſhold 
alſo ſee, the oꝛdenãce of the councell of rrent executed about 
the r efo2mation ofthe lines r maners of the cleargie, by which 
both his mateſty,her hignes, and all other his maieſties officers 
were charged to ſhew al their fatour, e help, as far as was need» 
kull in p behalt. it ſo be it ſhould ſo fall out, as that his maieſtie 
ſhould be dziuen to make pꝛouiſion fo the ſame, that it ſhoulde 
foodthwith diſpatch euen amongeſt thoſe cleargie men whiche 
woulde not ſubmit themſelues to the rekoꝛmation ſee downe bp 
the biſhops, agreeing with decree ol the ſaid councel of Trent. 
And in the end, this was the cloſing vp ok altogether, that the 
thing which his maieſty wꝛote to her highncs ok, as afozeſaid, wag 
molt couuenient fo: the benefite ofthe religion, and the countries 
thereabout, which without it, were of no valure, becauſe chat the 
religion was it that muſt bee the locke and key to cenſerue them 
in their right, x keepe them in peace, reſt, and quietnes. And ſee⸗ 
ing that her highnes faw the great impoꝛtance thereof, his mas 
ieſty againe required her totake that courſe, becauſe, as hee laid, 
it would be the thing that he beſt liked ol, and would cauſe him to 
thinke the better both of her highnes, and alſo ofthe Loꝛdes that 
were about her, whom of very right ſhe ought to charge, tobe- 
ſtow their paine and trauell about the ſame, accoꝛding to þ truſt 
which his maieſty repoſed in them, wherin they right wel knew 
that they ſhoulde not onelp greatly content & pleaſe him, but 
alſo doe ſuch offices & duties ther in, as became ſuch noble eſtates 
as they are, and ſo acquite & diſcharge that bonde wherein they 
ſtand bound fox the ſeruice of God, his maieſtie, the common 
weale of the lowe countries thereabout, and they; owne parti 
culer benefite, 


this 
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this his maieſties charge and commandement,and fozeſeeing a 
moſt aſſured and vtter deſolation neceſlarily following the exe- 
cution ofthis his excellencies, and her highnes, determinations: 
ſo wiſely dealt with the Dutches of parma in that matter, as þ 
in the end (hee ſent the Counte Egmont towardes the kyng of 
Spaine, giuing him charge g commiſſion,to ſeek by al meanes 
poſſible the mittigation of his mateſties heart, in getting him to 
ceaſe the inquiſition in the coũtries thereabout. CAhẽ the Coũte 
was returned out of Spain, he bꝛought letters thence with him 
to the Dutches, charging her to deuiſe ſome ſound F fic meanes 
fo: the quiet & tranquility of the country, alwayes pꝛouided that 
the catholike religion ſhould in no wile be empay2ed, Fox per⸗ 
founyng wherof,ſhe appointed 3. biſhops, & thꝛee doctoꝛs, who 
were wel ſeene both in dininitie, and alſo in the ciuill & cannon 
lawes, that they myght be the better able to diſcerne & tudge of 
ſuch as were acculed of hereſie. But becauſe this ſeemed to be o⸗ 
ter weake a moderation, & tendyng to the abaſing of pzinces 
amongſt they) ſubiecte, the inquiſition was a freſh bought in e 
eſtabliſhed, cõmandemẽt giuen, p the decrees ofthe councell of 
Trent ſhould be obſerued,# a ſeuere pzoceeding had, agaynſt the 
afozeſayd ſupplyãts. Nowe, as the cõmon pe ople were heereat 
greatly troubled & per plexed:the nobilitie were determined to 
declare vnto her highnes the milchiefe that therupon might en⸗ 
ſue, pꝛoteſting þ they had ſufficiently diſcharged the duty ok loy⸗ 
all ſubiects x valſals vnto his maieſtpe, if foꝛ want ol ſuch pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion therein as they had deuiſed, any ruine oꝛ deſolatis ſhold ariſe 
vnto 5ᷣ coũtry. And fo} this end purpoſe there met at Bruxelles 
the 5. of Apꝛil, 1 566, about 200. Gentlemen, & exhibited to her 
highnes this ſupplication here ſet downe.

nobilitie haue alwayes been chiefe, as men who neuer made any 
reckoning eyther of their bodies oꝛ goods, foʒ the increaſing 
of they Pꝛinces honour and gloie. Mberein wee, his 
Patefties molt humble vaſſals,entende (by the grace of God) 
euer to coutinue from good to better, inlomuche as wee 
will 
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and nigbt be ready, both with our bodies and goodes 
molt humbly co ſerue him, and cherefoze we ſeeing vppon what 
termes the ſtate pꝛeſently ſtandeth, haut rather choſen co take a 
little fault vpon our ſelues,chen to conceale ſuchthinges as here 
after might turne to his Maieſties hurt, and ſo eftſoones trou⸗ 
ble the peace and quietnes ol theſe countries: truſting that the el 
fect will in time ſhew, that of all the ſeruices which wee might 
haue done, 02 map doe, in time to come vnto his maieſtte, this, 
which now we are about, will be thought to be the notableſt, 
to greateſt purpoſe , whereupon wee alluredly perſwade our 
ſelues,that your highneſſe will not but take it in good part, Al- ; 
though then Madam we doubt not, that what ſoeuer his maie⸗ 193 
ſtie hach heretafoꝛe, pea and at this pꝛeſent docth oꝛdeine foz the 
cauſe ofthe Jnquiſition, and the ſtraite obſeruing of the come 
miſſions vpon the ſtate of the religion, hach not had any ſound 
ground and iuſt title, and ſo continue the ſame, whiche the late 
Emperour Charles, of famous memoꝛie, had vpon a good mea ⸗ 
ning ſtaped: yet neuertheles, ſeeyng that the difference oftimes, 
bingeththerewith diuerſity of remedies, þ although not many 
peeres ſithence,þ ſaid cõmiſſions fo al this, were not rigoꝛouſſy 
executed, yet haue they giut᷑ occaſid to bꝛeed many grieuous incõ⸗ ö 
ueniẽces.Surelp, his Ma. laſt determinatid, wherein he did nat 
only foꝛbid þ any moderation of ſaid cõmiſſions ſhould be had, 6 
but alſo gaue expꝛeſſe cõmandemẽt, p the Inquiſition ſhoulde be 
obſerued, & the cõmiſſions moſt ſharply executed, giueth vs very 
iuſt occaſion to feare, p therby not onely the ſaid inconueniences

tiſement in very good part, conſidering that it toucheth vs moꝛe

the lame vnto his maicltic,x to doe him all the good offices þ her 
bighnes could deuiſe, which might any way ſerue to viſpoſe & ins 
cline his maieſtie to condiſcend vnto 5 requeſt of the petitioners 
who neuer looked fo2 any thing, but for that that was woꝛthie e 
agreeing vnto his natural accuſtomed benignitie:howbeit, her 
highnes had alreadie, bekoze the comming of the afozeſaid ſuppli⸗ 
ants, by the help and aduice of the gouerners of the pꝛouinces,

Adame, after wee had ſeen & read pour highnes anlwere 
ſẽt vnto vs, we could not but firſt of al moſt hũblie thank 
the ſame fo? the ſpeedie diſpatch thereof, but eſpecially foz the 
contentment and good liking whiche pour highnes had ofthis 
our aſſemblie, which was faz none other cauſe,ſaue onely for the 
ſeruice ofhis Paieftie, and the common good e tranquillitie of 
the countrey. And foz the greater contentation and quiet of 
the ſame countrey, wee woulde haue been very glad, that your 
graces ſaid anſwere had been ſer downe moꝛe largely and plain⸗ 
ly, neuertheles, ſith your highnefle,as we vnderſta nde, hath not 
nowe that autoꝛitie that we would be glad you had, koꝛ the which 
we are right ſoꝛie, vet we truſt, vpon the hope and aſſurance wht-

But as a fire long time kept in, waxeth very hoate, x after burs 
ſteth out into great fiery flammes : euen ſo they of the religion, 
hauing this aduantage, and being no longer able to keepe in, 
beganne to manifeſt chem ſelues, and make common and open 
allemblies: Firſt in lowe Flanders, and ſoone after at Antwerp, 
where they beganne openly to pꝛeach the 24. of June being D. 
Johns day in the afoꝛe ſayde yeere: about a quarter of a myle out 
of the Citie, Shoꝛtly atter, they of Tournay followed, and ſo 
likewiſe did many other Cities of Hollande,Zelande, Bzabant, 
Flanders, and ocher places. The number ofthem came to 
the alſemblies, ſo dayly encreaſed, as that a man woulde haue 
thought the people had come to a fayzeo2 market, when after 
long dearch, great ſtoze of Cozne had been bzought thither. 
Nowe, fo2 the firſt pzeaching that was at Antwerpe. the 
people reſoꝛted thicher without their foꝛbidden weapons, But 
when they were aduertiſed of a conſpiracie, entended agaynſt 
them, they beganne, contrary to the Ringes and Regentes Pꝛo⸗ 
clamations, to carry them foz their defence agaynſt the Jnuaſt« 
on and furie ofthe conſpiratoꝝs. 
But after they were come backe into the Citie, they lay 

them away, and in the meane tyme beſought the chie fe officers, 
eyther to grannt them ſome guard oz defence agaynſt thoſe peo» 
ple, oꝛ els ſuffer them to meece together within the Citie, that 
they might not bee thzult out into any ſuch danger, and in caſe

and that this ſurceaſing would turne to an vtter aboliſhing ther⸗ 
dl, becauſe the Eſtates had not met together, as alſo experifce 
had caught them, beſides many other reaſons: It was tolde vnto 
bis excellency,that it was neither reaſonable dealing with God, 
no2 pet expedient fo: che common benefice of the citte , to ſur⸗ 
ceaſe the ſaid pꝛeachings. And ſo by thismeanes, theexerciſe of 
che religion was contynued. And as fo2 the bearing of weapons, 
when as they of the religion had ſhewed in what daunger they 
ſtood by their meeting together out of the city withont weapons: 
ie was told them that they might very wel vſe them whiles they 
were in their aſſemblies: But that they ſhould leaue them with⸗ 
out and not hing them backe ag aineinto the Citie, wher withal 
chey were very wel contented, therein moꝛe and moze ſhewing 
their ſimplicitie, in not looking into the waranting ot thẽſelues. 
their wiues and childzen, againſt theſe helhoundes chat then lay 
abzoade, 

The 18.of Aucult ſolemne pꝛoceſſions ot our Ladie of Ant⸗ 
werp were made,after the old cuſtom, wher in they carried about 
chem, the image of our Ladie, garniſhed and apparrelled 
in cloth of gold, & wich many other pꝛecious ie wels,. as if ſhe had 
been a Aueene. 

This Image was carried about by the woꝛſhipfulleſt men of the 
Citie, alwayes changing them at certayne quarters and croſſe 
wayes ofthe Streetes. There were at that tyme at the pꝛince 
of Ozange his houſe, the Pꝛinceſſe his wife, his bzother, the 
count Lewys, and many other Gentlemen to beholde this ſo⸗ 
lemne feſtiuall pꝛoceſſion. Then this ſolemne pꝛoceſſion was 
ended the Jmage was ſet vp in the midſt of the Church as it was 
wonted to be, where it was accuſtomed to ſtande, vntill the Sa- 
terday following, But becauſe my matters of che Chapiter 
feared ſome diſoꝛder to come, by reaſon of certayne woꝛdes that 
p people ſpake in ÿ time of 5 pꝛoceſſiõ, ſap ing. O Marie Marie, 
the Carpencers wife, chis ſhall be thy laſt feſtiuall day, ſhee was

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taken away and ſet vp againe the Teweſvay following in her 
owne Chappell, where h2-was wont to ſtande. 

The 19. of Auguſt, the Punce departed krom Antwerpe, The prince of

miſed to make to the deputies ofthe nobles,the 20,02 21 ,ofthac 
inſtant, by reaſon of a (application which they had exhibted, ten ⸗ 
ding to the withſtanding ok the apparant troubles and commo- 
tions in the Countreys. 

Nowe, as they continued in maner and kourme as afozeſaive 
in their common and publike Sermons, certaine of lowe Flan- 
ders began to put downeß Idols and Images, which ching was 
pꝛolecuted in many Cities of the Countrey , and amongſt the 
reſt at Antwerpe, wich ſuch aſſuraunce and diligence, as if ſome 
man had had expꝛeſle commandement from the Magiſtrate to 
execute ſuche an exployte with expedition. This defacing of 
Images was the moꝛrowe after that the Pꝛince was gone from 
Antwerp to B:urelles, which was on Tewel day, being the 20. 
of Auguſt about ſixe of the clocke in che after noone: And the oc» 
caſion hereofgrew by this meane, that the Sunday next befoze, 
as afoꝛe is ſayde, a great Image ofthe virgin Yarie was caried 
about in ſolemne pꝛoceſſion, which was wonted to be ſet vp and 
left in a certayne place ot the Temple foʒ eyght dayes together, 
about which euerp man and woman accowing to their deuotion, 
crept on their knees two oꝛ thiee times: and on the Tewelday 
following the Pꝛieſtes, hauing ſhutte vp the Church doozes,pla- 
ced her agayne in her oꝛdinarp raome. And about two ofthe 
clocke in the afternoone, there came to our Ladies Church cer⸗ 
tayne Mariners, and other pong fellowes, and merueiling that 
they had ſo often remoued the Image. cryed out and ſayde, Ma · 
rie, crie viue les Gueux, that is, God ſaue the Gueſes, wee will 
giue you the place, wich ſuch other like pleaſancteſtes, They 
aſkedalſo the woman that was wonted to ſell the ware candles, 
and gather vp the offrings, why they had ſo often remooued the 
ſaide Image: and ſayde further vnto her that ſhee might nowe 
ſhutte vp her Shoppe well inough , fox there were none that 
woulde buie any ot her marchandize, 

The woman,mooued and grieued with theſe e, 
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the Aches which ſhee had there in a pot into their eyes. Whileg 


they were thus ieſting and ſpozting, there went to the Towne 
houſe two ſubſtanctall men, and tolde the Magiſtrate of cheſe 
tumultes and vp202es 2: The Pagiſtrate amazed wich theſe 
newes, went to the Colledge, and comming thence, after he had 
pauled there a while, he went wich the Margraue, accompanied 
with foure Seriantes, foure Halberdiers, and a great trayne ol 
people vnto the Church: And when the Boyes and poung Fel⸗ 
lowes lawe the Pagiſtrate, they went out of the Churche , 
andthen beganne the Magittrate co vſe thele diſcrette ſpee- 
ches, vnto the people,ſaping: Py good friendes, J pap you 
get you hence, howebeit there was neuer a man that woulde 
once ſtyʒre, ſo that hee was fayne to gette him out without any 
more ta doe. 

Soone after, the young fellowes afozeſayde came backe to 
the Church with one of the captaynes of the Guarde ofthe pzeas 
chers c ſbutting inthe Church doozes fel a ſinging ofÞſalmes, 


which Plalmes being ſung,euery man begã co pull down & de⸗ 


face the Images, in ſo much that the very ſame night they had 
thowen downe the Images not onely in the great temple, cal- 
led our Lady Church,but alſo in all the reſt : yea and in all chaps 
pels, æ Cloyſters: where they made very great vnwonted caues, 
as ik they would haue dzownedthe Hoggeſheades of wine and 
beare, after they had dꝛunke mote then ynough, and carried away 
all the ſtooꝛe of fleſhe and of other p2ouiſion whiche they coulde 
lay handes on; Howebeit there were none that did thus, but begs 
gers, women, and wilde headed poung fellowes. And beſides, 
they deliuered out of pꝛiſon in the couente of the Franciſcane 
Fzpers, a pooze F2yer that had been kept in pꝛiſon 12. peeres 
fo: the pꝛeaching of the trueth, and deliuered alſo a French Bas 
ker: who had been a peere and an halfe in the towne Pꝛyſon, foꝛ 
the religion, and confellion ofthe Goſpell. | | 
The Wedneſday and Thur ſday following, the wozſhip- 
full companies of liueries,o2 bꝛotherhoodes that had their Alter 
02 Chappell in the afozeſaive Ladie Church, beganne co pull 
downe that, chat remapned,and carried it out of the Churche, 


whereupon, there were others that followed them in the ſame 
Church,

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Church and alſo in the reft, to pull downe alſo that whiche they 
had leaft , and chis was done as if they had had commiſſion to 
doe it, the Magiſtrate not once ſetting him ſcife agaynſt them

Armes were bzoken . But when the Pagiltrate hearde of that, gz, lung arme 
the Bozroughmaſter Stralen entered into pChurch, with a cer ⸗ bzoben. 


tayne number of Pariners,all ſhot, who diſcharging their pee⸗ 
ces, dꝛaue away all the Beggers, and lo ſhutte vp the Churche 
doozes. 

The Tewelday inthe euening, the chiefe officers being 
troubled with thele beginninges, deſired one ok the miniſters of 
the Flemmiſh Church, to goe co the Temple, and exhozte thoſe 
that had bꝛoken downe the Jmages,toleaue off.TUhereunto hee 
obeped, and going vp into the pulpit to that ende, ſpake vnto 
them, But when he ſawe that they woulde giue no eare vnto 
him, hee, fo2 the auoyding of a greater milchtefe,departed, Ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe, they ofthe religion were charged with this violence, 
Tlhereupon alſo, they were blamed'foz robberies, and other in⸗ 
ſolences which thereon had enſued. 

In regarde whereof, the ſayde miniſter Herman Stryt⸗ 
ker of Swelle, went vp agayne into the pulpit of che ſapde Lady 
Church. on Thurſday in the moꝛning, being the 22. of Auguſt, 
and chere, made a ſhozte collation vnto the people, pꝛoteſting in 
the firſt place, that this violence of pulling downe ofthe Ima⸗ 
ges, was done without the knowledge of the miniſters, and the 
reſt who had the charge of the Churche committedvnto them: 
and in the ſeconde place, diſalowyng and deteſting the ſpoyles, 
ptiferies, and other inſolences that had enſued: and exhoꝛted 
all ſuch as had anp of the pillage and ſpople , to carrie it to the 
Pagiſtrate. 

And to knit bp the matter withall, he admoniſhed che people 
of the obedience that was due tothe agiſtrate, and ol the cons 
coꝛde and peace requiſite amongſt the people. 

With this exhoztation were many moued,# deliuered vp into 
the hands of the Pagiſtrate, not only ſiluer croſſes, but alſomas« 
ny gilt chalices, other iewels, telling their names,ſurnames, 
and dwelling places, offring them ſelues to become pꝛyſeners, 
it were lo the Pagiſttates plealure, 
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Yow?beit,the Magiſtrate receiued their Jewelles, and thanked 
| them fot their ſidelitie and lopaltie,

This Teweloay being the 20. of Auguſt, a great number 
ofthe Citizens ot Antwerp, boch Fleming es and Malons, had

But foꝛſomuchas the Fleminges were already aſſembled in 
great multitudes in the ſaide Churches, it was thought beſte to 
let them alone fo2 chat mozning „ vppon condition tha: they 
ſhoulde in the Aſternoone , goe to the Sermon in the newe 
Towne , as the Malonnes did. Who beeing not as pet 
gotten into the Jacopins (fo they kepte the doozes ſhut vppon 
them, when as they heard that there was a diſcharge bzought, 5 
they ſhoulde not come in any Church) aſſembled themſelues in 
— new Towne, by the authozitie and permiſſion of the Pagi⸗ 

ate.

Towne , whiche heretofoze thep were woonted to haue their

man. 

All theſe thinges afozeſapde were done whileſt my Loꝛde 
the Pzince of Dzange was at Antwerpe, but the pulling downe 
and bzcaking of the Images was the cauſe that the Catholikes 
peelded moze to the Pꝛoteſtantes, then they at the firſt inten 
Ded. 
_ Fodthe feare ok the rage and furie of the people, and the 
helpe of the Gentlemen Straungers ſtrooke them to the verye 
heart: and beſides, they knewe well ynougheithat che kinges 
Maleſtte was a great diſtance off, to helpe them, whereſoꝛe they 
were edto behaue themſelues accoꝛdingly as the tyme ſer⸗ 
ued, and ok neceſſitie, to make a bertue, in dilpite ol them, and ol 
their great ſozrowe and griele. 

In the meane while, the Ladie Regent, by the counlayle of 


permitted the Pꝛoteſtauntes to haue publique Sermons, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing to appoynte them ſome place without the Citie, foz the 
exerciſe of theirreligton, Duer amd beſides, that the Juquts 


ſition, and ſeuere Commiſſions ſhoulde from thence foozth, 


bee aboliſhed, ſo that no man ſhoulde any moze be purſued, and 
hunted after, fo his conſcience + But yet vpon this condition, 
that the confedered Gentlemen, which tooke no parte, ſhoulde 
ſweare, that they woulde pꝛocure the people to foꝛſake and lay 
downe thep2 armour and weapon, and chat che Churches ſhould 
bee no moge ſpopled, no} any thing that ſhoulde bee pzeiudiciall 
vnto the Cleargie men, oz Catholikes, 
To be ſhoꝛt, that they would be ready to peelde all obedience bn⸗ 
to his Maieſtie. Her eupon an accoꝛd was made in Auguſt 1566. 
Duer and belides this che Regent had pꝛocured the moſt qualili, 
ed Catholikes to bee ſwozne te the ſame, and conlirmed by his 
— commaundement, which was poclapmedi in diuers

The noble men, foz the perfourming of their pꝛomiſe and 
. wꝛote and declared to the Conliſozies , all ers 
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which had been treated of, which was, that they ſheuld lay down 
and leaue oft their armour and weapon, and behaue themſelucs, 
as good and obedient ſubiects ought to doe, towards their pzpn- 
ces, foꝛ if they ſo did not, the matter would goe pil wich them: 
whereupon, the people, to ſhew theyz obedience, willingly leafc 
off, and layd downe they? weapons. 

During thele troubles, king Philip being aduertiſed by his 
ſubozners,and flatterers, ofthe pulling downe, and bꝛeaking, of 
the unages, was marueilouſly angry. determined in his owne 
perſon to come down? into the lowe countryes with a mayne 
foꝛce fo2 the auengyng ofthe contempt and milbehautour coms 
mitted and doone vnto his mateſtie. But befoze hee had called 
together his councel at Madrid,to conſult about the appeaſing 
of the low countries, it was concluded that his matcſtte ſhoulde 
not goe thyther , becauſe that this fire, might other wiſe, bee 
well enough quenched by foꝛce of armes, howbeit, as fo the cho- 
ſing ofa generall that ſhould execute the ſame, they were of ſun⸗ 
die opinions. Fo, many were of the opinion, chat the pꝛince 
of Spaine Don Charles, his mateſties onely ſonne and hepze, 
ſhould bee appointed generall, not onely fo? that that by right of 
nature it apperteined vnto him, but alſo by reaſen ok the good 
affection which the catholikes ol the lowe countries beare hym, 
as beeyng theyꝛ naturall pzince , and the onelye ſcnne of the 
Ryng they? Loꝛde, vnto whom they would ſooner peelde they} 
obedience, and loue, then to any other. Some of them were 
loch co lay vpon this poung pꝛince ſo waightie a burden, and 


warlike commiſſton, but ſaide, that the Duke of Medina Celi be general of

was a meete man fo2 that purpoſe : Some others agatne, gaue the arme foz 


theyz conſent to the Dake of Alua, whercupon in the end, it was 
ſo determined. The poung pꝛince being aduertiſed of this reſo⸗ 
lution, was greatly greeued and deſpited therewith, and fo that 
cauſe conceaued a marueilous great hatred againſt the Duke of 
Alua, and other Lozdes: which beeing once knowen together 
bis good affection that hee had, to the lowe countries , was 
the cauſe ok his death, as heereafter moze at large ſhalbee decla⸗ 
red. | :

Whilesthep were about to make readie fo) this warre, his Che dings es 


maieſtie wore to che ladie Regent, and to other chiefe Loꝛds ters vnto the 
jeltte wore 60. che ladie Reg 25 ther chieke, of lie Regen 
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of the lowe countries, very ſharpeletters, expꝛeſly ſignifping 
how angry and greeued he was at the inſolencites paſſed, com⸗ 
manding in flat woꝛdes, a reſtauration of the commiſſions vnto 
their foꝛmer ſtrength,and accuſtomed courſe, wich many other 
things hereafter following. 

Hereupon, the confederates might eaſily conſider, & gather, 
to what ende this pꝛeparation of warre and y2efull thheates of 
his mateſtie tended, but the Catholikes eſpecially, who wich 
they} craftie clayning and ſubtill dawbing might the eaſilier 
deceiue the Regent,feigned that they wold rather become new⸗ 

ters, oꝛ els if chey did any thing, that they would after a ſoꝛt take 
part wich her excellencieſ as they ſaide ) foꝛ the common wealth, 
| 5 and yet it was well enough perceiued, that they ſhewed them 
ſelues ſecrete enemies, both to the Inquiſition, and alſo to the 
| Spantardes : howbeit, becauſe they hoped co obteine the good 
will and moderation, whiche theRegent on che behalfe of her 
bnother, had giuen th? to vnderſtand,they to the end,they would 
not haue their enter pꝛiſes to bee diſcouered no? hindered, fell to 
plaine diſſembling. But when both the confederaces and ca⸗ 
tholikes, vnderſtoode of che rumoz of the ſetting kozwarde of 
the Spaniſhe warres,eyther partie beganne to beſtyzre hym, and 
make ſhifc fo: himſelfe: yea, and ſome of the Pꝛoteſtants, who 
befoze had refuſed and fozſaken the gentle offer and ayde of 
ſtrange captaines and ſouldiers, becauſe they woulde ſtrengthen 
chemlelues the better, conſirmed with chem their confederacie, 
and thereupon cauſed men to bee leuied who had taken and pol⸗ 
ſeſſed certaine townes, makyng thereby che Romaniſtes pꝛacti⸗ 
ſes ok none effect, c. 

Nom, becauſe the ſpople of che Churches greatly diſpleaſed 
the Catholikes, they allo leuied a great number ok men of war, 
that they might bee auenged of che do wne pullers and bꝛeakers 
of they2 Images, puniſhyng many in diuers places, without bes 
ing any thing at all gainſaid by any of the reſt of the pꝛoteſtants. 
Foz the third part of the confederates, haunted no whit any of the 
aſſemblies, but interdicting alſo þ pꝛeachings, impꝛiſoned as mas 
ny as continued conſtant in the exerciſe of religion, rech iſtening 
the infants, and remarr xing thoſe perſons, which by the mini⸗ 
ſters 
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ſters had been befozebaptiſed and marryed : and beſides, when 
they had cauſed the pꝛeachings to ceaſe, they hunted and chaſed 
the miniſters, and gaue them vp vnto the Inquilition, and to all 
the reſt of the old oꝛdenancts. MAhtreupon, many were fozced 
to get them awap into other countries, and cities, where the ex- 
erciſe ofthe religion had free courſe ; amongeſt which, Valencia 
was the molt famous, 

Fo? this cauſe, the Lady Regent had required and comman- 
ded the Valencians to take in a garriſon: to wit. ſiue enſignes of 
footemen,and foure troupes oꝛ companies of hozlemen, whiche, 
Monſieut de Noircarmes, the Parques of Bergues lieuetenant 
Gouernour of Henault had bꝛought. But the Valencians flat- 
ly refuſed them the 22. of September, the very lelfe ſame peere, 
truſting to the ſtrength of their citie, and the ayde of certaine 
french which were witch them. | 

Valencia, is the ſecond chiefe citie of Henault, ſcituate in a gy, gituatton 
fruitfull ſople, full ot moyſture by reaſon of two riuers which of Clalencia. 
ſtreame downe thither, and there meete, the greater of which is 
called y Eſcante, whoſe ſpzing head commeth frõ the countrie of 
Vermand out of the Eaſt moud:aines, and running downe by 
Cambray, and the territoꝛies thereof, taketh his couſe by Valen · 
cia, ſo vnto Conde, where the Niuer called the Hayne, wheres 
of all the countrie is named, falleth into Eſcant: The whiche, ſe⸗ 
parating and diuiding Artoys from Henault, rxunneth vown bp 
Tournay in Flaundezs, cuen vnto Gand, where it ioyneth with 
Lys, Which diſcendeth from Artoys, and ſo parting it ſelfe into 
diuers armes, runneth by Deuremond, and Antwerp, and laſtly 
diſgoꝛgeth it ſelfe into the Ocean Sea. Moꝛzeouer, Valencia 
is a fayꝛe citie, well fenced with rampiers, and ditches! But the 
chiefeſt commoditie it hath, is, that they may dzown all the whole 
Champion Countrie thereab out, thꝛough the opening of cer⸗ 
tapne fluces oz flood gates made foꝛ the ſame purpoſe, fo the 
topping of al ſuch as intended to come neere the Towne.Muer 
and beſides this, it is a citie well furniſhed with all kindes ol 
merchandiſe, ſeruyng fo the trade andtraffique of the Frenche, 
and lowe countrie men. 


Clalenicla refs 
tech a garriſon, 
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Then the ladie Re gent had vnderſtood ot this refuſall, ee 
againe commanded to haue the gates to be ſet open, to take in a 
garriſon, which ſhe had ſent thyther by letters, and withall, che 
Duke of Areſcote and the Counte Egmont to perſwade them. 
But when they coulde by no meanes bying to paſſe their pur⸗ 
poſe, the valencians were taken fo? his maieſties enemies, and 
fo declared and pꝛoclaimed in many places, which terrified and 
feared the other cities. Ncuertheleſſe, at the laſt che ſaid loꝛds 
n ſo perſuadedthem,asthat they agreed to receiue a garriſon, 
although againſt theyꝛ pꝛiuileges: but becauſe they would glad. 
ty bee diſcharged ol them, they were contented to giue them a 
lumme of money vpon condition, that they would agree to cet⸗ 
taine articles. Mowbeit, che catholikes woulde in no wiſe ac⸗ 
cept thereof: ſaying, that it was againſt all reaſon, that any ſub⸗ 
rect ſhoulde pꝛeſcribe lawes oꝛ articles vnto his Loꝛd: wherfoze, 
they ſtraitly beſiegedthe citie, and made their trenches, and enui⸗ 
roned them both on foote and hoꝛſe backe. In this mean while 
Monſieur de Noircarmes had gotten a litle village ſomewhat 
neere thereto, called Sp2 Amand, and had ſchooled and appoin⸗ 
ted them what chey ſhould doe and afterwarde in December 
1565. hee came befoze Valencia with his whole campe, The 


beſiegeants likewiſe had pꝛepared to defend themlelues againſt 
the aſſꝛultes and attempts of the catholikes, and had wiitten to 


the cittes confedered, beſeeching their aide, but cſpectally to 
the gentlemen conkedered, becaule they would gladly haue been 
aſſiſted by them, ſeeing that by their incitation and encourage⸗ 


ment, they had taken in hand that warre. 


The nobilitie woulde at no hand haue to doe with that cauſe, 
but ſom ofthe common people gathered themſelues together in 
low Flanders, to rayſe a campe, but foꝛſomuch as they were not 
pꝛouided of an expert captain fo2 the wars, they in ſfecve of mar⸗ 
ching againſt the enemie, made warre with the Pꝛieſts and 
Churches, and by that meane pꝛocured the loſſe of Valencia, and 
were the cauſe of they owne deſtruction. Fo? when the gouer⸗ 
noir of Doway and Orchizs was aduertiſed of this aſſembly, he 
ſent againſt them both footemen & hozſemen,to charge them in 
the reare ward, Which thing wht they of Tournay vnderſtood, 
they put thilelues in armes, foꝛthe apding of the Valencians,@ 

| remoe 
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remouing ok the ſiege. The gouernour of Doway had all that 
night gotten his people together, e ſent them into the champion 
countrey, ſo p about 6. of the clocke in j mozning there were in 
Armes, 3. hundzed Yarquebuzters an himdzed hozſes, fozbid- 
ding them not to fight vntill ſuch teime as Monſicur de Noir- 
carmes were come with his tenne Enſignes of footemen, g an 
hundꝛed hoꝛſe: who aſtoone as they were come violently e ſud⸗ 
dainely charged che men of warre ofthe Pꝛoteſtantes, aud put 
them to the fople, lo that the third parte ol them lay dead in the Eo — 
place, and the reſt were laued by their falt running into Tour- 1 
nay: The enimie purſuing ot them, came befoze the Citie with 
niene enſignes, and bad them let them in, wherupon they rendzed 
the towne, where they houng vp certeyne miniſters, and the beſt, 
o2 molt qualiſted ꝛoteſtantes. 
When Noircarmes ſaw that the Valencians were no whit 
diſcomfited with che ouerthꝛowe of their neighboures , and 
that they continued full and whole, ſtiffe and conſtaunt in cheit 
purpoſe , hee retyzed from Tournay to Valencia, and ſkirmy- g clirmith be⸗ 
ſhed with thoſe ofthe ſaide Citie, where immediatly were ſlaine, tweene Ag. 
an hundzed and thzeoſcope! of the Valencians : wherefoze- the Carne * the 
ſapde Noircarmes ſent as well to Doway and Tournay, as to _ 
other Cities thereabout, foꝛ as much Artillery as was poſliblye 
to be had: and after he had made his trenches, and plantedhisars 
tillery o2 great ſhot, he ſummoned Valencia with the cannon, ſo 
that they of the ſayd Citie,conſidering,that the Noble men and 
Gentlemen had fozſaken them,tooke counſel!, and after ſome de⸗ 
bates about the Regents letcers,y Catholikes peelded vp the ct; Halercia cl. 
| tie againſt the myndes of the French, and many others, the 24. vp. . 
| of Marche 15 67, Powbeeic they kept not their promiſe whiche 
| they had made them, Foꝛ, Monſicut de Noircarmes keepitigthe 
gates chut for certaine dapes committed that while, many cruell 
deeds foꝛ the ſatilliyng ol his bloudy minde, foz, he houng + ſlew 
many French miniſters, and other very well qualrficJ}Iyote- Thety;anny 57 
ſtantes,confiſked their goods; aboliſhed pzeaching,@ reſtoꝛedehe Polrearmes, 
Eccleſtaſtical ſtare, This wicked deed, + cruel executid marnets 
louſly aſtoniſhed the relt ol the cities, inſomuch that Cam breſis | 
was fozlaken, Maſtright rendzed, and the reſt ſhoꝛtlx aſter, tecei⸗ ; 
ued Catzolike garriſons. , | |

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Mile thele things aboue ſaid thus houng, Mathias Flac- 
cus Illiricus, A man well knowne, Spangenberger, and other 
Miniſters ofthe confeſſion of Auſbourgh arriued at Antwerpe, 
and pzouoked the miniſters of the rekoꝛmed Religion co dil⸗ 
pute, vpponthe point of the pꝛeſence of Chꝛiſt Jeſus his bodie 
in the Supper, truely a matter of ouer greate waight , fo2 
ſo an euill fauoured vnfitte tyme , Eicher partie had publy⸗ 
ſhed and pꝛynted the confeſſion of their faith . This controuer⸗ 
ſie not well vnderſtood, is as pet vndecided, and at that time no- 
thing was concluded vpon, wherefoze the Germayne Doctozs 
a few dapes after went from Antwerpe, without doyngol anye 
ching. 

At this very time the Pꝛoteſtantes, conſidering the greate 
pꝛoſperitie and aduauncement of the Catholikes, and their 
owne declining and abaling: (and beſides the Regent perſiſting 
in following the Pꝛote ſtants. made ſmall account of her pꝛomt⸗ 
ſes made to the nobility, no2 pet of her oꝛdinaunces by her 
publiſhed and pzoclaymed, to wit, that the Inquiſition ſhoulde 
ceaſe, and publique pꝛeaching bee graunted, but layed all the 
blame vppon his Pateſtie,) exhibited the 27. of October, 1566.

1* all humble and moſt obedient wiſe, ſhewe pnto your Pa⸗ 
ieſtie pour faithfull vaſlalles and true Subtectes of all che 
lowe Countries: That whereas they haue alwayes employ- 
ed their bodies and goodes , and all other dueties in pour 
Yighuelle ſeruice, as well in pour abſence as in your pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, neuer refuſing to paye,aniecuſtomes, Jmpoſtes,tolla- 
Ces,no2 other extraozdinary ſubſivies,fo2 your Pateſties conſcrs 
uation , but fill bearing and continuing the ſame their good 
willes and feruent affections towardes you, and deſiring to in⸗ 
creaſe x ſurpaſſe daylie moꝛe and moe therin, doe like wife truſt 
that they ſhal perceiue,x find by experfence ſuch your Ma. great 
fauour and clemency, as heeretofoze they haue felt by ſingulet

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and notable tokens and ceſtimonies, Foz, although pour mate- 
ſtie hath beene alwayes councelled and induced, to purſue by 
moſt cruell death, and loſſe of goods, as many as will not in all 
points teceiue the doctrine of the Romiſhe Church, as alſo hath 
of late beene pꝛopounded and ſet fooꝛth by the councell of Trent, 
thereby to maintaine the inquiſicton, where it was firſt planted, 
and to bying it into other places, where it was neuer befoze re⸗ 
ceiued, beeing adeutle wholy againſt the liberties and pꝛiuileges 
- of pour lowe countries hereabouts, and alſo your faithful ſub⸗ 
tects in them. Neuertheleſſe ſo it is, that your maieſtie, hauing 
vnderſtood it by the ſupplication of the nobilitie hercabout, the 
eſtate of this low countrie, was well contented, not onely to 
cauſe the ſaide Inquiſition to ceaſe, but alſo accoꝛding to pour 
owne naturallclemencie and benignitie, to ſurceaſe the commiſ- 
ſions pꝛoclaimed about the cauſe of religion, and the ſame to find 
out by the way of moderation and collerattons, foz the pleaſing 
of your people:fo2 the which we haue to render thanks vnto our 
good God, and to attend and looke fo? all fauour and grace at 
your mateſties hands. 

Now, the people hauing been as it were a long time bꝛoughe 
into ſlauer ie, by keeping of the ſaid commiſſions, and pet hauing 
ſecretely very well pꝛolited in the true knowledge of their ſals 
uation, as well by reading of the holy Scriptures inſpired by 
God, as alſo by the teaching and erhotting of certaine good and 
godly Pꝛeachers, well inſtructed both in diuinitie and humani⸗ 
tie, beeyng moued by the continuall ſlaunders and falſe accuſati⸗ 
ons of ſome euill willers, who neuer ceaſed to cauſe them to bee 
ſuſpected of they religion, knewe not. noꝛ could not any longer 
hyde it: and therefoꝛe fo the ſhutting vp of the meuthes ok all 
Backbiters and ſlaunderers, and the ſaciſfipug and contenting 
of themſelues by ſhewing they? owne ʒeale and feruencie,thep 
went to the publike exerciſes ofthe ſaid religiũ, ts the end ettery 
man might know. what the religion was, which they befoze ſa 
ſecretely vſed amongeſt themſelues, which beeing done, there 
met ſuch great numbers of men ſo well qualified at the alſem⸗ 
blies and pꝛeachings, as that they could hardly bee counted, and 


the matter moze hardly bee belceucdof choſe, that were not 
pzeſent 
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p2eſent at the doyng aud ſight there of: andbeſides, the multi⸗ 


tude ſtill dayly ſo increaſedas that it paſſed all mans vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng. But although the myniſters in their Sermons greatly 


trauelled in exhoꝛting the people to all modeſtie, and dutifulre- 
uerence and obedience vnto the magiſtrate, and in pzeaching, 


namelp, againſt idolatry, admoniſhed chem to conteine them 
ſelues within the boundes of their vocation, without vlurping of 
the ſaide magiltrates office, by thꝛuſting chemſelues fozewarde 
to che pulling downe of Jmages and ſuch like things: pet it 
Tofell out, as that certaine companies of people, carried with an 


ouer hoat and indilcrete ʒeale, amongeſt whom were ſome diſſo⸗ 
Jute and wicked per ſons, who looked after nothing but ſpopling 


and pilfring, accompanied with a multitude of wome, young 
pouches and childꝛen, gaue themſelues to the pulling downe of 
the Jmages in the Churches, and ſuch other like diſozders, to 
our vnſpeakle griefe, whereupon the magiſtrates cucry where, 
were in ſuch a fright and feare, becauſe they doubted of moe 
grieuous inconueniences as that they did not onelie let them a⸗ 
lone, but which is moe, commanded the companies of Liucrics 
02 Bꝛotherhoods in many places to take away the Images and 
oꝛnaments of they? aulters,whiche coulde net be done fo haſtily 
and contuſedly, but that they muſt necdes bzeake (ome of them. 
Which kinde of dealing, when ſome of che people ſawe, they in 
like ſozt put thereto they? helping band, thinking it to be a thing 
both lawfull, allowe d, and alſo commannded by the magiſtrace 
to tyd the Churches of them all. UWherefoze, it is lo karre 
of that they were neither at the firſt, noꝛ pet afterwardes ſtirred 


bp thereto by the Hermons, as that contrariwiſe the Pꝛeachers, 


and ſuch as haue the gouerument of the Churche, as muche as in 
them lap, trauelled to ſap them, neuer hauing commaunded any 
ſuch act to bee doone, noz yet knowing thereof befoꝛe, eyther els 
allowyng of it after, as by many reaſons may wel bee verified, 
and alſo namely appeare by the teſtimonie of a very great num» 
ber of pzyſoners, who fozthe ſame cauſe haue beene miſtrably 
toꝛmented. Which thing neuertheleſſe wee haue to gur greate 


g Krtefevnderſtood,that theſe two points, ta wit, The pꝛeachings 


e heaking of þ Images, which notwithſtanding haue no waye 


beene any further ance, but altogether quite and cleane 12 
them, 


dutwarde foꝛces can any wap enter o2 pearſe,conſivering, that 
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the, hauing therewith nocommunitie at all, haue been ſo repoz- 
ted of vnto pour maieſtie, as that you being thereat greatly offen 
ded, were fully determined to come hyther with fozceof armes, 
fo2 the indifferent rooting out both of the one and che other. 
Which thing conſidered, wee haue thought it our duetie molt 
humbly to beſeech pour maieſtie, that it would pleaſe you moſte 
certainely thinke , that the religion beeing impꝛintes in the 
heartes and mindes of men, into the which no thzeatninges noꝛ 


ſich the point ſtandeth vppon the ſaluation oꝛ condemnation of 
they? ſoules, u is not ſo raſie a matter to pluck away by foꝛce of 
armes, as by that means, to cauſe ſome weak ſoules to diſſemble 
the ſame, and thereby, in time make them become people with- 
out religion, and very Libertines, and Atheiſts, at whoſe hands, 


is neyther fidelitie noꝛ pet lopaltie of conſcience, to bee looked 


fo. And withall that the ſaying of Gamaliel may well bee 
wetghed, That if it bee of God, it cannot bee ouetthꝛowne: and 
therefoze an hard and dangerous matter to make warre againſt 
him, And that which is moe; when pour maieſtie ſhall ſee 
into the chiefe pointes of the entttpꝛiſes that haue beene put 
into your head, by ſuche, as eycher thꝛough ignozance, bytheyz 
parciculer affections, oꝛ for feare, haue giuen you that councell, 
that none other thing will followe noꝛ come thereon, but an 
irrecouerable ruine and deſtructton of pour ſo floziſhing lowe 
Countries, and ſo neceſſary fo2 the conſeruation of pour mighs 
fineſſe, and the increaſing of the Pzinces your neighbours, 
who beeynge inriched with che ſpoples of theſe Coun: 
tries, may thereby bee trenghchenedto make warre againſt 
pou. 

And therefoze wee pour moſt humble vaſſals and faichfull 
ſeruauntes, deliryng alwayes to liue and dye vnder pour Pas 


ieſties obedience, and to aduaunce the mightineſſe thereof as 
muche as in vs lyeth both with our bodies and goods, chꝛough⸗ 


ly conſiderynq and waping all theſe circumſtances, and 
perſuaded that our humble and reſonable requeſtes and ſupply- 
cations wyll take ſome place with pour excellencie, by reaſon 
of your naturall and wonted clemencie and benignitie: Bee- 
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vs , that ſuch as cannot by any meanes lyke of the Romyſhe 
doctrine and ceremonies, and pet fo) all that in al other things, 
are your very faithfull and obedient ſubiects, may fully and 
wholpy haue ſuch an aſſured libertie openly co meete in ſuch plas 
tes as pour maieſtie, and the agiſtrates vnder you, ſhal pleaſe 
to aſſigne them, foʒ the exerciſe of they religion, wherein they 
truely pꝛoteſt, as befoze God, that theyꝛ full pꝛetence and mea: 
nyng is, to beleeue, lyue and dye, in the doctrine of the Þ20- 
phetes and Apoltles,contapned within the olde and newe Te- 
ſtament, æ ſummarily compꝛyſed in the Creede of the ſaid $po- 
ſtles, and ok all Councels agreepyng with che woꝛde of GD, 

ſubmittyng themſelues beſides,vaco whatſocuer ſhall hereafter 
bee determined and oꝛdeyned by a free and generall Councell: 
Where attending and looking fo2 the ſame councell, which ſhal 
by the common] conſent of the Euãgelike Churches both of 
hygh and lowe Germante, Fraunce,Englande, and other quar⸗ 
ters of Europe bee agreed vpon,thep purpoſe to follow e keepe 
all ſich overs as ſhall generally bee ſet down by the ſaid chur- 
ches. And to the end that this libertie and exertiſe being eſtas 
bliſhed and aſſured, the traffick (whereupon hangeth the whole 
wealth ofthis countrie myght haue a moze ample courſe, which 
as pet is, and ſtill remaineth a thing very vncertaine by way of 
tolleration, that it woulde pleaſe pour mateſtie, accoꝛding to 
pour wonted clemencie andbenignitie,to confirme this benefice 
by an eſpecial graunt and grace,ratifted by the general eſtates 
ofchis Countrie,foz the ſame purpoſe aſſembley, And as fox 
your ſupplyants, it is ſo karre off, that by the meanes of this ly⸗ 
bertie, they entend to alter the politike gouernment,;asto chãge 
the pꝛince, to refuſe the paying ok taxes, tollages, cuſtomes tri 
butes, c. As their aduerſaries openly ſlaunder them that cons 
trariwile, in witnes of they} affection and loue towards you in 
p beſtowing of that they haue in your leruice, in acknowledging 
of pour grace and fauour, and as a newe homage in ratiſtyng of 
theyz othe and fidelicie, and to graunt and acknowledge, that 
this pꝛiuilege of libertie, ⁊ exerciſe oftheyʒ religiã, whiche they 
requyꝛe e loke fo} at pour maieſties hãds, encreaſeth their harts 
to dedicate and conſecrate, both they bodies and goods in pour 
ſeruice, and olfer to giue the day of the graunt ok the ſaid fauour 
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nud grate, which you your ſelfe ſhall finde to be a ſuffictent tau · 
tion oꝛ pledge, ouer and beſides the impolts,cuſtomes, and other 
ertraozdinary contributions, the ſumme of thzee millions of 
Flozins, wherewich they will furniſhe pou by a reaſonable daye 
aſſigned towards the defraying of your maieſties oꝛdinarie char 
ges heere in theſe countries: pꝛomiſing further not to come into 
any ofthe Romiſh Churches, neither pet to trouble oꝛ let epther 
by foꝛce, oʒ other wiſe, the ſeruice of they? religion, - Pumblie 
beſeeching your S. to take well in woozth this offer any 
ſmall pꝛeſent at pour humble ſubiects handes,pzoceeding from 
ſuch hear tes as deſire nothing els but the eſtabliſhment of Gods 
ſeruice and pour maieſties. with the benefice ,quiet,and pꝛoſperi⸗ 
tie of theſe countries. And ue truſt, that your maieſtie will not 
thinke it any ſtrange thing foꝛ ſubiects, hauing recepued ſome 
nocable fauour and rewarde from their naturall Pꝛince, to ac⸗ 
knowledge themſelues thankfull foꝛ che ſame, accoꝛding to they? 
ſmall abilitie by ſuch a like meane. As alſo it is no new thyng 
fo2 ſuch grace and beneſite to haue beene graunted vnto ſubiects 
as by the example of that mightie Emperour Alexander, ſurna« 
med Seuere, well appeareth, who beeing an Heathen Pꝛince & 
an Jdolater, gaue leaue to the Chyiſtians whom hee tooke to 
bee heretikes, to haue Churches in Rome, beyng the chiele citie 
within his dominion: and alſo of the Emperour Conſtantine, 
ſurnamed Conſtantine the great: becauſe that contrarie tothe 
oꝛder of his Pꝛedeceſſozs, hee licenſed the Chaiſtians to haue 
certain places fo2 thep2 meetings, euen as the Heathen had they? 
Temples, In doing whereof, he ſurpꝛeſſed an infinite number 
of quarrels, ſtaied the apparant effuſion of blood, ruled his Em- 
py2e peaceably,andby mean of this accod,his authoꝛitie pꝛoſpe⸗ 
red, and hee dayly encreaſed. And if any man ſhall put into pour 
maieſties head, that it is another thing to ſuffer chꝛiſtians to haue 
the exerciſe of thepz religion, then heretikes, as it pleaſech ſome 
to eſteeme of vs:ſirſt of all, our pꝛeachings, pꝛayers, and exerciſe 
ok religion, doe right well ſhewe vs to bee Chꝛiſtians, and net- 
ther Heretikes, no yet Jdolaters:which we are readie moꝛe at 
large toverifie, if it ſhall pleaſe your maieſtie to giue gentle and 
Cafe audience.

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Mozeouer, it ſo bee that we were as notable heretikes as the 
Iewes, Arrians, and Nouatians, pct the preſent example 
of the Pope, who, callpng hymlelfe the head of the Churche, 
and ſayth he cannot erre, doeth not only mayntaine the lewes, 
the very pꝛofeſſed and \wozne enemies vaco our Lozde Jeſus: 
Thaiifte , but alſo ſuffereththemtohane theyz Spnagognes, 
and che exerciſe of thep) religion, within his own citie of Rome, 
and in diuers other places vnder his ſubiection. Ind beſides 
all this, the examples ofthe Catholique and wel inſtructed Em⸗ 
perours, which haue graunted Churches to the Arrians and No- 
uatians, may bee a great quieting to pour conſcience 2 And 
chiefly your late father of moſt hygh and inuincible memoꝛp, the 
Emperour Charles the fifch, ythe aduiſe of che Eſtates. 
ofthe Empire, graunted the like to the Pꝛoteſtants in Germa 
nie, notwithſtanding that hee cooke them to bee heretikes, as 
alſo the Frenche king not long ſithence, hath doone vnto his 
ſubiects. All which doynges ought to quiet and content pour 
maieſtie to graunt vnto vs this grace, vntill ſuche tyme, as by 
the conſent of all chziftendome wee might all agree in one and 
the ſelfe ſame religion, and manner of diuine ſeruice. By 
meane whereof, both your maieſtie, and alſo theſe countries, 
ſhall without all doubt, receiue great bleſſing and pꝛoſperitie, 
foz ſo much as, God vndoubtedly ſhall bee ſerued, though the 
auoyding of a very great, moſt apparant, and picifull effuſion 
of blood, and that your Countries ſhal be peaceablp maintained,

Bedſides all this, chey pet continue they? pꝛeachinges in ſome 
Cities, where were neuer any befoze, Mozeouer, that they 
had taken certaine Churches, Monaſteries, and Gentlemens 
houles,dzyyen out thence the knightes of the oder, thzeatened 
che Clear gie men, pꝛeached in places where in tyme paſt were 
neuer anp, pea, that the people is ſtyꝛred vp t encouraged by 
the confederates, and doe keepe certaine Cities and places be⸗ 
long ing to his mateſtie,byynging in Artillerie, and munition, 
depoſe and expulſe his maieſties officers, are come in open field 


In armes, and haue not onely thzeatened all the Catholikes, buc 


her highnes alſo. 
And by the intercepting of letters, and the men of warre of 
Valencia, theyꝛ purpoſe is founde out and knowen:to wit, if god 
had not pꝛouided fo? it. euen to haue depꝛiued his maieſtie of all 
his countries. And as f̃oꝛ their requeſt about the caſting of the 
Fouldiers that are leuied, and the commiſſions newly publiſhed,

Laſtly,her highnes intent is, chat the Loꝛd of Brederode aud 
bis confederates, doe admoniſhe the people of chey2 vp20ze and 
rebellion,# giue them warning that they cake heed they pul not

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After that theſe complaintes and anſweres were made,cue* 
ry man on either ſide pzouided fo him ſelfe as much as was poſ-

Count ſent twelue enſignes about Ucryght to ſurpꝛele the ſoul- 
diers and Towne of Vyane. And as manpe as were taken

Q Whenthe Dutcheſle vnderſtoode of this, ſhee ſent the

without any reſiſtaunce.

Uhen 
the Pꝛoteſtantes of Antwerpe vnderſtood of thele dealings, they 
put themſelues in armes, andpaſſing by che Metre Bzidge, 
marched on towardes the Sate, that they might get out of the 
Citie to helpe their people. But my L.the P. of Orange who res 
mayned ſtil in Antwerp, gouernour foꝛ his Maieſtie, being here. 
ok aduertiled came vnto them, and admoniſhed e counſelledthem 
to leaue off that enter pꝛile, ſaying, that it was impoſlible foꝛ thẽ 
to ayde the ſouldiers of Ooſterwell, and that if ſo be they iſſued 
aut of the Towne, chey ſhould caſt of che ſame lawee, and be laid 
on Gods deare earth as we ſay) as the reſt were, becauſe they 
were too too weake to deale agaynſt Yozſemen. But if they 
woulde abyde in the towne, that they? bodies and goods ſhoulde 
— ſaued, foz there ſhoulde no man take any wonge in his pꝛe⸗ 

ence. 

Thiles the Pꝛince was thus talking with the Citiʒ ens, che 
tumult encreaſed moꝛe and moꝛe. Foꝛ both hoꝛſemen and foote⸗ 
men had taken and kept the Meire Bꝛidg e and the ſtreete called 
Haruetcers ſtreet, where they continued in armes vntill it was 
after noone, During theſe croubles,the Punce had talked and 
agreed with che Magiſtrate and counlell of Antwerpe, that the 
thee companies of the ſouldiers!, that were leuted fo? the ſafe · 
guard of the Citie (as befoze hath been ſaid) which were ranged 
in oder of battayle in the market place, ſhoulde returne home, 
and the artillery be dzawen to the oꝛdinarie place. And although 
thꝛough the good and gentle wooꝛdes of the Pꝛince of Orange, 
this tumult and trouble was ſupꝛeſled, yet renued it agayne, by 
realon phe Italians, Spaniards,# Catholikes, together thoſe 
of che religion had gotten the Marketplace on hoꝛlebacke: Ju⸗ 
ſamuch that they ok the retoꝛmed religion, allembled chemlelues 
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a freſhe. This ſedition continued two dayes together, and eue⸗ 
ry man doubted that ſome miſchieuous iſſue woulde thereon ens 
ſte, And as they were all very deſirous to haue one another 
by the eares, it was fearedthat there woylde bee a wonderfull 
great effulion of blood, and that the victoꝛs would ſacke the van · 
quiſheds houſes: Jnſomurh that there was great mourning and 


weeping of women, and childzen in cuery houle, 
But as eyther part kept their oꝛder ofbattell,the Pꝛince and 


the Boꝛoughmaſters traueiled in all they might to agree them, 
and ſtayed the apparant effuſion of blaod, and dealt lu earneſtly — 5 


betweene them, as that they appeaſed the parties as followeth.

The Antwerpians, after long reſiſlaunce agreed with the 
Dutcheſſe,in manner and fourme following : That the Ser⸗ 
mons ſh2ulve ceaſe, but none to be ſykted 02 troubled, fox the 
cauſe of Religion : And therefoze foꝛ the very ſame purpole, it 
was oꝛdeined, and pꝛoclapmed in Antwerpe the 7.0f Apul, 1567. 
That all miniſters oulde depart thence, and the pzeachinges 
ceaſe, That all Catholikes ſhoulde bee reſtoꝛed to their offices, 
and the firſt Commiſſions be obſerued and kept: Alwayes pꝛo⸗ 
uided, that no man ſhoulde bee ſifted oz troubled foꝛ the religion, 
vntill ſuch time as his Maieſtie by the aduiſe ol the generall E- 
ſtates,had otherwiſe appointed it. 

This matter was accompliſhed after that the miniſters |

Againſt all Straungers 
wyich depart not the Countrey within 24 houres, oꝛ hing not

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8 teſtimontall fromthe place from whence they come , z and the 
cauſe of their remapuing there, Laſfly, that no man oulve 
withſtande any Eccleſiaſticall perſon. 

The perſecution daply encreaſed, whiche cauſed the people to

There were in one day at Tournay an hundꝛed and ſire 
riche erchauntes and many others, ſpoyled ofchetr goodes, 
anda great emonred ths and deteyned in pꝛyſon, and there ill en · 
treated.

But no w, if thou wilt awhile giue eare, J wil diſcouer bnto thee 
what maner a thing ᷣ ſame inquiſitid is, m is moʒe famous, then 
rightly known, all Europe cuer. The declaration hereofwoulde 
be taken of many but fo2 a fable and leaſing, if the ſpꝛinghead and 
firſt oziginal thereof wert nut manifeſtly ſer foꝛth:and tu ſap tru · 
I, the gentle reader ſhould take ſmall ꝑleaſute, it me ſhould but 
onely ſpeake olthe bare name thercaf, withaut telling what it it 
in deede. Therefoze foꝛ the firſt point, will declare vnto you 
what it is, who are the iudges thereof, and the mauer of the av- 
miniſtration of it. And becauſe there is not the leaſt within chele

© Spainein ode Spapne at the firſt was gouerned by meane kings, and after 
ime gouetned warde, the greateſt part thereof was conquer ed by the &ffricas 
V y petie bings neg: who at laſt peaceably poſſeſſed it, and freed itfrom the bons 
dage of che Romanes, After this the ſame Pꝛouince was foꝛ a 
while gouerned by the Uandalesand Alanes, whom the Sothes 
4 in the dayes of the Emperours Theodole, and Ualencintan the 
I [ thirde, expulſed out of Fraunce, who conquered many Lands 
l and Countreps, deſtroping the Romaine Empire. At laſt theſe 
wandering people were by the oꝛdinaunce of Boniface, gouer⸗ 
nours in Atfrica, who though the dealing ofthe other Aftricane 
ouernours, were ſent and called thereto. But as they were by 
vice Gothes purſued on thts ſive p ſea, there paſſed ouer of mẽ, 
women, and childꝛen, vnder the conduct of Gontram and Genle⸗ 
ricke their kings and lozdes in the peere 720, about eyght hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouſande perſons, to deſtrop and conquere Affricke. After 
this retraite ofthis foꝛeſaid Uandales,che Goches, by the conſent 
-ofthe Emperours, gouerned the realme of Spapne, vncill the 
dayes of K Rodzigue, who hauing violated and defloured Cana, 
Count Julians daughter, was ruined & ſlapne, with all his kin · 
red. Foz the ſame count Julian, in reuenge ot the wꝛong and 
ſhame that was done him, ſent the Uandales, Moꝛes, Affricanes, 
and Saraʒ ins, vnder the conduct of Pula their king, who ha⸗ 
ning diſcomficed and ſlayne in many battels, mo then ſeuen hun⸗ 
mech thouſand men, conquered all Spayne, and deuided it into 
diuers kingdomes, to witte, Granade, Ualence, Poztugall, To- 
ledo, Coꝛdua, and many others. But the chꝛiſtians which came of 
Gothes, foz the auoyding ofche intollerable oppꝛeſſions, and hoꝛ⸗ 
rible furie of theſe nations, retyꝛed and withdzewe them ſelues 
into the Pountaynes of Arragon, who at that tyme were called 
the Cantabꝛians, and Aſturians, and choſe one named Pelagius 
to be their king. This Pelagins fozſaking the name of a Gothe, 
beganneto make very great warres againſt the Pojes, but het 
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herefoꝛe, his ſucceſſours required apde and helpe of the 
French king es, to witte of Pepin, Charlemeine, Lewis, and 
many others: ſo that in ſhoꝛt tyme che Countreys that were lot, 
were conquered agayne, which were deuided into Pꝛouinces, 
and after into kingdomes, giuing them the names of the foꝛtrel 
{cs and Townes, whereby they were conquered : to witte, ofthe 
Citie 02 Towne ok Leon 62 Legion, the king dome ofLeon, of 
Tarracon, Arragon: ofBarcinone, Barcelone: ofthe Caſtle 


which Pelagius built ſo ſoone as hee had wonne Leon, againſe 


the aſſault of the Pozes, the kingdome of Caſtile :and after all 
chis , the kingdomes ol Poztugall, Nauarre, Galice, Toledo, 
Ualence,Cowna and Granade,were erected : to wit, when the 
Moꝛes wereenfozced to become ſubiecte co Chꝛiſtian kings aud 
Countreys, at ſuche tyme as euery one warred againſt them in 
his owne Countrey, che chiefe of which were the Arragonians 
and Caſtilians, 

Nowe amongſt all the Pꝛinces and Potentates that warred 
bpon the heathen and Jufidelles , Ferdinando king of Arragon 
was the moſt famous. But after that the Countrey was our 
of the daunger ofthe Moꝛes, by realon ol the happie ſuccelle of 
the heathen warres , the ſapde king Ferdinando ſuffered the 
Mozes (as his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs had alſo done) to liue in quiet 
ſubiectton and obedtence,paping certapne tribute: Neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe their kinde of life was papnefull, eſpecially amongſt thoſe 
that were freemen, and yet collerableinough, ſeeing they were 
not troubled o2 moleſted foꝛ the cauſe of religion. 

But as the thinges ofthis wozlde neuer continue in one 
ſelfe and the ſame eſtate, and that the heartes ol kinges and pꝛin⸗ 
ces doe often chaunge, which cauleththe ſubiectes fo? the pꝛeſent 
tyme to be ouercharged and burdened 2 There were ſome that 
perſwaded the ſapde king to choſe certayne perſonnes, whoa 
ſhouldehaue an eye to their many ſuperſtitions and intidelities, 
to the ende the Pahometiſhe and Jeweſhe religion, myght not 
any way der ogate from the Catholique Religion. 

NMeuercheleſſe wee ſee by experience, that oftentimes 
they whiche make pittes fo} others, fall them ſelues into them: 
Foz it is an harde matter to Er againſt a lone: when 
We} 2 as 
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as they will labour to reduce others to their opinion and fanta- 
ſie, The king had appoynted fox this purpoſe the moſte quali⸗ 
fied men, lollo wing ther ein the oꝛder ol his pꝛedeceſſaꝛg: And 
as a king careth not what payne hee ozdinarily taketh to excell 
all other kinges and Ponarches in honour and fame : Euen ſo 
this king Ferdinand pur poled and concluded to ſhewe him ſelle 
a no leſſe true and politike, chen a warlike Chuiſtian: foz,in lea. 
uing all his warlike affayzes, he beſtowed all his care about che 
aduauncing of chziſttan Religion, which is a moſt good king ly 
deede, and worthy great commendation : as alſo it is the parte 
and duetie of a king, who is the Image of the moſt excellent and 
Almightie king. to vſe Juſtice and true mercie vnto his ſubiects. 
In doing whereok he hach been moſt happie and bleſſed, and is a 
ſigne ofa true teſtimonie of that name which the Pope gaue vns 
to him and to his ſucceſſoꝛs kings of Spaine, to wit, the title ot 
molt Catholike king: which Pope Gzegozy, the thirde of chat 
name graunted the yeere 1230. To Al fonſe king of Galice, 
— alſo hath giuen to all Spaniardes the tytls of double Cas 
tholtke, 

Nowe, this thing was the cauſe that all the Mozes, Sara« 
ins. and che Jewes them ſelues, who ( as the Piſtozies witneſſe) 
ſithens the ſacking and deſtruction of Jeruſalem) hauing by the 
appoyntment ofthe Emperour Titus continued tn theſe Coun, 
treys, haue withdꝛawne them ſelues out of Spayn:becauſe they 
were enfozced to beleeue & conteſſe Jeſus Chʒiſt to be the ſonne 
of Sod, and therefoze foꝛſooke they the Countrey, e ſought out 
fo: themſelues ſome other better place to dwell in:: Jnſomuch 
that many thouſandes haue gotten them away vnto the boꝛders 
- Gibalter, and from thence into Aﬀeicque, & into diuers other 
places. 

But the reſt who like well of payne, continue there ſtill, 
and boch chemſelues and their childzen are baptiſed. Neuer. 
theles uot long after, when the ſpantarvs perceiued, how greats 
Ip the opinion of che Godhead, whether it be good oz bad, taking 
once impreſſion in mens imaginations, pꝛeuapled, and what 
foꝛce it hathin mens harts, when it is once roocedtherin, eſpeci⸗ 
ally when in long pꝛoceſſe oftime it is ſucceſſiuely learned krom 
one oanother zi thenchep will become obtinare, anpneuer 
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foꝛgoe it: Then was the exerciſe of the Jewiſh Religion fozbid- 
den them: and as they coulde not in trueth foꝛgette and fozgoe 
the ſayde exerciſe, the Spaniardes fell to perletuting of them, 
and pct by a certayne kinde of Juſtice, meaning vtterly toroote 
them out : But it was impoſſible to roote out ſuche a people ſa 
obſtinately bent and ſetteled in their Jnfidelicie. 

A little befoze this, there was a newe oder of Fryers in⸗ 
ſtituted by a Spaniarde, bozne within the Dyoceſle of Lexo- The beginnirg 
nic, to witte, in Caliroga , named Dominicke : whiche was 7 emer ot 
called the oder of the lacopins, and authozized by Pope Hono- . APs. 
rius the thirde of that name, the peere 1216, And this wag 
hꝛought in, by reaſon of a viſion that appeared to him as hee lay 
a ſleepe, by which was ſhewed him that the Churche being ſhae 
ken and readie to fall, wag helde vp by Saint Dominicke 
onely, albeeic Pope Innocence the chyzde his pꝛedeceſſoz had 
no will to peelde to the Inſtitution and erectiou of that ozder of 
8 | 

This Religtoug oꝛder is growen into ſuche credite, and ſo 
highly eſteemed of, as that the king of Spaine, hath committed 
vnto the Iacopins allthe affapzes concerning conſcience, and 
religion: and although there was befoze tyme a certayne fozme 
and! manner of Inquiſition inſtituted ,yet was it by this ozder'of 
the Iacopins, whiche was thought to be the moſt holy of all the 
reſt, confirmed and eſtabliſhed. 

Fo? when they ſawe that the Fewes, coulde neyther by the 
p2ayers,pzeachings,and admonitions ofthe Iacopins, bee cons 
uerted : they then pꝛoceeded with them after a rigozous mas 
ner, and toake vpon themche ſwooꝛde to foꝛce them tothe re⸗ 
ligion, if ſo bee they woulde not depart and gette them out of the 
countrey. 

This rodde oz ſwoozde whereof J heere intende to ſpeake, 
whiche the Iacopins vnto this pꝛeſent haue vſurped agaynſte 
theſe pooze people, hathbeen the cauſe , as it is ſayde,that che 
Inquiſition beganne in the dayes of King Ferdinand whileſt 
hee raigned: Becaule that this manner and fourme of Jnqui- 

Ttion is moze rigoꝛous then the firſt was, agaynſt thoſe here⸗ 

Les and heretiques, which they callep Parans: which name ig, otra 

aſed amongſt many Chziftian * ſuch as ofa * of the marans, 
3 | 
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ler defire wiſhe to haue anewe religion, fozſaking and reiet⸗ 
ting che olde, whereupon the oziginall ofthe Parans was but a 
litle befoze that knowne, Foz, as the Fewes looked fo} the 
pꝛomuſed Peſſtas,and had alwayes in their mouthes this name 
Maran, to witte, Dur Lozde: Cuen ſo che Jewes which had re⸗ 
cepued the Chꝛiſtian fayth,lapde Maranathi, that is to ſay, The 
Loꝛde is come. 

Shoꝛtly afcer,there aroſe a diſſention and ennemitie amongſt 
the Chꝛiſtians, to witte, betweene the true Chꝛiſtians, and thoſe 
which denied that the ſayde ſauyour was come, who were cal⸗ 
led Marans, and condemned foz a pernitious and wicked ſect. 

This is the cauſe why the Jewes had alwayes that name in 
their mouthes, and that che Spaniardes on the other ſide called 
them Apoſtates and her etiques, which woozde they alſo vſed as 
— all ſuche as helde not the true doctrine of the Romiſhe 

rech. | 

And therefoze the Iacopins were the authours ofche In⸗ 
quiſition, who deuiſed a better foꝛme thereof, then that, that 
was befoze, The king fooꝛthwith ratified this foꝛme, and Pope 
Dertus che Genoway confirmed it. Mithout all doubt, the 
king had great occaſion to doe this, fo; the rooting out of the 
wicked and repꝛobate doctrine ofthe Pahometiſtes and Jewes, 
who went about none other thing but to burden mens conſci⸗ 


ences, with the looking fo2 the promiſed Meſſias: and beſides. 
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the Sarazins and Arabians , whiche the Moꝛts had ſent into 
Spayne, committed great miſchiete. Yea and the Jewes them⸗ 
ſelues were condemned by Pope Sextus the yeere 1475. Be⸗ 
caitſe they had cruciſied a childe of two peeres of age, cutting off 
his genicozies and ryght pappe, and afterwarde perſed him vnto 
death, and then caſt hun into the rmer: which thing they did vpon 
palme Sunday, in deſpite and mockery of Jeſus Chyift, and to 
the diſhonour and ſhame of all chꝛiſtians: which Jewes were pu⸗ 
niſhed and executed, after they had by tozture, ſharp examinati⸗ 
on and pꝛooke, conkeſſed the fact, 

Theſe Iacopins, by reaſon ofthe reputation whiche they 
had gotten by the ſetting vp ok their newe oder of Religion, 
called them ſelues, che dekenders ofthe Chiiſtian _— 
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Religion, not onely in Spayne, but allo in Italp, and in other 
places of Chꝛiſtendome, where they had bꝛought in, and planted 
cheir oꝛder. The firſt commiſſion they had, was graunted them 
againſt the Jewes and ahometiſts: but after, when their aus 
thoꝛttie encreaſed,and extended it ſelfe further, then they called 
themſelues the Jnquiſico2s of Yeretikes, fo2 the perſecuting of 
all ſuch, as woulde not obſerue the ozdinaunces and inſtitutions 
of the Cacholike religion. Howe, that we might knowe whaC 
kynde of men theſe Inquiſitoꝛs haue beene , Experience hath 
ſhewedvnto vs, to wit, ſuch mẽ as though their wickednes haue 
peruerted all tbinges. Fo2 theſe good Gentlemen pꝛoceede e- 
uen as they are affected againſt the accuſed , whiche is the caule 
chat all men hate them:eſpecially ſithence the agreement whiche 
the Pope made betweene the foureozders of begging Fryers? 
And 5 cauſe ofthis controuerſie was, by reaſon þthe inquiſitoꝛs 
had examined certain diuines of the onder of the Catmelites vp 
ſome articles of che faith, of which number was Julian of Bꝛeſſe 
in Löbardie, a very famous voctoꝛ and pꝛeacher, another called 
Peter de Nouellans, in whoſe behalf Mantua hath wzittT an ex- 
ceHent Apollogie, containing foure bookes, 

The Pope conſideryng to what ende this partiall dealing 
and part aking woulde come, and that it woulde tende to the 
hurt anddiſhonour of eicher partie. yea euen to the hurt & greate 
loſſe of the Eccleſiaſticall ſtate, ſeeyng that epther partie was 
grounded vpon a matter of ſmal impoꝛztance, andthat this diſlens 
tion might in time to come bꝛing great damage to all the oꝛders 
ol begging Fryers, emongſt whome the lacopins were the 
cbiefe and moſt eſteemed, and pꝛeſumed of them ſelues ta be the 
beſt, it was oꝛdeyned at the inſtance & earneſt ſute of Chziſtopher 
Martignes, chat they ſhoulde in all places bee a like as touching 
the pꝛiuileges # immunities which the Pope had grauntedthẽ. 
Neuertheleſſe, the commiſſion of the Inquiſition had pzocured 
them hatred, and made them become ſo odious, as that many 
greatly ſuſpected them, becauſe they alone had to doe with the 
office of the Jnquiſition, 

In che ende, king Ferdinande was fozced of neceſlitie, to ap⸗ 
peaſe this diſcoꝛde and diſcention: Yowebeithe very louingly e 
Honourably placed in their * learnedpopiſh . 
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who had long befoze fauoured this Inquiſition . And co the 
ende the TToozchipfull Jacopins ſhould not take this depziua⸗ 
tion and depoſing of their eſtate in ill part, the king had authozis 
ved them that they might be pꝛeſent in councel, and at the delibe⸗ 
rations and iudgementa ofthe Fathers Jnquiſitozs of the faith: 
Jnſomuch þ they may haue at this day to do with ÿ examination: 
And although they haue rather loſt the eſtimation and comman⸗ 
ding then their being foꝛgotten, whiche bꝛought them into lo 
great reputation with euerie man:pet fo? al that, they hold not⸗ 
wichſtanding y name of Jnquiſicozs ſtil, with good hope þ they 
are not ſo farre from the matter but that they may one day reco⸗ 
uer the lame eſtate and dignity. 

J haue heretotoꝛe told you howe the Inquiſition came to bee 
erected in Spain, and although as then it was not ſo rigoꝛouſly 
adminiſtred and put in execution, as it is at this pꝛeſent: yet had 
not the Spaniards chemſelues any good will co receiue it, no 
moze then manp other ſubiecces beſides, Fo when the kyng of 
Arragon woulde haue bzought the Inquiſition into his Coun⸗ 
trie, The Eſtates nobles of the countrie chere, very reuerent⸗ 
iy gayneſaide, and ſet themſelues againſt it: Firſt by woꝛds and 
Supplycations: But when hee woulde haue inkoꝛced them vn⸗ 
to it, then they oppoſed themſelues againft it in deede, and 
woulde in no wiſe accept ot it: Becauſe the Eſtates conſide⸗ 
red, chat ſich an Jnquiſition woulde bee hurtfull and pernici⸗ 
aus to the libertie of the kingdome: Inſomuche that it was 
not onely bꝛoughte in by a liuely foꝛce, but alſo with great effuts 
fion of blood, as well on the one ſide as on the ocher, as may aps 
peare by the death of maiſter Acpile, who was ſent with full au⸗ 
thoꝛitie from the king, to bzing the Inquiſition into the Realme 
of Atragon: fox the which hee was flayue and-maſſacred in the 
Cathedpall Church ofSarragouſe. 

Nowe there remapucth pet that J declare vnto vou, the 
maner of the Juſtification of this Anquiſition, whereby euerp 
nation map vnderſtande, which wapes the Spantardes admps 
niſter both ciuill and criminal Juſtice vnto euerp man. 


him, and ſecteth him a day for his perſonall appearance, at which 
pap he mult come in x obey, foz there is uota moze hurtful war 


Ahen any ts accuſedofhereſie, a Seriaunt is ſent to cite 
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thẽ it: But it he denie it, and confeſſe nothing, they let him paſſe 
back home to his houſe: but one of chetr flies foloweth him. who 
diligently watcheth whither he goech and what hee dorth, and it 
he perceiue epther by the woꝛdes 02 deedes of him that was cy⸗ 
ted, that he hath any ſiniſter oꝛ euill meaning , hee declareth it 
tothe Fathers inquiſitoꝛs, who againe put him in ſute, as follo⸗ 
weth. 

hen he that is accuſed, appearing at the firſt day appoin⸗ 
ted,confeſſeth all things freely: 02 that they themlelues thꝛough 
long examination maye Nawe any thinge out of hum: then the 
accuſer, o buzzing flie is hid behinde the tapiſtrie ox hanginges 
toheareif he confefle the trueth;nenerthelelle the cited, ik he bee 
an inhabitant oꝛ Citizen is ſent backe home to his houſe; but if he 
be a ſtraunger, they ſend him co pꝛiſon. Afterward, they ſende 
to the Curate oꝛ Biſhoppe of the place ox Dioceſſe, where the 
accuſed dwelleth , to the end they would not vnadutſedly lay 
handes vppon the ſillie lambe of a ſtraunge ſhepheard: and ther⸗ 
foze they ſend vnco him and tell him, that they haue one of his 
ſheepe in the pound, but if by aduenture the P2iſoner bꝛeake out 
of pꝛiſon, they ſend letters to the Tippeſtaffe oꝛ Marſhals Bay» 
liff, ſigniliyng vnto him the faſhion and features ok che face, and 
other circumſtances of the kugitiue pꝛiſoner, who followeth him 
in euery place where he thinketh to find him, vntill ſuch time as 
he hath found him, taken him, and bzought him backe co puſor;; . 
This purſute is cõmonly made after ſuch as are of great eſtate, 
oꝛ very learned men, whom they feare wil foꝛſake the catholike 
faith. When the accuſed is bought againe to ꝓꝛiſon, they call fox 
the keyes of his houſe, and deliuer them vnto a publique notary; 
who muſt make an Jnuentozp of al his moneables, letters, i⸗ 
tings, æ iewels that are within his houſe; which Jnuentozp is des 
liuered into the hands of one ok his rich neighbours, uho kerpeth 
it vntil the ſute be ended: and vohẽ the arculed is condemned, and 
tudged fo2 an Heretike, then all his goods are foꝛfaited fo the 
behoofe of the king. Foꝛ the cuſtome is, although the ſentence be 
not capit all, that all his goodes ſhalbe as a deuided ſpoile, by 
reaſon of the hereſie, and þ the accuſed is not woꝛthy to inioy his 
goodes, but are adiudged to bee the kinges, by the Popes 
graunt. | 
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The Gaoler, ſo ſoone as the accuſedis committed to ward, (ns 
quireth ol him, and diligently ſearcheth, whether hee haue anye 
knife, paper, oꝝ ſuch other like thing about him: and ranſackech 
and learchech him euen to his ſhirt, Eight dayes alter, the Inqui⸗ 
ſicozs ſubome the Gaoler, to counſell che Pꝛiſoner, inſtantlye 
to pꝛap, that he may haue a day of hearing, and the pꝛiſoner beſee⸗ 
cheth che Gaoler, to crauꝛ it in his name, which thing hee doeth. 
Now, when the pꝛiſoner commeth to be hearde , he beſeecheth 
chẽ ta make a ſhoꝛt ſute of it: Thẽ be is admoniſhed to diſcharge 
bis conſcience, and acknowledge his faultes, pꝛomiſing him all 
che fauour and mercpchat poſſibly may be had, if he wil conuert. 
And ik he confeſſe ic, he is neuer a whit þ ſooner deliuered ther⸗ 
by, as pou may here vnderſtand. But ik he will not confeſle his 
fault, he is carried backe to pꝛiſon, and the Inquiſitoꝛs will cell 
bim, that chey will make a ſhoꝛt ſute of it. Then hee hath agayne 
audience graunted him, but noching is done, neither will they tel 
bim wherefoze hee is acruſed, becauſe their meaning is, to ouer⸗ 
chꝛow him by his owne confeſſion, 

After this, he is once moze bzought befoze the Jnquiſico)s , 
who giue him very hard ſpeeches, and ſaye: Jfchou wilt not os 
ther wiſe aunſweare, and diſcharge thy conſcience , tbon ſhalte 
bee committed ta the Attomep generall, who will handle ther 
after another manner, faſhion, to wit, he will ſhzewdly put chee 
to thy trumpe and triall, Foꝑ, his purpoſe, is firſt of all to make 
a fozfaitureof the goodes of the accuſed, fo2 the kinges behoofe, 
But when the cunning admonitions of che Inquiſitoꝛs cannot 
make him confeſſe, no2 yet winne him from his perſeuerance & 
conſt ancie, they then pꝛactiʒe another way with him. Fon, then 
they cauſe a croſſe maſſe booke to be bzought & laying 5 hand 
of the accuſed vpon them, would put him to his othe,but if he wil 
not ſweare, he is already conuinced, q if he doe lweare, then they 
make diligẽt ſearch what countrey man he is, what his friends, 
bis pzofeſſion,+ companions are,# other ſuch like, by which they 
da & gather great argumẽts & tokẽs. But ſuch as are wiſe and 
cũning, wil not giue tht one woꝛd to anſwer, becaule they befoze 
hand ſee Þ infoxmatid and ſifting of p matter, whereof they are 
accuſed, In the ende the Action is deliuered him in waiting, 
chat he may defend himſelfe by his attopney and ann, 
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calleth vnto hym the pzyſoner, and taketh vpon him the'defenſe 
of his cauſe,and after that the ſute is ſet fozwarde accoꝛdyng to 
the cuſtome, hee addeth vnto it in wiiting, what the lawe is exhi⸗ 
biting the ſame into the hands of the Inquiſitoꝛs, who, the third 
day after,ſende againe foz the pꝛyſoner and his counſellour, to 
come befoze them: then they commaund hym to tel the trueth, 
ſeeing þ in that auditozie they deſire nothyng els: But if he will 
confeſſe nothing,chep carry him backe to pzyſon, and at laſte 
the depoſicions are ſhewed him, without naming the witneſſes: 
But if any man will depoſe any thyng againſt him, the pꝛyſoner 
enquirethof che qualitie and condition of the perſon: and it com 
meth alſo many times to paſſe, that the Jnquiſitoꝛs are of the 
opinion with che pꝛyſoner accuſed,that if he can geſſe oz imagine 
who is his accuſer, by calling to minde, with whom hee had any 
talke of matters of religion chat the ſame man ought to bought 
before him, and accuſe him face to face. They that are ſubtill e 
cunning will call foz'a copie ofthe action, that they may anſwer 
it by wiiting. But ik chere are two witneſles, they may then 
without all doubt giue iudgement and ſentence of death agaynſt 
the pꝛyſoner: and one witnes is ſufficient to put him to a ſhzewy 
trumpe oꝛ tryall. The aduocate Fiſkall pleadeth the condi⸗ 
tion and the accuſers are the witneſſes. Two oz'thee dapes 
after, when as the pzyſoner is againe ſent fo2 to come befoze the 
Inquiſitoꝛs, his councellour ſheweth vnto him the pꝛincipall ar⸗ 
ticles whereofhe is accuſed, and ſetteth downe vnto him the ſubs 
ſtancialleſt reaſons and teſtimonies of his accuſers, he may cbs 
ſider of them whether they are like to bee true 02 not: And be⸗ 
ſides, he biddeth the pꝛyſoner to be wel aduiſed to ſce il he can be 
able to bʒing it to paſſe to vnderſtand what they are that haue wit 
neſſed matter againſt him, p he might challenge them: ſoz doing 
whereof, certaine vayes ot᷑ deliberatton are giuen to the pziſoner 
to reco2d with himſelfe,who oz what his enemies be, which are 
able to depoſe againſt him, and lay any thing to his charge: and 
ik he cannot deuiſe who they ſhould be, God haue mercy on him, 
foz he ha:h then no moꝛe to ſay. But if he can geſle what they art 
oz name tht᷑, no man tellech him p it is they, but his councelloug 
telleth it to him ſecretly, then he is aſked befoze the inguiſitoꝛs, 
by what wap o2 meane hee is able to challenge the a And 
beſides, if hee woulve excuſe and purge himlelfo#} that hee bes 
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able eo pꝛooue that hee hath beene alwayes a greatfriende vnto 


the cleargie, and oblerued all che ceremonies of the Churche, 


£0 wit, chat hee hath hearde Maſſe, beene confeſſed, and wozſhips 
ped the croſſe and Images: To bee ſhoꝛt, That hee hath done al 
tleane cõtrarie to that that his accuſers haue depoſed, which mult 
bee ozdinarily done within niene dayes, and then his cauſe 
is meruetlouſly well amended : howbeit all che excuſes 
chat hee can make therein are to no purpoſe, except there come 
in no witnelles againſt him, x when che contrarie are examined 
by the Judge, they conclude vpon the mattter, and the aduocate 
Fiſkall pꝛayeth an inſtaunce that it may bee ended, as it pleaſeth 
þym. After this, certaine Fryers and Doctozs of Diuinitie 
examine his beliefe, that is to ſay, they make an interpꝛetation 
ol whatſoeuer the pꝛiloner hath ſpoken of faith, and if in they? o⸗ 
pinion hee hath ſaide well, hee is adiudged to be ſect free and at 
libertie, and pet notwithout his great domage, which hee ſhall 
boch feele, and ſmell of againe, as followeth, 

Mhen they can get nothing at all of him, but that hee is able 
to excuſe hymſelfe, they then put hym to a ſhzewde trumpe oꝛ 
tryall: So firſt they bzyyng bun ch2ough many odde doozes of 
certame caues under the ground, vnto a place where the Judge 
ſitteth. And thither pzeſently commeth the hangman, appar⸗ 
relled in a blacke linnen caſſocke much like vnco the garmente, 
which the Spaniardes weare vppon maundie Thurſday, when 
as foꝛ pennance ſake they beate theſelues vntil the blood trickle 
down withall. They head and face is couered with an hood, ha⸗ 
uing no mote but 2. holes in it, foʒ to looke out at: In this ſoꝛt 
commeth in the hangman apparrelled, to cerrifie the pꝛyſoner, as 
ifthe Diuell himſelfe woulde cozrect him fo2 his ſinnes: when 
this is done, the Judge admoniſhethhim to tell the truch, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting that if thzough toꝛture any leg oz limme ok his be bzoken, 
that the fault and ſcathe ſhall bee his, and lye in his owne necke. 
After this, che pooꝛe pꝛyſoner is ſhaken out of all his clowtes, 
laue chat they tye a lynnen ragge to couer his pʒiuities. Anone 
_ hee maketh the hangmana ſigne, what tozment bee ſhall 


Nowe th owinary toʒment of the pzyſoner is this: Firſt, his 
bandes are bound together behinde his backe, and his body ha 
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ing tryſed vp into the ayze with a toꝛmentrous engine, they bind 
to his feete inſtruments of yzon oftwentie fiue pounds weight: 
then the Jnquiſitozs ſap vnto him: vnderſtand thou fellow, that 
if thou wilt not contefle the troth, aſſure thy ſelfe we will leaue 
thee beere to die in theſe toꝛments: In this paine hangeth this 
wzetched and milerable patient, all his weepingandceares hel⸗ 
ping him nothing at all , Then the hangman lettech him ſlip 
at one choppe almoſt to the ground, by meane whereok one ioynt 
fallech from another. Ihen this is done, the hangman gineth 
him the ſecond and third charge, and then getteth hym vp: and 
thus this vnnaturall toꝛture and hozrible comment laſteth from 
niene of the clocke vntill it bee eleuen oꝛ twelue.TUhen the pꝛy⸗ 
ſoner continueth conſtant and will conkeſſe nothyng, hee is carri⸗ 
ed to the Churehe, where the Barbour Surgeons put bim to 
thꝛee tymes ſomuch paine. The patient beeing in this miſera⸗ 
ble eſt ate, they will him to bee confefſed 02 ſhziuen, whereupon 
they ſinde ol what religion hee is: and if (o bee that hee will con 
fell? himſelfe to the Pꝛeſt, they haue a notarie hid behinde ſome 
cloches to wꝛite and note all che pꝛyſoners conkeſſion, becauſe 
hee maketh him to ſpeake diſtinccly and a loude. Then the 
Vꝛieſt celleth him: That hee hath power & aucthozitie to deliuer 
him out ok the⸗handes of the fathers Juquiſicozs. By thele and 
ſuch like woꝛds they ſometimes deceiue and beguile the pooꝛe 
pzpſoners,fo2 if they confeſſe any thing, they bzing their owne 
teſtimonie ag ainſt them, to render them puniſhable, Then the 
Inquiſitoꝛs giue it opẽly out both abꝛoad and in the pꝛiſon, that 
the pꝛyſoner hath confeſſed enough, and beſides, hach accuſed and 
named all his companions and fellow bꝛethꝛen, although it bee 
nothyng ſo. Which thyng caulech the neighbours that haue 
pearde of p great croſſes of the patient, accuſe thẽſelues, befoꝛe 
any body els hath accuſed them, becauſe they woulde be recon⸗ 
ciled to the fathers and Inquiſitoꝛs of the faith, thinking they 
ſhoulde bee out of all danger, when as they had once confeſſev 
their faults, 

The hurte and ſicke pꝛyſoners are carried to anHoſpitall, 
where the Surgeons and ſeruitours ofthe Hoſpital deale reaſc⸗ 
nably with them, vntill ſuche time as they are carryed backe a- 
gaine to pꝛyſon. The Notarie, and Gatloz oz keeper - the 
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pꝛyſon, twiſe a moneth viſit the pꝛyſoners to (ee them haue ſitch 
neceſſiries as they w mt, and to finde fault with thoſe which eps 
oe take away they? victuals from them, oz doe chem ans 
ur, 
hen the day of giuing ſentence, and ok execution dꝛaweth 
neere: to wit, two dayes befoze, they ſende fox the pꝛyſoners, 
whome the Inquiſitoꝛs commaund to tell and ſhewe them of all 
theyz moueable and vnmoueable goods, willyng them to con 
ceale nothing, to che end that they which are in their houles bee 
not accuſed of theft, oꝛ that they themlelues by the iudgementes 
of God, fall not dead to the grounde, as Ananiasand Saphyra his 
wife did at the Apoſtles feete, becauſe they lyed and kept backe 
{ome of their goods, 

The night befoze the day appointed, they are ſhꝛyuen, x that 
dap in the moꝛning, the officers of the Jnquiſition bꝛyng vnto 
them Saint Bennets furniture ot appartel, which is a gally cal 
ſocke without ſleeues, much like vnto the Romanes clokes, cos 
uered with blacke linnen cloth. And vpon cheir heads they haue 
a Biſhops myter made of paper, vpon which is painted a man 
ſitting by the lire: and the man akoꝛelaide, hach his hands bound 
to his necke, who ſirſt is led about the flame, and after warde to 
the fire, Ihen he is bꝛought to the place ol execution the ſchol⸗ 
lers goe ſinging befoꝛe him, and as many as are condemned in 
any pecuniarie oꝛ bodily pumiſhment : on epther ſide of them, 
follow the Seriant of the Juquiſition: and belides, two Fryars 
oꝛ Jeſuites to exhoꝛt and admoniſh the citizens: ouer & beſides, 
there followe the lwozne officers, Judges, Pꝛeſidents, Ga⸗ 
uernours, and Lieuctenants of the king fo2 that Countrie, with 
many Noble men x Oentlemen, being al aſſembled together in 
theyz pallaces, 

Moꝛeouer, there are the Pyielts,and Chapiter ofthe cathedzal 
Church, Abbots, and Þ2y92s,and a great many moe, to ſhed in⸗ 
lood. But the aduocate Fil kal, and the Atturney ge⸗ 


nocey6b 
nerall rpde alſo vntotheplace of execution, hauing a banner of 
red damaſk carried befoꝛe them, on the one ſide wherof is armes 
richly imbꝛodered, with che name of the Pope, who hath coufir⸗ 
med and eſtabliſhed the Inquiſitozs, c on the other ſide armes, 
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und the name of king Ferdinando, and on the toppe of the 
pole ofthe banner head is a ſiluer croſſe gylt. There are alſo 
on hoꝛſebacke the fathers Jnquiſito2s of the faith, and their olli 
cers . After this ſo honojable a troupe, followe a great multi⸗ 
tude of people, who come twentie mile of to this goodly feaſt, F 
they goe all together vnto a great plaine, where two ſcaffoldes 
are ſet vp, the one fo the accuſed, and the other fo2 the fathers 
Jnquiſicozs : amongeſt whome, one ofthem maketh an ozation 
in the pꝛayſe and honour ofthe Jnquiſition, and inthe diſcom⸗ 
mending and aboliſhyng of all hereſtes, This ozatiou beeing 
ended, one beginneth openly to pꝛonounce the iudgements vpon 
the pooꝛe pactents, oꝛderly one after another, beginning firlt 
with cheſe that haue the moſt gracious © eaſieſt kinde of puniſh⸗ 
ment. After the publication of thele ſentences, the chiefe and 
head Jnquiſicoz.fingeth certaine collects, to wit, Oremus and 
Qyxſumus, foꝭ the conuertes, pꝛaping alſo vnto God þ it would 
pleaſe hym of his meere fauour and grace, to graunt them per⸗ 
ſeuerance in the Romiſh catholike faith vnto their liues ende. 
hen hee haththus laide, al the Cleargie ſing the Pſalme Mi- 
ſerete mei deus, which being ended, the Inquiſitoz ſingeth cer⸗ 
taine ver ſicles, whom che ſinging men an were in theyz mulical 
notes, crying, pelling,. and bleating out like calues, as thep are. 
Laſt of all, che ſaide Jnquiſitoz ſingeth the abſolution, whereby 
the penitents are abſolued ofthe errour of hereſie, but not of the 
vun iſhment 02 paine, which is incontinently to be executed, with 
out fauour 02 mercp, yea contrarp to all right and reaſon. 

After þ this abſolution is giuen, the Jnquiſitozs cauſe an oth to 
bee miniſtred co the people, to wit, that they ſhall liue and die in 
the faith, obedience, aud religion of the Romiſh Church: and ſhall 
defend the lame, and the Inquilitozs in all points, and againſt al 
men: hazarding theyꝛ bodies againſt all ſuch as would do them 
anp hurt oꝛ ſet vpon them. Ouer and beſides, that they ſhall re⸗ 
nounce and abture whacſocuer is contrary to the dectrine, and 
inſtitutions 02 ceremonies of the Romiſh church: Pozeouer,that 
they hall withall their power aud might, defend the holy office, 
and all their officers,miniſtets,02 ſeruants therof; taking both 
one and other to witnes,fo2 the laketie q aſſurance of * 
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And if therebe amongeſt cheſe penitenes 82 contterces; ans 


ug Cleargie man, bee hee religious man oz Pꝛieſt, chat is founde ta 


haue delerued leſſe puniſyment then death, chat man is degraded 
onely by woꝛdes. This degradation is done: by the Biſhoppe 
clad in all his pontificalibus, and by none other, by which hee is 
interdited from the adminiſtration of his office, benifice, and 
Pꝛieſtly dignitie, vntill ſuch time as the Pope ſhall haue abſol- 
ued, enhabiled againe, oꝛ reſtoꝛed hym to his dignitie. But pfthe 
fathers Inquiſitoꝛs haue condemned and inudged him to deach, 
then the patient is degraded in verp deede the lelfe lame dap, as 
followetch: Firſt, hee is apparrelled in all his Churchrobes, as 
ik hee ſhould go to maſſe. All which are taken krom him by one 
that playeth the Biſhops part, vſing cettaine ceremonies and 
woꝛdes, as hee bereaueth him ofchem,one after another, vtterly 
cleane contrary to the ceremonies and woꝛdes that are vſed vn. 
to hym, when he is Nꝛieſted. After this, they ſcrape his hands, 
lippes and crowne, with a glaſſe oz taſo2,to take away the holie 
oyle wherewith he was annoynted. All theſe ceremonies are o⸗ 
penly vſed in the ſight of the whole woꝛld. 

Nowe, when all the ſentences are pronounced, x the pꝛieſtes 
degraded as afozeſatd , The ſeculer magiſtrate receiueth them, 
that muſt dye, accoyng to the appointment Md commaunde⸗ 
ment ot my maſters the nquiſitoꝛs, to execute and diſpatch then 
out ot the woꝛlde at the oꝛdinarie place, hauing with them ſuche 
diueliſh and ſhameleſle Pꝛoctours, as neuer ceaſe callyng vp/ 
on them to renounte the truth which they had confeſſed and re⸗ 
ceiued. 

But if the Inquiſitoꝛs vnderſtande that there are ſome of thẽ 
that haue not truly repented, but that the woolfe is couered 5 
v cheepes lkinne, they deliuer them into the tẽpoꝛall magiſtrates 
hands, they beſeech him to deale kauourably with them, and to 
beware that they bꝛeake none of they? lymmes, noz pet awe 
any blood of them: and intheyꝛ chiefe gining ok iudgement, they 
{ap : ſeeing that the paine amd trauell which wee haue taken a⸗ 
bout to conuert thele perſons is all in vaine and to no purpoſe, 
wee deliner them into the handes of the tempoꝛall mag iltrate, to 
bee puniſhed accoding to lawe and iuſtice: vet beeſerching him 


chat if ſo bee they ſhall acknowledge their errours and bee cons 
| aerced, 
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uerted,that they wil ſhew chem al che fauour andmercy that they 
may poſſibly. | | 
And all che reſt which are not adiudged to dye, are ſent 

backe agayne to puſon, but the next daye inthe mozning, 
they that are condemned to be whipt , are ſcourged rounde as 
baut the ſtreetes: ſome are condemned to the Gallies, other ſome 
to perpetual impꝛiſonment, and ſome ofthe reſt to weare S. Be- 
nets furniture and carry him about. But if any of choſe happen 
againe to llip, and fall into their handes, they are then without al 
redemption. 

Thou halt now gentle Reader) heard the cauſes occaſions of 1 
the Spaniards warring in the low countries, c of their warring |; 
herecofo2e againlt the Bozes in Spapne,by who thou maiſt vn- 
derſtãd from whencethe very right lpꝛing head of theſe doloꝛous 
waters come,wherwith they had oucrflowed 4 dzowned the low 
coũtries had not God of his meere mercy pꝛouided fo2 the ſame. 
And belides, thou ſhalt foꝛthwith vnderſtãd of wonderfulchings, a 
to wit, who, by whõ, what time, & wherfoze, ß Spantards are dil. a 
perſed all the lowe countries about. Andtherfoze J beſeech thee | 
conſider, whether the matters afo2eſaid ſec foxthin che 1. booke, | 
be not the amiable & kynd deeds ofa liberal Ducheſſe, ag ainſt 
the hoꝛrible cruelty of the inquyſitiõ: Truly, ſhe hath geuen vs 
hony mingled with great bitternes, foy it is wel inough knowen 
to al the wozld, what cruelty & vumercifulnes ſhee hath vſcd a⸗ 
gainſt the pooze and miſerable ſubiects. 

The king of Spayne fearing that the Pꝛoteſtantes Religion 
woulde encreaſe and grow in the low Countreyes,co the great 
hurt and diſaduauntage of the Catholike church, and loſſe of the 
Tnquilition, ſent very earneſtly (as hath beene heretofo2e in the 
firſt booke ſetdowne) vnto his ſiſter the Lady Margaret Du⸗ 
cheſſe of Parma, willyng her to pꝛeuent this Empapze & down⸗ 
fall. But when he vnderſtood that the matter waxed euery daye 
woole then other, and that the Ducheſle dealt not cruelly e⸗ 
nough againlt his ſubiects:he ſent out of Spaine Don Ferdi- 
nand Aluares of Toledo, Duke of Alua, tobe Gouernour and 
Linecenant general ofthe low countries. Uhoembarqued him Tbe departure 
ſelfe with his men of warte at Barcelone in Spaine,in the mo: Aube —.— = 
neth of Pap 1567. ſapling _— Genues with the wind in » Spayne, 
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574 F 8 
| [ : poupe. The king had commanded all the captaines of p rtalmes 
© +l of Naples,Scicile,Lombardie, and the reſt, to march with their 
5 bandes vnto the territozte of Millaine, which they perfoꝛmed: & 
1 whiles the Duke lay ſicke of an ague, there was a mightie com⸗ 
nf pany ofmen of warre come together: Chiapin Vitelli was his 
bu lieuetenant, and Gabriel Serbellon, maſter of the oꝛdenance. 
The maer ok hen the Duke ol Alua was ryd of his Ague, hee tooke his 
ihc Dube ok al. iourney though Sauoy, towardes the count of Burgoi ne, hauing 
1 |» hong on wich him eight thouſand Spantarvs, eight thouſand Sauoyãs, t 
athouſand light hoꝛſe: and from thence,thzough the Dukedome 
of Lorayne towardes Luxenbourgh: where he put into pay, the 
counte Albert of Lodron with thieethouſand Almaines,# thꝛee 
hundꝛed hoꝛſe, and came downe together into the low countries 
vnto Bruxelles, And there he imparted vnco the dutchesß cauſe 
of his comming, ſhewing vnto her his commiſſion, authozitie and 
power: which when ſhe had ſeene, ſhee ſent to the king her bzo. 
ther deſiring leaue, that ſhee might returne to her L. æ huſband 
the Duke of Parma: and hauing reſigned her eſtate and office 
The departure bnto the Duke of Alua, ſhe departed out of the lowe countries 
of * dutches the tenth of Apꝛyll 1568. to the no ſmall griefe and ſoꝛrowe of 
unt. the people: who conſidered, that the Duke had taken vpon him 
all authoꝛitie and power, and meant to continue the deuiſe which 
hee had concetued in his bzayne, fauoured and fozcified by the 
ſtrength of the Spaniardes, whiche were with him, to the 
great and myſerable ruine and deſtruction of che lowe couny 
tries. 

Nowe, when the Duke of Alua had gotten into bis poſſeſſion 
all che Townes and foztreſſes well furniſhed with Spaniſhe 
ſouldiers: hee cauſed the commiſſions of the inſtitution of che 
Inquiſition to be pꝛoclaimed, commanding euerp man in the 
name ok the king, to obſerue the catholike religion, and obey the 
church of Rome, 

The erectlon ok After warde, hee oweineda newe councel (called the councel 
— way o of troubles) oftwelue councellours, who ſhoulde haue full po⸗ 
; wier to giue ſencence,iudge,and pꝛonounce ſentence al death, and 
in many places put in new magiſtrates as pleaſed himſelfe. 
This done, hee, by reaſon of the troubles alreadie paſled, cauſed a 
great number ol the people co be taken, belides thole 8 
urches 
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Dutches of Parma had befoze impꝛiſoned, and executed on them 
cruell tuſtice. a 

Moꝛeouer, he cauſed a pꝛoclamation to bee made foꝛ the fugt 
tiues alligning them a day foꝛ their comming in, and wholeuer 
miſled, his goods to be confiſked. This foꝛeſaid Duke, at his firlf 
entrance greatly diſſembled, and would in no wiſe puniſhe any 
foꝛ the troubles paſſed with any copozall payne, to the ende to 
fecve the people with a vaine hope, and ſaive, that the king han 
giueu a gtuerall par don fa all the hurly burly that had beene 
committed againſt the catholike religion, foꝛ he hoped ther by co 
get tinto his clouches the counts of Egmont and Horne, 

But after that the Inquiſition, and the councell of croubles 
were oꝛdeined g inſtituted, the Inquiſitozs at the firſt chop cau⸗ 
ſed many to bee impꝛiſoned, ch2iſtened againe the Pꝛoteſtantes 
childzen,# married againe all ſuch as had been married in other 
Churches in the catholike Churches. and ſome of the fugitlucs 
which returned home to their houſes vpon the vaine hope afoze⸗ 
ſaide, were ſent to pꝛiſon by the councell of troubles, & condem⸗ 
ned to death, inſomuch that blood was there ſpilt as plentifully 
as if it had been water. Foꝛ many had their heads cut off, ſome 
were dꝛowned, and ſome hanged. 

In the beginning of September, che Duke of Alua with full The Ouke of 
power and authozitie,tooke from the Lowes and Citizens of Aua cabech . 
Gaunt, the keyes ofthe Citie: and deliuered the caltle into the way thekeyes TY. 
bandes of Colonel Altonſe, a Spantarde. The Gauntois com- — 8 f 
plaine d hereof to the counte Egmont gouernour of Flaunders: 
which count went to the Duke of Alua in their defence, and tolde 
him that be had done them great wong: The Duke anſwered 
bim, that which hee had done was foz the benelite and ſeruice of 
his maieſtie:howbeit this complaint of the Gauntois, ſtuck bery 
neere his heart. 

When the Eſtates ofthe lowe countries were met together 
at the citie of Bruxelles, the Duke made them partakers of the The Eltat — 
authozitie and power which the king had giuen him, and ſent the of D.of — 
tountes of Egmont and Horne to p2yſon as followeth. The 
Duke ſent foꝛ them ts come to councell, and when they were 
there, he bought them into a little hall oz parloꝛ as it were, as 
though hee woulde haue had ſome * conference with you 
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In which hall was his ſonne accompanied with certcine ſpaniſh 
ſouldiers armed, who tooke them and kept them pꝛiloners. The 
Dukes lonne, cauſed the Countes weapons, to wit, their rapiers 
and daggers to be takẽ from chem, telling them that they muſt 
become his Maieſties pꝛiſoners:aſking them alſo, if thoſe were 
the weapons where with they had defended the low countryes, 
in great deſpite and anger tinem away their rapiers and Dag 
gers. This being done, the Duke commaunded the Captayne 
of the Caſtle of Gaunt to receiue the Spantards into the Ca⸗ 
ſtle, which was done. The lame day alſowere taken Pztſoners, 
the Loꝛde of Backezele, Iohn Caſimbtot, a Counſeller of the 
Count Egmount, and the Count Hoꝛnes Secretary: & within 
a few daies after, the ſaide Egmount and Horne, were carryed 
to the Caſtle of Gaunt, by thee thouſand @pantardes , The 
ſame day likewiſe ,did the Count Lodron take the Lode Stra- 
len neere Antwerpe,and bought him co Bꝛuxelles, and the ſaide 
Lodron made an Jnuentopye of all his goodes , and ſealed it 
with his ſeale. Not long after, there were many taken Pꝛyſo⸗ 
ners in the lo we Tountrey , whiche cauſed a great number 
of the lowe Countrey to gette them ouer into Eng lande, 
as alſo into Germanye , and che Eaſt Countries , amone 
geſt whom , one of che chicfeſt was the Counte - Charles 
Manſtield, with manye Gentlemen,Captapnes,and other ſoul⸗ 
diers.

arrpuedin the lowe Countrep, beganne the Caſtle of Antwerpe 
to be built, ſo ſtrengthened with Rampares and Platfoꝛmes, as 
that the like was not to be found: The buylder and Engyner 
whereof, was one Pachiotto a Sauoyan, whom the Duke had 
appoynted fo2 that purpoſe. owe, when this Caſtle was made 
defenceable and meet toreceiue a garniſon, the Duke of Alua 


came to Antwerpe with foure hundzeth hozſe , leauing the reft 


of the Souldiers at Bzurelles:But as he was riding towards 
Antwerpe, the munition houſe at Malynes hadde taken fire, 
When the Duke was come to Antwerpe, hee cauſed fine Bul⸗ 
warkes to bee buylt within the caſtle, giuing to euerye of them 
his ſeuerall pzoper name. The firſt was called, Duke, 
the Seconve , Toledo, the Thirde , Ferdinande , the 


fourth, 
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fourth. in the honour of his raſe and ſtocke, Toletan, i the fift in þ 

bonour ofthe Enginare oz maiſter woꝛkeman, Pachiotto. 

The very ſame time, the Frenche deſired the Duke of Al» che Deke of 
ua of ayde and aſliſtaunce, andbecauſe he would continue the Aua axdech cht 
amitye betweene the two kinges, hee ſent vnto them the Count #*#% 
Arenberge with twelue hundzedlow countrey men and Burgo⸗ 

nions,and two thouſand Spaniardes and Burgonions. In the 
Gupdones of the hoꝛſemen, was a deuiſe figured , with two ar⸗ 
med handes thꝛuſting themlſelues out of an Azure Cloude, and 
out ot two blacke ones, Clipping one another in manncr of a 
Croſſe , and at the ende of eche Cloude was a kingly Crowne 
with a croſſe. And vpon the 2.blacke ones, were two hartes, and 
two crownes interlaced and bound together with a ſilke ryb⸗ 
bande, and in the middeſt, was a Croſſe, a Chalice, and a 
ſinging cake, which ribbande houng verye lowe, garniſhed 
wich very riche knotte s. This deuiſe was interpꝛeted as follo⸗ 
weth: The two Cloudes did ſigmifte the Diuinitie: The two 
hartes, the amitye and vnitye of the two kinges: the armed 
handes, their foxce and power: the Chalice, the Catholike re⸗ 
ligion , koz defence whereof warres were made in both the 
Realmes, 

Fo? the building ofthe ſaide caſtle of Antwerpe, whiche was 
made to keepe them of che Titie in obedience and awe it was ae 
greed by the great Counſell ofthe ſaide Citie,that there ſhould 
be gathered foure hundzed thouſand Flozins, which were taken 
vbut of the hundꝛeth pennie, two tenthes, and two twenties, ol 

all the moueable goodes whiche were within the turiſdiction of 
the lame citte,fo2 p receipt of which were appoynted fox Super 
tendentes, Maiſter Paul Schuermans Sheriffe , P. Frauncis 
Croſſe and P. Giles Smith Merchantes. This Caſtle being as 
it were almoſte finiſhed, the Duke cauſed an Image of Baſle 
tobe ſet vppe inthe middeſt of che ſaide Caſtle, very arctificial- 
le wought by that excellent Woozkeman James Ioughe. 
linke of Bruxelles, liuelye repꝛeſenting the ſapde Duke, hauing 
vnder his feete a body with two heades, repꝛeſenting the chiefe 
Gouernour ofthe Gueſes , as hereafter moze at large ſhalbee 
— then the Duke going krom Antwerpe, returned to 
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In chis meane while, at the inſtance of the Attoꝛney general, 
there was by a publike edict of his Ma. pzoclaymed q cited ta 
appear e, to wit, the nienteenth of January, William of Naſſau 
Pzince of Dzange , who now long time agoe departed out of 
Bꝛabant, & kept himſelfe within the county of Naſſau, the tes.

is Pa.beyng enkoꝛmed by the Attoꝛney general, how Wil- 
1 — — liam of Naſſau Pꝛince of Oꝛange, being as well by the Empe⸗ 
again pzince Four Charles the ſift of famous memoꝑp, his Lopd 9 father, as 
e DOjzange., allo by his Ma. aduaunced, to high and great dignity, as to bee 
made Ruight ofthe oer of the golden fleeſe, a Counſeller of 
the councell of eſtate, and gouernour of the county of Bour- 
goyne, of Holland, Zealande, andthe honour of Veright : by 
which may well be vnderftoode the great good will and louing 
affection that his Ma. beareth him: and contrariwiſe, the vn⸗ 
thankfulneſſe of the ſayde Pzince who hath otherwiſe behaued 
himſelfe,and againl(t all the duetie of a true and faithfull ſubiect; 
Which ꝛince hauing foꝛgotten both his honour, othe, g fidelity 
geuen andp2omiſed vnto his Pateſty, hath ſhewed himlſelfe co 
be the oztginall,cauſe,defender, &@ fautoꝛ of all the rebels &traps 
tours: who koozthwith,after his Pateſttes departure out of the 
low countries, with others many moe, haue ſought by al meancs 
poſſible to inueſt and take poſſeſſion of the ſayd low countries, 
chalenge vaco himſelfe the whole gouernment, And beſides, 
that after many p2actizes, without regard of pꝛomiſe, faith, and 
fidelity, hath by armes gone about to aduaunce and oppoſe him 
ſelfe againſt his ſaide Maieſty, and ſacke his countrey of Bra« 
bant: whiche hach as yet taken no effect, onelie becauſe hee is 
not of power and foꝛce able to bung it to paſle: and yet ncuers 
theleſſe he hath ſecretly pꝛactized to ſubozne his Paieſties ſubs 
iectes, and perſwade them to leaue of the good affection and oy 
bedience whiche they haue alwaies bozne vnto his aieſtie: 
Juſomuche that their good affection ſhoulde bee conuerted into 
HIo2ro2 and ill wil, under the pꝛetence of Religion , perſuading 
them by ſecrete deniſes , that his Maieſtie woulde bꝛing into 
Brabant the Inquiſition of Spayne, and that they ought co let 
.theinſelues againft it: As alſo the ſayde D2ange hath heeretoy 
foze encouraged and ſtirred vp, the greater part of the nobilitpe 
PP =» Fu to 
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to confeverate wich him by othe, to oppoſe them ſelues again 
the oꝛdinaunces and commiſſions, whiche ſo long agoe haue ben 
oblerued in the countrey of Brabant. Pozeouer, that the ſaide 
Ozange hath helde within his houſes as well at Breda, as at 
Bruxelles, ſecrete congregations and aſſemblyes, toapde , al- 
ſiſt, and comfoꝛt one another, as alſo haue heere and there pur 
themſelues in armes againſt his Baieſtye : Ouer and belides, 
the L. of Brederode being made Captay ne & chiefe ofthe Gue- 
ſes, hath taken in hande, by the counſell of the ſayde Oꝛaunge, 
to foꝛtiſie his Towne of Viane againſt his Pateſties fozces: yea 
and that at Antwerpe , although it belongeth vnto his highnes, 
be cauſed ſouldiers ta bee leuped, notwichſtanding his Graces 
commandements befoze publiſhed to the contrary, which ſouldi⸗ 
ers were carried downe by water with all kynde of pꝛouiſion 
to Viane, as alſo the ſapde Dzange ſent vnto the ſayde Bre- 
derode certapne peeces of Artillery , and in ſome places foꝛ⸗ 
bidding the receiuing in of any of his Paieſtyes garriſons, and 
taking fromhismateſtpe che entraunce to the water, Further» 
mote, as he was ſent to Antwerpe to appeaſe the troubles and 
ſedytious ofthe Cittzens, hee tooke vppon him to doe moze 
then was his Commiſſion, in ſufferyng all Heretykes and ſecs 
tar yes to haue þ liberty of their religion, and gaue his conſent 
that they might buylde Churches, and erect Conſiſtozpes, whi⸗ 
che hath beene the very oziginall , as all men well knowe, of 
all the miſchiefes which followed: and hath alſo accoꝛded and 

ſuffered, to cauſe, there to be leuped and diſburſed money, fo2 the 
Paying and entertapning of ſouldiers, with many other thinges 
by him committed, which the ſaide Attoꝛney generall in time & 
place, if the neceſſity ofthe cauſe ſhal require, wil moꝛe at large 
declare: all whiche doyngs tend to none other end but to enioye 
the countrey ofBrabant, which of right apperteineth vnto his 

Maieſtp, wherein hejhath moſt grieuouſly endangered him ſelfe 

vnto his Pa. ſo that he is no way tobe excuſed, but wooꝛthy to 
be puniſhed, and hys faultes and offences to be layde wyde open 
befoze his face, Wherefoze the Attomey General beſeecheth 

his highnes to graunt an Jnditement ot high treaſd to be dzawE 
againſt Ozãge with this clauſe: Foꝝ, ſo it is our wile pleaſure, 
his a. had conſidered ofthe articles which the Attoznep 
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Generall had ſet downe,he willedand commaunded, that tuery 
man to the vttermoſt of his power ſhould ayde and aſſiſt the ſaid 
Attoꝛnep Generall,foz the taking of the ſay} Ozange Pziſoner, 
and to ſend him with a ſuffictent guard co Bruxelles to the Duke 
of Alua his graces truſty and welbeloued Coſin # Lieuetenant, 
to who this thing was eſpecially committed, þ he might be pu⸗ 
niſhed fo2 an example to all others accowing to the qualitie of 
his offences, tranſgreſſions,andrebellion: and if ſo be he cannot 
be taken and layd holde on, let him be cyted by publike edictes, 
bppon paine of confiſcation of all his goodes, perſonally to ap⸗ 
peare peremptoꝑily within fifteene dayes, befoꝛe the ſayde Duke 
of Alua at Bruxelles, oz ſome other place of the low Countries, 
co aunſweare to all ſuche Articles as his Pateſties Attomey 
Generall ſhall lape to his charge. And it ſo be he appeare not 
at the day pꝛeſixed # appoynted, then let the Duke of Alua pꝛo⸗ 
ceede againſt him accoꝛding to the declaration afozeſaid, ſimply, 
and without any other ſolemnitye of oꝛdinary lawe and Juſtice, 
But in caſe he bee gone out of the lo we Countries, as his Pa, 
is ſo aduertiſed, his Graces expꝛeſſe will is, chat the indicemfc 
be read in the city of Bruxelles by apublikeedice , and a copp 
thereof ſet vp vpon the doozes ofthe Towne houſe, and vpon all 


the church daqꝛes wherſocuer this Inditement ſhelbe publiſhed, 
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to the end he ſhal not pꝛetend ignoꝛance: which Inditement ſhall 
be of as great foꝛce as if it had byn read ę pꝛonounced befoze De 
ranges owne face. 
The ſame day was likewiſe indited and ſummoned, Antho- 
nie de la Laing, Connt of Hoogſtrate, to appeare befoze the 
Duke of Alua, to defend himſelfe, and aunſweare vnto the Ar⸗ 
ticles ſet downe by the Attoꝛnep Generall, in fozme following: 
howe that the Loꝛde of Hoogſtrate euen from his youth , had 
beene by his Meieſtie aduaunced vnto great honour and digni⸗ 
tie, and eſpecially to the over of the golden fleeſe, and to bee one 
of the bande ofhis Maieſties owne owdinaunce: And beſides to 
Yovrourable Ambaſſaves to the Emperour and to other Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, wherchy he might very well conſider of the ſinguler affec- 
tion that his Grace bare him, and of the good meaning hee had 
to exalt him in time to come, to a farre higher degree of honour: 
Pet notwithſlanding, hee fozgetting thele benefites, and dege⸗ 
| nerating 
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neratlug from the vertue ol his Pyedeceſſozs and Aunceſtozs, 
who alwayes behaued themſelues cowardes their natural Lozd, 
as true and faichfull ſubiettes, hath ſo muche foꝛgotten himſelfe, 
as that he hath with all his power and might alliſted and taken 
parte with the Pꝛince of Dꝛange, fauouring him boch with his 
counſell and other wiſe, to ſet foꝛward the troubles, whiche two 
peeres paſt had byn in his Baieſttes low countries: And firſt the 
ſaide ſtrate did aſſiſt, tt eate, and talke of in his caſtle with 
the Pzince of Dzange and his Adherentes, of maltitious and ſe⸗ 
ditious counſels, wher eat his Maieſties ſubiects were greatly 
offended, in ſo much that meanes and occaſions were giuen to 
wicked to commence new pactiſes:who,after the exhibiting of 
one ſupplication engendꝛed many ſeditions,diſozders,and raſhe 
parts, as euery man wel enough knowerh, The which ledition þ 
L. of Hoogſtrate did not only not appeaſe,# admoniſh che Ci⸗ 
tizens to deſiſt and leaue ol, as being againſt the authouty of his 
Ma. but contrartwiſe, encouraged them therto: e perſonally was 
all in al to fauour them, as afterward in very deed it wel appea⸗ 
red, when as he counſelled them to renewe their Supplication, 
which was che onely cleane contrary meane and way, to make 
the Countrey of Brabant readie, to become duetitull and obe⸗ 
dient: but rather enbolden them to put in execution the ir deuiſes 
c pꝛactiʒes. And after, as he was wich the Pytnce appoynted to þ 
gouernmt̃t of p city of Antwerpe, ta keepe 5 people in the obedt: 
ence & fidelity of his Ma. the ſaid Hoogſtrate committed grie« 
nous acts:and amongſt others openly defended the L.of Brede- 
rode againlt his Ma. wittingly ſuffered ſouldicrsto bee leuicd, 
t ſent them by water to Vyane with al neceſſary pzouiſto; I wil 
ceaſe to ſpeake of che greate fauour and affection that hee hath 
ſhewed to the people, wherby he maintcincd the ſedittous parte, 
and tooke moꝛe authoꝛity vpon hun then his Ma. x the Ducheſſe 
of arma his welbeloucd ſiſter, then Lady Regent of the lowe 
Countrics, very vndutifully behauinghtmſelfe cowardes her, g 
not doing that houour which apperteinedto her highnes. To be 
ſhoꝛt, he lo exalted himſelfe, yea rather ſo fo? foꝛgot himſel fe, as þ 
he publiſhed in the towne of Malines belonging to his Maieſty. 
à commandement and edict, without the charge and appointmft 
of the ſaid Duche ſſe, being then 33 ; WR 
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che people become mote vnruly,and goe on to doe, whatſocuer 
they luſted: Inſomuch that by this meane he encouraged the peo⸗ 
pleco diſobey the king, after þ he had both wait, & (ft ſome of the 
nobility vnto thi. Laſtly,he was with the Pꝛince of Ozange and 
bis conſozts at Tennond, to take counſel howe they might put 
themſelucs in armes againſt his Pa,to dꝛiue him out of Brabar, 
and the Regent his Lieutenant, which thing had long be foꝛe byn 
concluded amongeſt them, ſo that there remained nothing els 
but the putting ok it in execution, that was onely fo2 wance, 
that they were not al power able to goe on with it. All whiche 
things & many others which in time & ſeaſon might be declared, 
are the acts of a rebellious & diſobedifc ſubiect, by which he hath 
committed high creaſon,# therfoze wozthy to be puniſhed in exã⸗ 
ple to others.beſeeching eftſoones his Ma. to graunt him autho⸗ 
rity to be able to pꝛoceede vpon life and death againſt che ſaide 
Hoogſtrate. a 
During this time, the Duke of Alua vnderſtanding ofthe pa⸗ 
Cification in France. that the Almaines which ſeruedy Pꝛince 
of Condie, meant to come into Flanders, as ö king of Spaines 
Ambaſſadoz had boch ſent and wiit vnto him, he ſent his army ol 
Spantards and Italians vnto the boꝛders of Liege, and alſo the 
L. Ierges with two thouſand Wlalonnes : he farther gaue c6- 
miſſion to take into pay the diſcharged Ital ians which ſerued 
the French king. | 
WEL The anfwere of . The 24, of Apzill William Pꝛince of Ozange, and Antho- 
| FcePzinceof nie de la Laing Count of Hoogſtrate aunſweared to the Jndite- 
Diane. mentofthe Accomey Generall of Brabant: and layde all the 
fault okthe troubles, warres, diſſentions. and ſeditions, vpon the 
Inuentoꝛs and Authozs of the Tnquiſicton of Spayne, and 
diſcharged them ſelues befoze che Counſell of troubles, eſpeci⸗ 
ally of high Treaſon , accuſing eftſoones the Duke of Al- 
ua of his tyzannye , who was ſo angrie with them foz it, as 
that hee declared their goodes to bee confiſked , and made 
a ſeiſure of the Counte of Buren, the Pzince of ODzaunge 
bis Sonne, who ſtudped at Louayne , aud ſence him into 
Spapne quyte againſt the Pziuiledges of the Unlucrſitye , 
Che contente of the aunſweare and defence oftheſenoblemen 
is this. | PLC: go 1446 
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Mhiles the Pitnce of Ozange had authoꝛity and Gouernes' 
ment, he from che firſt beginning of the croubles and diſſenti⸗ 
ons, was very painefull and diligent, to appeaſe and pacifiz all. 
the troubles that were in the Countrey of Brabant: and J' 
will leaue vnto the Reader to weigh and conſider of the eſtate. 
wher ein the ſayde Countrey of Brabant ſtoode, both betoze and 
after the troubles of the lowe Countries: andfirſte tell of the 
notable warres that the Emperour Char les the fifce of fas 
mous memoꝛie, and after him, king Phillip of Spayne beeyng 
Lodes of the lowe Countreyes, made, as it were fo} the ſpace 
of tenne yeeres with the Frenche king: and what cffuſion 
of bloud happened in Fraunce, the ouerthowe of many thous 
landes of menne may ſufficiencly teſtiſie: and the Pzinces and 
Frenchenoblemen , and other nations, whiche alliſted king 
Yenrie , who beſtowed both their bodies and goodes in his 
ſeruice . As alſo maye the ruined and deſtroyed Townes, 
Fottreſſes, Caſtles and others, oz if they were well garniſo⸗ 
nedyet they were fayne to ſhake off, their obedience from their 
naturall Loꝛde, and ſweare newe obedience to a newe Lowe, 
others that were vtterly ruined and deſtroyed, were bought 
and reduced into villages, and che Citiʒ eus, and all the reſt of 
the Jnhabitants were ſacked and bought to ſuch pouertyas that 
they were all the daies of their life very padze and miſerable ; 
Theſe are the fruits of curſed warre, which (alas) continued 04 
uer long. 

But as by the ſuppꝛeſling ofthe warres in Brabant and the 
Countries neere adtopning,the people beganne to pꝛoſper, and 
the Countrey flooziſh : the people of the lowe countries were 
xrieuoufly charged & vexed wich che S paniſh Inquiſition, whi⸗ 
che daily augmented ,by reaſon of the increaſing of y refoʒmed 
religion:inſomuch that it was great wonder, how the ſaide In⸗ 
quiſition was ſo long bozne withall: And pet it is molt manifeſts 
Ap knowen p the ſubtects ofche ſaid lom countries were alwales 
ready not only to peeld all their duetifull obedience, but alſo 
hapard their liues and goods in bis Ma. ſeruice. On the other 
de, the Nobility both did and ſhewed, all their duetpe, fdelt« 
rie, and louing affection: and as fox the Eſtates, they richely 
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ſunnne ofmoney,and that ſo with goodheartes,, as that it was 
impoſſible foz any man to imagine anye ſigne oz token ofmiſiy« 
king in them: ſo that ic is moſt like to be true, that the ſayd lowe 
Countries haue ſo loued his Maieſty, as that they behaued them 
ſelues as faithfull ſubiectes in all thinges which touched the obe⸗ 
dyence, and reuerence due to him, to the ende chat his lowe 
Countries might alwayes be aſſured ag ainſt all foꝛren inuaſion 
and warre. 

Seeyng then that che ſubtectes,eſpecially the nobility, ſo o⸗ 
bedient ly and ſeruiceably ſtood vnto his Maieſty, and in the end 
gouerned the warres which continued ſo long, the ſubiects had a 
woonderful great hope, chat his Patefty would pꝛocure, that the 
ſayd low countries ſhould be franke and free from the daunger 
of ciuill warres. And, ſo long as the ſubiects ſaw al things goe 
well faz ward, they al wayes continued conſtaunt in their obe⸗ 
dience and fidelity: and the Bzabanders, who heereto⸗ 
foze flouriſhed in all kynde of trade of merchandiſe, had in the 
koʒmer warres beene in grrat perill and daunger , yet for all 


chat they gathered agreatepeece of money: ſo that it is too too 


manifeſt, chat the king was well alſured agaynſt all che fozce 
of any Monarches and Pꝛinces: and that which is moze, beyng 
reconcyled with his enemies, he was not onelye diſcharged of 
all the vebtes whiche grewe by realon ok the warres , but al⸗ 
ſo in a very fewe peeres, attaynedto woonderful great wealth, 
pꝛoſperity and honour, Fo, when his Maieſty was rayſcd vp to 
ſo high a degree of honour, foꝛren Potentates @ ꝛinces feared 
him , becauſe his ſubiectes ſo honoured and reuerenced him: and 
his Pateſty was thought to be che moſt mighty Monarch, yea ſo 
farre paſſing al others, as that it muſt of neceſlity needes bee 
granted, that whatſoeuer they were that would goe about to im⸗ 
peach and diſturbe, this his ſo great good felicity, muſt vndoub⸗ 
tedly by this notable vnyon, be oppꝛeſſed and beate downe: Inſo⸗ 
much that all they haue greatly offended, whiche haue buſted 
tbemſelues about matters, pꝛeiudiciall oz hurtfull co his Paie⸗ 
ſie, and the common weale, and done ſuch thing es as are woz- 
thy puniſymẽt to the example of others, whẽ as the warres being 
ſuppꝛeſſed, they haue renewed freſh cõmotions, and cauſed ciuill 
warres;aud therfoze the Pzinceof Dzangedoth verily and — 
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faſtſy beleeue, that they which haue by ought che counttey of Bra- 
bant into this extreme miſerp,calamity,x bondage, ought like⸗ 
wiſe to be puniſhed and chaſtiſed. | 

And ſith the Piince of Ozange is publikely inthe Judit e⸗ 
ment, accuſed by the Attozney generall, to be the oziginal c firſt 
mouer of the alterations happened in Brabant, he ts coten ted to 
abyde the paynes in the ſaid Inditement erp2eſſed, ik ſo be it bee 
true that the Attoꝛney hath let dow ne. The ſapde Attoznep ge⸗ 
ncrall afſirmeth, that the Pꝛince is ambitious, and ok an vnb2y- 
deled mynde to gouerne, whereuppon enſueth , that hee hath a 
purpole to take vppon him, and enioy an other mans office and 
1 hath pꝛetended nothing els in al his counſels and ak⸗ 
ayes, 

Fox the confutatton of this article, as che oꝛiginall and chiefe 
poynt of che complaynt of the Attozney generall, it is ſuffictent 
that he referre the matter ouer vnto all ſuch as know the pzince 
of Ozange, by whom it may be vnderſtoode, if euer hee was 
deſirous of rule: and beſides, that he hath well gouerned his 
goodes and poſſeſſions , whiche by Gods grace were lefte 
and geuen vnto him, by whiche hee hath moꝛe increaſed his ho⸗ 
nour and reputation, then by any other charge that euer he had. 
And al men know, that if the Pꝛince had ſought and hunted after 
his owne particular gayne, that hee had a farre better waye and 
meane to haue heaped riches together, by which hee might haus 
come to eſtimation and auchozity,# there held him, then to be at 
great charge and expenſes in Court, in hope to come to autho⸗ 
rity by others pꝛocurement:ſo that all the woꝛld knowech,that 5 
punce in all his actions and behauiour neuer ſought his owne 
particuler benefite, 

And beſides, the yunce neuer once thought to dꝛawe awaye 
his Ma. ſubiects from their obedience due vnto the ſame, not⸗ 
wichſtanding that the people alwayes moſt ear neſtly loued him, 
but contrariwiſe continually to keepe them in a good liking of 
his Ma. but the very cauſe, in truth. olf this their ellraunging 
them, is the cruelty of the commiſſions newly publiſhed. This 
then is the onelie waye and meane, that maye bee ſaide, that 
the Pꝛince euen to the laſt caſt hath alwaves ſhewed his good 


and ſincere affection vnto his Pateſty q his lowe Countries 
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and it muſt of neceſſitie be graunted, that the Pzince at no hand 
bath at any time, ment to take vpon himſelfe any authoꝛitie ouer 
his Maieſtie: which as ſome thought, might moze commodi⸗ 
ouſly haue been conſerued in tranquilitie and peace: whereupon 
followeth , that the Pꝛince his meaning was farre other wile. 


Foz, his Maieſties authozitte coulde no way haue been peacea⸗ 
bly conſerued, if ſo be the Countrep of Bꝛabant ſhould hane been 
conſerued in her auncient and foꝛmer pꝛoſperitie, but by con⸗ 


ſenting tothe exerciſe ofthe cruell Jnquiſition . Foz he ment 
to oppoſe him ſelfe agaynſt the ſayde Inquiſition: All which his 
actions doe witneſle, that he is no whit ambitious, but cleane 
contrary. Foꝝ, long befoze that time, hee had reſigned his digni⸗ 
tie of the Counſell of Eſtate, as alſo the dignitie ofthe kinges 
chiefe officer of the treaſure that aroſe vppon penall Statutes, 
which is the meecelt office of all other to binde the Eſtates to be 
beholden vnto him: Pea hee was offered to take vppon him che 
gouernmente of altogether, if hee woulde haue accepted of ic, 
whereunto , all the reſt ofthe nobilitie laboured moſt carefully 
to aftayne : But the Pꝛince ſo abhoꝛred this Ambition, as that 


hee reſigned theſe two dignities into his Maieſties handes, 


when he conſidered that hee coulde doe his Pateſtie but ſlender 
ſeruice in counſell, by reaſon of certaine beaſtly dealings which 
bereaued him okthe meane foꝛ that ſeruice. 
Neuercheleſſe, when his Maieſtie had appointed him to be 
of his Counſell, hee ſo duetifully adminiſtred this function and 
dignitte, as his conſcience witneſſed vnto him to be neceſſarie, to 
each mans molt pꝛolitte, although he after warde perceiued that 
bis Maieſties loue altered and abated, thꝛough the pꝛactiſe and 
deuiſe of one oꝛ two noble men. 
But after that his Maieſtie had aduiſedly euery way con⸗ 
ſidered of the P2zince of Ozanges good and faithful ſeruice, as be 
departed out of Zeland cowards Spaine, hee moſt earneſtly be⸗ 
ſought che ſaid P. to be of his counſeU,who after long excuſe ac 
repted thereof, Nowe, when as the Pꝛince law, chat they helde 
on their olde courſe,and far otherwiſe then his M. had comman⸗ 


ded and appointed him, two peeres after oꝝ neere there about, he 
àgayne beſought that he might be diſcharged, Therefoze the 


xe we deuiſes were moze aud mote ſet fozwarde, which were the 
caules 
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cauſes of the beginning of the troubles and commotions 2 By 
which the Jnquiſition was ſomewhat moderated anda freſh ſur⸗ 
ceaſed; But as in theſe Countries the Regiment of Almaines, 
as a neceſſary thing, was bzought into them fo2 their defence and 
ſafcgarde , they were ſuffered to haue Sermons as well in the 
Townes as in the fieldes abzoade : and namely in diuers places, 
| ſome (except where the refoꝛm ed religion had been alreadie acs 
cepted of in the Countreys neere there about) kept the exerciſe 
of the ſayde religion ſecretly: whereby, the ſayderefozmedrelis 
gion dayly encreaſed inchis ſo populous Countrey, ſo that at 
the laſt in fewe peeres, the name of the Jnquilitton became very 
odious, conſidering that by it aboue fiftie thoulande had been put 
to death in Eurgpe, and a greater number were enfoꝛced to foz⸗ 
ſake their goodes, kinſfolkes, and all their friendes, and ſpende 
their liues in perpetuall miſerie : which thing es did not onelye 
cauſe great alterations and changes, but an hatred ag ainſt the 
inquiſition:Anſomuch that in many places, the officers durſt not 
openly put it in execution, but very ſecretly, and yet not without 
great perill and danger of commotion. Mhich thing ſome of the 
officers can beare witneſſe of, who had ſome of the pꝛiſonners 
taken from them agaynſt their willes: whiche cauſed all ſuche 
as experience had taught, long befoze to foꝛeſee, that the ſapde 
Inquiſition woulde bee the cauſe of ſome trouble and commo- 
tion, i in continuaunce of time it were not wiſely pꝛouided foz, 
and good oꝛder taken about it. 

The Queene of Hongrie then gouerneſſe of the low Coun⸗ 
trey, greatly feared this miſchieke and miſcrie, Therefoze 
ſhee tooke her voyage to Auſbourgh towardes her bꝛother the 
Emperour ot famous memozie Char les the fifth , wich whome 
ſhce lo handled her buſineſſe, as that the crueltie ofthe Counſell 
of Trent, chen concluded vpon, ſhoulde be moderated, and that 
the Antwerpians and Bzabanders chat woulde not receyue the 
Inquiſition, ſhoulde bee quite and cleane rid of it, as after ward 

they were. 

Nowe, whiles the Countrey of Bꝛabante had beene in quis 
et a good long time, thꝛoughe the aucthozitie of the Gouer⸗ 
neſſe, and that all chinges were oꝛdered by the aduiſe 2 the 
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Cdunſell ot eſtate, che Attoꝛney Generall thzuſt him ſelfe in to 
create 02 deale immediatly atter his Ma. departure, eyther alone 
oʒ els with ſome tyꝛannous noblemen, of & in matters of great 
charge and waight, and immediately ſignified vnto his Ma. of 
their peruerſe counſel, When the king was aduertiled that che 
Inquilition had not his right courſe and pꝛoceeding, he was ve⸗ 
ry angry q penſiue:ncuertheleſſe ſome curteous noblemen ears 
neſtly beſought him, to haue an heartyremembzance, of che ſer 
uices & good deedes which his ſubiectes had done in the fozmer 
warres: c ſo rule himſelt as the ſtate of the time required c abo⸗ 
liſhe all newe deuiſes, as the new Biſhoppes e the Inquiſition, 
accoꝛding to the pꝛiuiledges ofthe countries: ſeeing that ſome 
wicked men had pꝛactiʒ ed theſe new deuiſes inthe lowe Coun⸗ 
tries, contrary to the ſtate ofthe time, and againſt all the immu⸗ 
nities and pꝛiuiledges of the lowe Countries: and that thoſe 
thinges might be aboliſhed , conſidering that the troubles and 
commotion in Fraunce which happened there, by reaſon of the 
Inquiſition, are appeaſed and ſuppꝛeſſed by the ceaſing therof. 
Poꝛeouer, that che erection and inſtitution of the new Biſhop⸗ 
rickes, is hurtfull to the foꝛraine Archbiſhappes and biſhoppes, 
whiche haue any iuriſdiction and dioceſſe in theſe low countries. 
Fo? this and many other reaſons therefoze , they ofthe lowe 
Countries conſidering, that the newe deuiſes were the cauſcs 
of great miſery andmanye miſchiefes , ifintyme they were 
not pꝛouided fo2 and remedyed , made complaynt vnto the 
Gouerneſſe:who, by, and vppon, the deliberation and determi⸗ 
nation ofthe Counſell of eſtate diſpatched the Baron of Mon- 
tigni knight ofthe oder , and ſent him poſte into Spapne co his 
aieſty, with commiſſion to declare vnto the king the Eſtate, 
and generall miſlyking of the lowe countries , whiche hath 
riſen by reaſon oftheſe newe deuiſes: and that foꝛ this cauſe ic 
is come to paſſe, that the Nobtlitye of Brabant to meete with 
this miſchiefe and miſerp, haue beene preſſed and conſtrapned, 
eſpecially to haue they deſire and demaunde accompliſhed, al⸗ 
wapes hoping, that his Mateſty would ſatiſſie their requeſt, oz 
that he would at the leaſt moderate the charge and burden wher⸗ 


with they were tod tod much oppreſſed, and eſpecially the By⸗ 


ſpoppes and Abbots whiche herecofoze flouriſhed in Brabanr, 
| were 
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were nowe greatly endammaged: wherfoze they haue likewiſe 
ſent their Deputies vnto his Ma. as alſo p Antwerpians, fo2 the 
wichſtanding and letting ofthe Jnquiſition, and the Inſtitution 
of the new Biſhops, The which mellage at ſometimes had kept 
in ſulpence the troubles of the low countries, becauſe euerye 
man hoped, that the ſapde Deputies, and Ambaſſades, might by 
his Maieſties good counſell and concluſion, receiue (ome good 
oꝛdinance foz their aduancement andpofite , accozdingly as the 
affay2es required, But that the refoumed Religion was ſo roo- 
ted euery where, as that in ſome places Sermons were open- 
ly preached, to wit, at Valence, 'ſournay, and other Cities any 
Townes: the reaſon was, that becauſe the liberty ofthe religiõ 
in France was agreed vp6,the low countrey mf hoped, x verily 
thought thẽſelues to haue as wel deſerued fo2 their ſetuices paſ- 
ſed,towardscheir king,# his p2efidees,as þ renchmẽ towards 
the French king,andtherefoze that they ought like wiſe co bee 
agreed, æ haue che liberty ofconſcience granted of them. 

Fox it might be manifeſtly ſeene, that it was impollible fo) þ 
auncient Romiſh oꝛdinances to be obſerued and kept in 5 coun⸗ 
tries atoꝛeſaid, betauſe þ they which vſed p trade of merchãdiſe, 
bought ſolde their commodities with luch nations their neere 
neighbours, as were of another religion. But when the aduerſe 
party began to ſuppꝛeſſe & root out the refoꝝned religion, thẽ it 
might be eaſily ſeene, how it continually grew # encreaſed. And 
pet neuertheles the cardinal of Granuelle ſo hotly followed his 
buſines, as that he put the afoze ſayd Bilhops in poſleſſis, becauſe 
be himſelfe had the Archbiſhopiick of Malines fo? his ſhare, by 
vertue wherofhe was Legatus natus, Pꝛimate ouer al ; other 
biſhops. had ouer & beſides fo2 a commendum, the Abbotſhip of 
Affligam, which was one ofthe richeſt in al the whole countrey: 
hauing gotten alſo to himſelfe of che Abbayes that remapned 
certapne ofthe Diuines to be his fauourites, | 

And although cõtrary to al hope & ex pectation, chis new deuiſe 
was bꝛought in into diners cities, vet might the enuy e malice of 
many be eaſily ſeene & knowen herein:fo2, diuers cities woulde 
at no hãd receiue ꝶ᷑ accept of theſe new biſhops, but oppoſed the | 
ſelues againſt them:to wit, the Antwerpians, Rurmondians, 
Gorcningians, Deuentrians, f 3 this _ 
| — p 
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the cardinal of Grauellehad obteined ſuch authozity & fauoꝛ, as þ 
he might giue away & beſtow al his M. offices & benefices wher 


it pleaſed him, inlomuch p he had gottẽ foꝛ his part to be Loꝛd 


king ouer al his other fellow biſhops:foz by þ mean diuers deui⸗ 
ſes were pꝛactized, to obtaine & keepe þ authoꝛity & ſuperinten⸗ 
dentſhip in his Ma. countries. And to p end he might vnderſtãd 
the ſtate of al the whole doings there: as alſo to get the loue and 
good wil of al the kings, pꝛinces, x potẽtates neere about, he had 
authoꝛity to make # place al his Ma. commillaries & other offts 
cers:# emõgſt the reſt made his bother Germaine Ambaſſadoz 
in France, who had woon there ſuch fauour as that the king and 
the Queene ſent with al careful diligence to haue him ſent back 
vnto their Ma. foꝛ the quiet of the common weale, 

And whoſoeuer would cõſider & thhoughly weigh ỹ things afoꝛt 
ſaid, might eaſily iudge who it was,p had vſurped,# chalẽged ta 
himſelf power & authozity aboue his Sa. fro whẽce haue pꝛocet ; 
ded al theſe troubles & grifes. But al thele things, & new deuiſes 
afoze ſaid, bꝛead ſuch great ſoꝛow e heauines in pÞ, of Ozanges 
heart, as þhe deſired not once noꝛtwiſe, but many and ſundzy 
times, to be diſcharged of his Counſellerſhip of eſtate, c of the 
Loꝛd Treaſozerſhip ofp reuenewe of his highnes foꝛfaitures of 
penall lawes, deſiring nothing ſo much as to haue theſe new de: 
uiſes aboliſhed. But wh# p ſatd Pzince cõſidered vnderſtood, 
they ſought by al meanes polſible, vtterly to bing in ſubiectid 
cofitrep of Brabãt, to env he might be no occaſid to rbſtand and 
gainſay þ ſame, he carefully ſtood vpð it to be diſcharged of y ſaid 
offices & dignities, ſeeing it was neither hurtlul, either to his M. 
v2 yet to 5 cõmõ weale, to p̊ end he might be at a moꝛe leyſure to 
look to his own buſines , x not be foũd guilty of pdiſowers w he 
foꝛeſaw was like to come though p ſtrage & new deuiſe. And fox 
this cauſe he beſought both bis Ma. & alſo the Ducheſſe of Par⸗ 
mathen Lady Regent to be diſcharged ok his eſtate & gouern⸗ 
mẽt. æ ſith þ the gentlem# cõfederates had exhibited their ſuppli- 
catid,wherof þ aduer ſaries talked diuerſly their pleaſures.Trus 
Ip, ik the Pꝛince had been lo ambitious, as to haue taken to him 
ſelfe his Ma. authoꝛity, it is moſt likely, d his highnes wold haue 
diſcharged him, not expꝛeſſely commanded him to continue in 
his Eltate : fo it is a moſte iuſt law to diſcharge ambitious nos 
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vpon them the poſſeſſion of all the kinges countries, make che 
they2 owne. Andtherefoze this is cleane contrary to that that 
the Atturney generall hath ſet downe: fo? it is befoze ſufficients 
Ip declared, that che pzince neither befoze no2 yet after his high⸗ 
neſſe departure, was ſuſpected to bee ambitious, oꝛ meant to take 
vpon him his maieſties autozitie,either pet make himſelf Loꝛd of 
Bꝛabãt, ſeeing it is molt euident þ the pʒꝛince ſought byal poſſible 
meanes to bee vnburdened of his Eſtate , Foz all men may well 
vnderſtand, that will at leaſt conſider any thing of the matter, 
| that ſithence his maieſties departure, the cardinall of Granuell 
hach had all power and authozitie : and therefoꝛe it may truely 
both by many teſtemonies and examples bee veriſted, that J had 
great reaſon to ſeeke to bee diſcharged ol mine eſtate g dignitie: 
howbeit J cannot foꝛget to ſpeake one thing, which is this, that 
the dutches of Parma hath confeſſed, that ſithence che departure 
of the ſaid Cardinall, that ſhe within a few monethes vnderſtood 
moꝛe of the ſtate and affayzes of Bꝛʒabant then ſhe did in all the 
tyme that the Cardinall continued there. 
Poꝛeouer, when as in the laſt troubles at Bruxelles, the dut⸗ 
ches was purpo ſed to flie vnto mons in Haynault, and from 
thence towards the Alpes, to giue place vnto ſuche as deſired to 
haue greater authozitie then ſhe had: The Punce in the company 
ofother noble men inſtantly beſought her, not to woꝛk ſuch iniu⸗ 
ry to her ſelfe, noꝛ ſhame to his maieſtie:whereupon euidently g 
truly appeareth,chat all che Pzinces actions and purpoſes are 
far from all ambicton:fo2ifthe punce woulde haue taken vppon 
him the whole gouernment, he could neuer haue had a better e 
fitter occaſid to haue bzoughtit to paſſe, th p dutches departure: 
howbeit he was of another mind, e therefo2e vſed all the meanes 
poſſible he could to ſtay her going, x pꝛeuẽt þ diſoꝛderly dealing. 
And defides, when councell was giuen to his maieſtie, that it 
would be very pꝛoſttable foꝛ his coũcel of Eſtate to be increaſed 
with noble men and wealthie learned men, fo the pꝛeuenting of 
all diſſention diſcoꝛd, q that all things might be better admini⸗ 
ſtred: andchieflp becauſe that the oꝛdenances of che councell 
afoꝛeſaide might be obſerued, e diligently executed, x to be ſhot, 
top end 5 all octaſions might be cut off from cucry one fox the 
mouing ok cõtrouerſies, ac coding to * mãs tãtaſie, oꝛ els ta 
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; mon weale : to the which end alla the Dutches of Parma requt- 


red the pꝛince, to ſet downe vnto her the names of meeke and 

woꝛthie men fo2 the ſame eſtate, the ſaid Pꝛince foz the auoiding 

of all ſuſpition in ſceking after his own perticuler commodity, 

referred the matter to his maieſties good pleaſure, which is a 

manifeſt token that hee neuer ſought his owne particuler av- 

uantage : ſo that it mult needes followe, that it is very farre 
1 ok, that he is ambitious, deſirous of rule, as he is accuſed,ſecing 
it is the pꝛopertie condition of all ambitious men, oꝛdinarily to 
to beare ſwap alone without companion oꝛ mate : now his meas 
ning was cleane contrary, ko; his purpoſe was to haue moe 
councelloꝛs of the eſtate, that many might be partakers of the 
ſame auchozitie. 

And further he required & ſaid that he was minded to get him 
home to his owne houle,+ leaue his roome to ſome other, as the 
5 Dutches and diners els ofthe councel of eſtate, had thereof ren⸗ 
iþ d2ed good teſtunonie. It is theretoꝛe not neceſſary co lay open 
þ moze certaine x apparant occaſions of theſe croubles : namely, 
when a man weigheth e conſidereth how deſirous the Brabaders 
are moſt earneſtlyto defend their pꝛiu ileges, which they ſo long 
tyme haue inisped by vertut of che mucuall contracts made bes 
twixt their Dukes and them, and alſo to maincaine their pꝛiui⸗ 
leges which they haue obtained partly by thoſe Dukes, x partly 
by the Emperours at old time graunted vnto them: eſpeciallp 
when they feared to haue been bereaued of them through p great 
oppꝛeſſion and burden of ſtrange people. But as the Cardmal ot 
Granuell perſiſted c continued in his imagination and opinion: 
and that in his abſence his adherents and complices pꝛoceeded on 
further in v matter, fooꝛthwith all diſcoꝛd a diſſention began to 
(i reuiue, ſo Þ it could not be met withal,by reaſon of p diſlention p 
i was betwene thoſe ol the councell ofeſtate,of p pzinte councel, 
? the treaſurers of þ receipt of the reuenewes ofthe foꝛfaitures of 
| penall lawes, who were ſo ouer ruled by þ cardinal, the Lows 
. that tooke his part. as that they could neuer agree together. 
| And becauſe that this and many other ſuch like thinges bꝛed 
and nourtſhed great diſlention,wherfoze fo the end to meet w all 
apparit diſoꝛders q miſchie les it was determined that þ —_ 
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of Egmont ſhould bee ſent vnto his Maieſtie, at whoſe returne 
tuery man comfoztedhimſelfe with good hope, and an expzeſſe 
declaration ofamenvment,and remedie ofeuery thing, and eſpe · 
cially foʒ the moderation of the Jnquiſition, And foꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe in the yeere 1565. there aſſembled three Biſhops, thꝛee 
Duines,thzee Docto)s of the ciuill lawe, and as many Cano« 
niſtes, to conclude a moderation vpon the ſawde Inquiſition: 
whercupon in the ende it was ſent to his maieſtie, howbeit no 
whit agreed vnto, neither pet publiſhed. Ouer andbeſides this, 
in the end ofthe lame peere his maieſtie gaue expꝛeſle comman ; 
dement, that the new biſhops ſhould bee bought in without con⸗ 
tradiction, o els pzoclaime the decrees ofthe councell of Trent, 
e giue vnto the Inquiſitoꝛs their authoꝛitie and power, by which 
they had both tẽpoꝛal x eccleſiaſtical knowledge & authozitie,+Þ 
the determination & coucluſion ofthe Tridentine councel ſhold 
fooꝛchwith be put in execution with all ſeueritte. 

The copies ofthis commandement were by and by ſent vnto 
al the cities & townes of the low countries, expꝛeſly comanding 
them to rule thfſeluesaccoing to his maieſties commadement 
and commiſſions. This was the ſecond cauſe and chief occaſion of 
the alterations and diſoꝛders as hereafter ſhalbe ſhewed. 
Seeing then that the inquiſition pꝛincipallp, was by his mas 
ieſtie expeſly cõmanded, it muſt or neceſlitie follow, al the fault 
of the troubles and diſoꝛders paſſed, is to be laid vpon himſelfe & 
vpon none els. Therfoze it neither agreeth with che truth, no 
pet any wap like to be true, thzoughthe exhoꝛtation of y pzince 
of Orange the ſubiects ſhould rebel againſt his hignes, oꝛ that he 
firſt of all ſhould by his perſwaſions dzaw them out of the wap, 
e ſtir vp the greateſt part ofthe nobilitie to confederate chẽſelues 
with him, oz to be mutinous, and by an oth confirm their league, 
to the end to oppoſe x vefendthemſelues at all tunes againſt his 
maieſtie æ his oꝛdinances, which were from the firſt beginning 
obſerued & kept. And beſides it is vnlike to be true, p this aſſebly 
and confederacie was made in his courtsof Breda & Bruxelles, e 
fo accoꝛdingly to bethe authour, fautoꝛ 4 chiefe of the obſtinate 
mutinous rebels, o diſturber of the publike weale. Foz he neuer 
Nirred vp ſedition oꝛ diſſention againſt his maieſtie, & therefo:e 
ought not to be acculed thereof; fo 5 ſatde 6 
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not by any exhoxting ol his. but though the griefes proceeding 


from the Jnquiſicton,and becauſe that the pzomiſes and other ins 
cidents made in the peere, 50.5 5.62.65. as befoze hath been de⸗ 
clared and ſhewed, were not perkoꝛmed and kept. here foze 
the pꝛince of Orange affirmeth that by the fozeſaive league, and 
the accuſations, and other matters cuſuing, the ſelfe ſame thing 
cameto paſſe which the Dutches of Parma heeretofoze had ſpo⸗ 
ken in open councell: to wit, chat the declaration of the cruell 
commiſſions publiſhed by his mateſtie, woulde cauſe a meruci⸗ 
lous alteration, ſeeing that many had conceiued ſom good hope, 
ofthe good tivingsthatthe Count of Egmont would bzing with 
him at his returne out of Spaine. 

And it is ſithence alſo come co paſſe, that it was wꝛitten to the 
Dutches,as ſhe herſelfe hath confeſſed in her anſwere, that the 
declaration ofche Commiſſions publiſhed by his maieſtie, was 
the cauſe ofthe whole alteration 2 which commiſſions(as befoze 
is ſaid)are the very ſpꝛing head of the league, made againſt his 
knowledge and will. But ſo ſoone as the ſame declaration 
was come to the handes ofthe ſaid Dutches, and vnderſtood the 
content thereof, 15, dapes befoze the confederates had aſſem- 
bled themſelues at the Towne houſe ; ſhe ſaide and · expꝛelly de- 
clared,that the ſame declaration liked her not in al choſe points, 
E chat ſhe could not deniſe howe the rigour of the commiſſions 
coulde by any meanes keepe the lowe countries in peace and v- 
nitie. Surely,her highnes cooke not the meaning of the con⸗ 
lederates to bee ſedicious: ſeeing ſhee verily beleeued that the 
confederates woulde attempt nothing agatuſt his maieſtie, noz 
their countrie,neither pet any thing chat might be hurtful there- 
to: ſo that this is a cleere caſe, that theſe alterations & troubles 
came firſt and pzincipally from the Jnquiſition. Here are to be 
conſidered and weighedthe examples of Germanie, Fraunce, 
England, and Scotland: ho wbeit it mult needes bee graunted, 
that his maieſtie meant to ſhewe nothing els by the ſetting foꝛih 
of theſe cruellcommiſſions,but in time vtterly to deſtroy p couns 
trie of Bꝛabant. And contrariwiſe, in the countries where the 
religion, oꝝ atleaſt the libertie ofconſcience is graunted and as 
greed bpon,# where p Inquiſition hath had nothing to do, there 
iu a peateable and quiet abiding anddwellpng. m_ — 
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witneſleth vnto vs, that there is a greater difference to liue Wit 
bertie of conſcience without che Tnquiſition,then in all malice, 
iniquitie,and licenciouſnes, without cozrection and chaſliſemt᷑t: 
nepther pet did it euer like p pzinces 4 potentates of Germanie, 
who euer deſired the peace of they} countries, # alwapes ſoughe 
the publyque weale of them, vnto whome the matter as greatly 
apperceineth as vnto his maieſtie, but to ſuffer the libertie of te⸗ 
lig ion oz conſcience t at any time they fearcd commotions and 
rebellion. 
Mozeouer, his maieſtie might well enough vnderſtande the 
meaning ok the confederates, ſeeyng they neuer ſhewed them · 
ſclues obſtinate, oꝛ went about by foꝛce, to obteine þ which they 
craued: but only beſought his mateſtie to vnderſtand their grief 
and ſupplication,# thereupon takethe aduiſe of the generall E- 
ſlates, pꝛomiſing hereafter to liue in the cauſe of religion, accoꝛ · 
ding to the oꝛdenance t determination of þ ſaid E ſtates. And th 
if any man ſhould be diſobedient, ſeditious, oꝛ a diſturber of the 
common weale, d he might be puniſhed accowing to the qualitie 
of the offence, Now the confederates deſire nothing els, but to 
baue their ſupplicatid heard,o2 that the generall Eſtates might 
be called & aſſembled together: and ſeeing that this buſines had 
ſo fallen out in Bꝛabant, that is, was allo neceſſary that a thing 
of ſo great impoꝛtãce ſhould be pꝛopounded to ſaid eſtates, who 
in all ages, vpon ſuch occaſions accowing to the tenure of they 
pꝛiuileges, were called together by the Emperour Charles the 
fift: to determine & conclude vponthe ſtate of religion accozding 
to the oꝛdenances, which cleerely map be ſeen in the text grauns« 
ted and publiſhed in che yeere of our Loꝛd. 153 1. 
Wherefoze the confederates thought it lawefull fo2 them to 
requy}e and craue ſo much, ſich i: hath been alwapes the cuſtome 
in ſuch ſoꝛt to require ſuch kind of things. As alſo in the bookes 
of the Pachabees, we ſhall finde good and holy confederacies 
made,fo2 the aduauncing of the glozyof God, che welfare and 
health ofthe Gonerno2s and agiſtrates, and the pꝛoſperity of 
the common wealth # ol che countrie. Likewiſe the pꝛince of 
Otãge thinketh, that the confedcracie of the nobilitie ought not 
to be takẽ fo? ſedition 02 rebellion againſt his maieſty, foꝛſomuch 
is cõcerning p ſame, p cofederaces 5. ioyntly pꝛomiſed 2 
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and alliſt one the other againſt che ſame : but yet vpon this con, 
dition that this conſpiracie,as befoze is ſayd,ſhould end, when as 
his maieſtie had by experience found, that the Jnquiſition wold 
be enemie to all peace & tranquilitie : wheretfoze they alſo olfred 
to deſiſt # leaue off theyꝛ petition & purpoſe, & yeelde vnto his 
maieſtie alobedience & be ruled by the determination & oꝛdenãce 
of the generall eſtates, 

The dutches alſo was of this minde, who had ſaid, befoze the 
artiuall of the confederates, that ſhe was ofthe opinion to mode⸗ 
rate his maieſties determination as touching the Inquiſition: 
pea ſhe made a kynd of ſhewe in the kyngs name, that ſhe would 
exempt the countrie of Brabant from the Inquiſition: howbeit 
lithence her fir commyng into cheſe low countries, vntill her 
departure hence, ſhe bath in very deed ſhewed the contrarp. Fo 
ſhee cooke this con feder acy, and the exhibityng ofthe ſupplicati⸗ 
on, foꝛ diſobedtence and ſedition, although ſhee had notwithſtan⸗ 
ding heretofoꝛe diſſembled the ſame both in woꝛd and deed, This 
her diſſembling and hypocriſie the pzince minded to ſhew, not 5 
hee had beene the inuenter and furtherer of this confederacie, 
which no way toucheth him, but becauſe he woulde hereeby de⸗ 
clare that ſhe iumped with his maieſties opinion, who eſteemed 
ofthe conkederates as rebels & traytours. 4 

But when as the dutches by his maieſties commandement & 
by the aduiſe of all che councels,had agreed to the ſupplication 
of the confeverates,yea,ſo far as that ſhe had pꝛomiſed vnder her 
owne hand and ſeale,that the confederates ſhould not bee holden 
guiltie, noꝛ pet accuſed by reaſon of this cofederacte,no2 of what 
ſoeuer followed thereon, it followeth that neither his maieſtie, 
noꝛ pet the dutches,had iuſt occaſion to diſtruſt the conkederates: 
nepther lay that the Dutches had done it fo) any other purpoſe, 
E to appeaſe choſe that had vndutifully behaued themſelues, and 
caſt downe the Images, which was altogether done againſt his 
will and pleaſure. Neuertheleſle,a man might ſap, that his 
maieſties meaning and the Dutches were diuerſe, although 
they agreed and were all one. Foꝛ the intent ok eyther of both 
was none other, but to winne the fricndſhip and good will of 
the confederates , whereby the welfare of his maieſtie (as 
they thonghte ) ſhoulde bee moze aduaunced then bene, - 
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Fo the declaration oł his Maieſtie, and of the Dutcheſſe, hath 
been ſo at large ſet downe, as that it is enough to excuſe and 
purge them of the accuſation where with they were charged: 
wher efoꝛe it is to be conſidered, that neyther his Maieſtie, noz 
pet the Dutcheſſe, do take the confederates to bee ſeditious, thus 
a man map eaſily weigh, how variable and inconſtant the hearts 
and thoughtes or Kings and Pꝛinces are. 

Poꝛeouer, the king had witten with his owne hande 
to the ſame intent and purpoſe in the moneth of Auguſt, co wit, 
after and befoꝛe that the ſayd confederacie and ſupplication were 
made, that his Maieſtie greatly liked of the pzince of Ozanges 
ſerutces , neyther did hee make any account of that that had paſs 
ſed: and that che Nꝛince ſhoulde not leaue off foꝛ any other rea. 
ſons to bee perſwaded, touching his ſidelitie, but that his Maie⸗ 
ſtie wholly truſted him, and woulde not beleeue any reaſons that 
ſhoulde tende to his hurt, of whome hee wꝛote, that hey had been 
too blame, and done very ill. | 

Thus by the reaſons aboue ſayde may eaſily bee perteiued, 
that there is no likelihoode, why the ſapde Pꝛince ſhoulde bee 
called che chiefe,tnuento!, and fauto! of choſe that were rebelles, 
ſeeing it could not be funde, that he had ſtirred vp, mayntey ned. 
and defended the ſapde conkederates, neither was any man able 
to ſay that euer he pꝛotected any of the confederats o2 others:and 
ther foꝛe why ſhould he be ther of accuſed? furthermoꝛe, he is chars 
ged. ſome of pconfederates put chẽ le lues in armes and ſtood at 
defenſe in diuers places, without regarde of any thing what ſa 
euer: which matter coucheth no whitte the ſayde Punce, and 
therefoꝛe not bounde to anſwere it, neyther yet to excuſe himſelf 
foꝛ other mens faultes and offences: and agayne hee is not to be 
charged in that, that ſome ofthe confederates became after Re⸗ 
belles and Traytoꝛs: ſeeing that what ſo euer enſuedthereof, 
was done not onely without his commaundement, but alſo to 
his great ſozrowe and griefe. | 

Yea and that which ismoze , allcheſe thinges were com⸗ 
mitted in his abſence,and fo that cauſe, leuied hee men of warre 
fo his owne defence, although his adnerſaries ſap to the contra⸗ 
rie:and that this was done, by reaſon that hee woulde take al his 
Maieſties authoꝛitie to him ſelfe, conſidering that he had at that 
tyme in his bandes both cities and caſtles. Howe. 
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EY Howebeic che Pzince had none other meaning, but acroz, 

ding tothe Dutcheſſe commaundement, reduce the ſapde Coun⸗ 
ertys.eſpecially Yolland,Zeland, and Atryght, ot which he was 
gouern our, to peace andquierneſſe,and them to conſerue under 
bis Maieſties obedience and ifidelitie: doing all duetie fo2 the 
faythfull adminiſtring of his Eſtate and office, TUhereof che 
p2eſidences,Counſelles,Clkates,Dfficers, aud Magiſtrates of 
the ſayde Countreys,aud Cities, can beare him good witneſſe: 
and that he was no whit parttall, but admoniſhed epther partie 
to bee obedient and faichfull vnto his Maieſtie, as hee alſo ſo did 
in many other places where he had any dominion, Which thing 
may mantifeſtſp bee ſeene, by that that che Pꝛince, by the grace 
of God, hath there reſiſted and letted, that in all theſe troubles 
and ſeditions, no Citie oz Towne belonging co his Paieftie, 
bath been endomaged, taken, 02 withdzawne either from his, 83 
the Dutchelle obedience, 

And fo2 confutation and ouerthzowe ofthe Count Hooghs 
ſtrate his inditement, and the accuſation ot his ambition: and fo2 
che holding of an aſſemblie in his caſtle of Hooghſtrare, o2 che 
conſpiring with the Countes of Egmont and Yozne at Deure- 
mond,# likwiſe his c onſpiracie with the Pꝛince of Oꝛange, in 
ioyntly ioyning together in armes again his Maieſtie and the 
ſtopping with all their power and might che enter aunce ol his 
armie into Bꝛabant: The Pꝛince pꝛoteſteth, and referreth 
bimſelfe ouer to the teſtimonies ofthe Loꝛdes that then were al⸗ 
ſfbled at Hoogſtrate, who can repoꝛt whicher any other matters 
were there treated of, chen viſiting of one another, and to be mer⸗ 
ty together, in meeting of certain noble mẽ ſtrangers, theu good 
friends & kinſmen, ueither ſhall it euer be pꝛooued that any thing 
in that place was determined & concluded vpon, that might any 
wap, turn to his M. hurt And again. they ſhall neuer be able, tru⸗ 
ly pꝛoue, that he had been at any aſſembly either at Deuremond, 
02 in any other place , about the conſulting e conſpiring fox the 
ſtopping of his P. arriuall into Bzabant.But he right well vn · 
derſtandech, that all theſe actions haue ſiniſterly bin enterpꝛeted 
vnto his P. w hath greatly empapꝛed his higbnes louing affec: 
tion towards him: Foz he had gotten p copyofa letter * by 
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Francis of Alana, his M.ambaſſavoz in France, to p Dutcheſſe, 
that whe time & place ſerued, the Countes of Egmond & Hozne, 
and the B. of Oꝛange, ſhoulde be puniſhed as they had delerued: 
but that in the meane while, they ſhould be gently and louingly 
intreated : and in the ſaid letter was alſo conteyned, that the 
troubles and commotions in Bꝛabant were imputed to them. 
Thus here we ſee the pꝛincipall cauſe of their aſſembly at 
Deuremond: But theſe noble men doe truſt and fticke to their 
innocency:concluding none otherwiſe, but to pꝛopounde to the 
Dutccheſle the contente of this letter, and to keepe them ſelues 
ſafe from it. And that which might be herein moze talkev of, hee 
truſted chat che Loꝛdes which were then in pziſon had moe at 
large declared the ſame. 
And as concerning che reſt ofthe articles of the inditement, 
to wit, that the Hꝛince had counſelled the L. of Bzederove,to foʒ⸗ 
tifie and fenſe his caſtle of Utane againſt his M. chat is a very lie, 
and againſt all truth: But this is true in deede, that about certain 
peeres paſt, che pꝛince himſelfe, being at Apane, the L. of Bzedes 
rode ſaid vnto him: That the L. bis father had appoynted him as 
it were by will, to make vp the ditches and rampares of Uyane 
already begun, whereupon he anſwered, chat foz the accompli⸗ 
ſhing of his fathers will he would doe it: But there was not a 
wozd ſpoken ofthe king, neither had he once the beart to attempt 
any thing againſt him, And as touching the aduice of foxtificact- 
on. che nobilitie were in all times at their free choiſe and libertie 
to foztifie their Mannoꝛs when it pleaſed thẽ. Yozeouer,Uiange, 
with all the iuriſdiction ther eunto belonging, pꝛoperly appertet- 
neth to the L. of Bꝛederode: and although his anceſters haue bin 
in ſute fo? it, yet hath the L. of Bꝛederode continued ſtil in peace⸗ 
able poſſeſſion. Therfoze there can be no matter oftreaſon con» 
cluded vpon, in this behalfe : foz that calke which they had toge- 
ther, was nothing els but about che foꝛtiſiyng ofthe ſapd Town, 
but no mention was made ofhis Maieſttes affapzes, and this 
conference was long befoge the time ok theſe troubles, 
As touching the other point, chat the Pꝛince ſufferedthe 
Lode of Bꝛederode to leuie men of warre at his pleaſure, in the 
Citie of Antwerpe , and ſent ſecretlpto Uyane certapne muni⸗ 
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that hee came to Antwerpe, to deliuer the Citie from thoſe ſid 
dayne troubles: and when hee vnderſtoode the caſe , he aduer⸗ 
tiſed the Margraue thereok, who neuer founde out any thinge of 
the matter, but one ly ſuche as were ſytting at a table, hauing 
Commiſſion to leuie men, howbeit they lecretly got themſelues 
away. 

True it is that the ꝛince offered vnto the Lozde of Bꝛe⸗ 
derode, certayne peeces of Artillery that were made at Utrighe, 
howebeit this was long befoe theſe troubles: and at that time 
it was about his Maieſties ſeruice, ſo chat hee coulde not refuſe 
them, ſeeing that Upane was not farre from Utryght, and bee- 
ſides hee had alſo required and demaunded chem, 

And as concerning thoſe pointes, that the Pzince ſhould 
foꝛʒbid che receiuing ol his Maieſties garniſounes into certapne 
places and Townes, eſpecially in Zelande, where hee htm ſelfe 
had ſent men of warre to take vp the place, and ſtoppe his Maie⸗ 
ſties enteraunce by (ea; As foꝛ the garnyſonnes, che Pꝛince ſaith, 
that he neuer had it once in his thought to fo bidde them, and if 
in caſe it be true they ought to tell, when, and at what time, and 
in what place thts geare was wꝛought. 

Notwithſtanding when he was in Jealand he was aduer 
tiſed, that there was a pꝛactile to take Zealande, if it were polli⸗ 
ble, which was a matter of great impoꝛtaunce, and there ſoze hee 
commaunded the Loꝛde of Boxtell, that no Gatniſon ſhoulde 
be receiued without his leaue,tfo2 that is the manet of all Lieute⸗ 
But when hee was aſterwarde aduertiſed by the Caps 
fayne ofthe Rammekins, which was vnder his charge, chat two 
hundꝛed of the Dutcheſſes ſoulviers were there atriued , re- 
quiring to haue the Caſtle opened vnto them, which the Cap⸗ 
tapne denied, howebeit hee was afearde of ſome muteny and ſe- 
dition, by reaſon his people were vnpaide, and the Caſtle buc 
hardly beſtead wich victualles: hee commaunded him that no 
man ſhoulde entre into the Caltle, without the Dutcheſſes com⸗ 
maundement, and his leaue: whereofthe Dutchelſe being aduer⸗ 
tiled, was well pleaſed, and ſent them their pay: although the 
Dutcheſſe had been befoze otherwiſe infouned, whiles ſhee lay 
at Bꝛuxelles, and he in Antwerpe: and if che ſaide ſouldiers had 
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entred the Caltle, he muſt haue anſwearedic, Þozeouer, p Ant⸗ 
werpians deſired þ they might haue no garniſons thzuſt into 
their Citie, pꝛomiſing to be alwapes obedient vnto his Ma. and 
neither ſpare body no2 goods co doe him ſeruice, no not once to 
hinder him in theſe affayꝛes. At is very true that certeine ſmall 
veſſels were laden with ſouldiers to come to Antwerpe,who fox 
the common quiet ot the City could not bee ſuffered to enter, 
whertfoꝛe they ſayled to warde s Zeland, where they were foꝛbid | 
den g ſtayed fo2 comming on land: Jnſomuchzthat they infoꝛced 
thꝛough kamine, to returne to Antwerpe, and as it is ſapde, that 
as they were in ᷣ L of Bzederode his ſeruice, being abnut a milt 
from Antwerpe, to wit, at Eaſterwell, aud connning on lande, 
were there diſcomſited. Mhen the refozmed Churches of Ant⸗ 
werpe heard of this, they armed themſelues to help the ſaid ſoul- 
diers: which cauſed a great alarme within the citie, fo that the 
Hꝛince in the ende appeaſed the ſame, without the effuſion of 
any citizens blood. By which bee gaue them to vnderſtand, that 
he neuer pꝛetended to attẽpt any thing in Zealand, which might 
any way tend to the hinder ance of any of his maieſties deuiſes FE 
pꝛactiſes. $51] 
But in that he wouldnotreceinegarniſons ind the country, 
and cownes,he did that fo2 the auoiding of all diſſention, and to 
keepe the ſubiects in peace gvmtie.Ulherfoze the pꝛince great⸗ 
ly marueileth chat ſuch great learned men, as would be lo well 
thought of, would ſet downe and pꝛopound ſuch. matters, as ne⸗ 
uer can noꝛ ſhalbe any way veriſied. _ 
There is beſides in the Articles ofthis inditement declared, 
that the pꝛince was ſent to Antwerpe to appeale the troubles, 
but =_ he ſuffered che exerciſe of all hereticall Sectesindiffes 
rently. | | 
Uthercunto he anſwereth, That hee expꝛeſſely tolde the 
Counſell, that it was impoſſible foz him to ſtay thoſe of the reli⸗ 
gion: notwithſtanding that he woulde be as carefull to do what 
ſo euer lay in him to be done as a man mought be: Jnſomuch: 
that all the Townſmen gaue hun great thankes, foz the appea⸗ 
ſing of the troubles though bis aduile and counſell. The 
Pagiſtrate ot the Citie, and not he, ſuffered the building ofthe 


Churches, and the exerciſe of the religion, loꝛ the auopding ofa 
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greater offence and miſchieke. ; | 
The Conſiſtoꝛies were oꝛdeyned befoze he came thither : 
pea tuen befoze the publique pzeachings : and co meete from 
thencefoꝛch with al troubles, he permittedthem a way o2 meane, 
whereby all the circumſtaunces of the affayꝛes that might ſud⸗ 
denly happen, might be talked vpon and dealt wichall: and did 
not belieue that his Paieſt(e by this occaſion coulde any way be 
end emnilied, ſeeing it ſerued mote fo? the keeping ok his ſubiects 
in peace and tranquilitie. 
For che laſt Article, where it is ſayde, chat hee ſhoulde oꝛ⸗ 
deyne impolitions and exactions, oꝛ leuie money foꝛ the paying 
of ſouldiers: hee ſayech, That he neyther ozdepnedimpoſicions, 
no? pet leuied money: But that that whiche was therein done, 
had beene done befoze hee came there , fo2 the maintenaunce 
ofthe pooꝛe, and of the miniſters, and fo2:the building oftheir 
Churches: whercfozeit is very apparant and pꝛobable, that this 
money was not employed about his pꝛoſit. 
Hereby alſo may very well be perceyued, that his meaning 
was not to impoſe any exactions, when as hee refuſed fiftie thou⸗ 
ſand Floꝛines which were franckly offered him, foꝛ the good ſer⸗ 
uice which her had done. It was impoſſible to ſtoppe ſuche a 
thing, in ſuche a citie of Marchandize as Antwerpe,ſeeing that 
there is dayly greate lummes ol money diſburſed and layde out 
koꝛ diners andſundzy thinges. Therefoze by theſe reaſons 


of the troubles, 

Theſe woowdes and ſpeeches may ſuffice fo2 the excuſe 
and defence ofthe Pꝛince of D2ange : wich che which alſo accoꝛ⸗ 
dech the excuſe and defence ofthe L. of Hooghſtrate, ſauing that 
he hath anſwered, as thou haſt hearde vpon other pointes and ar⸗ 
ticles, as befoze hath been declared. 

Pitherto haue wee oꝛder ly ſet downe and declared, in what 
ſoxtthe Duke of Alua arriued in the lowe Countreys with his 
men of warre, and of his whole pꝛoceedinges therein: And like⸗ 
wiſe howe the Pzince of Ozange withdzew himſelfe,and pꝛocu⸗ 
red all men to pꝛepare fo ſouldiers both on hozſebacke and on 
koote, to þ end to withſtand the fury ofthe blooddp tyzant the D. 
of Alua: who fo? þ defence againſt p inuaſion ok his . 
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him ſelfe in armes, and pzouidedmen of watre not onely with 
in the Countrey, but alſo without,becauſe he greatly pꝛeſumed 
that the baniſhed Loꝛds, and the reſt that were fledde , woulde 
glue an attempt to returne into their poſſeſſions and enheritan- 
ces:ſo that, all his care was, how he might be able tohurte the 
enimp. &. 

And as the Duke of Alua had made all the pꝛouiſion þ might 
be fo2 the warres to come, he cauſed all the goods, debtes, titles, 
and actions ofthe fugitiues and baniſhed men, to be confiſked, 
bauing made commiſſioners fo2 the very purpole , who were 
bound to aunſweare to the hands of the ozdinary Judge, to delp⸗ 
uer the money into the Treaſurer of the warres poſſeſſion, fo2 
the paying of the ſouldiers and hoꝛſemen which were to be vſed 
about thoſe warres: which was che way to hurt his enemie, and 
to ſpare his maieſties purſe, Ouer and beſides, hee impoſed 
great exactions & tollages, and leuied wonder full ſummes of 
money vpon his mareſties credite, foꝛ the paying of p garniſons, 
the building of caſtles, foꝛ the foztifping of the fronter # bowder 
townes of the countrie: and to haue continuall ſtoꝛe of money 
foz all occurrants what ſoeuer. | 
On the other ſide, The-Þzince ok Orange beeyng dzytten 
out of theſe countries, andſpoyled-of his goods, not meanyng 
to do as the reſt of the counties had done, knew none other bet⸗ 
ter way, then to excuſe himſelfe towards his king and pꝛince: e 
imploꝛed and pitifully beſought the aide of other potentates, to 
bee his interceſſours in that behalfe, 8 bs 
And although the Emperour him ſelfe had done therein as 
muche as hee coulde, pecwouldenot the king once liſten to him, 
no? yet vnderſtande the matter: But put ouer the ꝛince vnto 
the Duke of Alua to bee oꝛdered by him, which thing he thought 
woulde neither bee good no2 pꝛofitable fozhim , and therefoze 
was of neceſſitie dꝛiuen to enter into armes with the ayde of 
his kinſfolkes, friendes, and fauourers, as well Germalnes, 
as the lowe Countrey men. 

Moꝛeouer, all ſuch as tooke part with him, and as pet re⸗ 
mayned vnder the yoke of the Spaniardes, kurniſhed him with 
all the money they were able to make, becaule they ho⸗ 
ped thereby to recouer their loſt libertie. Now, when the Prince 
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was thus pꝛouided, he, by his bother Count Lodwickes helpe, 


ed an armie of footemen and hoꝛſemen, and foꝛ the better 


| further ing of the cauſe, the Pain wꝛote to all the P2inces and 


Lozes,complapning him ſelfe vnto them, of the tyzannie and 
extreeme wꝛong ofthe Duke of Alua, that hee had ſpoyled him 
of his goodes, bertaued him of his manners, landes, andtene⸗ 
mentes, and contray to all right and equitie, had taken away the 
Count o Buren his ſonne, and ſent him ouer into Spaine, 
| The Pꝛinces of Germanie were greatly diſpleaſed that 
the lowe Countreps ſhoulde thus bee oppꝛeſſed by atyzavnous 
Spaniarde and Straunger: and ther efoꝛe they aſſembled them 
ſelues together, to conſulte and deuiſe whiche way was beſt fox 
chem, to helpe the pʒince of Ozange. 

The May following, there was muſtering of ſouldiers in e⸗ 
uery place; But when the Duke of Alua hearde of it, he cooke 
oꝝder fo2the matter, and gotte him into the playne elde: In⸗ 
ſomuch that they which had firſt aſſembled them ſelues beyonde 
che Maze, and after warde about Dalham, which is a little towne 
in the Countrey of Juilliers , whoſe chiefe & Captayn was the 
Loꝛde of Hooghſtrate, were by the Duke ol Alua his people 
diſcomſited, and a thouſande ſouldiers flayne : not regarding 
chat they had committed that fact, within the Lande and iuril⸗ 
diction of the Empyze : Powebett it is the naturall condition 


and pꝛopertie of Spaniards and Italians to bee alwayes too tos 


moude, and chinke them ſelues better then all other nations: 
Fon it ſo fell out euen at that pꝛeſent, as that che gouernour of 
Piniſberge and his Lieutenant who were come to Dalham to 
admoniſhe and ſummon the fugitiues and baniſhed men to de⸗ 
part out ofthe boꝛders of the Duke of Juillers his Lozde and 
Maſter, were there murdered and flayne as if they had been ene⸗ 
mies. 

Notwithſtanding all this they which eſcaped and remap⸗ 
ned were no whitte the moꝛe diſcouraged thereby, but inuaded 
bis Paieſties lowe Countreys with Duke Lodwicke, and fox 
the encouraging ofthe people agaynſtthe Spaniardes, chep 
were very well appopncedand foꝛtiſied, and of all handes beſtir⸗ 
red them,entending to goe on with theſe warres, foꝛ theexer- 
tile of religion, the defence ofthe pziuiledges ofthe lowe Coun, 
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treys. and fo2 the reſtozing of the baniſhed men and fugitinen. 
into their antient poſſeſſion and inheritaunce: whiche was the 
cauſe that ſome of them bare in their enſignes, this deuiſe 02 pos 
fie, Recuperate, aut mori, that is to ſay: wer will epther recouer 
our loſſe,o2 els loſe our hues, | 
Aherekoze many ol the people aſſembled them ſelues in all 
quarters, in ſo muche that Count Lodwycke finding him ſelke 
well ſtrengthened, tooke many cownes and places, Che firſt 
of which, was the Caſtle of Wedde, and after that, che Damme, 
in the Countrey of Groening, 
. Nowewhenthe Duke of Aluahearde ofthis, hee waxed 
ſtarke madde, and doubting that his tolly felicitie might turne tg 
to great miſerie: hee woulde in no wiſe gue Count Lodwicke 
any time to foꝛtiſte in that place, but ſent thether Sardigne his 
Regiment oz Tertio, with the Maiſter of his Campe, and thzee 
enlignes of che Regiment oꝛ Tertioof Lombardes, and foure 
bundzecth Spaniſhe and Italian hoꝛſe, and the Count Pegue 
with a iolly company of ſouldiers. 

And ouer and beſides, ſiue companies of the Negiment 
of the Count ot aArenbergue. Yowebeit all cheſe people could 
doe er no hurte, becauſe his armie dayly en» 
creaſed. 

The Duke of Alua ſent thither Sir John of Ligny Count 
Arenbergue, who was ne wely come out of Fraunce, with a 
Regiment of Spaniardes, and ſiue enſignes of Almaynes, to 
ſet vpon the enemie, whiche hee did in deede, but to his great 
lolle,befoze the Count egue was come, 

The firſt ſkp}miſhe was very bzauely handled, in a place 
where athouſande ſhot of the Count Naſlous lay in wayte foꝛ 
the comming ofthe Count Arenbergue: Howebeic the night 
ſeparatedchem,andthe Spantardes retyꝛed vnto their Campe: 
but the Count Naſſou in the night rayſed his Campe. hen the 
day was come, the Spaniardes thought that the Count Naſſort 
and his people had fled, and therefoze, they followed them. But 
when Count Lodwicke vnderſtoode, that there were no moze 
hozlſemen but Curtius Martinengo his bande, hee charged che 
Count Arenbergue withchzee hundzed hozſes, and ouerthzewe 
tenne enſignes of Spantardes, and fiue companies of Al-

their Countrey, ſhoulde returne to their place of aboade,vppon 
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The Count of Arenbergue fo the ſauing ofhis honour, 
defended him ſelfe valiantly: Howebeit his hozſe was ſlapne vn⸗ 
der him, and he falling to the grounde, was ſuddenly ſurpꝛiſed 
by a ſhotte and flapne , notwithſtanding that hee cryed out and 
layde, ſaue my life, foꝛ Jam a Count, but all woulde not ſerue, 
and ſo his noble blood was there ſplite, Certayne ofthe Spas 
niardes fledde vnto a Ponaltery not farre from the place where 
the ouerthzowe was giuen, called Hetligher Lee, to hide and 
ſaue them ſelues : Howebett they were foꝛthwith ſette vpon, 
where, at the very firſt aſſault was flayn Count · Avolfe of aſs 


ofthe Spaniardes and Almapnes ſaued them ſelues in the cown 
of Groening. By this ouerthzowe,the Duke of Alua loſt ſire 
peeces of great Ozdinaunce with all their munition, but chicks 
Iy the count ot Arenbergue, who was all his camfoꝑt. 

D.uꝛer and belides the great ſtoze of monep, which they han 
bꝛought with them fo2 the paying oktheir ſouldiers , their place 


and other ritches, which the Maſſouans made good butin of, 


This battell was fought che 23. of May 1568. betweene Hei⸗ 


ligher Lee, and Winſchoce in Kriſelande. The Count of Aren⸗ 


bergue was buried in the Church of the ſaide Ponaſterie, and 
the Count Adolfe at Melden. 

The 29.of May the Duke ol Alua cauſed a Pꝛoclamation 
to bee placlaymed at Bꝛuxelles: That all ſuch as were departed 


payne ofconfiſcation both of body and goodes. The welthie 
fugitiues, were expꝛeſſely named, howebeit fewe oꝛ none retur⸗ 
ned, becauſe they hoped ofa better way, and a moe conuenient 
time to do it. | 
This diſcomfiture greatly greeued the Duke of Alua, 
but hee was auenged for it vpon the noble men, and Gentlemen, 
and other welthie Citizens whome he had in pꝛiſon, whoſe lines 
be tooke away, 
Fo? the firſt day of June, he cauſed eighteene Sentlemens 


f heads to be ſtriken off in the Poſemarket at Bꝛuxelles: to wit, 


Gylbert and Thierry of Batenbourgh Barons, Peter de Ande- 
lot, Philip de Winglen, Maximilian Cocke, Philip Irieſta Gans 
2 tols, 
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toĩs. lohn de Blays, Bortholomew de Val, Sir Beymaagentle 
man of Friſeland,and Harman Galama a gentleman of Friſe* 
lande allo, lames de Pentan, Ferdinand Peletier, Conſtantine 
of Bruxelles, Iohn de Rumaul, Lewis Catlier of Cambray,Pcter 
and Philip de Altz, h:echzen. 

The next day beeing the ſeconde of June , were put to 
death, the Loꝛde of Uilers,and the Loꝛde of Due, who were ta⸗ 
ken at the onerthzowe of Dalham, Quintin Benit, and a mint⸗ 
ſter ofthe woꝛde, named Coꝛnille Nyeen, a very learned and fas 
_ bocco? 3 vpon all theſe perſons afozeſayde vomitev he vp 

is choloz. 

Thethirde ofthe laide monech hee cauſed to bee bꝛought 
fooꝛth the Count Egmond and Philippe de Memorencie count 
of Hoꝛne, knights of the oꝛder, two very famous gentleint̃, boch 
fo: their language and honour, as alſo fo their notable feaces 
vfarmes: eſpectally the Count Egmonde, foꝛ che good ſeruice 
which he had done his Maieſtie in the viage to Saint Quintins, 
where the Conſtable, and many other Frenche noble men were 
eaken:and afterwarde in the voiage to Groening, where hee vas 
liantly ouercame the Frenche, to their great loſſe both of men 
and other wayes. Howebeit all theſe his notavle, good and 
faithfull ſeruices ſtoode him in no ſtead» Theſe two Countes 
were bꝛought from Gand to Bzuxelles in a wagon, with a cons 
noye ot tenne enſignes of Spantardes, and a bande of Hozſes, 
and ledde to the markette place of Buxelles, and lodged at an 
houſe called the Bꝛeadhoule, about chꝛee ofthe clocke in the al⸗ 
- — : and there were indited and ſentence pꝛonounced as 

oltowety. 

The Duke of Alua his highneſle, Marques of Coꝛia, go- 
uernour, M ieutenant and Captayne generall foz his Paicſtie, 
our redoubted and beloued Lozde, in his lowe Countreys, and 
Lode chiefe Juſtice in the Counſayle of life and death over his 
Maieſties piſonners 2: hauing ſeene che Attoꝛney generall his 
declaration andinfomation,and alſo the mynutes,documentes, 
depoſitions, and letters by him exhibited, but eſpectally the con- 
fellion and p)opoſitions ofthe pꝛiſonners, their anſweres and de⸗ 
fence, and the billes by them * *** 
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in pzyſonhope to bee iudged guiltleſſe men, and bee relealed of 
their impꝛiſonment. 

And beſides , howe the Attomey generall by his declara⸗ 
tiou, chargech the ſayde pzyſonners,to witte, that the Count of 
Egmonde hath ſhewed him ſelfe to bee a pernicious fox\wozns 
man, and a ſeditious rebell againſt his Maieſtie, eſpectally in 
that he hath conſpired with the confederats and ſeditious people, 
and become a companion ofthe curſed and abhominable league 
with the Pꝛince of Dzauge and the reft ofthe Eſtates, who were 
contured in the lowe Countreys : and taken vpon him the guar» 
ding and defending of the confedered nobilitie: and likewiſe the 
faultes and offences committed by the Counte Egmonde in his 
Gouernment of Flaunders, in the obſeruation of our holp Cas 
tholike fayth, and che defencethercofagapnſt heretikes,and ſedi⸗ 
tious rebelles.ot᷑ the holy Romiſhe Catholike religion: All theſe 
and other matters being well and thꝛoughly conſidered of ſhis 
bighneſſe, after long deliberation with his counſellours at lawe, 
vpon the generall Attoꝛneis determination and concluſion: de⸗ 
clareththaFthe Count of Egmond hach committed high treaſon, 
and is a Rebell: and chere loꝛe ſhall bee bebeaded, and his head 
bee ſec vpon a common hie ſtake, that it may bee an example foz 
all men co looke vpon: where it ſhall ſtill ſtande vntill ſuche 
tyme as ocher oꝛder be taken therein. 

h iche ſhall bee fo2 a learning and ſigne of the offence that 
the ſayde Count hach committed, and that none bee once ſo har⸗ 
die to take awaythe head, vpon payne and perill of his lyfe. And 
veclarcthalſo that all his moticable and vumoueable goodes, his 
actions, titles and intereſtes, pztuiledges,royalties, and whatſos 
euer goods els to be confiſked, 

This ſentence was pꝛonounced the 4 of June 1568, And 
ſubligned. Duke de Alua, Which ſentence was pzonouncep

Rowe this matter coulde not well bee 
bꝛought to paſſe, without he carted with him all his men ol war: 
But if hee did ſo, hee then feared ſome rebellion woulde enſue 
all the lowe Countreys ouer, by reaſon of the murders, effuſion 
of blood, perſerutions,and ſpoyles, which bothhee and his hav 
committed: and alſo becauſe ofthe great reputation of theſe two 
Countes. Foz hee douted that the common people woulde ves 
liuer cheſe two noble men out ofpziſon, by reaſon ofthe great 
affection which all men beare them: and although he ſhoulde 
haue teaft ſouldiers to guarde them, yet halfe the @paniardes 
woulde not haue ſuffiſed : and therefoze fo2 the away 
of all feare and daunger, hee knewe no better wap to ſerue his 
turne,then the putting of thele two Countes to death. 

It is commonly byuted 2: That the Pzince of Ozange had 
fozecolde the Count Egmond his death, at Willebzooke, when 
bee was aduertiſed of the 
Spayne,by theſe o ſuch like woowdes:You ſhall bee the Byivge 
ouer which the Spaniardes ſhall paſſe, but you ſhall be the firſte 
_ ſhall repent it: foz,by che Spantarves ſhall the Bzidge bee 
deſtroyed. 

And after this alſo, the Lowe God gaue him a ufficient ſigne 
and token on Corpus Chriſti day in Antwetpe, when as in his 

teturne from the Court tiuo great Maſtyues playing : 

ranneright befoze the mynte,and were both at once, vndcr his

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But nowe toreturne to my firſt matters whiche J was in 
hande withall, when the Count of Egmond hearde ofthis ſcuere 
ſencence,hee ſaide, Truely, this is an harde iudgement: J do not 
beleeue that euer in all my life J haue ſo offended his aieſtie, 
as to haue deſerued ſo ſeuere ſentence: Neuertheleſle if lo be that 
Jhaue offended, J beſeeche the Loꝛde that my death may take 
away all my ſinnes, to the ende that neyther J noꝛz none of mine 
be any moze diſhonoze0,and that my deare wife and feare, and my 
innocent childzen ſuffer no moze toꝛment, after that my bodie and 
goods ſhall bee conſiſked: my good ſeruices haue deſerued, not 
to haue any ſuch grace granted vnto me; But ſich it is ỹ pleaſure 
ofalmightie God, and my Loꝛd the king, that chus it ſhalbe, J wil 
patiently ſuffer death. And alter warde he wzote vnto the king 
this letter. | 
I baue hearde che decree of your Maieſties ſentence gi⸗ 
uen vpon mee, although J neuer eyther ment oꝛ thought to 
commit anp thing v might be hurtfull vnto your perſon, ſeruice, 
02 the ancient Catholike religion: But J take in good parte 
what ſo euer it ſhall pleaſe the Loꝛde to lay vpon mee: and if J 
haue during theſe troubles in the lowe Countreys any wap of- 
fended, o ſuffered any ching that might haue happened to others 
and not to my ſelfe, the lame hath come from a lopall and faith⸗ 
full heart, to the honour of God, your Maieſties ſeruice , and as 
the time required. 
TUherefoze I moſt humbly beſeeche your Paieſdie, that 
if it ſo bee, that J haue any way offended you, to pardon and foz⸗

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When this was vone, the Count hoꝛne was brought foozth 
who beſought G D D to koꝛgiue him his ſinnes, and wiſhed 
all bleſſed felicitie ta al the ſtanders by, taking his leaue of them: 
pulling a wimple ouer his eyes, after hee had lapde downe

his veluet Cloake, was executed as the other Count was, 


Nen this execution was accompliſhed, che Spaniardes 
retyꝛed from the market place, ſauing two enſignes that keyt 
the heades, which were ſet vpon the two iron poles: which were 
taken away about thee ofthe clocke in the after noone, and laide 
with their bodies. 

- "Nowe Egmonds bodie was caried to Saint Clares Ab- 
bay, and Poznes, to the Cathedꝛall Church. and buried amongſt 
their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs tombes. 

The Count Egmonde his ſeruauntes had accoꝛding to the 
cuſtome nayled vp his armes at his Court gate, but the Duke 
of Alua cauſed chem to bee taken downe immediatly. All che 
woꝛlde greatly tomplayned the death ofthe layde Count, and 
merueilouſly mourned foꝛ hum. 

Thele two Countes from the beginning tooke exceptions 
to Iohn du Boyes attourney generall, as an vnlawfull Judge,

tie of — the ſixt of Febzuarie 1568, andbeſides, the ſen- 
tence chat his Paieſtie pjonounced in the lapde Cute che * 
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on, x by the officers of the ſacred holy inquiſition,faithfully ſent 
ouer from the lom countries: ſaich, and fully reſolueth vpõ that, 
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ofche ſald moneth enſuyng may c leerely perceiue, from whence 
this tyꝛannie and intuſtice had theyꝛ firſt beginning: and no 
whit maruell, at all the tyꝛannie which the ſaid Duke of Alua 
committed: But a great deale the rather mar uell, that there 
ſhould oz coulde bee pet, euen at this pꝛeſent, ſuche a number of 
men in the lowe ſo fauouring the Spaniards, as that 
they will put in aduenture theyz bodies and goods foꝛ defence 
of they2 quarrell,ę hyng them in pet once again, to haue the go⸗ 
uernement ofthe lowe countries ſeeing that not one of them, 
mote then any of che reſt, ſhall be exempted from their tyꝛannp, 
as may manifeft{y appeare by the ſaid reſolution and ſentence, 
the cenure wherof enſueth.

During theſe exploites, Chiapin Vitelli had aſſembled as nas 
ny uten as hepoſſibly could, and whiles the Duke of Alua was 
pꝛeparing ot his things, he erected alſo his campe befoze the ſaid 
towne of Groening fox the defence thereof, and the dʒyuyng a⸗ 
way ofthe Naſſouans, but it was all in vaine. There were then 
many ſkirmiſhes,æ many ſtratagemes and warrelike pollicies. 
Counte Lodwike at one tyme offered captaine Vitelli the bac 
taile, but he would none of it: ſaying, That he had not as pet any 
oppoꝛtunitie, becauſe he ſkill attended the Duke of Alua his cd«

The Emper our, at the Duke of Alua his requeſt, ſent to 
Count Lodwike, and commandedhim vpon patne ofbaniſhing 
the Empyꝛe, to rayſe his campe from befoze the towne, and to

Count Lodwike ſent him worde agatne, That hee could not 
doe it beloꝛe ſuch time as he had aduertiſed the pꝛince of Orange, 
andthe reſt of che Pzinces and Potentates his confederates 
thereof, and chat then bee woulde make hym a ſhozt anſwere, 
Notwithſtandingmany ofthe Noblemen of the Empyꝛe were 
afraide ofthis meſſage,and thereupon returned home into thep?

When the Naſſouans ſawe the mightie armie of the Duke 
of Alua, in {fred of ſhewing themſelues valiant and couragious 
they beganne ta crie out, Money, money, and woulde not once 
fighc, ſhewing themlelues to be neyther of valure;noz pet wiſe, 
and they who ſhoulde not haue fought foꝛ money, but fo2 the des 
fence of religion, durſt not nowe once put in hazard their lines, 
eyther fo they? countrie, ox yet fot religion. Ahiche thinge 
when the Due of Alua ſawe, and tonſideryng of theyꝛ pulp⸗ 
lanimitie oꝛ faint heartedneſſe, ſet vpon count Naſſou his tampe 
about ten of the clocke in the moꝛning. and ſo put them to flight, 
and in killyng of a certaine number, he paid them the wages 
whtch count Lodwike ought them. Powbeit, many ofthem were 
ſaued in paſſing the ryuer ofEmbden by boate: and eſpecially 
the moſt valiant count Lodwike,and ſome of the noble men el⸗ 
caped the ty2ancs handes, notwithſtanding that hee ſfood to his 
dekence euen to the laſt man: fo when he ſaw that bis ſouldiers 
woulde not fight,hee ſaued himſelf with great peryll of his life, 
by paſſing) riuer in a bery ſmall boat, The count of Hoogſtrate 
was but two dayes befoze gone from the campe, and count luſte 
of Scouwenbourgh,ſauedhimſelfe and the greater number ot 
bis hoꝛlemen at che begynning ofthe battaile, when he perceiucd 
che ſouldiers would not fight, but called ſtill foꝛ money. 

When the Duke of Aluz had gotten this victozte, he wzote 
the particularities of this battaile vnto John biſhop of Munſter, 
who was the chiefe within the compaſle of Weſtphalia: by whi⸗ 
che letter the ſayd Duke coplained ok the wzong which counte 
Lodwikehad done, that he woulde haue no peace,andcontemned 
the Emperours meſſage : and excuſed himſelfe of that, that hee 
had burdened and endamaged the count Embden,by the entring 
of ſouldiers, laying all the blame on þ count Embdeo, who had 
holpen count Lodwike with victuals, and ſhewed him ſelfe in ve⸗ 
ry deede, the king of Spaines enemie, ſeeing hee had, duryng 
the tyme of the Battaile, diſcharged vppon the Spaniardes 
rertayne great owenauce out of the ſpippes, 2 
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Atter this great victoꝛie, the Duke of Alua cooke bis way 
by Amſteltedame towardes Vtright. , where hee cut off the 
head of one of Duke Lodwikes captaines whom hee had taken 

ſoner. 
— The twentie of July the Pꝛince of Orange by an Apologie 
and certaine publique wutings, declared the occaſion, cauſe, and The pzince pub 
neceflitie;which infozced his excellence, his friendes, and the k des de 
confedered noble men, to take armes againſt the Duke of Alua 
and his adherentes: to wit, by reaſon ok his hozrible and dete⸗ 
ſable tyꝛanny and perſecution, againſt the pooze and blame les 
pꝛofeſſours of the woꝛde of God, and of the holy Golpell, and 
alſo againſt the gener all Eſtates of the lowe countries, to they 
vtter rooting out and deſolation: but becauſe the ſaide Apolo· 
gie hathe oftentimes beene pꝛinted, and thereby gotten into the 
8 of all the woꝛlde, wee haue not here foz bzeuitie ſake pus 

in. 

ee haue heeretofoze ſaide howe that the pzince of Orange 
had waged a great many both foote men and hozſemen : who be⸗ 
ing arr iued about p monaſterie of Romerſtorf,in ᷣ countrie of 
Treues, remained there vuto the ende ofthe moneth. to the great 
burt of the countrie men. The captaines of the hozſemen, were 
Fredericke de Rolhuiſen er | ballet Heſſen, who was a fa⸗ 
mous man in þ French wars 1562. Thierry of Schonbrough 
count luſt of Schywenbourgh,count Albert of Naſſau, counte 
Burchart of Barby, Ottho of Malſbrough, Herman Riedeſal, 
and Adam Welles, | 

The Colonels of the foot men, were Nicholas of Harſtadt, a 
2 ok an auncient and noble houſe, an expert man of war, and 

02 his valure very famous, Feyt Schooner, and Balthazar of 
Woluen. The French captaines were, Tegfis, Moruillier, the 


baron of Renty, Mouy, Antrycourt,Eſternay;the par ſon, and o- 
thers,oftwelue bands ol hoꝛſe, and a thouſande harquebuziers. 
Captayne Poyet, was alſo a captaine of ſouldiers, Mich theſe 
alſo ioyned counte Lodwike after his diſcomfiture at Iemmine 
gen. 
; In the beginning of September, the pzince cauſed p campe 
1 to marche on, alter that they had made a generall muſter, and

—— of The Pꝛiaces armie was 44.enſignes of Almaynes, foure thou⸗ 
de Print. ſaude French aud Wallons, the molt of them ſhot, and y. thouland 
hozle men well armed, ſom of the foot men had in they enſignes 
this poſie, Pro lege, grege, & tege: That is to ſap, for the lawe, 
the people, and the king, Soine beare the Pellican,by reaſon 
of che loue ſhee beareth to her young ones, nouriſhyng them with 
the blood which iſſueth out of her hurt beſt. Upon theyr Mo⸗ 
rions were roles painted, an olde Eng liſhe deuiſe, as if the 
Queene of England had aſſiſted chem. Ouer andbeſides, the 
pꝛince had ten peeces of oꝛdenance, ſixe faucons, and four canons, 
but ſmall pꝛouiſion of munition: and this was in harueſt, a very 
moyſt and raynie ſeaſon, and therefoze very vnfie ꝛo marche wich 
ſo great an armie. a 
When che Duke of Alua had heard theſe newes at Veright, 
he muſtered his people. The Colonel ofche Alamaiges, were 
the Count Lodyon, and count Phillip of Ouerſtein. Ouer and 
beſides, hee had foꝛtie enſignes of Spaniardes, and foztie en- 
lignes of UUallous, ſauing thoſe that lay in garniſon in the 
townes # caſtles, who, fo: þ moze part were, Spaniards, whõ 
he moſt truſted. Hee had alſo foure thoulande py Spaniards 
Italians, Almaynes, Burgonions,and others.” this armie 
hee encamped befoze Maſtrighrto ſtay theenemie loꝛ paſling o- 
ter at the Maze: hee made alſo a byidge duer the Maze, that he 
myghteuerp way cut the enemie from victuals, 
The pzince ta The Pꝛince of Orange tookt by allault Arenberg, and Ep 
keth certalne pen, two cownes ſtanding betweene Coloigne and Duren, and 
places- Hormeſon alſo, belonging to king Philip, where his Ma. gar- 
niſon was ſlaine, which cauſed the Duke of Alua to ſpare none, 
eyther pet to receiue any to mercie. But as the pꝛince marched 
ſtill foꝛward, the Duke knew not whether he wold into France, 
to ayde the Pꝛince of Conde, o wherher he would come downe 
into the lowe countries: howbeit the Nꝛinces armie coaſted the 
tiuer of Maze euen vnto Stockum, where he paſſed the ryuer to 
meete with the Duke of Alva his campe. 

Myyle theſe matters were in hande, the Duke of Alua catt- 
ſed apꝛoclamation to bee made in int w erpe: that euety man 
which had,o2 knew of any goods belougyng to the Gueſes,ſholb 
tell itto the Lozde Treaſurer; q to the magiſtrate and —_ 
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the place where thoſe goods were, vpon paine that wholoe⸗ 
euer concealed them, oz ſuffered them to bee carryed out ofthe 
Countries, ſhoulde pay the valure ot che ſaide goods: The one 
thirde part whereof ſhoulde bee to the Jnfozmer, and the reſt 
confiſkedco his maieſties vſe: but hee that was not able to re⸗ 
ſtoꝛe them, ſhoulde be arbitrarily puniſhed, This Pꝛoclamation 
cauſed great miſchieke. 

In the ende of September che Duke of Aua came on 
Maſtright ſide. The Liegeois w oulde haue taken vp acertaine 
paſſage fo the ſtopping of the armie: but the Pꝛince marched 
with his people on the other ſide: and although there had beene 
acontrouerſie between p biſhop and 5 Liegeois, yet they agreed 
by a comon conſent to leuie ſixe enſignes of men fo2 the defenſe 
of the citie, 

The fifteenth of October the Orangians diſcomficed certain 
enſignesof Aluaianes, But when the Pꝛince had paſſed the 
Maze, hee marched foxzwarde the twentieth of October, leauing 
on his right hande the towne Tilmont,and paſſed the riuer whi« 
che diuideth the lande of Lieg from Brabant, ſecking all the 
wapes he could to fight with che enemie: howbeit the Duke of 
Alua had no will to hazard it, and therfoꝛe fearing thePzince of 
Orange his fozces kept himlelfe in his trences befoze the Citie 
of Maſtright. But Don Fredericke of Toledohts ſonne,came 
one day out of the campe, withſixe Culuerines,foure thouſany 
ſhot, and an hundꝛed men at armes, but no great matter was 
exployted, ſaue p.inſkirmiſhing many on both ſides were thꝛuſt 
out of wages. 

When che Pꝛince ſawe that Ulinterdzewe neere, and the 
time paſled away, without giuing battaile co (he Duke of Alua, 
who lay in his Trenches befoze Maſtright, although at the 
firſt the Pꝛinces armie might haue t and diſcomficed the 
enemie, had it not beene though euill counſell, oz els that 
the Lowe GO O would not ſuffer it, becauſe hee weulde 
a countries fo their hozrible and grituous 


But nowe againe to our purpoſe : the Prince meaning to.a- 
uopde the vnpꝛolitable charges in the _—_— and *

of bictuals, money, and munition, thought it the beſt Councell, 
to foꝛſake fot a time the lowe Countries: and make a voyage 
into Fraunce: where the arſyall Coſſey purſued him with 
two thouſand ſhot, c two hundꝛed hoꝛſe, which was to his great 
hurt. AMhiche thing the Marſhall dyd at the requeſt of the 
— of Alua, and followed the Pꝛince euen vnto Cambre- 
IC, | 
The Frenche woulde gladly haue had the Germayne hozſe ; 
men to haue come downe into Fraunce: But the greateſt num⸗ 
ber ofthem returned home into Germanie, foꝛ want ok pap: and 
taking their way though Champaigne, entred into Lorayne, 
and beeing come neere vnto Straesbrough, they diuided them ⸗ 
ſelues, not well pleaſed with they pay, and thus ended this warr i 
betweene the Pꝛince of Orange, and the Duke of Alua; whs 
euer ſithence hath continued a mote tyꝛannous perſecutoz, in | 
murderyng, empꝛiſoning, cuttyng oftof heads, hanging, bur 
ning, conſiſ king of goods, publiſhing of Pzoclamattons and 
Commiſſions, and bꝛinging in of newe Biſhoppes, as at Lee- 
warde in Friſelande, where Cunerus Petri was o2dcined the 
firſt biſhop, the firſt of Febꝛuary 1568. And after ward were very 
ſolemnely oꝛdeined certaine others, in the pꝛouinces of the low 
Countries. 
. 
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Nowe, this tyzaunts great perſecution and tyzannie afoze⸗ 
ſatde continued from the peere 68, vnto the peere 72. When 
as the miſerable and comfoꝛtles inhabitaunts of the lowe coun⸗ 
tries, had, thyough Gods aſſiſtance and mercy ſome eaſe of their 
calamities, by reaſon that the ſaide Duke obſtinately perliſted in 
demanding ofthe tenth penny, without regard of the complaints 
of all the Eſtates of the lowe Countries, thinking thereby to 
beape vp ſuche an infinite treaſure, and keepe a continuall mine ; 
of golde and ſiluer, to withſtande all kinges, pzinces and poten: 
tates, that woulde oppoſe themſelues againſt his vnnaturall ty⸗ . 
rannte. 5 

And although the Lozde hath ſuffered this tyꝛant to bee a | 
ſcourge to plague the lowe Countries, which ſometimes ſo na⸗ 
ably floziſhed,vechath it been to none other end but to aduertiſe 


vs, that we in the time of our great pꝛoſperitie wallowing and 
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tumbling in all woꝛldly pleaſures, fozgot the Lozde our Sod, 


and that, foꝛlaking our wicked life, though the chaſtizement of 
thts rod, wee might frame our ſelues to newneſſe of life, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to his molt holy and bleſſed commandements. Foz the good 
God, chaſtiſeth all choſe whome hee loueth : neither hath theſe 
lowe countries been onely ſo greatly ſcourged, though the ty 
rannie of this crueil and vnnaturall mouſter, but hach alſo viſt 
ted them with a molt fearefull ouerflowing of waters: Juſo* 
much that the firſt of Nouember in the yetre o. were owned 
in Hollande, Zealand, Friſeland, Gelderland, and others, many 
thouſandes ol people, and an innumerable multitude ol cattatle 
fo: mans ſuſtenance. This waunde (Gentle Reader) is eas 
led, and almoſt foz gotten, but the tyꝛannie of the Duke of Alua 
is pet in fo2ce, 

Wherefoze,let vs beſeech ß Loꝛd our God fo deliuer vs out 
of the handes of this tpzant,co the ende wee map ſerue and hos 


nour him in peace and tranquilitie, allthe dapes ol our life,

And nowe to continue this our hiſfozte, The Duke of Alva 
ſeeing p the Pzince with his armie, had foꝛſaken the low Coun⸗ 
tries, as a triumphant conquerour : purſued the cy2zannous pers 
ſecutton which hee had begun againl? thoſe of the refozmed reli⸗ 


gion, as moze at large is ſet downe in the booke next befozc:and 


although chat in theſe Countries, the warres were foꝛ the ſpace 
of foure peerts, ſurpꝛeſled: to wit, from the peere 1568, vnto 
the yeere 1572. Pet haue they nat been fret from the abundant 
ſpilling of innocent blood, thꝛaugb the e lutie of this vn 
naturall and cruel tyꝛant. | NE. |

But when the Loꝛde woulde graunt vs a beginning of dur 
deliuerance, hee ſuffered this foꝛeſaid Tyꝛant to abuſe hymſelfe 
though his owne inſatiable couetouſnes, by demanding of all p 
merchandtze both going out & cõming in vnto thele low Coun⸗ 
tries,p tenth pennie:g alſo the xx.pennie of all the vnmoueable 
goods þ ſhould be ſold within p laid countries: alchough all $ 
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Eſtates of the Pꝛouinces tolde him of the inconueniences that 
might fall out, by reaſon of this extreeme txaction, yet perſiſted 
he in his demaunde, thinking that no man durſt once gainſaye 
bim, notwithſtanding that it was cleane againſt their Pꝛiui⸗ 
ledges . Which thing greatly moued the common people, and 
the Citizens ot all the Cities were maruellouſlygrieued, as wel 
foꝛ the tenth penny which the Duke woulde haue no nay of, as 
alſo fo2 the great tyꝛanny hee vſed. Laſtly, hee purpoſed to 
put this centh pennpe in execution in the Cytie of Bruxelles, 
where his Court was , thinking chat by reaſon of his pꝛe⸗ 
ſencenomanne durſt ſap him naye, But the Bruxellians dps 
uerſlye ſette them ſelues againſt it, Foꝛ, neyther woulde the 
Bzewers bzewe anye dunke, no2 pet the Bakers, bake anye 
bread, To bee ſhozte, there aroſe ſo greate troubles in this 
Citie of Bruxelles, as that the Duke him ſelfe feared the 
tumulte and furpe ofthe common people. And therefoze the 
Citizens of Bruxelles are woozthpe all honour and pꝛayſe, 
foz ſo boldelpe defending the Pypuiledges of they Couns 
rey, 
During theſe troubles in Bruxelles, che common people of Þ 
reſt of the cities and townes both in Bꝛabant & Flanders, were 
alſo troubled: ſo that the Yollanders and Zelanders begun likes 
wiſe to rowʒe themſelues out of their ſleepe: which made the fits 
gitiues, and baniſhed men to thinke on their buſinelle, and deter⸗ 
mined once againe to inuade the low countries, ſeeing the Jnha» 
bitants of the ſaid countries began to oppoſe themſelues againſt

her foꝛe, De Lumay Earle of March being in England, e — | 
hauing at his commandement certayne ſhips, got himſelf x his Ems 
retinue to Sta, æ vpon the ſodaine cooke the Bꝛiele a towne in 
Bolland, the x, of Apzil, r 572.

The Count Boſſu, hauing the charge often enſignes of 

Spanpardes, conſidering with himſelke that the Gueſes would 

not willingly foꝛſake and loſe the Bytele, but were rather moze 

like to get many other townes, he therfoze came to Rotterdame, 

willing chem that he might paſle though the towne: Whiche 

thing, the Citizens at the firſt choppe, denied him: neuertheleſſe 

in the end they were contented that his people ſhoulde paſſe by 

A acre in Dixaines:but they making hed al at once at the gates, entred tos 
Rotterdame. gether into che towne, and billaynoully murdered a great num⸗ 
ber of the Citizens , and this was done the nienth of Apzill.

And it ſo fell out, that as the Citizens were at Churche, ſo⸗ 
dapnelp there was an vpzoze , by reaſon that it was bzuted, 
that the Spaniardes were comming to lodge in the Towne: 
and as the Parbingers were appoynting the lodginges, they 
pycked a quarrell with one ofthe Citizens, and gaue him pll 
language as they coulde well ynough , The Cytizens who 
were at Churche hearing of this noyſe , came foo2th , and 
dꝛaue the UWlalonnescleane out ofthe Towne, and kepte che 
gates themſelues. When the Spanyardes were come bekoze 
Flulhing , they woulde not let them come in, whereuppon , 
they hearing that the garnilon of che Talons were dziuen out, 
tooke their courſe to Middlebꝛough, the chiefe citte of the Ille 
of Walcheren, where they were recepued, Nowe when the 
Captayne of the Spanyardes, who was the Duke of Alua his 
kinlman, arrpued at Fluſhing, hee thought to haue found the 


Spanyardes there: But the Townes men, who knew wel i

; nough that he was comming, went to meete him, byddyng hint 
welcome, and doyng him great honour,as the maner is to honoꝛ 
ſuch noblemen, howbeit that honour laſted not long, foꝛ they

And ſo this cowne hath been euer ſithence kept foꝛ the pꝛince 
of Orange, which is the chiefe key of the Sea to come into the 
lowe countries to bee bzought into ſubiection: ho wbeit it is 
worthte great commendation, by reaſon of the noble featcs of 
warre which the Citizens haue exployted againſt the practizes 
and ſtratagemes of the @pantardes fo2 the defenſe ofthe couns 
trie. e 
The 24, of May following, after that the count Lodwike 
of Naſſou had made a new couenaunt in Fraunce with the con- 
federates, he ſurpzyſed Monts in Haynault, after this maner: Mons in Hay, 
The nvght bekoze,there went into Mons twelue aduenturers ap · nault lurpziied, 
parrelled like merchauntes, and beeing at the table in the eue⸗ 
nyng, they aſked of the hoſte, what tyme in the mozning the 
Gates were opened . The hoſte tolde them at foure of the 
clocke , and if ſo bee they woulde goe out any timelier, he ſaid 
that if they woulde giue the pozter the wyne, the Gates ſhould 
bee opened fo2 them as early as they woulde, | 
Theſe iollye Merchants roſe very timely, and cauſed the 
Gates to bee opened, pꝛomiſing to giue the Po2ter a peece of 
money: But ſo ſoone as the Gates were open, they diſpatcht 
the Pozcer with a Piſtoll ſhot , and tooke away the keyes. 
Then the Gates were open,counteLodwike entred the towne 
wich foꝛtie men, and placed them at the coꝛners of the ſtreetes: 
and if any man went about to open eyther doze oꝛ window, they 
would diſcharge their JIyſtols on chẽ, crying together with one 
voyce : you haue libert ie, libertie, graunted pou, the Punce of 
Orange is come to ayde vou, and you ſhall bee ſet free from the 
tenth pennie, and all other charges, wherewich the Duke of 
Alua woulde burden pou. This cry dured certaine houres, 
with ſuch a marueilous nopſe, as if thouſands of ſouldiers had 
entred the towne. | UL CHILI 
But count Lodwike hauing long time taryed koz his pole, 
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and ſawe that none of chem came, hee himſelfe went out, to vn · 
derſtand the cauſe of they; ſo long tarrying,and what were be⸗ 
come of che hozſe men:but they were out of Þ way in the woods, 
from whence the Count Lodwike conducted them vnto p cowne 
of Mons, to the number of fine hundꝛeth, and euery man a ſhot 
hehinde him : who beeing entred the cowne, firſt cooke the 
Towne houſe,and ſet themlelues in oꝛder of battaile 2 In this 
forte then tooke they the Towne, whiche was in truth a king ly 
deede of a noble and famous Count, and woozthte cuerlaſting 
mn to winne by ſleight and pollicte a towne ſo ſtrongly 
oxctued, 

The lame day alſo was the citie of Valencia ſurpriſed, but 
not many dayes after,the Duke ol Aluacooke it againe, Fo 
as hee had ſent thicher Don Iohn de Mendoza with a certaine 
number of hozſemen , to make pꝛouiſion fo the Caſtle that 
was but pll furniſhed with victuals and munition: hee, who in 
the name of Counce Lodwike had ſurpꝛiſed the citie, vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng of the commpng of the Spaniardes, fooꝛthwith contrary 
to the opinion of all men, eſpecially of che Spaniardes foꝛ⸗ 
Cooke and leaft the cowne, who thought not ſo ealilye without 
21 —ů— 

e Duke recepuing newes of the taking of Mons, would 
not beleeue it, truſting mote to the letters whiche hee had from 
the Frence king, by which he was aduertiſed, that count Lodw il 
had been a few dayes ſithence in Fraunce: howbeit by the contt- 
nuance of the newes, hee did aſſure himſelfe thas the Towne 
was taken: whereupon hee was caſt into ſuch a rage, as that he 
tare his garmentes, aud troade bppon his cappe, ſtoꝛmyng 
and chafyng as if hee had beene out of his witte, and mad. 
But as the Duke of Alua was altogether put by,fo2 reſis 
fyng of his enemies, the Lozde of Lumay gotte hymſelfe by 
little and little to bee maſter of the Cities and townes of Pol⸗ 
lande, who freely peelded chemſelues vnder the pꝛotection of 
the famous Pꝛince of Orange, although hee himſelfe was not 
there; fo euery man deſired to bee deliuered from the flauery of 
the ſaid Duke and of the Spaniardes. | 

The Citie of Enchuſen ſtanding in the Noth partes of 


Hollande,was the firs chat oppoledii felt agapult the tenth pe

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nie, and the tyꝛannie of the layde Duke, and it was by reaſon of 

certayne ſouldiers which were in the ſhippes of warre , whome 

they of Enckhuyſen and Amſtelredame had armed. Foz as 

vpon the tenth of June 1572, Boſhuyſen,Capcapne of the ſayd 

Shippes, was entered Enckhupſen to furniſhe his Shippes 

with victualles,and other warlike furniture, there entred by lit- 

cle and little, many ſouldiers thinking to take che Towne:which 

dealing, the Citizens percepuing, made them packe out ofthe 

Towne, and cooke the ſayde Captayne Boſhupſen pyiſoner, 

whome,after a while they releaſedout of pziſon. ft 
But as the Citizens were thus troubled, and fearing the re- Ml 

ceiuing in ofſouldiers,fo2 the enfozctng of them to pay che tenth 

penie, they ſent foꝛ Count Lumay his ſouldiers , and put them 

ſelues vnder the obedience of the famous Pzince of Ozange: 

and within a while after, the cownes of Alkmer,Þozne, Evam, 

and Pemmelicke,did the like, 

Alhen the townes ofHollande that lay neareſt the Byiell, 
hearde of this, they in like maner ſette open their gates. to the 
Mꝛinces people, and ſubmitted them ſelues vuder his obedi⸗ 
ence, ſauing they of Schoonehoue and Amltleredam,whyv ſtout · 
ly reſiſted: But the Lowe ofLumay beſieged Schoonehoue, 
who ſeeing the bꝛeach made, rendꝛed: ſo that all Holland peelded 
tothe ſapde Loꝛde, except Amſtelredam, which the ſaide Count 
beſieged once oz twiſe, but it was in vapne,and vnpꝛolitable, foz 
it was otter ſtronge, neyther could hee euer wynne the Citi⸗ 
Zens heartes, becauſe they were very obſtinate papiſtes. 

Qhiles the Count ot March plaied his parte in Holland, 
the Count Berge, che Pꝛince of Oꝛanges bꝛother in lawe, le en — 
uied men of warre , and tooke the Couutie of Jurphen , the che Countrey 
Townes of Doꝛtcum, Doebzough, and Jurphen: and in che of Furphen. 


Dutchie of Gelderlande, Yardwpke, Ter, Elberich, and Pat 
tum: But in the Countrep of Twente, Oldez ele, Goer, and o⸗ 


thers. 

The Count of Berge ſeeing the good affection of the Cittzens 
ofthe Townes, paſſed on like a Conquerer, and came downe 
into the countrey of Dueryſlel,beſieging the Town ol S. Law⸗ 

- rance 1572. The towne of Campen: But becauſe the Citizens

Mhiles che lowe Councreps were aſlayled on cuery ſide 
by the Lowes, Gentlemen, kugitiues, and baniſhed men ofthe 
ſaid Countrepes, the D. of Alua bent only all his foꝛces againſt 
Connte Lodwyke his chiefe enemte: and had ſent into the boꝛ⸗ 
ders of Fraunce, a ſufficient number of Spantardes, to 
fight with , and diſcomfice the French, that were ſent by the 
Lopes ofthe refozmed religion in Fraunce, to aſlyſte Counte 
Lodwpke, who were betweene ſeuen and eyght chouſandmen, 
whome the Spantardes, the 17. of July 1572. onerthewe 
at Chieuraine in a great bꝛoade fallowe ſtelde, foꝛ want of good 
conduct: and tooke their chiefe Captaynes, Maiſter Jenlis,any 
Maiſter Jumelle, the one of which was carried to Antwerpe, 
where, without being ſicke that any man knewe, hee was one 
mozning founde ſuddenly deade: and the ocher to the Caſtle of 
Tournap, who was deliuered in exchaunge foz another pꝛyſon⸗ 
ner, being a Spaniarde. | 

Afcer this diſcomficure, the Duke of Alua him ſelfe went 
and encamped befoze Montes, and very ſtraytly beſieged it. And 
the Count Lodwpke valiantly defended it, ſtill looking foꝛ ayde 
from the Pꝛince of Ozange his other, | 


The Sueſes in Amongſt thele exploytes, there was likewiſe another inua⸗ 
wade Frileland ſion made in weſt Frilelande by the Gentlemen, and the reſte 


of the baniſhed, with their trayne, amongeſt whome, cuen from 
the firſt beginning, was captayne generall the Lozde of News 
derwoznter, and after, the Count Juſt of Schouwenbourgh, 
who were receiued into the Townes of Sneecke, Boelſwerd, 
t Franique, But the Court of Friſeland taking part with the 
aduerſarte,called from Groening the Lowe of Billi, to bee an 
apder againſt theſe Gueſes : who came with a iolly companie 
of well appointed Wallons, and was recetued into the Towne 
and Caſtle of Leewarde,into the Caſtle of Harlingue, and into 
the Caſtle of Stauere, 

The firlk enterpzile that the Gueſes tooke in hande, 
was againſt Daccum,fo2 they came with good ſtoare of ſouldi⸗ 
ers and Countreymen, and dʒaue away the Uallons which lay 
in Garniſon at Doccum.

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Now there were fine of theſe Malons, whiche had gotten vp 
into the Church ſteepte,# ſhot at as many as went abzoad in the 
ſtreetes. Ulhich when the Gueſes law, they ſet fire on p ſteeple, 
to cauſe the ſaid TWlalons to come downe: howbeyt there was 
but one of them burnt, and the reſt carried ſtill in the ſteeple, vn⸗ 
til the 16. of September 72, when as the Talons dꝛaue the 
Gueſes out of Doccum, and recouered the Towne, which was

MUhen the Lo of Billi;acunning t an expert man ok warre, 

perceined that the Gueſes ſouldiers foꝛ the moſt part were coũ⸗ 

trey men, and }Nenteſes, who were vnacquainted with diſchar⸗ 

ging of an haguebuze: he made voyde they; ſeconde enterpzile 

whichthey tooke in hande at Stauere : where the Gueſes had 

beliged the caſtle, Foꝛ hee came with his Wallons, aud dzaue gy, gglg ct 

them front Stauere, and ſo ſec fire on the towne 2 But as the Seaucre apyen, 

Wallons returned from Stauete with great butin, the Gueſes 

of Sneecke, Eoelſwerd, aud Franique gathered themſelues tos 

gecher, to take away the butin from che Wallons, & ouerthzowe 

them : but ſa ſoone as the captaine ofthe Gueles was ſtricken 

from his hozſe with an harquebuze ſhot, all the reſt fled: and the 

other Gueſes were dziuen from the foꝛtes that ſtoode vypon the 

bancke, and other places with ſhame enough, hauing gotten 

neither wealch no! pet victozie on their enemies. 

The jp ꝛince had once againe aſſembled a very great army 

about Duyibourgh, who: paſſing the Rhine, cooke by aſſault, The Pytrer 

the fourth of Auguſte the Towne of Nuremonde: and pal⸗ ®inneth many 

fing further into Bꝛabante, Louayne, rendered to him, and Pa, unte.

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Monts in 99? After the long battery of Monts, Count Lodwyke ſeeing no 
way how to be holpen, fell to a part, and the 21, of September 
rendꝛed the Towne to the Duke of Alua, vpon certaine conditi⸗ 
ons, to wit, that Duke Lodwpke ſhould be ſent with a ſafe con- 
nay vnto the bozders ofthe empire. Thich thing, when che gar⸗ 
niſens of Palynes, Duremond, and others, which kept them co 
bis ble, vnderſtood, they fozſooke the ſame townes, + went cheyz 
wapes. 
The Duke of Alua returning with his army from Monts, 
came to Bruxelles , and ſent his ſouldters to ſacke Malines: 
which they did the x .of October, notwithſtanding ß the clear gie 
and all the Citizens ofthe towne receiued thẽ in with banners F 
ſtreamers diſplayed to appeaſe their fury, but all was in vaine. 
Fo? the Duke had giuen the ſouldiers the Towne, who wholy 
ſpoyled it, killed many citizens,and defloured great ſtoꝛe of wo» 
men and poung maidens. 
ThePunce being come into his gouernement of Holland, 
trauelled in all hee coulde, about the affayzes foꝭ the warres:and 
the Duke of Aluacleane contrary, ſent Colonel Mondragon 
with twenty enſignes of TTallons into the Jle of South Beue- 
land, where they arriued at alowe water marke, thzough the 
conduct of certaine traitours to cheyꝛ countrie, and rayſed the 
ſiege from befoze Itegoes, which was greatly diſtreſſed & traits 
ly couped vp. | 

The 21.0f Mouember the Duke of Alua his armie came 

Surphen taken hefoze the towne of Zurphen, which was taken without any re 

K rell · ſiſtaunce: fo2 che citizens had ſet the gates wide open fot them 
to come in at. 

But ſo ſoone as they were entred, the Duke exerciſed very 
great ty2annie both vpon the citizens and alſo on the ſouldiers, 
banging ſome, and ſtrangling and dꝛowning other ſome in the 
riuer | [ 

This tyꝛannie of the Duke, ſo greatly feared the reſt of the 
Townes that thecount Berge foꝛſaking all che Townes which 
hee hadgotten , fledde from thence with all his ſouldiers. 
And ſo did likewiſe che count Scanwenbourghin Friſeland,in 
memoꝛie whereof,cthep of Sneecke enpzyfonned their Patrone, 
the Lond ol Nethet woꝛmter, whom they had ſent foz, and with 

great ſolemnitie receiued into the towne. Duke

Duke Fridericke,the Duke of Alua his ſonne, and Lieu” g wancreat 
tenaunt, came from ʒurphen, towardes Narden in Vollande, garden. 
where hee ſo cruelly and vnnaturally handled the Citizens that 
| had peelved them ſelues,as that it is a fearefull thing to thinke 
; on, and that, againſt all the lawes of armes, eyther in Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome oz heatheneſſe. 
Foz, when che Spantardes were entered, and louingly res 
cepued,and had been as well entreated as was poſſible ; there 
was immediatly after, pꝛoclaymation made by the ſounde ofthe 
D2oombe , that all che Citizens and enhabytauntes of the 
Towne ſhoulde come tothe Hoſpitall Chappell, where ſhoulde 
bee declared vnto them ſuche ozdinaunces as chey muſt line, and 
direct them ſelues by. | 
But when che miſerable Cicizens were come thither , the 
Spantardes murdered euerymothers ſonne ofthem,ſackce and 
burnt the towne, rauiſhed the women, yea, and murdered ſome 
of them, and left the reſt live in great Martyꝛedome. Mowe, 
when J call co minde che wonderfull woozkes of God, J can 
not paſſe ouer but tell you, howe that after che murder and maſs 
ſacre of Narden, and the whole Towne on a flaming fire, a 
poung ladde of the age of ſeuen peeres was ſaued , by running 
out of the gates ofthe Towne into a little garden full of roots: 
The father of this Boy was murdered ,» andhis mother beeyng 
rauiſhed, was hanged vp by the armes of the tpꝛannous Spani⸗ 
ardes, and when the fire came and tooke holde of her houſe, ſhee 
being tyed by the armes, coulde not get away, ſo chat thee was 
burnt in her owne houſe. $011 19] | 
This poung ladde hauing not eaten any thing fo? the ſpace 
of th2ee- whole dayes together, wept bitter ly both ſoꝛ the death 
ok his Parentes, as alſo by teaſon that hee was hungerbit. But 
God who neuer koꝛſaketh his, ſent him reliefe, fo; the very ſame 
night. there came vnto him a well fauoured young man in white 
apparell, who gaue him wherconto fedde, and ſayde : Wleepe 
no moꝛe, my father leſſe childe, foꝛ J will neuer leaue thee. 
Eate, and be ok good cheere, fo) they that haue murdered thy 
father and mother, ſhall haue a double plague light vpon them. 
Thy teares ſpal be turned into toy and gladnes, and their laughs 
ing into tear es and mourning: And fozthwith the young man

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baniſhed out of ſight, 8 
Thus wee ſee gentle reader, the mercifull and bountikull goods 
nes of Sod, who neuer koꝛſaketh his, but keepeth them as the ap⸗ 
ple of his eye. 

Atter the maſſacre and murder at Harden, the Spantards 
beſieged the Citie of Harlem, The Citizens conſidering of 
their neighbours caſe and example, were determined, notwithz 
ſtanding the weakenes and ſmalldefenſableneſſe of cheir cowne, 
to reſiſtþ foꝛce of the enemie,chuling a great deale rather, hono⸗ 
rablie to die foꝛ the defence of their Countrey, then to become 
theſllaues of ſuch murderers. And therekoꝛe J will deſcribe vn: 
to thee in oꝛder, the whole hiſtoꝛie ofthe towne of Mar lem, howe 
all thinges went from the firſt beginning okthe liege, euen vnto 
the very laſt ende thereof. 

The Duke ol Alua, being not pet ſatiſfied with the inno⸗ 
cent blood, which hee had ſpilt alwell at Zurphcn as at J2arden, 
not thinking that che Loꝛde ot hoſtes had an eye vnto his tyꝛan⸗ 
nous deuiſes, purpoſed to bung all the Cities and Townes vus 
der his poke and bondage !: Jnſomuche, that hauing executed 
ſome ty2annie and crueltie, hee purpoſed to beginne another, 


To be ſhoꝛte, hee beſieged the good Citie of Harlem, meaning 


thereby, to reduce all the reſt ofthe Townes vnder his poke, 
after he had once gotten it, which, God in his pꝛouidence woulde 
not ſuffer him to doe. 

Don Fridericke of Toledo, the Duke of Alua his ſonne, 
thꝛough the counſell and aduice, both of the Bozoughmaiſters 
of Amſtelredam, as alſo (which is very likely) becauſe he was 
{oth to caſt away his ſouldiers, pꝛactiʒed by trecherie and wars 
like pollicte, wich the Magiſtrate of Harlem, who partly kauou⸗ 
red him eſpecially, ane Thyerrie a Friſelander ſomtime Boꝛo⸗ 
maiſter, in whome was repoſed the whole ſtate and dealing ol 
the Towne, although he per fourmed not therein that duetie that 
bee ought to haue done, but purpoſed to veliuer all the people in⸗ 
to the hands of che bloody tpzauntes, ſo that hee might haue his 
pardon, as manifeſtly appearech by a letter that was ſent. 
Che chirde ol December in the peere 1572. at ſcuen of the 
clocke in the mozning , che great counſell of Parlem _— 

| by 
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by reaſon ofa letter that was ſent, by one Maiſter James Wye, 
Curate of grand Beginage ſecretely witten, and directed to a 
Bꝛother of his that was then in the Towne, contepning the ty⸗ 
rannies which the Duke and his people had committed in manp 
Townes, but that if ſo be any would craue pardon, hee woulde 
graunt it them. 

Ihen the Magiſtrate had cauſed this letter to be red in o⸗ 
pen counſell, hee aſked che opinion and aduiſe of them that were 
there, whither it were beſt to ſende to Don Fridericke oz no: 
herein (alas) was the counſell of Achitophell followed, and 
fo2 the bꝛinging of it to paſſe, there went out ſecretly at Spaer⸗ 
wouwer gate, vpon a ſled dꝛawen on the yſe, the afozeſapde Thi⸗ 
erry the Friſlander, Chiſtopher Schagen, and Adꝛian of Aſſens 
delfc the penſioner, telling che Nagonner nothing els, but that 
they would goe to Sparendam, But lo ſoone as they were come 
vnto the banke oꝛ dike, they ſalde vnto him, b2ing vs halfe wap, 
and from thence to Sloterdike, where the Wlagonner ſet them 
on lande, and would bzing them no further, ſo that they were en⸗ 
fozced to foote it to Amſtelredam. 

The ſame day were the lwome men ofthe Towne of Har⸗ 
lem,ſommoned to appeare at two of the clocke in the afternoone 
at the croſſebowe Archers Garden , where alfo appeared Caps 
tayn Neybout Repperda, Sir Launcelet of Bꝛedezode, Adnan 
Janſons Yarſhall of Harlem, and Stuner the Bozoughmat- 
ſter, when theſe ſwozne men were aſlembled. Captayne Rippers 
a da began his oꝛation and ſayde: Moꝛſhipfull Citizens, the cauſe 

of vour aſſembly here in this place, is a letter that was ſent to one 
of our Citizens, contayning, that as yet there is fauour grace 
tobe had at Don Fridericke his handes, to the which ende, Thi⸗ 
erry the Friſelander and others are gone to Amſtelredam. 
But my good ke llowe Citizens, it you well weygh and conſider 
of the grace that you are like to haue at his handes, as alſo of the 
othe whiche pou haue made to the Pytnce ok Oꝛange, J doubte 
not but that you pour ſelues, al well as I my ſelfe, will do all you 
can to obſetue it. 
| Fon, J am fully determined, ſo long as I haue one dzop of blood 
| in my body, to hazarde my ſelfe foꝛ the defence ofthe Citizens of 
| this Title > andcherefoze ifpou pour ſelues bee of the ſame 
opt⸗ 
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opinion tell mee your mindes bouldly : hereupon, the lwoꝛne 
men anſwered all with one accoꝛde, that fo the defence of their 
Countrey, they woulde hazarde boch their bodies and goodes: 
ſo that after many other louing exhoꝛtations, hey bʒake vp, and 
ruery man departed home to his owne houſe. Mowoebeit che 
ſayd Captayne and Marſhall wꝛote foxthwith vnto the Pꝛince 
of Ozange, declar ing vnto him che ſkate ofthe towne. 

They wꝛote in like maner vnto the Colonnell Maiſter La⸗ 
zarus Puller, who lay at newe Dam with tenne enſignes of 
foote men, willing him to lende to Har lem ſome or his compa⸗ 
nie: Mhereupon the ſayde Puller , departed from the ſame 
place with all his Regiment, and paſſing thzough bale oz lowe 
Pollande, came to the ayde of Harlem, 

So that hee, arriued there the fourth of the ſayde Moneth 
with tenne enſignes,foure of which went into the towne; whoſe 
Captaynes were, captapne Stenbach the Tolonels Lieutenant, 
Chaiſtophcr Uader, Lambarde of Mirtenberge, and Partin 
Puys, 

And che ſelfe ſame day were the Churches ridde and clen- 
ſed of all che Idols and filthie Jmageries,that che pure wozde of 
God might there be pꝛeached. 

The fifth of December, returned from Amſtelredame 
Chiiſtopher Schagen. and Adzian Aſſendelkt the pencioner, who 
were foꝛeh with ſent as pziſonners to the Pꝛince of Oꝛange. The 
ſame day was ought vnto the Towne , from a place called 
the fine houſes , a meſſenger of Amſtelredam by Thierry the 
Friſelander, to che Bozoughmailters of Harlem: Howebeic 
when the ſayde meſſenger was come neere tothe Towne, hee 
durſt not come in him ſelfej, but ſent his letter by a Countrep⸗ 
manu: The which meſſenger after he had been cxamined and tri⸗ 
ed, was hanged all but the head. 

The 6,0fthe ſame monech, che enemie came to Sperweuwe, 
and ſkyꝛmiſhed, to ſmall purpoſe, wich choſe of Sparendam. 
Whereupon,the Boꝛoughmaſters and Captaynes lent che next 
morowe thꝛee hundzed ſouldiers to apde Sparendam, vnder 
che charge of Martin Pꝛuys then Captaine, The ſame day, 
therenemie returned andſkirmiſhed,# the Sparendames luſtily 
ſaluted them with their great ozdinaunce, N 
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The 8,ofthe ſapde moneth the Boꝛeughmaiſters and cap* 
tapnes ſent to Sparendam, certaine Citizens of Harlem and o- 
thers to pearce the Dike whiche is betwecne Spatrendam and 
Sperwowe, becauſe they woulde haue the water ouerflowe the 
lande. Powbeit ic was not digged noz cut downe deepe e- 
nough. The ſame day alſo had the Spanyardes entrenched 
themſelues, vppon the ſayde Dpke, againſt the S dames, 
and made the Countreymen fill vp che ſayde ditche. The ſame 
day alſo arryued at Harlem, Monſieur Saint Aldegond, ſent by 
the Puince of Dzange,to be a Commiſſioner,foz the chooſing of 
a new Magiſtrate, ę the placing ofhoneſt men,# right patrones 
there, which in deed he did. 

The 9. day at tenne of the clocke in the moming: the 
Cwone men, once againe met together at the Garden afozeſaide, 
whicher alſo came Monſieur Saint Aldegond, a bety eloquent 
man, declaring vnto the ſwozne men, the good and naturall afs 
fection which the Pꝛince of Orange bare vnto the lowe Coun⸗ 
tries, but eſpecially to the countie of Holland, as by diuers exams 
ples had been ſhewed. 

Declaryng likewiſe the effate ol the towne, by the ſlinking 
away of Thierry che Friſelander, as befoze hath beene ſapde, 
chewing efcſoones the authotitie of the commiſſion whiche his 
excellencie had graunted him, which charged and commaunded 
hym to depole the olve magiſtrate of Harlem, and an 
other: to wit, to chooſe Burroughmaſters, Shieriffes, and a 
Councell, whiche hee ſaive, was not meant co dilwonbip and 
diſcr edite the olde Pagiſtrace , ſeeing that many ol them had 
al wapes ſhewed their fidelicte and friendeſhippe to the commo⸗ 
naltie, but onely to keepe che ſaive Towne pꝛeſently in grea« 
ter lafetie, 

And hee further ſayde, that his excellencie did it not fo2 
chat he meant. any way to diminiſh che Pꝛiuiledges ther eot, but 
fo2 the pꝛeuenting of a miſchiefe: Andtherefoze,he very louings 
ly required and pzaped the ſwoꝛn men, that euerp diʒiner would 
byyng in the voyces ol his compantons, fo2 the chuſing of eight 
Bozoughmailters, fourceene Sheriffes, and twentie Counſel⸗ 
fours to rule the next yeere, 
The which election the Diziners 2 ſame eucning in 
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wyting at the houſe of Peter Keys, where the ſayde fubſtis 
tute might appoint a newe magiſtrate , whiche was accomplys 


ted, 


The tench ofche ſapdmoneth, it was ſuch an extreame colde 
night, that the riuers of Spare and Tye, were ſo hard froſen at 
Sparendam, that the enemy aſſayled it on euery ſide. But af- 


ter that the Sparendams had valiantly detended them ſelues, and 


diſcharged many times their great oꝛdinance, che enemy ſo liue⸗ 
Iy aſſapled them on euery ſide, as that tbe garnpſon that was in 
it, was enkozced to flye, hauing befoze done greate hurte to the 
Spanpardeg, howebept it was not without the loſſe of their 
valiaunt Captapnc Martyn Pruys, and ſome of cheir chieke ſoul⸗ 
diers. 
The eleuenth of the ſaide moneth, the Spantardes both on 
fooce and hozſe backe, compaſſe d about the Towne of Harlem, 
againſt whome the townes men ſalted, and aboute the Spittle, 
gaue them theſkirmiſhe, but becauſe ſome of the Spantardcs 
had got into the Steeple, the Townes men coulde no way come 
to fight with the enemie. The ſame day were ſome ofthe olde 
magiſtrates, being ſuſpected becanfe they had peelded vnto Thi- 
erry the Friſelanders commiſſion kept in they houſes. And 
they which Monſieur Saint Aldegond had appointed to the 
gouernement are theſe which follow. Burroughmaſters, 
Nicholas Laen, John Uliet, Gerrard Stunper, Peter Keys. 
| Shirieks, 

Milliam Adzienſncs, James Yueſden,Comelitts Ricke, Peter 
Bael, Nicholas Mathew, Adzian Berkel, Mathew Augultine, 

The 12. of the ſaide moneth, vnto the 17. the enemy appꝛo⸗ 
ched and trenched, by reaſon of the kauoure of the Bulwarkes 
which were dayly made: and on the other ſide,the Towneſmen 
berie carefully foꝛtiſied their Towne where they lawe it molte 
needefull, | 

The 18,of December, at 8,ofthe clocke in the moꝛnyng, the 
Spanpardes began to batter the inward gate of S. Croſſe, and 
both the flankers thereof, w bullets of 40, 46,pound waight, 
diſcharging 14.Canons at once: The towneſmen againe fate 
not ydle,but cherely foztifted their Rampares with wood, earth, 
ſtcones, wooll ſacks, and other things, About midnight v (wozne 
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men and Souldiers ofthe towne, kozſooke the body of þ watch, 
which was by the Bulwarke of the (aide gate, ſeeing the moſte 
part ofthe outward gate to be beaten downe, ſo that there was 
no going no2 comming from the Bulwarke to the towne: hows- 
beit in the euenyng the Souldiers and \wozne men entered a- 
gaine into the Bulwarke, makyng away inthe night vnder che 
gate, that the encmp had that day beaten downe, with 6, huns 
dꝛeth and foureſcoze Canon ſhotte. 

The 19. ofthe ſaid moneth,the enemy continued the battery 
againſt S. Johns gate, & ſhot againſt the (aide Bulwarke ſixe 
bundzech thꝛeeſcoze and fikteene Canon ſhot: Neuertheles che 
towneſmen repaired the bꝛeach byreaſon ofthe Bulwarkes, and 
beſides, made anew rampart,from S. Johns gate to S. Kathe⸗ 
rines bꝛidge. 

The 20, ok the ſaid moneth, the enemy continued che batterie 
againſt the Bul war ke vntil about noone,# ſhot an hundzech and 
fiftte ſire times, and chen made readie to the aſſault: wherevpon 
the Alarme Bell ſounded out. The enemy on euery ſide had ſet 
a guard befoze the gates both of footemen and hoꝛſemen, and as 
bout one of the clocke in the after noone, came with enlignes 
diſplated from the Spittle to the towne, carrying on their ſhoul« ⸗ 
ders bzidges ready made, to caſt ouer the ditches, and ſo paſſe to 
the Bulwarke, Ouer and beſides this, they had furniſhed their 
trenches with Payquebuziers, continually ſhooting at the wals 
and Rampares, to the end they might take away the Curtines 
from the towneſmen. Now, as they aſſaulted the Bulwar ke, the 
townelinen ſo liuely beat them backe with chayne ſhot, & from 
the Courtines ſo liberally hapled them with ſmall ſhot, as that 
they made them giue ouer the aſſault: which thing the enemp ſe⸗ 
ing renued the aſſault with freſh men, howbeit they were lyuely 
repulſed, ſo that they were kaine to retiet to their trenches with 
great diſhonour, leauing in the ditches fo2 pawne, good ſtoze of 
Spanyardes, and other dead and hurte men, andamongeſt the 
reſt, two Spaniſhe enſigne bearers , who valiantly had gotten 
vp, but moe luſtely beaten backe, beſides many Moztons, Yar s 
guebus,pikes and Rapiers that were left behinde in the ditches,

which did the cowneſmen very good ſeruice. | 
In the evening when the allaulte was ended, they tooke a 
1.2. Souldier 
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ſouldier on ſoote and bꝛought him to the cowne tothe Boꝛough⸗ 
matters and Captaynes, who being racked, confeſſed that Don 
Fridericke himſelfe was there, and lodged at a houſe called the 
Clyffe, the count Boſſu at Nicholas Lanes farme houſe, and 
Noircarmes with Peter Nicholas Lonſgen, and manp greate 
Lowes,Sentlemen, and Captames at the Spittle. And fur» 
ther he ſaide, that the whole Campe was thzeeſcoze and tenne 
enſignes, and eyght kundzeth hoſe, to witte, 36. companies of 
DS panlardes, 22. enſignes of Tallons, and 16, enſignes of 
Almapnes, whoſe Colonel was the Count of Euerftein, who 
wich the ſaid Almaines had his quarter appointed out vnto him 
in the woods and at Pemſted. 

The 21. of the ſaide moneth, the ſaid ſouldier was hanged: 
and the enemie did nothing a long time together but vndermine 
to ouerthzowe the Bulwarke afozeſaid, 

The lame dap the towneſmen coyned peecesof money ot 
fine ſiluer, ot; 2. and 16. ſouls. 
The 24 ofthe ſaidemoneth, P. Adzian of Aſſendelfe afoze⸗ 
ſayde, was — at Delft fox his treaſons, and his head ſet vp- 
on a pole 02 ſtake fo2 che ſpace oftwohoures. 
Che 27.0f the ſaid moneth,the cowneſmen tooke a Mal⸗ 
{on wichout caelwike gate, and loꝛthw hanged him, The ſame = 
daythep of Barlemreceiuedletterg from the P2ince of Ozange, 
which certified chem that he would ſende them certapne Walon 
Perquebuziers in their ayde. 
Che 28, was Peter Johnſons the engiuare of che towne 
flapne with Parquebuze ſhoc,ſo that he was put by foz repairing 
of che Bulwarke, and dyed the next mozrowe, 
The 29. of the ſaid? moneth, Maiſter Jerome Serates a 
Conmiſſtoner,entred by night wich thꝛee enſignesof Malons, 
vnder the charge of Captayne Michell, Couſin, and Uemi. 
The zo. of the ſaide it was miſtie and cloudie which great- 
ip frnnre the Spaniards, ſo that they might dige and vuder⸗ 
mpne euen harde to the towne live, 
The laſt ofthis ſaide moneth, there iſſued out of the wood 
gate certapne Hozſemen,meaning to ſurpꝛiſe che watch, but all 
11 vaine, ko the time was too cleare,andthe enemie fled, ſo that, 
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they got but ſome of their weapons. There iſſued alſo cer 
taine out of Scaelwike gate, and kild thꝛee of their enemies, ta 
king from them 22. har quebuzes. 

The firſt of Januarie 1573. the Towneſmen made a ca⸗ 
miſad, and iſſued out ot the wood gate, comming ſuddenly vp- 
on the Spantardes in their trenches, who fozſooke them: But 
the enemie returning with a greater number, the Towneſmen 
allo returned carrying away wich them but two Countreymen, 
and a yaung ſtrypling. 

The 2. ol the ſaid moneth. were bꝛought into the ſayd towne, 
twelue ſleds laden with wheat, and one loden with bꝛead, came in 
at Scaelwpke gate. But the 5. ol the ſaide moneth, encred 27. 
fleddes laden with cozne,# a band of ſouldiers, vnder the charge 
of captaine Pandares. 

The 8.ofthe ſaydemoneth, theTowneſmen hunge vp a 
ſoulvier on che toppe of the Bulwarke : and theenemie whiche 
had giuen ouer battering, from the 20.of December vnto that 
dap, beganne agapne the battery with 24. Canon ſhotte : But 
onthe 9.they ſpent 13 3, ſhottel: in whiche meane while, there 
entred in bythe ſayde gate, ſeuen leddes loden with pouder and 
Coꝛne. | 
The 10, dap at night were lent,fo2 the ayde ofthe Towne 
of Engliſhmen, Scoctichmen, Talons, and Almapnes, about 
two thouſande: But by reaſon ofthe wonderfull myſtie and 
cloudie weather. they went out of they2 way, inſomuch that mas 
ny of them got to an houſe, called the clyffe, ſome to the downs, 
others to the wood; Mowebeit . the greateſt number went ta 
the Pꝛinces Campe, by reaſon they coulde not hitte vppon the 
Towne, and yet there was a great light burning vpon che top 
ofthe Tower, and the Bell alſo was rounge, whiche was the 
cauſe that ſome ofthem got to che Towne, amongſt whom, was 
an Almaine, oue of the enemies Campe, who alked them of 
the town, which were come out of Scaelwike gate co ſkirmiſh, 
whether he were neere Amſtelredam pea oz no: who anſwered 
and ſapde pea, and ſo tooke him, and led him to the Towne, pꝛi⸗ 

ſonner, where, to be ſhoꝛt. he was hanged: This day. che enemie 
had diſcharged 14. Canon ſhot, 
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The 11. day there were two Alarmes giuen to the Town? 
Hecauſe the Spaniardes and Talons, had made them ſelucs 

ready to the aſſault, 

The ſame nighe, entered into Harlem 48. fleddes laden 
with coꝛne and gunpouder, and with all a bande of ſouldiers, vn⸗ 
der the conduct of Captayne Gaſper. 

The 12. of the ſaide moneth, the enemie had with batterie, 
greatly decated the Bulwarke, Parapetti, Maiſons, houſes, clots 
ſters, and Churches, yea, had almoſt as it were, vtterly beaten 
them downe, with the valee ok an 150. Canon ſhot ; howebeic 
the Townelmenhad in the night, with earth and wood ſo nota⸗ 
Hlv repayꝛed the bꝛeach, as that it was thereby, ſtronger then 
euer it was befoze. And beſides all this, the enemie had wzought 
by all meanes poſſible to haue myned hard vnder the houſe whi⸗ 
che ſtood in Saint Croſſe ſtreete. | 

The 1 3.day,there entred ſire fleddes, laden with Coꝛne and 
Peale: And the Towneſinen allo ſounded the Alarme, when as 
they ſawe the preparation ofthe enemie. 

The lame day like wiſe, were two men ſlayne as they ſatte 
at the Table eating oftheir meate, with a Canon ſhot,and there: 
with alſo, a mayde ſeruaunt: howebeic, there was a locke of 
hapꝛe of a young Damoſell-cleane carried away couerchetke 
and all, with an Harquebouze ſhot, without any other hurt. 

The 14. day the Towneſmen ſallied out, andtooke thzee 
victuallers, and two Almapnes pꝛiſonners, and bzought chem as 
way with them. 

And the 15. dap, the enemie gaue the Alarme to the Town(- 
men: Howebelt they loſt an enſigne , whiche was had to the 
Towne.. 

The 16. of Januarie inthe fozenoone,the Spantardes had 
cal an head out of their trenches vnto the Towne Bulwarke, 
whereunto was tyeda little ſcrowle, mitten with theſe wozdes? 
This is king Philip his head the Captapne; Whereupon, the 
Townelmen in recompence ok this villanie cauſed twelue pꝛi⸗ 
ſonners to be hanged, to witte, Thee victuallers of Amſtelre⸗ 
dam, a Walon,and eight Almaynes. 

The night following when the dead men were cut 
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gallous, they pact elcuenoftheir heades in aberrell, hauing 
their hatre,and beardes tut Gueſes faſhion , and ſo caſt itdowne 
from the Bulwarke into the enemies trenches. Upon the head 
of which barrell was nayled a peece of paper wzitten with thele 
wozdes: Carrie theſe heades to the Duke of Alua, in payment 
of the tenth pennie, which hach been fo long demaunded and not 
vet payed: and therefoze beſieged he this Towne ; But fo? al⸗ 
much as he ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe to complayne, by reaſon it 
hath been ſo long a comming, wee haue ſent him the elenenth; 
fo: intereſt, and inconſideratione/ 7 2 
The 17. of the ſayde moneth there entred 65. fleddes la⸗ 
den wich Coꝛne, and an enſigne of ſouldiers, vnder the charge 
of Captayne Schꝛam of Brunſwike. Che ſame day, the ſouldi⸗ 
ers & others ſallied out at Scaelwike gate. to [kirmilh with the 
Almapnes , who had foꝛtiſied at Ruſtenbourg houſe: and firit 
they woone the watermyll, which the enemie had foꝛſaken, and 
after that, entred the trenches at once, and dꝛaue out the enemie, 
ſending into another woꝛlde as many as they could catch: where 
the enſigne bearer of Buell, valiantly got an enſigne out of the 
hands of one af the enſignes bearers olõ enemy, uebimaſa 
they caried wihthem ta the Town, that enſigne,# th2eedzomg, 
bir lides their well anpdtlniftie diſpling and cooling of the moꝛe 
part otthe ſouldiers . It was allo that dap oꝛdeyned, that that 
night, they Woulde leaue the Bulwarke ſtanding without the 
Tobue, becauſe ſo many men were killed there daplx. 
The 18. of che ſaide moneth the Towneſmen beganne to 
foztifie Saint Croſfes Gate, and ſtrengihned it with earth, fa⸗ 
gottes, Hoꝛſe dungge, and other thinges enter laſing it wich tim⸗ 
ber logges alter the maner of a Gridiron, ſochat this gate was a 
greate deale ſtronger then the Bulwarke afozeſaide, The ſame 
day tir towues men (allied dut 'ofScaclwijke* gate toſkirmithe 
with the Almaines, lutt it was to ſmall effect. In the after nocne 
there were ſent backe vnto the Pꝛinces Campe, certayne ſledds, 
whiche, by the conuoy of thꝛer hundzed ſouldiers were beught 
thwarte the enemie : ſo chat the enemie beganne to reupue 
he ſkypmiſþe,-whoby the-ipuely Zee Souldiers {ot 
0 Mag: e iron $0129! s 1 n 
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the Towne, were put to ſught to their great loſle, fo) they that 
coulde not lwyme ouer the ryuer of Spare were dzowned. 
There was but one ſouldier of the Towne that dyed in that 
ſkyuniſhe, and hee was an Engluhman. In the euening, 
Mounſieur de Vemi, a valtant Captayne was ſhotte thoughe 
the arme with an Yarquebuze, as he was on the new Bulwark 
ofthe ſatde gate. D 
The 19. dap in the afternoone, Adrian de Berkerode, ſhes 
rife, went from the Towne towardes his Maieſtie, with a cer⸗ 
tayne number of lleddes fo2 cozne , with a conuoie of certapne 
Hozſe, and about fine hundyed ſhotte, wich whome che enemie ens 
countered at Scaelwike, Harlemmeruliet, anuthe fiue houſes, 
but notwichſtanding that the enemie was farre moze in number, 
pet were they, with ſhame inough enfoꝛced to flye, with the loſſe 
of two hundꝛed men and moe: ſothat the ſouldiets of the Towne 
got an honourable victoꝛ ie. | 
The 21, day entred into the Towne, thiee fledves, loden 
with coꝛne, ſiſhe, and gunne pottder. The lame day in the moze« 
ning, ſallied out of the wood gate to charge the Spaniards whi 
che lay vnder the walles , ſite hundzevAlmapnes , whiles the 
Wallons-paffed ouer þ water by boate, x were ſet on land at S. 
Ratherins gate, to the ende they might light vppon the backe of 
the Spaniardes, and poyſon the great oꝛdinaunce. But becauſe 
the Almapnes marched not euenly wich che Mallons, who 
were not able to vnderſtande what the Almaynes did byreaſon 
of the Bulwarkes notwithſtanding that they had a ſigne giuen 
them dut ofthe Towne by the blow of an Parquebuze, that they 
ſhoulde not all at once ſet vpon the enemie , they were enkoz⸗ 
ted to retyꝛe tothecowne, with loſſe both on the one ſide and on 
the other.

The 21 okthe ſat monerh, chere enteren into the Towne 
13. fleddes loden with coꝛne, and other viceuals: ozeouer, they 
of Delft, Leyden, Goud, and other Towues ok ſouch Hollande, 
Tent of a bꝛotherly lout to thoſe of harlemt,to know if they would 
be rid oftheir lame, derrepide and olde people that were vnficce 
fo: the defence ofthe Towne, lo chat if they woulde, cuery of 
them graunted to take and keepe them accopving to their pꝛo⸗ 
poztions. 
The 
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The 23. day encred into Ha lem 22. fleddes laden with 
tome, and 5 ſouldiers ſalted out of Scaelwike gate, g ſkirmiſhed 
wich the cnemie, whome they aue ouer 5 Spare hard to their 
does : and beſides, bur nt Ruſtenbourgh harde to the grounde, 
and hauing taken (ire o2 ſeuen of the enemies boates, bought 
them home wich them tothe cowne , Then lapled they to⸗ 
wardes a ſhip whiche roade in the Spare, to the end ta ſet vpon 
the Townes men, and when they had ſet her on fire, and hurt e 
ſlaine ſome of the enemies, they returned tryumphantly home 
with two pꝛiſoners. In the euening about leuen ofthe clocke 
the Alarme bell, and the dummes allo ſounded the Alarme,bue 
nothing enſued thereof, 

The 24. of January, came into the towne 25. fleddes [as 
den with co2ne, wheate, fiſhe, and otheꝛ victuals, Then had the 
enemies planted two peeces of great ozd:nance vpon che Bul⸗ 
warke, fitly to beate downe the cowne, 

The 25. day of the ſaide moneth came into the Towne other 
25, lleddes laden with come and victuals: and the 26. dap 37; 
lleddes laden with victuals . The ſame day was Peter Flaſh-- 
man one of the ſeuen Captaines of the Towne hurt, with the 

ſcattering about of ſtones, and dyed thereof ſoone after, 

The 27. day, amaydes head, dwelling at the ſigne ofthe 

HartegHhead,as ſhee was pulling the roſted Chickins of the 

ſpic, carryed cleane away with an p2on bullet, whiche came 
though the kitchin,, The ſame day the Townes men had pul⸗ 
leddowne Saint Johns Tower;becauſe they feared it woulve- 
haue fallen into the ditches, by reaſon of the battery of the 
enemie, which woulde greatly haue aduantaged them. The 
Alarme allo was at that time ſounded to no purpoſe. 

The 28. dap, the Burrough maſters, chie fe Officers, and 
Captaines receiued letters from his Excellencie by the Poſte, 
who was foozthwich ſent backe. The ſame dap, ſalyed aut of 
the woode gate ſeuen men at armes to make play withthe ene⸗ 
mie, who returned without any encounter. The ſame day al⸗ 
ſo, entred 80.ſleddes laden with bictualles, and certaine barrels 
of powder, conducted with about foure hundzed Englithe men, 
Dcottes, and Wallons, men well giuen anddiſpoſed, and of 
very good behautour,who were bzought into a monaſterie, —

The 29, day was a Pꝛoclamation made, that no Butcher 
ſhoulde ſell a pounde of the beſt Beefe aboue a patart : an half; 
and a pound of cowe beefe, but fo2 a patart and a quarter. vpon 
payne of the fozfaiture of the ſame fleſhe, and arbitrary coꝛrec⸗

The zo. day, the ſouldiers of the to wne ſalied out in a great 
| | heate, to poyſon,o2 pegge, che great oꝛdenance of the enemie: 
| but becauſe the townes men were not egally at one inſtaunt re⸗ 
1 die to doe it, it turned to nothing: and ſo much the rather, bes 
[| cauſe che enemie was readie in the trenches to giue the aſlault: 
ſo that the Townes men were infozced to retyze, and thereby 
were many of them hurt, to wit, Captaine Michael in the hande, 
Couſin, inp knees with a pyke, his enfigue bearer in the arme, 
wich an harquebuze ſhot, and Captaine Lambart of Wirtenberg 
in the bꝛeaſt with a Launce. The townes men gaue fire to the 
myne of the Bulwarke, aud thereby kilda great number ol the 
enemies. | C,7TL $6. 
The laſt day of Januarie.the enemie was prepared, to giue a 
45 Huely attempt to the towne, as in very deede came to paſſe. Foz, 
| as the Almaines,who that night watched neere vnto the gate of 
Saint Croſſe, and Saint Johns gate, were negligent in they? 
watch: the enemie befozethe day bꝛeake, was readie at hand, and | 
had placed all the enſignes about Saint Johns gate, a number | 
of which ſouldters,had alreadie got themſetues into the cham- | 
bers and other places of che gate halfe beaten downe, befoze the 
townes men knewe anything of it. On the other ſide, many of ß 
enemies were paſſed vnderneach. the bulwarke that was beaten 
downe,at Saint croſſe gate, and hid themſelues vnder an hedge 
of thoꝛnes all alongſt the ditches, from S. Croſſe gate, vnto S. 
Johns gate, by reaſon that the ditches were froſen, Mozeouer, 
they of the Bulwarke, and foꝛt at Saint Croſſe gate, were placed 
in good oꝛder with enſigne diſplaid: and all the ret kept the tren 
ches of S. Croſſe gate, which was beyond S. Johns gate, even 
vnto 
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vnto the Tower of Reuelin, in very good oꝛder, ſo » to any mans 
thinking, the victozie was alredie theits: fox there were to begin 
the aſſauſc, 18.02 19.enſignes of Spaniardes, Almaines, and 
Wallons, There were alſo placed neere to the ſpittle betwirt 
fine and ſire hundꝛed hoꝛſe, and beſides, in the linkes likewiſe, a- 
bout two hundꝛed hoꝛſe, # an other part was accompanied with 
ſouldters lying at the entrie of che wood, attending the victozte 


of this aſſault, foꝛ the murdering of the Citizens and ſouldiers, 


who after the town was taken, ſhold any way ſeeke to flie thence 
and laue them ſelues. | 

This aſſault was to bee giuen by the Spaniardes, Almaines, 
and TUlallons : to wit, by the Spaniardes and Almaines from 
Saint Croſſe gate downe all alongeſt the oterchzowne Rams 
pares, vnto S. Johns gate. And the Talons to giue the aſſault 
at the ſaide Saint Johns gate, who had alreadie gotten the ads 
uantage ofthe ſaid gate and Rampares,befoze any ofthe townes 
men percetued it, 

Now, as the enemie had this great aduãtage againſt p townes 
men whiche coulde no way be reconered without great effuſion 
of blood, if God by his grace had not pꝛouided fo? it, the ſouldiers 
e ſwoꝛne men which watched this night in that quarter, ſo ſoone 
as it was dap, had quickly perceiued it: wherfoze fiftie o2 thices 
ſtoꝛe of them luſtily charged them betweene the gates, and valy⸗ 
antly pealed them with harquebuze ſhot, crying alarme, whiche 
noyſe awaked them that were there about, & made them runne 
with their weapons to the Rampares, and ſo did like wile al the 
townes men; charging the enemie very couragtoully, ſo that 
therein they llue many, and beate backe the reſt from the toppe, 
downe beneath the walles and Rampares, ſo that all the Spani⸗ 
ardes, Nallons, and Almaines, were in a ſhozt time diſpatched 
in great numbers:toʒ they ſo valiantly withſtood the enemie, as 
that there coulde not a man ſo ſoone peepe aboue the Rampare 
but that hee dyed foꝛ it. 

The ſtrongeſt aſſault that the enemie gaue, and were moſt in 
number, was at the olde bulwark at Haint Croſſe gate, which 
the enemie had gotton hard by the new fozt, that the townes mT 
had fortified, and the enemie, forthe giuing of p affault, had vn⸗ 


dermined it, becauſe they meant to winne it by maine * 
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But they within, had ſo countermined, and made ſuch a pit be⸗ 
lowe vnder the bzeach,# put into it certaine barrels of powder 

and ſuch other like ſtufle, as þ in giuing fire cthereto, when as the 

Spaniardes, wich enſignes diſplayed, were in greateſt number 
gotten vp to the topp ofche walles, they ſo luſtily beſtirred them 

ſelues, as that the myne and as many as were vpon it, and there 
about, were blowne vp into the apze : ſothat a great number of 
the enemies were ſent to heauen headleſſe, armeles, and legles, 

pea toꝛne and rent in peeces, beſides thole that there were bus 
ried. : 


It wasafeareful thing to ſee, howe the heads, armes, and 
legges, yea, t whole bodies alſo, harquebuzes, halberdes, rapt- 
ers, and dummes, flewe vp into the ayze, Ouer and beſides al 
this, the Townes men gat them into the trenches ofthe enemie, 
and flue ol them in great numbers, as many as were not able to 
flie thence. They diſcharged al ſo a demie Serpentine & other 
Non peeces, amongeſt them which ſtood in oꝛder of battayle be⸗ 
foe Saint Johns gate, making there wich great ſlaughter of 
the enemie : which cauſed the Spaniards and Tlallons retyze 
wich ſhame enough into they} trenches, carrying awap all their 
dead that were of any reputation, as faſt as they coulde, In this 
aſſault, ot townes men þ were deadly hurt, was captaine Lams 
bart ot Wirtzenbourgh, who ſhoztly after peelded vp p Gholtco 
God. 

Whyles the Spantardes gaue the aſſault at Saint Crolie 
gate, and Saint Johns, there centred in at Scaclwike gate 170. 
fleddes laden with coꝛne and other victuals, which came from 
the Pꝛinces campe with a conuoy of 300 ſhot, and about 70, 
bozſe, vppon the yſe * who were purſued euen vnto Harlem 
gates with an hundꝛed hozſe, and certaine ſhot, to haue taken a⸗ 
way thep? victuals, but all in vaine, howbeit in very deede the 
Punces Coꝛnet bearer,aud one ocher of that companie loſt their 
iues. 


In the euening the Burroughmaſters ſent two meſſengers 
with letters to his Excellencie, who immediately vpon theyꝛ re⸗ 
curne, bought with them an Almaine hoꝛſe man pꝛiſoner that 
was ryding towardes the wood to his companie. Theſe two 
nce 
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ofche ſtate of the towne. 

The firſt of Febjuarie, ſalied out of Scaclwyke gate 27, 
hozſemen to mainteine a \ kirmiſhe, but they encountred with 
no man ſaue an Almayne ſouldier, whom they bought to the 
towne. 

The ſecond of the ſame moneth, the townes men were aduer⸗ 
tiſed that the euemy had made a byidge with boates about the 
Barnardynes, to paſſe ouer certapne hoꝛſemen fon the cutting 
off ofche ſleddes of the towne which bꝛought in their victualles: 
wherefoze 36. boꝛſemen and 600, on foote ſalyed out of the 
towne in the mozning thꝛough the fauour of the Bulwarkes : 
But when they coulde finde no bzidge, they returned, bzyn- 
ging with them a Malon and a poung ſtripling, who were in 
an houſe neere Scaclwyke, The ſame dap was an Alarme gi⸗ 
uen. 

The 3. of the ſaide moneth,was pzoclapmed by the ſounde of 
the bell, chat a loafe ot bꝛead of ſixe pounde weight ſheulde not 
be ſolde koꝛ aboue two patartes, and a pounde of Cowe cheeſe 
fo halfe a haaſſe pennie , a pot ofſweete mylke , a groat and 
an halfe, and a pounde of butter two ſouls , The menne at 
Armes and certayne {Harquebuziers ſalped out of the wood 
gate in the moꝛning to mayntapne a ſkirmiſh,x found certapne 
Spaniſhe hozſe, whereof, one hozſe and two menne at Armes 
of the enimpe whiche went from the Tkynniſhe, were ürpken 
with a canon ſhotte that came out of the fote of che ſapde 
gate. 

The fourth ofthe ſayd moneth, ſalyed out at the ſaide gate 
the men at armes with certayne Yarquebuzters , who conuap⸗ 
ed certapne emptye lleddes as farre as the Mere, whiche went 
foꝛ Cozne : where the hozſemen fell vpon the enempe, howebe- 
it they parted fayzely without anye hurte doyng. The ſame 
daye, the enemye thought to giue fire to the myne whiche they 
them ſelues had mave,at Saint Crolle gate ,thinking thereby, 
greatly to endamage the towne, but it was by Gods grace ſa 
pꝛeuented with a Countermyne , as that the Townes men gaue 
fire to the myne, where they diſpatched a greate manye , both 
of Souldiers and * » Without n loſſe to the 
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The 5. of Febzuary in the afternoone, were 8. lleddes laden 
with victualles bꝛought into che Towne , whiche came from 
his Excellencies campe: and the ſixt daye there wente to the 
Pyzince Capcapne Vemi, and with him Adrian, de Berquen- 
roede, fo} the ſending thither of viceualles , and other thinges 
neceſſary , the alarmealſo was ginen, but nothing came of 
it. 

The 8. oł the ſaid moneth, entred an 150.ſleddes laden with 
cone, the enemy gaue the alarme without any moze to doe fo? 
that tyme. But at the ſecond alarme, the townes men made the 
giue an aſſault, 

The 9. of Fehn the enemy began within the Bulwarke at S. 
Croſſe gate, which the townes men had giuen ouer, their plats 
fozme of earth and tymber logges, foꝛ the planting of their artil⸗ 
lary there , that they might thereby batter at their pleaſures, 
the Malles, Rampares, Bulwar kes, houſes, and ſtrectes of the 
cowne. 

The 10,0fthe ſaidinoneth,the enemy neuer giuing ouer bn- 
dermpning, cauſed the townes menalſoto plye it with counters 
mpning as faſt, and gaue fooꝛthwith fire thereto, ſending thereby 
a great number ofthe enemies into another wozlde. The lame 
day, by the aduiſe ofthe Bozroughmaiſters and Captaynes of 
the towne was oꝛdeined, that a newe Ditche and Rampare 
Qoulde bee made like an halfe moone : foz they were afearde 
that the enemie waulde vndermpne the ſatde Fo2te 02 Bul⸗ 
warke , whiche inthe ende they beate downe, which Ditch and 
Rampare was with one conſent,and great diligence begun and 
finiſhed : ſo that there was nomanabſent at the doing ofit. but 
Bozroughmailters , head Officers, Captapnes, Lieuetcnants, 
Citizens, Souldiers, Souldiers wincs, and Pages, lape at 
it daye ⁊ night: Jnſomuch that it was quickly diſpatcht & made 
anendof, 

Theeleuenth of the ſaydmoneth, an Almayne comming 
fromtheentrie of the woode , paſſed by boate ouer Spare , 
and giuing a ſigne with his Cappe , came towardes che 
Towne , deſiring to comein : and beeyng in the Towne, 
al ked fo2 Captayne Steinbach, ſhewing Letters whiche were 
waltten vnto him. TUherefoze hee was bzought 1 the 
apde 
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laid Steinbache his lodging who fooꝛthwith bꝛought him to the 
— houſe, where he was thꝛoughly examined, and after put in 
Alon, 

5 The 12. day of Febjuarie,arriued a boate laden with vices 
tuals, which came from Leyden, and the next day beeing the 
thirteenth of the (aide moneth, there came a meſſenger with let⸗ 
ters from his Excellencie vnto the Pagiltrate, 

The 14- of the ſaive moneth, there came in the conuoy of 
40- harquebuzters 2 2 40, Raſieresof come and other Vics 
tualles : and the next dap came in a boate laden withe 
turues, very good fp2ing inthe lowe countrics, 

The 16, day came in a great Barke laden with bzead and 
fiſhe. But the next dap beeing the 17, came in twentie aud 
eight [mall boates loden with victuals , and foure hundzed 
ſouldiers,the greater number of chem in double pay, vuder the 
charge of captaine Chꝛiſtopher Gunter: The lame day alſo 
were foure oꝛ fiue alarms giuen, becauſe the encmie offered to 
giuethe aſſault, ſetting fire on the myne, whilcs theyſtood about 
che Spittle in ozder of battaile with cn{igne diſplaid, although 
the firing of che myne ſtood chem in ſmall ſteed, which was the 
cauſe that the aſſault began not. 

The 18 day of Febzuary the firſt Gally, of 84.feeteby the 
keele,hauing a boozdin her,certaine ſouldicrs got into Yarlem 
Mere. The ſame dap alſo entred in foure oʒ fiue ſmall Boats 
laden with victuals. one other laden with two pecces of byaſle, 
which came from Leyden. | 

The 19,0fthe ſaide moneth,there arriued a boate laden wich 
ten y2on peeces,pouder,ſhot,and victuals, The ſane day atrts 
u:dat Penninkfer che little Gallie of amſterdam wich foure oz 
fiue (mall boates, to the intent to cut downe the batike oz dyke 
foꝛ the getting in into {Hari? Mere: who were incountred with 
the little Gally of Harlem and other (mall boates, and by that 
meane ſtayed. In the meane while the townes men fired a myne 
which they had caft vnder the Bulwarke, whereupon enſued a 
bzaue ſkirmiſhe. The next day, fled out of the towne a Cal» 
lon whome befoze they had taken pꝛyſoner, into the Almaines 


campe, 
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The 27. of the ſaide monech the Amſtelredamians returney 
from Pennykter with their boates to accompliſh che wozk which 
they hadbegunne : who befoze had fought with the little gallp of 
Harlem, 
There were alſo certaine hoꝛſe men lent from Harlem, whi, 
che came out of the Sparewouwer gate vpon bzydges, and 
tooke one of the enemies Boates fraught with men, the grea⸗ 
ter 4p of whiche were flaine, and che reſte hanged at 
Fuy C. 
The 24. of Febzuary the Harlemians ſent two of their Gal- 
lies to Fuy ke, and the 25. chey reteiued two byaſſe peeces from 
p Dordrightians,one of which carricd a bullet of foꝛtie & foure 
pounde weight, and che other of thirtie, and foure oz ſiue pꝛon 
Serpentines. The ſame dap encred ſiue ſmall veſſels laden wich 
4 9g and gratne,to wit, wich wheate, xye, barley, beanes and 
peaſe. 
The 26. ofthe ſame moneth the great Gally of Harlem, got 
befoze all the reſt of the men of warre, and entred the Pere, 
where ſhee fell amongſt a doſen men of warreof Amſtelredam, 
whereupon foure o2 fine of them began to aſſaple her to haut 
clapt ber a bozd,befoze luch time as ſhe perceiued that they were 
their enemies, ſo that ſhee loft ſome ol her men: But Captaine 
Gerard the younger beeing burt, ſaued himſelke and his lieuete⸗ 
nant in a (mall veſſel, leauing bis people in danger, whome the 
enemie fooꝛthwith ouercame: an houre oꝛ two after the loſſe of 
the great Gally, came the little Gally of Harlem (under the 
charge of Captaine lames Antony) with other ſinall men of 
warre, who valiancly recouered the great Gally, and wonne of 
9 enemie anew Caruell, killing as many as were within boozd, 
ſaue thꝛee, whome they bzonght to Harlem, ont ofthem beeing a 
Gentleman of Louayne named Raulcot, and the Harlemians 
returned to Fuyke hauing playd the tall ſouldiers. The ſame 
= = enteredinto Harlem certaine ſmail veſſels laden with 

ictuals. | 

The 27. of the ſaid moncth the ſaide Gallies once againe 

met with the enemie, and put the Amſterdamians to flight:wher 


vpon the Harlemians ſtopped the hole which che Amiterdami- 
The 


ans had made, with boates,ſtones,and other things. 
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The laſt of this moneth very early in the mozning, p ctownes 
men fy2ed a little Myne that was dig ged at Saint croſſe gate, 
to the loſſe of ſome of the enemies. 

The third day of Marche, the Harlemians ſet a woozke and 
played with che great ozdenance befozenamed : foz, as the ene- 
mie had made a platfoꝛme befoze the Foxto2 Bulwarke, John 
Coningham the Scottiſhe Lieuetenant played ſoluſtily with 
the battery, as that in halfe a day hee had beate it ſmooth to the 
grounde The ſame day alſo entred into Harlem two (mall 
veſſels laden wich victuals and powder. 

The fourth of March the enemie gaue 5 alarme, and in the 

meane whple victualles entred into the towne. And the 
next day, the Chaſe of Harlem entredthe Mere hoatly appoin⸗ 
ted. 
The ſeuenth of the ſa id moneth, the townes men had beaten 
downe the enemies platfozme, The ſame dap alſo a Pzoclama- 
tion was made that no aſſiſe ſhoulde bee payd of any thing with · 
in the cowne, 
The eighe day entred into Marlem two enſignes of Engliſh 
men and Mallons, which were quickly ſent away againe, be. 
cauſe it was thought that there were about foure thouſand ſoul- 
diers in the towne. 

The nienth day, was Captaine Enchuiſe and his bhoꝛſe men 
enbar qued, wherefoze the townes men ſkirmiſhed againſt the e⸗ 
nemie that {ate in che wood: and ſo did they likewile the xi. dap, 

but to ſmall purpoſe. 

The twelfth of Parche came victualles into Par lem, and a- 
arme was giuen. But che fourteenth of the ſaid moneth the 
Parlemians fired a myne, which diſpatched ſome of they; ene⸗ 
mies, amongeſt whome a Spaniard couered with earth was re⸗ 
tyꝛed, howebeic hee neuer ſpake moꝛd, and ſoone after dyed, The 
ſame night a Talon came out ofthe wood to the towne, who 
was imme diatly ſent to the pʒince of Oꝛange. 

The eighteenth of the laid moneth, the enemie had made rea. 
die to aſſault the towne about noone, and the townes men ſoun- 
ded ÿ alarme, but there was nothing done. Howbeitthe next dap 
3; enemie had fired a myne, but with no hurt oz loſſe to p towne, 
Andthe 20. dap the townes men plaid 4 like part, and wp 
| ame 
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Tame effect followed. They likewiſe thought to ſet fire on the 


placfozme,but it had no good ſucceſle, 

The 22. of Barche,which was Eaſter day, the enemie ſtood 
in oder of battaile both about the Spittle, as alſo in the higher 
linkes and in the wood. Therfoze the Burroughmaſters and 
Captaines commaunded the alarme to be ſounded, but nothing 
was done, The ſame day lalyed out ofthe wood gate, fine oꝛ ſire 
hozſemen,and 1 20,ſhot to make play with them which lay in the 
wood, howbeit they were repulſed with the loſſe of two ſouldts 
ers and a few hurt men. The lame dap alſo came into Par⸗ 


lem in thꝛee ſhips 70.laſtof cone, which are 1625,razicres. 


The 24 of this moneth, Maryne Bꝛande Admirall of the 
Mere. bꝛought with him two pꝛiſoners, who after they had been 
racked, were hanged about Fupke, 

The 25. ofthe ſaid moneth at niene of the clocke in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning ſalted out ofthe wood gate about 200, Talons to ſkir⸗ 
miſhe wich the enemie which lay at the entry of the wood, and 
got the outwarde trenche of the enemie: but becauſe they were 
not ſtrong enough, they retyꝛed tothe cowne, witheut doyng of 
any great exploite, ſaue that they hung two ſouldiers. But when 
the Burroughmaſters vnderſtood the ſkate or that quarter, The 
Colonels and Captaines determined to ſurpꝛiſe p ſame quarter 
inthe after noone with niene oꝛ ten enſignes, which was executed 
at foure of the clocke in the aſternoone by ſixe companies of 
ſouldiers and many citizens,whoſaltedout of the water gate, g 
about 200, French and Talon ſouldiers that ſalted out of the 
wood gate, where after they had ſhakẽ off their ſhot, they coupled 
the ſkirmiſhers together. Inthe meane while, iſſued out the 
afozeſatd Chaſe of Harlem,# certaine ſmall men of warre with 
her, and thereby ſurpꝛyſed the enemie in thzee oz foure places, 
who hauing once diſcharged their great oꝛdenance, tooke their 
hceles howbeit the townes men followed che fo2 life, frõ thence 
to Faert, killing e laying:ſo p they flue a thouſand of their ſoul 
diers,a great number of which were m? of eſtimation,# wealth, 
as appeared by the rich iewels & apparrelþ were ought to the 
towne: and beſives,y townes men burnt aboue 3 00. tents, and 
carried their great owenance out ofthe ſteld, to wit, 5. Falcon⸗ 
nets #2,bzaſle peeces,with great tze of munition Fpouder,and 
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niene enlignes which p ſouldiers in the euening, to p ſhame and 
deſpite of the enemie, as it were in great triumph, carryed with 
dummes & fifes alongſt the new Rampares,# in the end placed 
thẽ vpõ the Duer æ beſides all this, they bought to 
p towne about o · hoꝛſe, a great number of Cowes & calues, gar 
meuts, clokes, great ſtoze of plate, rings, gilt Moꝛions, an in- 
numerable nũber ofcozſelets,harquebuzers  \wozdes, To bee 
ſho2t,ther was neuer a ſouldier of the town but had a good large 
butin. Fos, there was a dzfimer p had 200, duckets fo his ſhare, 
TUhich victozie was wonne wich the loſle of a fewe men, koꝛ the 
townes mf loft not aboue 8,amonglt which, was one Captatne 
Derdeind a Talon, a very valiant & wiſe man, who had docne 
great good ſeruice about the foztification of the Towne, had in 
this viccozte with his ſouldiers, bꝛauely charged the enemie. 

The 26. of Parchp townes men had placed in the moꝛniug 
vpon the bulwark 11. enſignes. which they had aſwel the day be- 
foze as alſo at other times got from the enemie. But y 27.was 
flaine from the platfoꝛme with a muſket ſhot, Thierry Bꝛaeſle⸗ 
man, Launcelot Bꝛederode his Lieuetenant. 

The 28. of this moneth the ſhips of warre, were gotten to the 
other ſide, halfe way to Eaſterpe. 

The 29. of the ſaide moneth, were gotten into Harlem Pere 
chirtie and thꝛee ſhippesand ſcuen gallies of the cnemie, whiche 
woulde haue berelt vs the Mere, hauing cut do wne the dyke a⸗ 
bout the Ter bert houſe. And the Har lemians had with great 
ſpeed by reaſon of a p2oſperous winde, got to the Pere þ thirde 
Gally vnder the charge of captaine Binchoꝛſt, and alſo captaine 
John Pantegnault, who with certaine citizens ſayled cowards 
Caghe, where the reſt ol their ſhips lay. 

The zo. day of Marche, the enemie had beganne a foꝛt neere 
Fupke, foꝛ the ſafetie oftheir ſhips, r the laſt of the ſaid moneth 
the enemie fy2eda myne, howbeit no hurte came to the Citie 
or wee onely that the Alarme was ſounded byreaſon of the 
batterie. 

The firſt of Apꝛill, chere came into the towne a Barque la⸗ 
den withpowder which came ouer thefields þ were oucerflowe, 


The lame day, the ſouldiers deſſroyed S. Johns Abbey, which 
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ſtood whole and ſound till then. 

The ſecond ofthis moneth, came thirtie and eight lippe; 
Gallies of Amſterdam befoze Fupke, where from mozning vn⸗ 
1 till the euening they did nothing els but ſhoote off they; great 
ozdenance, 
© | The fourth ofthe ſald moneth the townes men hunge vppe 
without Scaelwpke gate eleuen ſouldiers whiche were pzpſo- 
; ners, and 2owneda woman. And the ſixt of the ſaiv moneth, a 

Hoſte came in at the wood gate, whiche immediately returned. 
The lame day the enemie ble we vp a mine, howbeit the towne 
was no whit hurt thereby. 

The ſeuenth ofthe ſaid moneth the townes men ſalied out at 
Scaelwyke gate, thinking to haue cowpled together in ſkirs 
miſhe, but it was to ſinall purpoſe. And the eight ofthe ſame mo⸗ 
nech the townes men fired a myne, but it auayled little. 

The nienth of this moneth. came, as it were about an hun⸗ 
dꝛed of the Pꝛinces ſhips from Caghe towardes Fupke. And 
the harlemtans hauing a doſen well appointed ſhippes, firlt ſays 
1 led with a great large veſſell vnto a bzidge neere vnto the wood, 
. where ſhee ſtayed without being able to paſſe oz pet ſtixre: And 
the ſecond which was a Caruel ſtaped againſt the low dyke. But 
as two hundzed ſouldiers 02 there about ſalying out of p water 
gate to ſet vpon the enemie, were liuely repulſed: the ſouldiers 
which were in the great veſlell, and in the Caruell, came out of 
them, and ſome ot them came on ſhoare in a boate, leauing both 
the ſhips in the power of the enemie. The others ſeeing that the 
bꝛidge woulde not ſtyzre,fozſooke alſo boch their veſſels, and in 
ſkirmiſhing retyꝛed to the to wne with the loſſe of ſixe oz ſeuen of 
their compante : inthe meane while, our veſſels kept them 
of Amſter dam, whiche lay befoze Fupke, play, by reaſon ofthe 
Noꝛtheaſt winde, the foꝛt of Fupke, where the Spaniardes 

were pꝛouided of great oꝛdenance, chey coulde not come to grap⸗ 
ple with the enernte : Therefoze our men in the tuening ſapled 
thence, and ſo reſted themſelues fo2 that night. There was alſo 
tn the eauening aſkirmiſhvpon the Sommer wap and at night 
were two alarmes ſounded. 
The tenth day of Apꝛill were ſent out of Staelwyke gate 
foure Poſtes to the Pinces ſhippes. The ſame day — | 
cnemu 
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tuemie had made a long trenche, which raught from che wood 
hard co Fuyke, ſa that none could come out of che towne, buc 
mult needes fall into their lappes, a 
The 11. of the ſaide moneth, the Pꝛinces ſhippes were come 

to Yemſteede, whiche made the townes men thinke that they 
woulde ſet ſom men a ſhoare:ſo that fo2 the helping of thẽ, chere 
iſſued out ofthe wood gate about 150. ſouldier s, out at the was 
ter gate about 500, and out at Scaelwike gate. 200. But al- 
though the veſſels appꝛoched not, yet the ſouldiers were hoatlie 
. backe, and two of the Captaines were hurt by their owne 
ouldiers. The ſame day, ſeauen o2 eight of the enemies hav 
deſperately gotten vp vnto the fozt 02 Bullwarke with two en⸗ 
ſignes, crying, victoʒie, victozie , the towne is ours. But the 
ward ſo luffily repulſed them, as chat one of the enſigne bearers 
was lefc behind dead, with his enſigne. 
The 14. of this maneth in the night came thꝛee meſſengers 
chwart the fleloes in at the wood gate, and ſo did alſo tee other 
meſſengers, the night following, The 15. day, the townes mẽ 
put the fourth Gallie to the Mere, being 180. feete by the keele. 
And che ſeuenteene day were thzee meſlengers ſent towards the 
Pance. u nb 3699 iis 
The 18, day of Apzyll entred Jerome Serrates and the 
L. L. Noſoni, Boꝛdell, Dozhem, Maligau, and others, to the 
number of fifceene, and with them certaine men laden with 
powder. | 
The 79. day the Pꝛinces ſhippes had ſet on lande at the coz« 
ner of the ſiue houſes, two thouſand ſouldiers to ſkirmiſhe with 
the enenue: But by reaſon of the long wayting, fox the Har le⸗ 
mians, nothing was done. The ſame day was an aduenturer 
ſent towardes the Pꝛinces ſhippes, who, although he was haſtily 
purfuedby the enemie, thwarc their campe, yet, maugre they? 
bear des, hee returned ſafe and ſounde. The ſame day at night: 
Captaine Baufoure with his ſcottiſhmen,and certame citizens, 
ſalying out at Scaelwike and Sparewouwer gates, made a. 
camyſado and cooke by ſoꝛce Ruſtenbourgh houſe, and viſpatcht 
a good many ofthe enemies. 12540 5941 


The 20. af Apypli, there came from Fupke certaine Spas 
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nfardes, ſome by Gally, and ſome by lande, corecouerRuffens 
dough, howebeit they were ſo luſtily repulſed by the townes 
men, as that chey were faine to retyꝛe. The ſame day were 
ſent from Harlem co the Pꝛince foure Poſtes 02 meſſengers. 
Andche 21. of che ſaidemoneth an alarme was giuen co the 
cowne, | 
The 2, of this moneth, they p were taken in the trenches of 
Ruftenbzough, were hauged without Scaelwpke Gate. The 
ſame day, þ hips of the Mere, bꝛaue ly ſkirmiſhed, howbeit to 
mall purpoſe, And the next day, there reentred at Scaelwike 
gate, foure poſtes : and others ſent away out at the wood gate. 

The twentie and foure ofthe ſaide moneth entred in at the 
wood gate, 24. Citizens of Harlem, bzinging wich chem pow⸗ 
der, and then was an alarme ſounded at the to une. The ſame 
day at night illued a good number of Engliſhmen, Scottes, 
Talons,and Pyoners, and went towardes Spiquerbop hole, 
dut returned without doing of any thing, and ſo leuelled che 
woꝛke begun. | Fg 
The 25. day of Apꝛyll at fine ofthe clocke inthe after noone: 
the enemie came in, on thꝛee ſcueral-partes, to ſkirmiſh vppon 
Ruſtenbzough,but was faine foz all that in the end to retyze, The 
fame day the enemie gaue 5 alarme,to che loſſe of ſome of theyz 
owne conpanie, The next day, there departedfrom Þarlen 
foure poſtes in one Barque towardes the Punces ſhips: but the 
27. day came into Harlem two ſmall veſſels laden with powder, 
thwart þ flelds & ditches. And immediatly alter was an alarme

The 28,ofthis moneth,che townes men, about eight of che 
clocke at night blewe vp a mpne, whereupon certaine Spani · 
ardes and others were well cooled: whiche was the cauſe that 
made them diſcharge eighteene Canon ſhot, wherewith they 
ue Captaine Yenry Laſſens, and one Chiiſtopher Scagen 
Gentlemã. Che ſame day went out foure ſouldiers to ſurpziſe

' The laſtof this moneth ſaliedout the Pyinces guarde to 
fky2mtth with che enemie, in whiche their captaine Margotin 
was ſlaine. About this time the townes men had coyned certaine 
peeces of gold, wich the armes of Harlem on the one ſide, theit 
owne poſey on the other: Vincit vim virtus. 

The firſt day ol May entred into the towne two men, who 
being chaſed by the enemie, foꝛſooke both their veſſels, wherein 
they had Soo. li. of pouder, which they thought to haue bzought 
into the towne. And the ſecond ofthis moneth entred a boy of 
fiftecene peeres of age, in at the wood gate asa meſſenger, with 
eight pound of pouder, ſaying, That the Burroughmaſters of 
Leden had (ent him, and that he was to haue back with him two 
ers ofthe towne, This boy was kept pꝛyſoner, as one 
ſent by the enemie.

The fourth of this moneth, the Malons began to mutyne, be⸗ 
cauſe that Captaine Uemi in executing the lawe, had hanged 
a Malon in the night: and ther foze the ſouldiers of the Lowof 
Dozen came, and offered cheir harquebuzes harde to his byelk 
to the great haz arde of his life: Foꝛ they woulde needes knowe 
of him, who was the Authour of this executing of iuſtice: how⸗ 
beit the vpꝛoꝛe was in the ende appeaſed, by reaſon of the free⸗ 
png ok another ſouldier that was pꝛyſoner. 

The ſixth of May, the enemie of Fupke, flue with ſhot ſixe 
oz ſeuen Cowes of the towne, becauſe they fed neerer them ihẽ 
they were wonted: but in recompence thereof, the Townes 
menue thꝛee oftheir ſouldiers withſhat. 

The next day, they which lay in the wood ſalyed out co 
take the Cowes of the cowne, howbeit the Souldierg: of the

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towne kept them ſafe enough from that. This night ſalied out of 
the little gate of the wood fine oz ſixe ſoulviers, who flewe one 
ofthe watche. v4 | 

The eigbt of thismoneth the enemie ſhot with the greate 
owenance, quite though the great Steeple, hard adlopning ta 
the dyke: andthe ſame night went foure meſſengers towards 
the ſhippes, with a conuoye of twentie oz thirtie ſhot, which gaue 
an alarme to the enemie lying in the trenches as theſe polts paſs

The nienth of this monech which was Mhitſon eaue, the 
enemie had caſt a mans head bythe Zowne walles about che 
Bulwarke, wich this inſcription: chis is captaine Oliuer his 
head. The ſame day were taken and committed to warde mas 
ter Quintin and his daughter, and maſter Lambert ſometyme 
2 of Harlem, becauſechep were ſuſpected of 
freaton. | 

The next moꝛrowe at faure of the clocke in che afternoone, 
the enemie iſſued fooꝛth to dʒiue che towne cattle, & dꝛaue befoze 
them in derne about thirtiekine, but although they which dzaue 
them were to the number of x 50. pet, eight oꝛ tenne ſouldiers ot 
thecowne,maugre their heads, recouered them all, from them. 

The 12.o0f May, about eight ofthe clocke in the mozning, 
returned one of che flying poſtes, hauing tyed to his legge a litle 
rounde ſcroule. But the thirteenth of the ſaide moneth there 
encred all belly naked, one, whome, the enemie had taken vppon 
che Mere dike, The (ame day in the moming, arriued another 
flying poſte with a letter, but about foure ok the clocke, the ene⸗ 
mie which lay in che dennes, and in the wood, came downe to 
d2tue the kine out of the medowes, that lay befoze the wood 
gate, howbeit thirtie ſauldiers comming out of the Towne ta 
{kirmiſh with them, fruſtrated theyz intent and purpoſe, 

The fourteenth of chis moneth, one of the towne mynes 
ſunke, by reaſon ofthe enemies continuall vndermining, and 
great abundance ofrapne that fell, ſo that thꝛee ſouldiers were 
1 therein: and therefoze, the Towne ſounded the 

me. 
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The 15. day ans ſent another Poſte towardes 
the ſhippes, withaCanuoye of 30. Harquebuʒiers, which gaue 
the enemy ſuch an Alarme, as that hee in the meane while eſca⸗ 


ped they? handes. 

The 16. ofthe ſayd moneth, the Sonldiers ofthe, Towne 
ſayling out,thaſed the enemy from the trench next to the wood, 
and hauing flaine one ofthe warde, bꝛougbt backe with them 
thꝛee Mozions and two Yarquebuzes. The nett moꝛowe one 
of che Souldiers o Guard, tooke the trenche by 
Fupke, carrying backe with him fox butin;thzee ptkes a a Mul⸗ 
ket. The lame night, ths Guard of Ruſtenbzough made an An. 
curſion as farre as John Bittamans houſes , where they flewe 
two of the watch,hauing gotten ko their paines, thzee cloakes, 
one Cuſhin, anda ſarge.

But the next day the cowneſmen kild out of their m 
a ſhotte, a Spanpard, who was effeemed,a man of 
tion and credite, becauſe he had a chaine of Gold about his neck. 
The ſame day the cowneſmen blew vp a myne, which coſte the 
enemy verie deare. The ſame day allo, commandement was gi⸗ 
uen, that all the earth which was carrped vp to the Nampares, 
ſhould be caſt ouer the ſaide Rampares, becauſe the enemy lape 
bnder them, which was very good counſell, by reaſon that the 
towneſmen therebp,ramfozced them aboue two faddomes thick. 
The ſame day alſo was a pzoclamation, that euery man, houlde 
be alowed but one pound of bꝛead the day, women and mapdes 
halfe a pounde, and thzeechildzew, one pounde: But ſtrum⸗ 
pettes and Pages to eate nothing els but Graynes. And they 
that were not able to line with a pounde of bꝛead, had free liber⸗ 
tie given them ofthe ſayd Grapnes. Fo? there was not a byt of 
rye bꝛead left, Neyther might the Brewers bzew any beare as 
boue 20. ſouls the barrell. 
The 19,of Map, there gotte vp into the towne Bulwarke, 
foure o2 ſiue ofthe enemies, and with ſhot, flewe thee men and 
a mapde, as ſhe was carrying of earth: whereupon,the Dzums 
ſounded the Alarme. The ſame day, the Souldiers ofthecowne 
ſalied out, anddzew neare to the wood, where they flewe two 
Souldiers, and bꝛought the third away pꝛiſoner. The next mo⸗ 
rowe, they that lape in the wood, by the Spittle, and in the way

| Anotablehiſtorieof the ciuill 
which leadeth to the wood, made excurſions;fo2 the diuinge of 
che Towne cattle, whome the Harlemians llayed, and with the 
lolle of one ſoldiour, ſlew two men at armes. 

The lame daye the Townſmen lente backe a pꝛiſoner 
which was bzoughtin by night., to the Campe ok the Enemie, 
Nuung him in bis purſe two Harlem half Dollers, alofe, and 
a Letter to deliver to his Captain: the content wherof was 
this, That hee ſhoulde bee taken dz charged, beefoze ſuche 
ume as he had eaten that lofe. This warning they gaue him, 
becauſe he ſhould? haue no ocraſion to complaine, and linde him 
elle grieaed,ifeuet he were ſurpꝛileed.

| Che 27. of the ſapde monech , the Enempe hatinge 
gotten vppe ta the Rampars , diſpatched nine Pyoners cas 
rpinge. of earth: But the dape following, they ſhotte out 
of their moztyer peeces eyght bullettes of wylde fier:ſo that 
the fer caught holde in the kinges ſtreete, at the cozner of 


the Bach ſtreete, but it was fozchwich put out. 


The chꝛee and twentie ol Pape in the After noone, the 
Enempes of Fupke and 5 to the number very nerre 
of fiue hundzed, had luſtily iſhed with our crench, and 
with the fozte of Ruſtenbzough, where, at the firſte, were 
not aboue eight oz tenne ſoldiours, fox manye were gotten 
into the Towne , where the enemie lo fozciblye aſſapled, ag 
that they wanne the firſte trenche on that ſide adioyning euen 
hard to the bꝛidge of the chiele foxte , where ſome Spanilhe 
Lowe, 02 Captapne of eſtimation, and an other Captaine, 
not farre from hence were lapne , and ſire oz ſeauen other 
Spaniſhe (oldtours taken , and ſome of their heades cutte 


off, 


Andthe ſame euening, were the heads oftwo Captaines 


and two other Spaniardes, lette vppon long poles , 22 ve 
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toppe of the Bullwarke in the viewe of the Enemlkt , where 
—— vntyll the next moꝛoowe. 

There were alſo at this iſkirmiſh of che enemies ſide hurt 
and ſlaine betwirt thirtie and fozty , ſome of which they caryed 
awape in a ſmal veſſell into their trenches, 

And one of the Captaynes had a chayne of golde about his 
necke , beefives two oz chzee hundzed crownes about him, 
whiche was a verye good bootie fo2 the ſoldiours of the town 
But in the retrayt of the enempe, the powder whiche Jol u 
Scatter the Enligne had bzoughtthither , was ſette on fier, 
as hee helde it berwixt his armes: ſo that both hee and Ser⸗ 
rates were ſhꝛewdlye heate, aud fixe oz ſeauen others, ſome of 
which tooke no harme. 


The foure and ewentle of the ſayd Moneth the. Enemies 
beeſetce them ſelues in euerye comer , to dzpue the Towne 
Cattell : ſeauen oz eyght ot whiche they had gotten at they? 
commaundemente 2 But they were ſo wozthely purſued, 
as that the Enempe was fapne tofo2zgoe them, leanings 
beehpnde chem foz a pawne ,. xe 02 leauen of (her ſoldis 


ours. 

The lame daye "ff the Nauyes on the Pere, player out 
= the other with cheir great Ozdinaunce, but to ſmall pur» 
pole. 


The fine and twentie of Maye in the after noone came 
in a-Doue , on flying Poſte wich Letters: In che eue⸗ 
ning was a great lyght made vppon the lowefk pynacle of the 
Tower, wherevpon at eleuen of the clocke at nyght, yſſued 
a great number of people out of the Towne , to aſlyſte thole 
whiche came from our ſhippes with powder. 

All that nighe the great — was heard to ſhoote off 
verp terribly : But the greateſt loſſe fell vppon our owne peo · 
ple. Fan they hearing che noyſe of our men which came out 
of the Town: and ſeeing them, thought verelye they had bene 
the Enemye, by meane wherol, manxe loſt their Ipucs, and e 
Ache pomder into the water. "Gi 
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ſe and crye,andſhooting off, of the great Dydinaunce; 
laſted al 224. night long: ſo that the Alarme ſounded in euery coz- 
ner ofthe towne. 

Neuertheleſſe, the towneſmen bzought away wich them, two 
oꝛthꝛee pꝛiſoners, one of which, by the repoꝛt of the enemy ſelf, 
was a Captaine. They like wyſe, whiche accompanyed thoſe 
that went to the ſhippes, and were bzinging of pouder to the 
towne, ſapde, that in their firſt iſſuing out cowardes the ſhippes, 
they loft 16.02 20,0ftheir men. 

The 26.ofthe ſaide monech,the enemy attempted an other 


ckirmiſh, foꝛ the dziupng ofthe tawne cattle : bo wbeit they were 
wel ynough met with al, foz they left there in pawne, a Seriant 


of a bande, and two o2 thee other Souldiers: and but thꝛee of 
the to wneſmen, onely hurt. At the ſame tyme, one ofthe coun⸗ 
trey men, from whome the enemp had taken away lis Cowe, 
went tu the woode, and there tooke an hofle inexchannge 25 and 
HNought him home.

Cbe 27. of the ſaydmoneth, at eight ofthe clockeat night, 
the enemy let vp a Gallowes on the plat fourme, and hunge vp 
certapne Citizens and Souldiers whom they had taken the le⸗ 
cond night befoze, when as they thought to haue come into the 
Towne with the pouder. Dome they hunge vp by the necke, 
and ſome by the feete, which deeve; ſo moued our Souldiers, as 
that they alſo ſet vp a Gallowes on the toppe ofthe Bulwarke, 
in the ſight ofthe enemy, where they hunge vp Maiſter Lam. 
bert, Maiſter Quir in, and a Mꝛieſt, Adzian Grornenthuich and 
che young ladde whiche came from che wood; notwithſtan⸗ 
dyng that the latter two were condemned to bee ſcourged and 
whipped , and the boye beſides, to bee burnte in the face: all 


whiche, accompanied the other kue Souldiers that were tas 


ken in the wood: But er Quirin bia daugbter, and a 
Walon, that was from the wood ; were d2ownedin 
Backneſſe ditche. Thele cwelue were executed without the 
conſent and leaue eyther of the Magiſtrate oz Captaynes. 
Ouer and beſides, they bad taken the ſame night, Sir Jaſper

of the Spittle. 

The 28.of Pay, the enemy comming with 63 hips, beute 
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on Harlem Mere, with the Punces ſhippes, and put chem to 
flight, with the loſſe of 21, veſſels, on whiche victozp, the cnem$ 
had the night befoze,greatly tryumphed, The ſame day, the e⸗ 
nemy aſſailed the foꝛte whiche ſfoode vpon the ſide of the mere: 
where they were thiſe bꝛauely repulſed : howbeit when they of 
the fozte ſaw,chat the ſhippes had foꝛſaken them, and lefte them 
without epther victuall, Munition oz pouder, they rendzed vp 
the Peece, with the lafetie of their liues and goods, 

The 30. of Pap, the enemy blewe vp a ine, ſo that theres 


by, thee ofthe towne were flapne, and Captayne Uemi, wich 


Cochitn, were in great hazard oftheit lines, Then ſounded the 
Alarme: and Capcaine Uemt, who was as it were buried with 


the earth, was by the help ofthe pyoners recouered, and another 


Souldier with him, And another Souldier that was caſte be⸗ 
vonde the returned to the towne by reaſon of the 


laye in the wood, but perceiuing the number of the enemy to be 
ouer many fo2 them to deale withall, they retyzed, without exe» 
cuting that their enterpꝛiſe. 


The third of this moneth, the enemy had mounted a faire . 


ſquare Cage, faſt tyed with cozdes, to the toppe of foure ſhippe 


Maſtes: all open both aboue and behinde, and full of holes, out 


of which, che Yarquebuzters might ſhoote: howbeit they had 


not ſhotte aboue twiſe, but that the towneſmen, had ſo beaten 
their codes wherewith it was bounde, as that it hunge all on 
the one ſide, andthe reſt fell from the toppe to the ground, and 


two o2 thiee ofthe enemies with all, making therewith an ho 


rible ſhoote, by reaſon they fell from ſuch an heigth: At ſame 


tyme, a Citizen, and two mieffenigers moze were ſent to the 


Pꝛince, carrying with them cettaine Doues for the bꝛingyng 


backe of letters. 8 
The 4. ot June, the enemy cauſed the towneſmen to ſallie 


otit of the Bulwarke,whereupon,it colt ſixe of them their urs: 


And the nett day, commaundement was giuen, that the Eiti⸗

The ſeauenth of the ſayde moneth , the Towneſmen 
founde a Mine of nine faddomes deepe , dygged under ſainte 
Johns Bulwarke , co bee blowne vp: where they founde a 
dead man, a Pozpon, and a white lofe:, But the eigth day, 
came in a Doue ſente from the Lode of Batenbzough, by 
whome hee wꝛote, that hee much meruepled , that they had 
not recepued Letters, by choſe Doucs which came befoze from 
him, and that the Pzince woulde ſhozelye ſende them ayde, 
which was but a colde comkozc to the pooze Citizens. 


The nienth of che ſame moneth, the Townſmen gaue 
the Enemie a bzeakefaſte from out of the Mood Gate, bee- 
—— they ſayde, that they had neyther bꝛead noz beere in the 

wne. 


The tenth of June were ſixe of the Swozne men cho⸗ 
ſen, fo2 the continuall looking to, and vnderſtanding of the 
Letters ſent by the Poſtes in the ap2e : beecauſe the Titizens 
were not well pleaſed, that that buſineſſe was ſo flenderly loo⸗ 
ked vnto.

ned fo2 the execution of the ſayde encerpzyſe 2: But hauinge 
gotten fire of the kyne within their poſſeſſion , ſire of the 
Towne ſouldiours ſo played with them, as that they recoues 
red them agayne from them, whiche dealing dꝛaue che Ene 
mie into ſuch a rage, as that thep left playing with the ſouldt« 
ours, and ſhot at the kine, 

The ſame daye alſo came a Malon from Nuſtenbzough 
to parle wich the Chaptapne, howbeit he refuſed it. 


The thirteenth ol the ſayde oneth, there came flying 
to the Towne two Doues without Letters: in which daye 
the Towne ſouldiours had gotten a myne guarded by the

The lame dape, the Magistrate cauſed certaine peeces

on all handes to giue the aſſaulte: and though the bloweing 
vp of ampne there were hoyſed vp into the apze , betweene 
thirtie and koꝛtie ſouldiours of the Town, and not one of them 
ſlaine.

and that him ſelfe, would ſec fozward the matter as much as was 


poſſible foz him to doe. In this meane while, they beeganne 
co caſt a new Rampare and ditch within the Towne, all along? 


from Sainte Pargarettcs vnto Sainte Johns Gate, and fint- 
ſhed it. There was alſo at that tyme great miſerye 
in che Towne: fo2thenthepbeganne to eate hozſes, and cowe 


hydes. 

The 19. of the ſayde moneth, came in another of che ſapde 
Doues with the Pzinces Letters, witten from Leyden, the con- 
tentes whereof were theſe, that he much merueiled, that hee had 
not had any poſte ſent vnto him from the towne in al that while, 
ſeeing hee had ſent poſtes thither both by water and by lande, 
which neuer came into Harlem, 

The 22. of June there came from the wood, a Lieutenaunt 
oʒ ſome other Officer, requiring to haue anſwer ok his meſſage, 
which he had. And the 24, which was ſaint Johns dap, there re⸗ 
turned a Doue with Letters from the Pzince, That his excel⸗ 
lencie would ſhoꝛtly ayde them, and at that time was none other 
meate to be had in the Towne, but horſe fleſh, cattes, bꝛead made 
of nauettes and of chanure ſeede. 

The 25. ol the ſame moneth, the Townſinen ſhotte from a 
Courtin, twiſe 02 thziſe though the little houſe that was pin⸗ 
ned to the foure Maſtes: and in the Cuening,a walon ſhot, came 
from Fupke, about the rendzing vp Ruſtenbzough , and from 
thence wente tothe Towne, 

The 27. ofthe ſapdemoneth at night, a . 
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fate ox ſix hundꝛed men was made to goe to F uike. hoping to be 
ayded bythe Pzinces ſhips, but all in vaiue, and ther foꝛe they re, | 
turned without doing of any thing. | "4 
Che 28 of June, at ſiue ofthe clock inthe moꝛning, arrypued * 


| an other flying poſt, with Letters of comfozt to the Townſmen: 
| Anv the night folowing was another camyſado of aboue a thous 
ſand men made, to go to Fuyke, howebeit the enterpꝛiſe cooke 
none effect, becauſe the ſhips holpe them no whit, which greatly 
diſcouraged the ctownſmen.Theſe two nights, the enemy gaue 
the Alarme in many places of che cowne. | 
The 29. was a pꝛoclamation made, that the townſmen ſhould 
ſhew to the deputies therto appoynted al their victuals, becauſe 
the ſoldiours vader the colour of ſearching foꝛ them, xobbed and 
ſpoyled the common people. The next moꝛow returned a poſte 
of the ayze, wich two letters, wherat al the town reioyctd, by reas 
ſon of the good newes conteined in them.

Pellican, æ Captain Coznelias Mathew, wich a ſoldiour oz two 
W chẽ, fel to a parle withp Enemy in afield Wout ß wood gate, 
where they ſhewed chem che wife olan Euſig ne bearer ok theirs, 
whom they held as pꝛiſoner, who talked with her huſband: And 
afterward the pꝛouoſt Marſhal of the Enemp, ſaid, that their co⸗ 
lonel deſiredto come to a parle with the Gouernour of the town, 
which was bought to paſſe at 5 ofthe clock in the after noone, 
Fo alter theſe 2. Captaines had had ech of them their ſafe con⸗ 
duct graunted, they came to a par le together. After warde came 
the Count Duerſtcin accompanied with foure others, and when 
ſafeconduct was graunted on epther ſide, the Burroughmaiſter 
John Fliet, captaine Sceinbach,Roſoni , and Pellican, had an 
houres conference with him, betweene the little Mood gate, and 
the TUlater gate, deliberating thzee cimes together one with as 
nother befoze they left: # thẽ very curteouſly cooke their leaues.

The ſame day returned one ofthe flying poſtes with let- 
ters from the Pꝛince, aduertiſing them, that het meant the 
night following to victuall them. The ſame night, al the ſouldi 
ers in the Towne iſſued out at Scaelwike gate in a Camifado, 
looking euery houre when the ſhippss ould ſet their men on 
land, foꝛ the ayding and relieuing of the Towne, but it was al in 
vaine.

The 6.ofthacmonch,was a white flagg ſet vpon the 
Tower, and they alſo ſent by plaine foꝛce in a ſmal veſlell, acap⸗ 
taine of the Towne named Nycholas Barnard, to the Pzince 
of Ozenge his ſhippes, carrying with him foure Doues , and a 
Letter to the Punce of Dyenge,aduertifing , and praying him 
that he would ſend victuals by the Barques, becauſe they were 
no longer able to abyde the famine, 

Che 7. ofche ſaid month came a letter fro y ꝛince of Ozeng 
ſubſigned alſo by the laſt poſt: ꝛaying che to haue patience fo2 a 
day 02 two,# he would, by the helpe of God, rayſe the camp of þ 
Enemy, Which newes greatly reioycedche citizers & ſoldiers 
of che Town:albeit euery man befoze, was ready to haue quite 
and cleane foꝛſaken it: fo2 many of them had giuen away their 
goodes and apparel co them that would take them, and beſides, 
the ſouldieres ſpoyled ſome of them. of al they had: inſomuch, þ 
it was a lamentable caſe, to ſee y miſery wherin they were. 

The ſame day alſo the ſouldiers fozcibly ſet vpon a lombard 
oz vſerers houſe, and tooke away all the goodes he had, fo they 

losked euer y houre when they ſhould leaue the Towne. 
The 8. of July returned a flying poſte with letters from the 
Nuince, canteining, chat he truſted the night following to ayde p 
Tone, e that his ſhips ſhoulde giue a falſe Alarme to Fuyke: 
howbeit the whole foꝛce lighted vpon them which lap in» wood, 
which newes wakned the geateſt part of pcown,# aboue 2000. 
ſouldiours # citizens waiting ⁊ looking fo cht᷑, had put on whic 
ſhirts to giue them the camiſado.p̊ they might therby helpe the 
reſt: which enterpꝛiſe as chen tooke not effect, which greatly dif 
comficedthe towuſmen, ſeeing, that what by reaſon of fampne, 
and want of victuals they were woderfullp weakned. The ſame 
night þ pzinces ſhips gaue a falſe alarm to Fupke, ſhooting off 
their great oꝛdenance, Wout doing ol any thing þ auayled. C 
was at 5ᷣ time ſo great a famin in Har lt, as þ manp died ot hõgt 
The 9. of July came in a flying poſte, bzinging newes that 
che Punces people wert 1 whereupon 
2 cercang . 
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tettaine captaines were of the opinion chat the beſt way was fox 
euer man to pꝛepare him ſelfe to be gone, and leaue the town 
wich the women and childzen onely in it, but pet they did not ſoz 
fox when the women vnderſtood that they meant to leaue them 
and their chldꝛen in the towne, they foꝛthwith ſo diloꝛderly rann 
about, weeping & crying, as that no good courſe could be taken 
therin,. - The 10, ofthe ſaid month. the ſoldiours of che towne 
pꝛepared them ſelues once againe to foxſake the towne: And fox 
che making of the way fure,they firſt appointed ſeuen Euſignes 
fo the vauntguard,the very body and ſtrength wherof,ſhould'be 
altogether ſhot: next to it. ſhould the magiltrate,theſwoznmen,þ 
citiʒ ens with their wiues & chilvzen folow: e foꝛ the rerewarde, 
they appoynted nine other Enſignes. Yowbeit this enterpꝛyle 
tooke no effect, by reaſon of a letter which came fr the cnemp in 
the wood, containing, chat as many as were in the towne ſhould 
be teceiued to mercy, wherupon the Almain captains & ſoldiers 
giuing credit therunto, chis deuice imediatly ceaſed, The ſame 
day ß Spantards in cok? of victozy had placed vpõ their bulwark 
p 9, enſignes which they had the day befoze wonne frõ p pzinces 
people. The 11. ol July iny euening 3.075. Enſignesofwalons 
al ſhot, cõcluded to go out at Scaelwik gate, c in deede p greater 
number of chẽ were already gotten out, wich many citizens and 
ſwoꝛnmen, ſo 2 there was ſcarſe any man left to deftd p breach, 
which was a diſoꝛdered & confuſed kinde of dealing: but becauſe 
ther were none ol thoſe readyſat hand, which had charg ofthe let⸗ 
ting down ok the bꝛidges, every man retyzed with great trouble 
and anoye between the citizens and ſoldiours in euery quarter. 
And ſurely,ifGod of his eſpeciall grace had not miraculouſlpe 
kept the town, the enemy might eaſily haue ſurpꝛiſed it: foꝛ ther 
was not a ſoldiour left at the beach, betwixt 12,4 12. of p̊ clock 
at midnight. The ſame day the Towneſinen wꝛote an anlwere 
tothe Enemie, in ſuch ſoꝛte, as that the meſſenger went, and 
came backe, twiſe. In which day,. the ſoldiours had moſt cruelly 
murdered M. Quintin his daughter, and the ſexten his wife of 
the Church, which may be an example foꝛ all ſuch as think ta do 
thẽ ſelues good by z milery of their neighbours & felow citizts, 

The 12. ok the ſaid month in the euening, Steinbach, Roloni, 
Chziſtoter Uader q 2. Burtoughmaiſters, agreed watene, 
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to render the towne vpon compolition:howbeit this compoſitiõ 
no whit pleaſed Roſoni, andtherefoze he foozthwith aduertiſed 
the other (als captapnes, who immediatly oppoſed cheſelues 
againſt ic, and pulling vp the dzaw byidge , woulde not ſuffer 
the perſons afozeſayde come in:neuertheleſſe, at laſt they came 
m, greatly encouraging citizens e ſouldiers, ſaping, that Don 
Fredericke would ſhew them greater fauour, then they eyther 
hoped, oꝛ yet looked fo, ; 

The 13. of the ſaid moneth, Pꝛoclamation was made by the 
ſoũd ofthe dꝛum, that al the companies ſhuld aſſemble tchẽſelues 
at a certaine place, where they were alked whether they would 
tarry in the towne with the fauour o2 diſfauour of the Duke of 
Alua,o! els depart without armour and weapon: wherupon, an⸗ 
ſwere was made, v they had rather abide in the towne, 4 ſtand ac

The 14. of July, there came agayne to the Abbey akoꝛeſaide 
the ſaid ſubſtitute with Julian Romero, who put them in good 
hare,ſaytng: That all their lines were ſaucd, by the making vp 
ofthat ſumme of money. The ſame day that the Spaniards en- 
tred, The Scots and Almaines were commanded to carry their 
armour and weapon to the towne houſe, from whence,they were 
conducted to the Monaſteries of Saint Katherine, and Sainte 
Urſula, where the Spaniardes kept them, Then entred don 
Fredericke, and the Count Boſſu, and with them, a great mae 
nye of Gentlemen. And the ſame day the Captaines and En⸗ 
ligne bearers, who the day befoze had pꝛeſented their enſignes. 
were led pꝛiſoners to Clyffe houſe. But whiles the citizens 
and ſouldiers were kept in the Church, the Spaniards ſackt and 
ſpoylde ſome ofthe Citizens houſes,

5 mony ko the firſt payment was gathered, e one part of the ſol⸗ 
diours were beheaded without Scaelwpke gate. The 18. dape, 
were moethen zoo. ſoldiours put to the ſwopd, without the laide

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gate,amongſt whom were many cittʒens, who thought to paſſe 
with the ſoldiours, and afterward ſaue chem ſelues. The ſame 
bay, was Spmon Symons a miniſter beheaded, 
The 20,0f July, Lancelot Bꝛeder ode, Noſoni, and che receiuer 
of the Briele, were taken, who were beheaded at Scooten. And 
the 24 day al the men who had lately fled foz religion, were ta- 
ken, x ſo were likwiſe the Boꝛoughmaſter Peter Beis, James 
Gerard, treaſozer, Arnold Thierry, Flozẽce Willias a ſhoemas 
ker. Arnold Thierry the Coeman of p Bꝛooke, haguemã Mar⸗ 
gliſeur, Adzia platermaker. Scagt᷑ Michiel y ſonsof a walon, 
The 25 of July, commaundement was giuen by the ſounde 
of foure dꝛums, that euerye man ſhould make a diſcouery of as 
many as thep knew to be fled,vpon paine ofhanging ac his own 
poxch, And the 27. were taken Adzyan Johnſon, Parſhall, 
John Fluet, and Gerard Stouer, Burroughmaiſters, John Als 
bert ſecretarie, John de Foze Colonell, James Bartilmewe a 
Captaine, Peter Bal Sherife, and James Barnerd capcaine , 
who ſoone after died in p2iſon, and was burycd in the Towne, 
There were alſo taken John Adzianſon the pounger liuetenãe 
Colonell , John Thierry and Peter Thierry, Enſigne bea- 
rers,and John zael vnder marſhal:which may be a lamentable 
example fo} almagiſtrates,Captaines,citizens,and others, hom 
euer they truſt, oꝛ bupld,to 0z vpon the pꝛomiſes of peruerſe, ma⸗ 
licious, aud ſubtill Tyzants, 

The 26. of Julp, the Spaniards ſommoned the Towne of Alk- 
mere: But lo ſoonc as they had gotten in captain Ruchauer, they 
then withſtoode the whole Spaniſh Campe, and therupon al the 
Spantards retpꝛed towar lem, where they begM to mu⸗ 
tine, which fel very wel out foz the Alkmerians, becauſe they had 
the ſome lealure in þ mean while to foꝛtiſie their town, wherby 
they might the better abide the foꝛce oftheſe barbarous tyꝛants. 
The 19 ofthis month at night. much to do there was amõgſt 
the Spaniardes in the Campe, becauſe they woulde faine haue A muten & 
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with che reſt: Nowe it was an hard matter fo2 the Gouernours 
to ſuppꝛeſſe theſe mutenyes, beecauſe they had then newly cho- 
ſen other captaines, liuetenauntes, ſeriautes, and Enſigns, who 
were alſovpon aan" entred into the — 
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Surelye (Gentle Reader) it cannot be otherwiſe thought, but 
that this diſſention and diſoꝛder, was euen the verye mightie 
wozke of G O D, conſidering the great commoditie, bene⸗ 
lit, and gaine that redounded to theſe countries hereby, & it con⸗ 
tinued well neere ſeuen whole weekes, oꝛ thereabout. Foz, du⸗ 
ring all this tune, they could attempt nothing againſt the other 
Cownes and places:and againe, the Townes hard by were in » 
meane time at good leyſure to buyld them Bulwarks, 4 fo2trel- 
{es fo2 their ſtrength alwaies looking and attending foꝛ the fozce 
of the enemie. | 

The 30.ofthis month, great troubles c contronerſies aroſe 
amonglkthe Spaniards, ſo p it grew to the Hlarme:wherevpon, 
a coznet of hoꝛſemen entred the Towne : howbeit they taryed 
there but a while: and the laſt of this moneth the Spantardes 
brought in 13. 02 14 peeces of great oꝛdinaunce. 

The 6. of Augulte Seigniour Chiapin Uitelli entred into 
Parlem to content and ſaciffie, oz at leaſt wiſe to agree with 
the ſoldiours on his maieſties behalfe, fo} their payes, wher⸗ 
with che Spaniards were no whit ſoꝛy. | 

The 7. ok this month, the ſoldiours of Lazarus Muller wich 
their Captaines were conducted out of the Towne, by certeine 
footemen and hoꝛſemen: And when they had bought them neere 
vnto Niewer church, they were diſcharged by captaine Bꝛoeck⸗ 
hupſe ſoldiours and others. The next moꝛrow at night, the Spa⸗ 
niards g aue the Alarm, and Simon Sco2l, who therby thought 
to eſcape, was taken pꝛiſoner. The ſame day the Citizens and al 
bꝛotight to Scooten, which was no 
ſmall grfefe to their friendes. 

The 1 x ofthis month, about thꝛee hundꝛed, what of Eng liſh⸗ 
men, French, Scottes, and walons, who till then lay in pꝛiſon, 
were beheaded, And the day enſuing was Don Fredericke,cap» 
taine generall ofthe Spaniſh camp, moſt triumphantly bought 
into the Citie: Fo? it was agreed vpon that every man ſhoulde 

haue 30. crownes a peece fo; his wages. 6 
The 15. of Auguſt being one ol our Lady dayes,Godfray de 
Amerlede,Byſhop of Harlem, verye ſolemnly hallowed ſaint 
Bauons Church, And beſiveshee ſoonge maſſe, whereat Don 
Frederick was pꝛeſent: Immediatly after 3 the ay 
ng 
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ſoung, p biſhops ſecrecary pꝛopounded vnto Þ ſaid Don Frede. 
g.articles, which he in euery tonditiõ pzomiled to obſerue by an 
och, a confirmed the ſame in the pꝛeſence of the ſayd biſhop, 

The 16 of this moneth. the Spaniards came into the cathedꝛal 
Church of Harlem to paſſe the muſters:but becaule they would 
haue abated them their pꝛeſt money, they departed chence, wich⸗ 
out any moze to doe. owbeit the next day following, they came 
againe to the Church co receiue their money, & lo departed che 
towne,fo2 the ſiege of Leyden. Neuertheleſſe, after they had long 
conſulted of the matter, they encamped befoze Alkmer,frb whẽce 
in the end they went with ſmal honour, The ſame day. ſo ſoone 
as the Spaniardes were gotten out, the Almaynes entred. And 
the next moxrow, 18. Talon Captaynes and enſignes were be⸗ 
headed at Scooten. 

The 79. day, were beheaded on the Spittle key, certaine 
ſouldiers which lay ſicke in che laide Spittle, and the Citizens 
which were carried to Scooten, were bought backe agatne to 
the citie. 

The 21. dap, a general pardon was pꝛoclaymed foꝛ al the Citi⸗ 
ʒens, . excepted, which pardon, together wich the name of ß Ci⸗ 
ttzens ſhallhereafcer be ſet downe. 

The 20.of Auguſt, the chiefe ofthe lwoꝛne Bꝛotherhood, 
aſſembled all the {wo2ne men, x out of cuery Bzotherhood were 
12. Nioners cholen tolerue inthe campe of Alkmer, about to be 
beſieged by the enimie, 

The 21. of Augult, the Spaniardes pitched their campe 


befoze Alkmer, to beſiege it, and ſo ſtraitely beſetit , as that wh of 


no manne was able to paſſe either in oz out. Duer and beſides, 
they foꝛtilied them ſelues ſundzy dayes with many Foztes , oꝛ 
trenches, giuing ſundꝛy Alarms both by day and night: wherupõ 
nn 20g nn. giuen the 
to ſkirmiſh. 

The 15. ol September at night, the to wnes men had ſurpꝛi⸗ 
ſed the Spaniards trenches without Groenenbergh, and bꝛought 
with them, a rich butin to the towne,# a Spaniarde alſo, named 
Iohn leronimo, who diſcouered vnto them many ſecret enterpꝛi⸗ 
ſes, which the townes men afterward found to be very true: and

amogſt other things he ſaw, be of good age my maiſter 
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gur men intend to batter the towne,& cine the aſſault the 20, of 
this moneth,and if they then winne it not, they will remoue, and 
a way. The night enſuing, che enemy ſũmoned the towne, at the 
pꝛiſon gate, twiſe. 

The 18. ot this moneth,the enemy began the battery againſt 
the to wne, with 20. canons, euer bullet weighing 40. pounds, 
continued it from mozning to night, hauing ſpent in chat while, 
to the number of 2036. bullets. And at 3. ot che clocke in the al. 
ternaone they began the attempt at the Fiſhmarket gate, e the 
red tower. fo} 3. houres together: howbeit they were agayne lu⸗ 
ſtely anlweared both with great ſhot, Parquebuzes, Molberdes, 
wild fire and ſtones, at the handes of men, women, and childzen: 
ſo that a great number of the enemies were there well cooled: 
and beſides, che townes men had dꝛawne vp into the towne, the 
two bꝛidges which were made foz the Aſſault. The ſame day, the 
Spaniards gaue another Aſſault about the ſalt pannes, howbe⸗ 
it they were dziuen to retyze wich the loſſe of a great manpe of 
their people. 

The 20. ol September, the enemy againe ſaluted the towne 
wich Soo. canon ſhot,.æ was arranged ot purpoſe to giue the als 
ſault:howbeit the Citizens ſo luſtely aunſweared thẽ wich theyꝛ 
great oꝛdinãce, as that they beat their aſſault budge al co fitcers. 
And beſides, 5 citiʒens, womẽ̃, child, had pꝛepared an hotter 
melle of pottage fox them, then was at the firſt Aſſault. 

The night enſuing, the enemy gaue them two Alarmes, and 
che next night after that, three, but thanked be God, no hurt was 
done. . 

The 22. of this moneth, was bzaue ſkirmiſhing , to the ene- 
mies coft, Fo2 a Nalon ſouldier of the enimtes campe, came 
to the Towne and ſayde: that at the koꝛmer Aſſault, were aboue 
Goo. ſouldiers flapne, and very neere 300. hurt, by rtaſon whers 
ot, as alſo becauſe ofthe great raine that fel, they were agreed to 
remoue their campe. ; 

The 25.ofthe ſaid moneth,and foure dayes after, the Spani⸗ 
ards embarqued all cheir great oꝛdinaunce, ſpople, ſauing fire 
peeces. The ſame day the towne coyned, 10500. Tinne dollers, 
to pay the ſouldiers. W e e 
The thirde of October, three of the mincipall Tentes — 
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of the campe were taken away, and the enemie burnt Buckler 
houſe. And the next mozro've, the reſt of the great ozdenance 
was enbarqued, The fift of the laid moneth, the Alkemerans il 
ſuyng out of the towne, tooke from the enemie a great barke 
laden with ſpoyle, and the enemie burnt Coedike. 

The ſixth ofthis moneth, the enemie foꝛlooke certaine Foꝛts 
dz trenches, which the townes men ſacked, and bzought the bus 
tin to Alkemer, And the eight day, the enemie ſet fyze onan 
houſe ſtanding neere a myll, called the Rine myll, and ſo tooke 
Dutdozpway,and from thenceto Bergue. Thereupon the 
Citizens purſued the enemie,and in the flight, did themmuche 
miſchiefe. 

The tenth of October in the afternoone, the enemie fozſooke 
they2 pꝛincipall quarter and trenches, whiche was neere to the 
newe gate, whome the Citizens purſued even to Heylos and 
Coſtell, greatly annoying them, and beſides bzought backe with 
them to the towne good ſtoze of butin. Thus was the good 
Citie of Alkmer by Gods helpe, and their luſtie defence, deliue⸗ 
red from the enemie: foz the which bee all honour, gloꝛ px. and 
pꝛayſe vnto the Lozde our God fo? euer. 

During the ſiege of Alkmer,to wit, che fourth of October, > 
in the peere 1573. the Caſtle ofthe Rammekens in Zealande, 
was peeldedvp into the pzinces handes,becauſe that they which 
were within p caſtle, greatly feared, ᷣ the myne which was digs 
ged vnder one ofthe greateſt Towers of the ſaide caſtle woulde 
bee blowne vp, and alſo by reaſon of the aſſault which they ſaw 
pꝛepared againſt them. 

The 11. ok this moneth, in the yeere afozelaide, the L. Popet St rtrndenber⸗ 
the pꝛiuces lieuctenant fo2 the warres, ſurpʒiſed by a wonderful gue ſurpꝛiled· 
pꝛactiſe, the cowne of Gertrudenbergne, and ſlue all the Talons 
that lay there in garniſon. 

During the time ok thele exploits,the duke of Alua had pꝛepa⸗ a battalle by 
reda nauie, which. vnder the charge of che count of Boſſu, kept a Sea. 
courſe to meete, fight with the Noꝛth Holland fleete: And the 
name of the Admirall wherein the count Bollu was, was called 
the inquiſition. Theſe two Nauies encountring together, 
there began a feareful chundzing of Canon ſhot betweene them, 


and in the topning was a wonderful fight: and although, _ | 
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his parte, vet the Noꝛth Hollenders, by reaſon of a new ſtrength 
wherewith they were ſupplyed , had the victozie: Fo} 
when they had encompalled the Admp2al,they without ceaſing, 
{o plyed the Spantardes with balles of vnſlaked lyme, as that 
they coulde not tell where to beſtowe themſelues: and in the 
meane time, che reſt ſo luſtily aſſayled the enemie, as that they 
were dꝛyuen to peelde vpon compoſition, whereupon the Spa⸗ 
niardes were determined to haue ſec all chey2 powder on fire, be⸗ 
caule they feared to finde no mercy at the Noꝛth Yollenders 
hands: wthing when the reſt of the ſhips ſaw, they packt on all 
their ſayles,andmade towards Amſterdain, ſaue onely captaine 
Feſten his ſhip whiche was ſuncke wich a Canon ſhot, After 
that, chey bꝛought p Count Boſſu # his Spaniards with the nos 
ble pꝛiſe, the Admyꝛall called the Jnquiſicton to the triumphant 
Citie of Mone, where they merueilouſly triumphed and feaſted, 
to the great comfozt of all the Countrie ther eabout. And there⸗ 
foze the townes of che Nozth Holland, to wit, Anchuſen, and 
Lone, are woꝛthie all commendation fo2 euer fo? their valianc 
and renowmed actes inthe defence of their countrte, 

When the Spaniardes ſaw that there was no way foz them 
to winne Alkmer,and hauing vnderſtood that Lepden was pll 
pꝛouided foꝛ, bath ofvictuals c munitiõ, they vpd good aduiſe re⸗ 
moued thẽce, æ marched on towards Leydt̃, where they encaped 
the ſelues, # planted they? oꝛdenance the laſt of October, befoze 
the ſaidecowne, being in good hope to winne it, becauſe of their 
want of victuals: and they ſo ſtraitly beſieged it, as that no man 
coulde ouce ſtirre out thereof, 

Thiles the Duke of Alua his dettiſe Eptrpoſe was thus made 
boyde as well by che diſhonozable retyꝛe ofhis ſonne Don Fre⸗ 
dericke from Alkmer,as alſo by reaſon of Count Boſlu his loſle 
at Sea, ſo that, it ſcemed that the woꝛlde went not on their ſide: 
Newes were carryed by poſte into Spaine, that the Duke of 
Aluachzough his tyꝛannie, and obſtinate demanding of the centh 
pennie, had made all the whole low countries revolt, whereby 
there was no likelihood noz hope of victozie, Ulhereupon don 


Lewis ofRequeſensthe great commendatoꝛ of Caſtil, was ſent 
to be gonernour ofthe lowcountries,# arriued at 8 the 
| euen: 
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ſeueriteench of /2onember im the peere afozeſaid, : 1-1 ce Dube of 
hen the Duke of Alua wascalled homeinto Spaine, hee aun 1.45, 
being mindefull of his owne pꝛolit, leuied a great ſumme of mov bantroutt. 
ney ofthe merchants, becauſe he meant to carry home a greate 
butinwithhym, And being lodged at the houſe of one John 
Perſins in Amſterdam, from whencehee intended co depart the 
countrie, hee cauſed it to bee pꝛoclaimed twiſe by the ſounde of 
che Trumpet, that as many as he owed any thing vnto, ſhoulde 
repayꝛe thither and receive their money, Whereupon, manie 
came tao his lodging, one demaunding two thonſandcrownes 
which hee haddiſbourſed fox him in readie maney: another two 
thouſand fine hundzed,and ſo a great many mo, accoꝛding to the 
pꝛopoꝛtion of their due. Then the Duke had ſeene this ac» 
count, hee appointedeuery of them to reſoztvntohim Pnexc 
day at eight of the clocke inſthe mozning,toreceiuecheir money: 
howebeit hee was ſomewhat earlier then they, and departed 
timely in the mozning, without bidding them once farewell. 
Thus, when the laid Duke had as afozeſaid)moſt tyꝛannouſ⸗ 
Iy and cruelly gouerned che lowe countries and bzought it in- 
to extreme pouertie, miſerie, and deſolation, be returned chence 
into Spaine, leauing chere behinde him a great number of wi⸗ 
dowes, and fatherles childzen, without either wealth, kinred, oz 
kriendes, and ſo got him out of Bzuxelles the tenth of DecTber 
1573. | 
The greatCommendato} being receiued fo} gouernour, ar» 
+riued at Antwerpe, where, was a Naule pzepared by Sea, to re- 
victuall and apde Middlebzoughin Zealand, being very ſtraitly 
beſieged by the Pzince of Ozange his people: and as the ſaide 
Commendato! greatly deſired to haue the battatle goe on his 
ſide, ſo like wiſe woulde hee be an eye witneſſe thereof: there⸗ 
upon going to Bergues vpon Joome, got himſelf that dap that 
the battaile ſhould be fought,vpon the top of the wall, oz dyke 
bancke to beholde it: where hee manifeſtly and in deed ſaw, that 
in ſteede of victozie which he had pꝛomiſed to himlelfe, his Spa- 
niardes andUalons were vanquiſhed, many plunged oucr head The victozy of 
and eares in the water, and many lead away pzpſoners,being in tde flubingers.

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After that they of Middlebꝛough had by this long, ſtrait, and 
hard ſiege beene weerted, and lefr bare and naked without all 
hope of apde and ſuccour, becauſe the Fluſhingers had often- 
times beene victoꝛs at Sea, and taken ſuch a number of wel ap» 
pointed ſhippes with great ozdenance and other munition, and 
beſides, had gotten thereby great and rich pziſes, their heartes 
wert in their hoſe: Jnlomuch that by reaſon of the great pouer⸗ 
tie, miſerie and famine which they had ſuſteined, they were dzi- 
uen of neceſſitie to yeelde themſelues into the Pzince of O1ans 
ges handes, whoſe ſouldiers tutred into it the 22. of Febitts

During thele exploytes, Duke Chziſfopher of Bauiere, che 
ſonne of count Palatine the Electoʒ, accompanied with the two

Afcer the diſcomfiture ofthe afozeſaide Loꝛdes, the Spani⸗ 
ardes beeing aducrciſedchae che Towne of Leyden, ſichence Lede — 
they? departure was vnpꝛouided of viccualles, and munition, * en 
they encamped befoꝛe it, and planted cheyꝛ batterie, che twentie 
and ſixt of Pay, and moze ſtraitly encloſed it then they did at 
the firſt. Fo2 che Spaniards had built in diuers places aboute 

the water ſide, 22. Bulwarks, in either of which, were two oz 
thꝛee peeces of great oꝛdenance: The hiltozie of which liege here 
after enſueth. 

Nowe befoze ſuch time as J take in hand to touch and handle 
the pꝛincipall matter, J am (Gentle Reader) to beſeech thee not 
to take in euill part, my ſummarie declaration of this warr e of 

Hollande and Jealande, although it bee heere befoze deſcribed, 
And firſt to beginne with all, The Duke of Alua hauing ſeene 
that the taking of Mons in Oaynault, the wonderfull departure 
of Count Lodwyke of Naſlou, with che mightines and ſtrength 
of his armie, and the hozrible murder at Paris, had made readie 
ſo open a way fo his blooddy tyꝛannie: hee like vnto a ſeconde 
Antiochus, full of all pꝛide and arrogancie, pur ſued his victoꝛie, 
and to beginne withall, hee in October, firlt ſacked the Towne 
of Palines. After that, becauſe hee woulde ſhewe his kurie 
and inſatiable crueltie, hee che ſixteench of Rouember cauſed as 
boue fiue hundꝛed mew and women to bee murdered, hanged, 
headed, and dꝛowned, at the Towne of Jurphen: and within a 
whyle after, hee committed another farre moze cruell and hoy 
rible ſlaughter at the Towne of Nar den, where hee flue ag 
it were all the whole Towne. , after hee had made them manie 
faire pꝛomiſes, and bereft them of they armour and weapon, 
pur ſuyng after warde with cy2annic the Townes of 1 — 

obobeie 
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Howbeit the Almightie God, whole merry is alwayes mol? 
ſeen? in the time of necellitie tone chem into his pꝛotection, my⸗ 
raculouſly ſending vnto them the Pꝛince of Dzange, as a ſccony 
Judas Machabeus to reſiſt the blooddie tyꝛant. 
| Nowe it is well enough knowen by the Stozies whichs 

haue gone befoze, what thebzidge was, ouer which he entered 
into the garden of Holland, befoze the citie of Harlem, foꝛ the cõ⸗ 
mitting ok his curſed murders, here befoze largely enough ſec 
downe, after it had abidden the ſiege fo2 the ſpace of eight mos 
neths: where Don-Fredericke,theſaive Duke his ſonne, was 
generall ofthe campe, who followed the fathers owne naturall 
inclination(hauing fox all that loſt at chat ſiege, aboue twelue 
chouſand men, thꝛough the valtantiſe of the Harlemians) after 
chat the towne was rendꝛed vnto him, through the diſcomficure 
of the pꝛinces armie, and extremitie of the famine, cauſed aboue 
two thouſand thꝛee hundꝛed ſouldiers to be executed by p lwoꝛd, 
halter, and the water, who valiantly had defended this towne:in⸗ 
ſomuch, chat the Gentle Reader may manifeſtly conſider, that at 
chat time, che Pollanders were euen vp to the chinne in the 
water, readie to be do wned, and ſincke tothe grounde Foz, 
chꝛough the loſſe of Harlem, Alkemer, and Leyden, they were all 
in great danger. Howbeit,the Loꝛd God, who commonly de⸗ 
liuereth his from oppꝛeſſion, depꝛiued the Spaniards of their rea: 
ſonable vnderſtanding, when as through their mutinie, they leafe 
purſuing of their victozie: which cauſed the Pollanders to take 
courage againe vnto them, foꝛtiſted their townes, and by a com⸗ 
mon acco2de agreed to abide & ſuſteine a defenſiue warte, foʒ the 
defending oftheir wines # childꝛen, and to hazarde their bodies 
and goods, foꝛ the benefit and welfare of their countrie. Thich 
in very deede cleerely appeared by them of Leyden, who, accoz⸗ 
ding to the tight cuſtome of warres, burnt and pulled downe 
balfe ample about the towne, all the houſes, caſtles, villages, 
monaſteries, and trees, thereby to foꝛtiſte their towne, and wea⸗ 
ken the enemie . And ſo likewiſe had the Alkemertans 
done, Go ain a 
And to ſpeake the truth, the peelding vp of Harlem, was a 


great loſſe to the Hollanders : but on the other ſide, wholdeuer 


will conſider and weigh, what townes and foxtreſles of the ene- 
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my, the Lode God hath giuen e deliuered vp vnto them, ſhall 
find, that their conqueſt hath byn greater then their loſſe, Foz, 
they conquered the caſtle ofthe Rammekens in Jelande, called 
Zeabtough, wherby, they not only became maiſters ouer all Je- 
lãd, but obtained the key ofthe Sea, and of all the lo w countries. 
And ſhoꝛtly after, the L. Leys of Boyſer, Admpꝛal of p quarter 
of the ſea foꝛ the Pzince of Orange, wanne a iolly victozp againſt 
the armie by Sea, which was ſet fooꝛth of Antwerpe ; where 
tenne of the greateſt ſhips with the Admirall ofthe enemp were 
taken, beſides thoſe that were ſounke,and the ſouldiers which 
were caſt outer the booꝛd, ſaue only their Captaine Iulian Rome- 
ro, who ſaued himſelfe by ſwimming „ where they loſt aboue 
1500, ok their belt Souldiers , as well Spanpardes as o- 
thers. | 
The iolly victoꝛy likewiſe in Noth Hollande , whichthe 
baliannt Captapne Nicholas Ruychauer of Harlem hav againſt 
the Armpe of Amſterdam : where were taken Puſoners the 
Count of Boſſue, and with him many moe aſwel Spaniards as 
e were in the Admpyꝛall, whiche they thought inuin- 
rible. : | 
J will here fo! this time paſſe ouer the ſiege dt Alkmer, and 
the ſhameful retraite of Don Fredericke, after he had giut᷑ 7. aſ· 
ſaultes. And alſo the Duke of Alua his retrayte into Spaine: 
and howe to his ſhame ; the pꝛoud Image which ſtood in the 
Caftle of Ante erpe, was deftroyed and carried away. Beſides 
the Arryuall ofthe greate Commendatoꝛ of Caſtile, Don Lew - 
ys de Requeſens, and the ſeconde battell that was fought at 
Sea, And to make an ende, J leaue to the Hiſtoziographers, 5 
ſurpꝛpling of the Towne of Gertrudenberge and manye other 
kyzmiſhes, and thinges, becauſe J woulde returne to the laid 
ſtege of Leyden. 
The TowneofLeyden then, was fot the firſt time, beſte- 
ged from the laſt of October 1573 ,vnto the 21. of Parche 74+ 
0 at that tyme the ſiege was rayſed, by reaſon of the cõming 
owne of Count Lodwyke of Naſſou into the low countrits: fo 
that as then, Holland was as it were, quite rivve of al ſouldiers. 
Foz the famons}Þ. of Orange came with. his armp to Gonic- 
que by 8ommeſ, whenas the great r lape not = 
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off with his. The pꝛincipall cauſe, why the Pzince of Ozange 
pitched his campe there was, fo; that his bꝛother Counte Lode 
wyke had witten vnto him, from about aſtright, that he pur⸗ 
poled the next mozrowe to depart frou thence with his armie, 
and woulde bee ac Herwerd,betwenethe Rhine and the Paze, 

by reaſon hee meant there to ſet ouer his hozle men, and iopne 
with bis bzother, and therefoze requpꝛed the Pꝛince his bzother 
to come and meete him with his men, Shippes, Barques, and 
Bzidges. And although this aduerciſement nothing pleaſed 
his bzother,ſeeing that by reaſon of the ſhoꝛtnes of the time, it 
was impoſſible to ſend intotheriver, theſe warlike pzeparalis 
ons and furniture, yet came he with his armie, to the place afozes 
ſaide, vſing theſe oz ſuch like ſpeeches: althoughthe comming 
of my bꝛother is a thing whiche J like well of, pet J woulde he 
were an hundzed myles off with his armie. Jon, his Excellencie 
knewe right well, that his comming coulde not bee without 
great danger, as che iſſue chereof in the end, cleerely ſhewed. 
PDowbeit, as afoze hach been ſaide, this holpe the Leydens well. 

The Commendatoꝛ afozeſaide,who after the victozie.at Po⸗ 
ker head, agalnſt Duke Chziſtopher of Bauler the Count Pala⸗ 
tine his ſonne, Count Lodwike, and Count Henrie his bzother, 
ſeemed to bee very quiet and ſtill, was uot fo all that ydle with 
his councell at Bꝛuxels, but had conceiued in his head thꝛee en» 
cerpiiſes, The firſt was, to ſubdue Nozth Yollande ; The ſe⸗ 
conde, to make himſelfe maſter of the Maze: and che thirde, 
once againe to beſiege Lepden,fo hee was thꝛoughly infoꝛmed 
by the Popiſh fugitiues, and others their fautozs which were in 
thecowne : that they had neither garniſon, no2 yet cone,q ihat 
the villages were bare, by reaſon ofthe continuallfozeſtalling of 
certaine ill willers, 

Nowe, all che wozldeknoweth, what good ſucceſle the firſte 
enterpꝛiſe which hee tooke in hande againſt the Nozth Yollan- 
ders had, foꝛ he loſt at it aboue two thouſand ſouldiers. And be⸗ 
fides,) ſucceſſe of his Antwerp armie (which ſhould haue made 
bim maſter ofthe Paze)befoze Lillo, is at lar ge ſet faoꝛth by is 


dead anddzowned ſouldiers, and the Ships w bich were hau

Ito Jealande, and the taking of the vice Admirall, Adol 
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which is the ſiege of Leyden. Ply 
The twentie and ſixe of Pay, at two ofthe clock in the moz· 
ning, there came befoze this Towne, Frauncis Baldez with an 
armie,betweene leuen and eight thouſand men, both of Hpant- 
ardes,UWlalons,and Almaines, Dis firſt arryuall was from 
Amſterdam, by Harlem Mere, with ſhips, Caruelles, x Barkes 
laden with men and victuals,harde to Leperdozp bzidge, where 
they ſtroke ſayle. And about midnight, there iſſued out of the 
Towne acertaine Captaine, named, maſter Andzew withthirtte 
ſouldiers, who falling into the Spantardes handes, was carried 
away with a ſhot, dead, befoꝛe the Towne, Powbeitche Citizens 
got him vp, and carryed him to the Towne, and there honozably 
buried him: neuertheleſſe they leaft in his place a dead Spani⸗ 
ard, whome they had taken pꝛiſoner. 
As the enemie was arriued at Leyden, they began agarne to 
make their firſt trenches x bulwarks, p citizens which were vpd 
y Rampares, began about the day bzeake to march witch two #2 
thee Enſignes of ſouldiers towards Joeterwood, part of which 
tarryed ſtill at the ſatd place, and the reſt went to the Trenche, 
oꝛ Fort of Leyderdam, whichFozt though the negligence of 
the Townes men was whole and ſounde. The Lepdens,ſent 
meſſengers to Hay, Delft, Roterodam, and Doztright,where at 
that preſent was arrytted the Dꝛince of Ozange, hauing rapſed 
bis c ampe about Bommell, to the ende hee might pꝛeuent and 
ſtoppe the enemie. But the valiant Captaine Rupchauer which 
was at Yay, receiued the newes ſomewhat too late: and pet ne - 
uertheleſle, thzough his induſtrie and diligence he did ſo muche, 
as that, what by reaſon of the Trenches and Skyzmilhes at 
the Sptrite bzidge, they of the religion whiche were in Paye, 
ſaued the greater part of their moucables,although the Papiſts 
came þ day in the euening, not only to Pap, but alſo to Leyderdã 
But when che reſt of Baldez armie a fewe dayes after ar⸗ 
ryued in twd companies: the one from Utright towardes 
Soude lluſe, and Alſen : and the other from Parlem, by Moꝛth⸗ 
wyketo Falkebzouch,at which places the Pꝛinces people had 
two foꝛtes, and at cuery fort ſiue hundꝛed Engliſh men, vuder 
the conduct of Edward Cheſter, the ſaide Engliſhe men abode

J wherefoze they all fled at once.

. The thirde troupe allo paſſing the t wentie q ſeuen of Pap 
| by Moꝛthlopke, arryued befoe the great foꝛt which was not ful, 
Iy finiſhed : But the ſiue cõpanies of j Engliſhmen had fozlaken 
| it befoze they ſawe the enemie: although they had the night be- 
Fi koze, requyzed the Leydens of certaine hoꝛſemen, to diſcouer the 
enemte, whome, as they ſaide, they had not as pet perceiued and 
ſeene: albeit they had dꝛalone themſelues neere to Taddyng, 
where the Spaniarde pꝛeſſing harde vppon them, gaue them the 
ſkirmiſhe, whiche ſkirmiſhe, the Citizens law as they ſtood vps 
on the Rampares, and beſides, they neuer ſaw either on the ſide, 
oꝛ yet on the other, any man fall downe dead, although they had 
beaten one another with ſhot along time together, which dealing 
the Citizens greatly ſuſpected. 

When thts falſe ſkirmiſh was finiſhed, the Engliſhe men 
appꝛoched neerer the towne, to wit, betweene the Citizens 
Trenche that ranne betweene Boſhoule bzidge and the towne: 
lothat the Captaine and certaine with him, came into ß Towne, 
making this contract with the Citizens, That when the ſaide 
Captaine ſhoulde ſee himſelfe and his put to the woꝛſe by the 
Spaniardes, that they ſhould then retyꝛe vnder Yap gate, where 


the greateſt parte of the great ozdenance was planted ; ut 
x 
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ſo ſoone as they ſhoulde ſee the Enſigne taken from the gate, 
that both he and his ſhoulde dꝛawe towardes the ſide, fo2 then 
they meant to diſcharge all the great oꝛdenance vppon the ene- 
mie. 
But time ſhewed that this concluſion no whit liked the Eng⸗ 
liſh men. Foꝛthey were no ſooner out of the Towne, but that 
they marched cowards the enemie with enſigne diſplaide, where 
they were vpon a certaine condition reuerently receiued YPowe* 
beit an harder matter befell them immediatly after,fo2 they had 
not beene there very long, but that they were commanded to put 
out they2 matches, and the hozſemen that came from Fozſcote, 
dꝛane them befoze in chaſe vpon the @paniardes ; whiche thing 
certaine ofthem to the number ofthyꝛtie two, oꝛ thirtie and thzee 
ſceing, amongeſt whome were certaine officers both Engliſhe, 


e Flemiſh, retyꝛedthemſe lues agatne vnder the cowne , who not 
Jong alter got into itt. wich 
The reit were had to Falkebzough, wbere they armour and 
weapon were taken from them befoze Toꝛenfleete houſe, and 
the next moꝛowe being vncaſed of their gallant apparrell, were 
carried to Harlem, where, ſom of them were put to be Jponers, 
. thzough Flanders returned into Eng⸗ 
and. 1 | 5 
But heere J am not to foꝛge: one thing, that ſome of theſe 
ſouldiers which coulde not tell by what meanes to get into the 
Towne, choſe rather to leape from the ſcluſe into the water, and 
ſo dꝛobone themſelues then ſo vilanouſly fall iyto the handes of 
the enemie. Ms 
Bythis meane then was the towne of Leyden, in foure oꝛ ſiue 
quarters beſieged, and the enemie had built round about it, lixtie 
and two foztes, Then Leyden was nowe in this eſtate, the Ci⸗ 
tiʒens had fooxthwith aducrtiſed his Excellencie lying at Dozs 
dꝛight of the matter. Oo wbeit, the Pꝛince hauing aduertiſeme ne 
heereok, beloꝛe they? letters came to his handes, ſate in councell 
with the deputies ofthe Eſtates of Hollande, which were there

Ouer and beſides, that the Magiſtrate ſhoulde cauſe all 
the beggers and impotent perſons to depart the Towne, which 
Dis ettellencles might rather trouble then ayde them in theyꝛ diſtreſſe, And bes 
aduiſe to the ſides,to take (ſuch oꝛder fo2 che ſparing deliuerie of their bictu⸗

them of himſelfe,that they would valiantly behaue themſe lues 
as hee fully and wholy truſted they woulde: and in the meane

The day befoze that they receiued this anſwere, The Ley⸗ 
dens had alreadie made pꝛoclamation, that all the women, chyl⸗ 
dꝛen, and ſtrangers paſſengers ſhould get them out of the town. 
And Butter, Mylke, Fleſh,Bzead,# ſuch like neceſſary thinges 
5 were ſet at a reaſonable pzice, The Bꝛewers alſo were foz-

| | | which thing, alas, was euill obſerued, The 30. of Pap they 
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anſwered the ſaid letters. much like as followeth : That as foꝛ 

The ander ot Tolonell Chefter ann his ſouldiers that the matter ſtoodin ano, 

Leydens to Cher ſtate, as they had witten to his Excellencie in their fozmer 
excellence,” letters which were intert epted. [ 3 2206 
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And as fo} their victuals, there ſhoulde bee no fault in them, but 
that they would ſtretch them out tothe vttermolt, neither would 
they ſuffer any vnpꝛolitable perſon conſume them if it were poſs 
ſible fo2 them to doe it, owbeit that they were not able to abide 
to carrie ſo long: notwithſtanding, that they would waice to hum 
hereof moze at large, g in the meane while repoſe all their crult 
and confidence fo} their deltuerance, in the aſſiſtance of Ood, his 
Excellencie, and their fellow bꝛethꝛen, & confederates, In that 


they would not giue any tokens with fire, was becaule the ene⸗ 


mie ſhould not thereby any way ſuſpect their extreeme neceſſity, 
and ſo the rather moze ſtrictly incloſe them, & thereby ſtop thoſe 
wayes which are now free and at libertie fo cheir meſlengers ta 
paſſe. And beſides, they ſent foꝛ pouder, and wꝛote that they were 
reaſonablp well determmed to keepe the Towne, andtheretoze 
would put their Citizens in pay, 

They lent alſo vnto his Excellencie, the copie of certaine 
letters which the enemie had witten vnto them, by which they 
vnderſtood that the enemie had finall hope of going fozward in 
foꝛcible maner. L aft of all, they moſt humbly beſought his Ex⸗ 
cellencie to haue a fatherly care of them, as their truſt was in 
him, and haften their deliuerance, but yet not ſo, as that the ouer 
þaſt therein might bzeake the necke thereof. 

The jp ꝛince of Ozauge being greatly troubled foʒ the town 


of Leyden, becauſe it was vnfurniſhed of ſouldiers : and by rea⸗ 


ſon alſo that it was not, accoꝛding to his commande ment, ſutlici⸗ 
ently purueyed fo of coʒn, other war like munitions, fearing 
likewiſe that his letters of the 27. were by the cnemie intercep⸗ 
ted, wꝛote vnto them 29. another to p ſame cect, with this ads 
dition: That if they well conſidered of the ſtrength of their 
Towne, although that the Eugliſhmen were not with them. yet 
that they might very well keepe out the cnemte fo2 3. monethes, 
faʒ ifchey were of one mind & conſent, it was impoſſible foʒ the 
enemie to take them perkoꝛce. 

Pozeouer, they were well to weigh and conſider, that if ſo bee 
they did not all that was poſſible foꝛ men to doe that they ſheuld 
not only looſe theyꝛ Towne of Leyden, but alſo all the whole 
Countrie beſides, whiche ſhould bee to them and their ſucceſſoꝛs 


à moſt curſed and ſhame full repꝛoch fot euer.

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And therekoꝛe that they were luſtily to hold out the enemp, 
and ſo be the cauſe of not onely pzeſeruing themſelues, but of the 
whole countrie alſo, and get themſelues thereby. an euer laſting 
famous name. And fo? the better effecting ok this matter, ſpa⸗ 
rily to ſpend cheir victuals, after the example of the Harlemians, 
and Middlebꝛougbians. 

Nowe followeth the and were to theſe letters, witten the 
firſt of June: Although their coꝛne would not ſtretch ſo karre as 
the time mentioned in thoſe letters, pet they hoped, luſtily to 
holde out the foꝛce of the enemie , during the time afozeſaide, 
pea they were fully reſolued rather to abyde the extremitie of fa⸗ 
mine, then to become their enemies flaues, In the meane 
whyle, they required chat the Delftians, Noterodamians, and 
Goudians, might be fozbidden to ſuffer any victuals paſſe out of 
any of them by lande, becauſe the enemie ſhould ther by be great⸗ 
ly weakened.

witten from divers places to the Leydens,codzaw them to the 
call, and ſo deceiue them: ſome of which ſaid letters ſhalbe here 
ſet downe at large as they were witten, aud che bytefe contents 
onelp of otherſome.

Cercaine Citizens who by the ſodaine beſieging of the 
Towne, wild they nild they, were ſhut out of Leyden, had laden 
by his excellencies lycence, and the aſſiſtance of the Gouernour 
and Burroughmaiſters of Goude 30, Barkes, with wheat and 
Nye. By reaſon that two. Payſauuts and a arſhall had bzags 
ged that they would gupde them in a ſecrete way tough Cop⸗ 
pieceka, which they had cut though, and after got into the barks 
to conduct them to Leyden, 

Nowe the Barques being well furniſhed with water men, 
and hauing alſo in euery of them two ſouldiers, ſayled by nyght 
to the ſayd Coppiereka, which they found to be very deepe cut, 
bo wbeit the papſaunt which ſhould haue beene their Pplot was 


not there: wherefoe they ſapled on, and where they ſhould — 
taken 
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taken the left hande way, they tooke the right, Cayling Cifl 
a wionge courſe, vntill ſuch time as the day beg anne to bꝛeake: 
and they thought the JIayſanthad betrayed them, who indeed, 
by reaſon of the greate payne that hee had taken, was fallen a 
ſleepe behinde in the way. Wherefoze they returned backe to 
Gaude, without executing of this enter pꝛiſe. 

Whenthe Leydens heard of his enterpuiſe they tooke al the 
papnes that was poſſible to receiue them, fo2 they attended the 


ſaide Barques on che Rhin, with certayne Freebutters, 02 ra- 


ther deſperate Aduenturers Boates , but all in vapne koz 
this matter , and pet their goyng out was not altogether in 
vayne, fo2 they tooke by foꝛce neere vnto Haynault bzidge two 
waſters, and ſpeedily diſpatched thoſe that were within them. 
hen chey had thus done, they vn laded thele ſhippes of all the 
Pꝛouiſion and furniture that was within boꝛde, as artillarp, 
munition, victualles, bꝛead, beare, lilkes, æ veluets, parchment 
lace of gold, ſiluer, and ſilke,fifteene peeces of oꝛdinances called 


Baſes, tee Barrelles of Cone pouder, and a very great num: 


ber ol bullets, and fraught their owne boates with them. Akter⸗ 
warde, they bouged one ok the enemies veſſels , and ſounke 
her, and ſet fire on the other, returning in the mozning with 
their pꝛiʒe to the Towne. The Spanyardes who encamped at 
Leyerthorpe, made their account to ſtay theſe boates with all the 
whole p2ize within them, at the wood byivge : but the Citizens 
beyng in armour, looking fo2 the comming of their boates with 
the victualles afoꝛeſayd, very couragiouſly ſalyed out of Hoog · 
weert gate, and gaue che Alarme to Leyerthorpe fozte, and 
ſkirmiſhed ſo luſtely with their enemies, as that the boates and 
the pꝛize paſſed by:and beſides, . they afterwards fo the defence 


ok che cattell, which che enemy went about co carrye away, ſo 


ſkirmiſhed wich them , as that they returned all together with 
the ſayd butyn, without loſſe ol any ofthe Towne cattell, hauing 
taken Pꝛiſoner amongeſt thoſe ſhippes, one Peter Quaegelate, 
an hozrible Traytoꝛ to his countrey:whom they fooꝛthwich exe⸗ 
cuted, and quartered, and ſet vp his quarters vpon the citie gates:

veſlels, except foure o2 fiue, The 9. of the ſaide moneth the Ley- 
dens had gtuen the Pꝛince to vnderſtande hereof, and woace x 
That ificſofell out , as that the enemy went about to trouble 
their coming with their boats ( which they hoped they would not) 
vet, that commandemeft was giuen to them of Wocrden, Ould- 
water, and the reſt, to be till moleſting of Harlem Mere, c in the 
meane while, they fo2 their parts wold indeed, accoꝛding to their 
bounden duties, ſhewthetr great zeale, affection, and continuall 
trauell, towardes the beneſiting of the common weale of theyz 
countrey. 

And on the other ſide, the enemy llept not, but ſtill went on 
with all the cunning and flight meanes that poſſibly coulde bee 
deuiſed, to ouercharge and wine them: ſo that ſome ofche Oy⸗ 
ſpanioliʒed afozeſaid,who lap in che campe ofche enemy, thought 
that the firſt letters which were wꝛitten tothe Leydens foz the 
ſtirring of them vp to the wyning of them, were not ſufficiently, 
no2 effectually inough penned: oꝛ it map be, they thought that 
the time, by reaſon ofthe ſtraite ſiege, gaue ſome moe fit oc⸗ 
caſions, whereby che enterpꝛiſe afoꝛeſaide tooke none cfecte . 
Wherefoze, becauſe they woulde doe their beſt, they wꝛote as 
gayne, the 17. of June to the Ley dens, without anye ſubſcrip⸗ 
tion, fo that, it may beethey doubted they ſhould receiue the like 
anſwere, 8 was ſent to Hooghſtrate, the content whereof was 
this, 

Fo) ſomuchas wee, and all others whatſoeucr, that conſis 


Inhabitauntes thereof, pꝛeſently ſtande, adding therewith all 
the deſolatiou and miſery which is like to light vpon you aboue 
all the reſt, ik you doe not the ſooner accept ofthe grace that 
hath beene ſo often tymes offered, and faithfully promiſed you, 
it greatly lamenteth, and maruelloully amazeth vs, vppon what 
hope , and by what meanes you poſſibly canne longer deteine 


and holde your ſelues, and all your fellowe Citizens , your 
wiues and childzen, in ſuche miſerye and anguifhe of mynde, 
as nowe pꝛeſently pou are in, beepng on cuerie ſide enuiro- 
ned and beſteged, and bereaued ok all conference among eſſ = 
Þ eu 
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tuill pꝛouided of victuals, and in a great deale leſſe hope fore, 
ceiue from abzoade any helpe to relieue you in the tyme of the 
ſiege, whiche in truth ſhal not bee rapſed,no,not & it᷑ it Gould lie 
here theſe two yeeres ſpace, befoze ſuch time as you haue peels 
ded pour ſelues, oꝛ ſhalbee dzpuen by verie koxce (which GOT) 
fozbid) ſhoꝛtly co bee bought under the obedience of the king 
of Spapne your naturall liege Lozde. Wiherefoze we coulde 
not but of verp pitie and lone, albeit to our knowledge, wee 
haue neuer a kinſman within your Towne , to exhozte you 
all, verp aduiſedly and conſiderately to vetermpue vppon your 
affapzes , and weigh what a notable contentation of mynde it 
is, to haue ſuch occaſion to be offered, as to be abſolutely recei⸗ 
ued into grace and fauour, which is not onlie offered pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly to ſome, but generally to all, ot what eſtate oz condition ſoe⸗ 
uer they be, which grace, ere it be long, ſo it may fall out, (as 
G O D fozbidde it ſhould) you ſhall neuer be able once come 
neere vnto. Foz if you would well and wiſely conſider of the 
whole matter : firſt, vou pour ſe lues are in diſgrace with the 
Hꝛince of Dzange: and next the other rebellious Townes of his 
Maieſties, ſeeing themlelues by your meanes, bereaued of foure 
Enſignes of Engliſhmen, who beeing ſhut out of pour Towne, 
rendered chem ſelues vnto his Maieſties mercy and deuotion, 
ſo that you therefoze are now litle to hope, ko the leaſt ſuccour 
and ayde that may be, from thoſe fozeſayd Townes. And als 
though they haue the will and mynde to helpe pou, pet your 
map eaſtly conſider ofthe ſmall waycs that they haue to doe u 
| withall, ſeeing they had (as pou might if you woulde vnder⸗ 
| ſtand) great buſines to doe fo the men of warre which now are 
| in their ſeruice : As at Gorcum, which pꝛeſently is beſieged 
| with a greater Army then you are beſieged withall, and againſt 
: his Maieſties puiſſaunt Army whiche commeth out of Spayne, 
3 Agatne, ouer and beſides the loſſe of Count Lodwyke his peo⸗ 
ple, amongeſt which there was no man mote fozwarde , pee 
were they ſo luſtely curriedneereNimmeguen, as that in a 
3 lho2t time, they loſt ſcuenteene Enſignes of the bꝛaueſt Souls 
| diers in their compante:to wit, the 6, Enſignes which were dil 
|

comũtted at Alphen, the afozeſaive foure, which yeelded them⸗ 
ſelues in pour ſight, and the other ſcuen which the laſt Fridaye 
ab 
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at Worchumfozte, were miſerablye cooled euen to the laſt 
man. 

Moꝛeouer, it pon ſhal conſider ofthe meanes which haue ſer 
ued pour turnes to this pꝛeſent. fo the maintenãce of the warre, 
as Chalices, ixes, and capitall Jmpoſitions , which doe nowe 
greatly faile you, ſa chat you now haue not any moe ſuch, oꝛ the 
like things to helpe pour ſelues with: and againe, che daylie 
contributions are foꝛ the moʒe part taken from pou, by reaſon 
that the whole Countrey is taken vp, 

Ouer and beſides, the great power and kozce of his Bate: The king of 
tie our molt gracious Lozd and naturallPzince, who would Saint dune 
rather pawne one ofhis kingdomes, were it Naples, Sicile, topawne his 
Sardigne , 02 anye other ſuch like, then ſuffer him ſelfe co bee f=gdomes, to 
ſpoyled oftheſe Countries, his molt auncient Patrimonie — * 
and Inheritaunce. That ſteppe oz meane canne you anye 
waphaue, to perſeuere in pour great errours and anguiſhes, 
wherein pou are ſo wzapped and ſwadled, with che great danger 
of the miſchiefe whiche is like to fall on your heades , And 
therefoze, were it not better fo2 you, to confoune and frame your 
ſelues vnto his Maieſties will and pleaſure , and in time 
and ſeaſon , accepte this his grace, whiche as yet is gene⸗ 
rally offered vnto you all: Nowe if anye of vou woulve (aye, 
that there woulde bee no pꝛomiſe kepte: The ſame is but & 
frinolous , and ſiniſter Imagination of ſome of you, who 
- theſe croubles canne helpe pour ſelues, by other mennesloſ- 

es. 

Fo? what greater aſſuraunce moꝛe is it poſſible fo2 von 
to haue, then ſuche an aſſuraunce, as we haue vuderſtoode from 
the mouth of Monſieur de Licques , hee hath ſo aſſuredlye 
offered you ; who beeyng a Gentleman ofthe beſt and aun⸗ 
cienteſt houſes oftheſe lowe Countreyes , and of great poſ/ 
ſeſſions , woulde not pꝛomiſe you , as pou maye verie well 
thinke, anye thing whereof hee were not well aſſured, firmelie 
to bee able to perfourme vnto you , ſeeing his credite is ag 
great in Court as ante mans: As pou map very well vnder⸗ 
ſtand by the Engliſh Souldiers, who yeelded them ſelucs vnts 
bim befoze your Towne: All which at his interceſſion, were — 
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well dealt withall, and in good ſozt ſent into England. Mher⸗ 
foe addzeſſe pour ſelues vnto him, rather then to any other 
ſtraunger, , and the ſooner the better: fo we are certainly ad⸗ 
uertiſed. that he ſhall ſhoꝛtly depart hence, to bee tmploped ae 
bout greater affayzes of his Maieſties. And we haue vnders 
ſtoode from his owne mouth, that he beeyng mooned with pitie 
and loue, had thought to haue wiitten againe vnto pou, if ſo bee 
vou had but hie fly anſwered his koꝛmer letters. 
Wherefoze , it you meane to implope him about this buſi⸗ 
No wanto? neſſe, it ſtandech you in hand, without delay, to aduertiſe vs here⸗ 
— Ne Picen oftand when we bnderſtand pour mindes herein, we aſſure you, 
Used. canis · ta ſend you ſhoztly the ſaide Monſteur de Licques letters, with 
all good aſſuraunce and offer: and therefoze looke you not fox 
the copie ofthe pardon, pꝛoclapmed at Bꝛuxelles the 6, of this 
monetch,fo2 euery of vou in particular, ſhall out of all doubte 
obtaine better conditions , howe haynous ſo euer the offence 
bee, if you will not ſtande to the afozeſapd pardon, although 
Fi indeede it bee verie large. And therefozeeſchue you the greate 
1 plague, and diſtreſſe that is neere you : and ik you haue not 
14 compaſſion of your ſelues, pet at leaſt, haue pittie of your fel- 
lowe Citizens which are many in number , Suffer not pour 
ſelues to be abuſed by fables and trifling toyes, neither be you 
carryed away with a Tlanhope,as it is very apparaunt that you 
W- are, and heartened and comfozted thereto by ſome , Fo? as we 
! bnderſtand,there are certayne whiche daylie trie out on pou at 
| your gates & ſap: There is pour king: Meaning thereby the 
| French king, who died about Ahitſontide laſt: from whom you 
[ ſhal haue butſmal & weake aide, ſeeing that in Frace,y troubles 
are now greater tht᷑ in the low countries. Mowbeit ik the french 
were comming to helpe pou, aſſure pour ſelues that they ſhould 
finde ſome in the wap that would talke with them, as they did, 
who came with Count Lodwike, # Duke Chriſtopher, the ſonne 
g ofthe Count Palatine, who thꝛough the helpe of GDD, were 
4 as well cooled as the Almapnes. Foz our king hath already a- 
boue 250. enſignes of Souldiers, beſides his hozſemen:# where 
can you find lo great an armie to encoũter it:TUherkoze, ſee that 
pou conſider & deeply weigh of che matter, and ſend vs hercup⸗ 
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chus much vnto you, And foo; the pꝛeſent, commit you to God, 
beſeeching him ſo comollifie pour hearts, & enlighten you with 
his grace, as that it may be fox the pꝛeſeruation of you all, From 
bis Maieſties campe befoze Leyden the 17,0t-June 1574, And 
ſubſcribed as followeth. |

* ſayd Matenes of Wybeſma, wote alſo from che poꝛt 
Q of poele the 22. of June 1574. tothe Leydens:gteatly come 
mending the pardon which was pꝛoclaymed the ſixte of June 
at Bruxelles: whom they as pet liked, but not alwapes. F02, 
he made no litle to doe ofthe foꝛce, trenches, and foztes ot his 
campe : and he ſo ſet downe all his foꝛtes, with che names of a

:  WhenthePzitice vnderſtood the content of theſe letters, he 
wꝛote the 28, of this moneth,from Roterodam to Leyden, and 
amongſt other things, greatly thankedthem fox their conſtancy, 
admon:lhing th? not to feare thoſe men, who ſhamed to ſubſcribe 
their names: 4 beſides, confuted the iangling toyes ofthe firſtlets 
rer:+ told them. that the nemp had malicioully concealed þ loſſe 
ok their lhippes,but elpectally, the loſſe ofthe 2000. Souldiers 
in No2th Holland. 


thought the firff letters came ,02 it may bee, that Baldez and his 
friends ſeeing that theſe letters, and the letters from Wibe wa, 
cooke as little effect as the firſt , ſought by all meanes poſſible 
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to ouercharge the Citizens, and recompence their vertue and 
conſtancie, wich as wicked dealing as was poſſible fo; men co 
doe, UWherefoze, they conſidering in what great ſteede their 
Garden herbes ſtoode them, becauſe they had plentifully ſowen 
of them in the month of May, which was their chiefe food and res 
liefe, built a foxt,betweene the 17.4 18. of July, neere to Rhin- 
brough gate at the very entrance o2 mouth ofthe riuer, to barre 
the Citiʒens, from comming out ofthe gate, to goe to their Rite 
chin gardens. 
Neuertheleſle,the afozeſaide M. Thierry de Bronchorſt, who 
during the ſiege, had valiantly behaued himſelfe vnto the death, 
bad by che aduiſe ofthe magiſtrate, ozdeined a certayne rewat de, 
fo2 whatſoeuer Citizen, ſhoulde firlt ſet foote into the ſayd foze, 
Wherefoze , a great number of them ſalted out at che gate at 
once, and ſo luſtely charged the enemy, as that they were enfoꝛ⸗ 
ted with great loſſe, and ſhame inough, to foꝛſake the place, the 
18. of July. | 
When the great commandato? & his adherents ſaw, p a great 
number of their enterpꝛiſes tooke no effect, & that the Townes 
in Holland and zelande and els where, were ſo well pꝛouided 
foꝛ, as that they could doe little oʒ nothing that Sũmer, they put 
their whole confidence inthe great armit at ſea, which came aut 
of Spapne,the fame whereof moze and mote ſo ſpꝛead abzoad,as 
that it might indeede haue ſo fallen out, had not che Lozde God 
by his ſecret iudgements as wel by the peſtilence, as other wiſe, 
pꝛouided well foꝛ the matter. | | 
But to the end ſome diligence in the perfoꝛming hereof might 
appeare, as mel at Rome by the Pope & his Cardinals, as alſo in 
Spapne by the fathers of the holy Inquiſition, by their actes & 
pꝛoweſſes, and that the afozeſapve holy fathers might ſee, wher⸗ 
uppon thep2 monep was beſtowed, Chiapin Vitelli, about this 
time, had with fifcecne Enſignes of Swyſles, andotherenlignes 
of Spantardes, beſides twelue peeces of great ozdinaunce, beſie⸗ 
ged Lerdam, a little Towne belonging to the Count of Bure: 
which was continually battered from 2. of the clocke in the 
mozuing, vntill one of theclocke in the after noone, eſpeciallp 
the Caltle Flanker, whiche was vtterly beaten to the grounde.

The ro. of July, the Leydens copned certaine peeces of ſiluet 
of 28. & 14. ſouls a peece, And on p one ſide was ſtãped, as it is 
punced 15 paper cone, which was coyned at the firſt coyning. 
Hec hibertatis ergo, on the other ſide, Godt behoedt Leyden, 
Numus obſeſſa vrbis Lugdunenſis ſub gubernatione Illuſtris ſons 
Principis Auriaci cuſus. And vponthe little penny: Lugdunum 
Batauorum, 

The 29.of the ſaid moneth Pꝛoclamatiõ was made, p no beare 
ſhould be made aboue 24. ſouls che barrell. Jn this meane while 
was Leyden very ſtraightly befieged,but eſpecially about Haye 
gate, where one captaine Carion a ſpaniard, had entrtched him 
ſelfe at p MNaddinghe, & made many loope hales to ſhoot though 
in the vikes, x his firſt trẽch ran alongeſt hard to Boſhuyſẽ: whi⸗ 
che greatly anoied the towne. Therefoze the Citizens, becauſe 
they had no ſouldiers, concluded to ſalie out in this manner. 
Firſt, Gerard Lane, went out in a Gally well purueied of ar⸗ 
tillarp, and the greater part of his Citizens, were Puſketters. 
Maiſter John Duuen word, captaine of h Aduenturers 02 Free- 
butters, iſſued out by the Fleet, che one halle ol his people being 
appoynted with long ſtaues, called Spzittes, andthe other 
balfe, ſhot. And Adrian Scot went out at the Rinbrough gate. 
The two Companies of Maiſter Iohn Does Loꝑde of Nozths 
wike , with Bartholomew Pauies, tooke in hand to ſet vppon 
the Foꝛt and trench. at Boſhouſe bꝛidge. At the place called 
the Sand, were placed a good manie of Pyoners. Rom when 
all chinges were thus pꝛepared and ſec in oꝛder, and a rewarde 
ſet downe fan the firſt that entred p fozt,& foꝛ euery Spaniards 
head, ſo ſoone as the fire was lighted, they all at once with a 
greatnoyſe and crie on euery ſide,ſet vpon the Fozt, eſpecially 
the Companies of the Londe of Nozthwike and of Bartholos 
mew hautes. The 60.Spaniards which were in the fot, vali⸗ 
auntly vefended chem ſeues with their muſkettes,but þ townes 
men were gotten ſoneere the Font, whe to pulhed at "

fn the fort, with their foꝛeſayd long ſtaues, 4 ſo ſoone as they had 
The Citizeus diſcharged they Harquebuzes, they fel vpõ tnumie. In p meane 
— res while, the citizens appꝛoched with the fire woꝛks: to wit, with 
Mardes fert. Vialsof glaſſe full of gunpouder & bzimſtone, hauing lighted 
matches hanging without them:and caſt thoſe vials into p fort of 
the enemy: wherupon the Spaniardes were enfozced cofozſake 
their trench oz foꝛt where the citizens entred, & there flew their 
enemies. who in p deſtroying ofche fozt, were roſted there aliue, 
and buried by the Citizens, without hauing mercy bppon anpe, 
although they very lamentably cryed vpon them: Aiſeric or dia, 
Miſericordia. And the-Pioners afoꝛeſayd, were ſo buſie againſt 
the enemy, at atrench neere Poeley bzidge , as that they tame 
not time enough to lay flat che foꝛte, and cherefoze the Citizens 
themſelues did it. | | 
During theſe exploites, byreaſon of the ſigne of the fire as 
foꝛeſayde, Alarme was ſounded though all Baldezhis Campe: 
inſomuch that they of Lammen, came to helpe tht of (adding: 
& ſo did likewiſe the hozſemen of Leyerthorpe, Forſcote, Waſ⸗ 
ſenar: who with a few of thoſe which ſcaped, gaue thꝛee aſſaults 
vpon the loſt foꝛte, but they were withſhame and loſſe inough, 
luſtely repulſed. Now becauſe the Citizens meant not to keepe 
the ſaide foꝛt. but raze it, if it were poſſible, and to ſhewe, that al⸗ 
though there were no louldiers in the Towne, yet that neceſſity 
t daylie experience made a ſouldier, being alſo of neceſlſity dꝛiuen 
to retyꝛe, by reaſon ofthe koꝛce of the enemy which came vppon 
them, they, after this bzaue kyuniſh of two houres, retyʒed them 
felues towards the towne. Thus the 29. of July they made 
ready hande, e ſpeedy diſpatch ol an hundzed Spaniards & Jta- 
ltans, 02 neere thereabout, | . 
TheLeydio'are It were euer long to write of the continuall ſkyzmiſhing 
ouer fozwardin that was there, both on the 14.4 15. of July, by reaſõ of the mul- 
Krmiſhing. titude ol che kine that went thereabout, beyng very neere to the 
number of oo. Foꝛthe Citizens were growen now ſo warre⸗ 
like, and foꝛ ward in ſkirmiſhing,as that the Magiſtrate was tn- 
fozced to call them from it with the ſound ofa bell. And here is to 
be vnderſtood, that none of Baldez campe cuer tooke the value 
of one Cowe.but that it coſt the lines ofſome of his ſouldiers e⸗ 


ſpecially bekoze þ trench without þ wood gate, becauſe they wee 
| | duer 
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ouer planchers,where they were cut off from che wax: ſo p the 8. 
of Auguſt there were in y place 8. ſpaniards ſlaine, @ 3, taken 
pꝛiloners: & there wa not taken from them during the whole 
liege, but 1. cow. e 3. young calues. Andit was a maruellous 
thing to lee, how this kynd of cattel had the wyt to ſaue theme, 
ſelues vnder the Towne in the time of necelſitie, oꝛ by ble, they 
had learned to know the ſhooting, both of the Harquebouze, and 
alſo of the great oꝛdinaunce. 
During theſe Exploites , Baldez people which lay at Haye an empt 4. 
and therabout, attẽpted the Zowne of Delft, uhich they thought gaing Deife. 
to obteine by reaſon of certaine intelligence conference þ they 
had with ſome of p town: but they were therein deceiued,becauſe 
þ theſe inhabitants faithfully dealt in þ matter, in aduertiſing þ 
magiſtrate therof, So þ a bãket of gũpouder was pzepared foz p 
ſpantard:fo2 if they had once entred the gate, they had euer aftes 
beene excuſed foꝛ the eating of victualles. But as the keies ofthe 
gate, were not ſo ready at hand as they ought to have byn, x be⸗ 
ſides, the dzaw bꝛidge was ſo long. befoze it could be let downe, 
which might be, by reaſõ of the feare p tooke ſome of them who 
had commiſſion to do it, as þ the ſpaniards woẽt backe, being ter 
riſied by the great oꝛdinance of the Towne, but it came too late, 
fo2 there was no hurt at al done.

balfe, but in the Eſtates: who might ſee, when conuenyente 
time ſhoulde ſerue, that they were able to excuſe chem ſelues 
thereof ; And therefoze required, that in caſe they were no 
waye able to helpe them , oz that there was no hope in the 
meanes alreardpe begunne, to ſende them flatte wooꝛde there⸗ 
of, that they might bee dilcharged of their othe and conkedera⸗ 
tie.

Vhere⸗ 
foze ſome of them bare about them in a ſiluer creſcent theſe 
woꝛdes, Rather the Turke then a Papiſt: q; they thought the 
tyʒꝛannie ofthe Pope # the Spaniardes to be farre greater then 
the Turkes, who ſuffered the people, paying their tribute, to 
liue with the libertie of conſcitnce, and would as well oz a great 
deale better, keepe his pꝛomiles then the Pope, They were 
beſides, ſo much the moe afeard, becauſe they receiued no mã to | 
mercy,how honourable oz noble ſoeuer he was: inſomuch þ they | 
durſt in exp2eſſe woꝛds ſay, that if they found aboꝛde, either the | 
great commander, pope, Emperoꝛ, oz the king hunkelfe cõming 
againſt thẽ as enemies, to tiranntze them, ⁊ to take from them 
their liues, and libertie of their countrey, oꝛ bing them vnder þ 
popes ſubiection. they wold no moꝛe ſpare the, then they wold ỹ 
baſeſt Spamard. I ſpeake not this by the Captaincs, but by the 
ſauageſt and moſt obſtinate, the moꝛe liuely to paint them out in 
their colours, to the end that euerp man which ſecththem mig he 
iudge, what manner of people they were.

Now Baldez and his adherents, who lay befoze Leyde,didnos 
thing els all this while, but warre vpon them with the penne , 
ſeeking a freſhe to conquere the Leydens with pleaſaunt and 
tchꝛeatning letters, but eſpecially by Matenes of Wibeſma 
his letter, wꝛitten the 3. of September, from his fozte at Poele, 
and by two letters wzicten in ſpaniſh, and ſubſcribed by Baldez 
bimſelfe. | 

The ſumme of Wibiſma his letter afozeſayd was this : That 
about two monethes paſſed, he had wzitten them letters, which 
concerned both their pzofit and welfare, and pet receiued no ans 
ſweare from them. But becauſe that he e his adherents were ad⸗ 
uertiled p they had no moꝛe coꝛne left in the towne, that p peo⸗ 
ple lined & fed vpon rootes, graines, g; other kind of ſuche like 
ſoole, which cauled great moꝛtality amongſt them: c wold moꝛe 
c moꝛe cauſe it, it they looked not better to it: Ebeſides, þ they} 
ſtate condition would ſtil grow from ill to woꝛſe, conſidering 
it was impoſſible fox them to be holpen: e that the water whiche 
came in vpon them, did them moꝛe hurt then good, foxſomuch as 
that the countrey vpon the Rhyn, was higher then the countrey 
ol Scye, oꝛ Delft, ſo that it could not poſſibly be bhꝛought to paſſe 
to make the water ouerflow it. |

And pet nocs 
wichſtanding all this that hath beene (aide, his Maieſty was con⸗ 
tented gractoully to receiue the Towne without exception: aud 
ſuffer them to enioy their auncient puutledges, e neuer charge 
them with any Garmſon, And that if there were any within the 
Towne who miſtruſted che matter, that ſafe conduct ſhold be gi⸗ 
uen them, to goe whither locuer they thought belt themſelues. 
And that if anic of them woulde haue Þ Articles ſubſcribed by p 
great Commaundoz, that he himſelfe woulde hing them vuto 
chem, Andfurther, that if they woulde come coa parle with 
him, that they Moulde obtapne moze , then they were ware ok. 
Heereupon, there were many which offered to make their peace 


and attonemens, 
Pozeoucr,that they ſhould not giue too too much eredite, noꝛ 


truſt impoſſible things, to the end they pꝛocured not the deſtruc⸗ 
tion boch of them ſelues, aud alſo of their wiues and childzen.

Braldez his firſt letter wꝛitten the fourth of September from

they would conuerte & confeſle their faulte. He pꝛomiſeth par · 
don to al, aſwel to the Deputy Bꝛonchoꝛſt, the Loꝛde of Noꝛth⸗ 
wike, g Peter Adzianſõ, as to al the reſt. He giueth them time to 
anſwer, e leyſure to ſend their deputtes with pꝛocuration, vntilỹ

The ſeconde Letter witten in Spaniſhe, dated the ſirte 
of September beeganne thus: Py Lozds the Burroughmai⸗ 
ſters, I haue receiued pour Letters, cc. And required as abcue 
ſayde, the Deputies with pꝛocuration, to treat with them. Thele

that time was ſayd to be captayne generall of Holland, Zealand,

pet, letters to the Leydens waitten from Vtright, as it were to 
the ſame effect: offering to come himlelfe to Leyden, to ſec fot» 
ward the matter with all equitie, to the end the ymight be pꝛeſer⸗ 
ued from the imminent danger and hozrour: Pꝛoteſting befoze 
Cod and the woꝛlde, that tbey might impute the whole faulte of 
thetr vtter deſtruction, to their wicked and obſtinate opynion. 
A herefoze he had lent them theſe letters foz a latter farewell, 
and not to looke foꝛ any further matter krom him, wiſhing them 
in — end a true vnderſtanding and good will, to accept of their 
welfare. 

The ſaid Trumpet had another letter of the ſame date, waictT 
from Utright by ten fugitine Citizens of Leyven ; which con⸗ 
tepned, that they had with great pꝛayer and intreatie obteyned 
the ſame letters krom the Count de la Roche, 
densas pet pꝛeſently might bee reretued to grace, if it pleaſed 
them: but ik ſo bee they refuſed it, that they pzoceſted to aduercife 
theyz countrie of the great and hoꝛzrible dangers which myghte 
light vpon their heads, alwell in bodie as goods. Laſtly, wiſhing 
them to vnderſtande, that they might bee bought from a miſera 
ble eſtate vnto libertie. Theſe pꝛeſent letters were ſubſcribed by 
Coꝛnelius de la Hoogh, the ſonne of Nicholas, Gerard Roelofs, 
Nicholas Oom, the ſonne of John Buptẽ wech, Bartholomem 
Alewyins,Geerbzand Mees, John Adzianſon de Uylde, Rene, 
the ſonne ol James, and J. Thierry. The Leydens the ſixt of the 
ſayd moneth anſwered theſe letters: That they had [woꝛn to the 
pꝛince of Ozeng, as liuetenant # Captaine general foꝛ his mates 
ſtie in Holland, x like wiſe to the Eſtates of the ſaid countreye. 
And vntill ſuch time as they were diſcarged ok that oach, they

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Enemies from whome they craued this, to keepe them in that 
opinion: fox they right well knew, that an Hare could not well 
get out of Leyden,thzoughtheir Campe, becauſe it was ſo ſtate 
ghtly belieged, and therfoze much leſſe could their Peſſengers 
goe towardes his Excellency without their leaue:although they 
knewe concrariwiſe;thzeeother wayes: yea, fo: the verye ſame 
night, that the Enemies thought them ſelues molt ſafe , they 
went out, and paſſed where a man would haue thought it moſte 
impoſſible. And beſides. tbey knew wel inough the popiſh faith, 
and ſpanich pꝛomiſes, and allo after what manner the Tommã⸗ 
datoꝛ bad handled the Granadoes. 

The fugitiues of Leyden, which were at Leperthozpe , had 
already made their reckoniug, that they ſhould home to their 
houſes, foꝛ ſo they verely thought , when as they ſayd vnto the 
Meſſengers: what excuſe are you able to make fo2 your ſelues: 
In deede the Parlemians might haue ſome excuſe , to ſape that 
the ſouldiersenfozced them to hould out ſo long: But you haue 
no ſouldiers, and ther foꝛe are no way excuſable, no no grace to 
be left fo2 you; fo2 they neuer thought. that the Leidens meaning 
was to make the names of their fellowe Citiʒ ens, euen by their 
obne teſtimonies, immoꝛtall, and them ſelues receyue euer la⸗ 
ſting ſhame, Fo? once it was well knowne, that in the firſt 
place, Leyden was enfozced to pape all the men of warre withs 
in the Campe. And ſome ofthe fugitiues haue lithence the 
deliueraunce , expzeſſely confeſſed euen in the Towne of Ants 
ſterdame: That notwithſtanding all the fayze pꝛomiſes of the 
Spantardes, there was a deuice, ik they had entred the towne, 
to haue murdzed all the defenſable perſonnes,yea, all the mar- 
ryed women, 

Andit map be. that the young damſels might haue found fa- 
uour, becauſe the Spaniards would haue abuſed them, fo che 
ſeruing of their filthy luſts and pleaſures, 

This wꝛyting from ſo manye and ſundʒy places, beeganne 
to bzeede ſome Jelouſie: Fo}, euery man ſoughtmoſt careful, 
Ipeco.gette all the commendation that was poſſyble to bee had 
at the Commandatoꝛs handes , fo2 the yeelding vp of Leyden, 

which in part appeared, by John de Huiter his Letters, dated 
the npenth of September, from W , ta the Lon 
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ol Noꝛthwyke when as he layd: Then that your Dzomb woas 
come to the Campe, I my ſelfe was there pꝛeſent, but ſo farre 
foꝛth as J am able to iudge, the Generall of che Campe is an⸗ 
gry with the Colonnell and Captaine, becauſe they ſufferedthe 
Trumpet paſle with certeine Letters. Uhertoze,J woulde avs 
uile vou, as a friend, That if you intend to treat of the matter, 
to doe it with Baldez, whom you know to be mercifull, co the 
end that all thinges might paſſe thzough his handes, as Dene- 
rall ofthe Campe. Fo if you doe not ſo, he will take it in euill 
part, and therby doe pou no gaod. | 
And J, as a frieud to the Towne, wherein J continued fine 
yeares in the flower of mine age, coulde not but aduertiſe ou 
hereof, 

Theſe fozeſayde Letters, were not altogether vnpꝛolltable 
02 fruiteleſſe in the hearts of ſome vnconſtant men:and as if the 
Towne of Leyden had not beene already ſuffictently ouerchar⸗ 
ged with thꝛee plagues and ſcourges , whichcommonlye goe 
bande in hande together, to wit, plague, peſtilence, and famine, 
the fourth paine is toyned hereunto: Foꝛ many Citizens, who 
had hitherto diſſimuled the matter, ſaid, that they had redeemed 
their toong ofa Lombard: becauſe that the Commiſſary Bꝛon ; 
choꝛſt afozeſapd,died the 6. of September, who, if he had liued, 
wouldhaue coupled ſuch bꝛaue pꝛatlers to the Gallows, by rea 
fon that he was a good and ſeuer e Juſticer in the Towne, fs 
that whyles hee lyued, both Papiſte and Gueſe-feared him, 
Powebeit, ofthis inconſtancie, which wos alſo amongſt ſome 
1 Lopes of the Towne, we will hereafter ſpeake moze at 

arge. 

Nowe, when the Admpꝛalles afozeſapde, thꝛough the dili⸗ 
gence of the Hollanders the chiefe of which being Maiſter Coz- 
nelius of Bꝛonchozſt, Maiſter Henrye Duyſt, and 9. Lenyn, 
were accoꝛding to che neceſſitte, reaſonably well fur niſhed and 
appoynted, # 5ᷣ the 5. of September, certeine barques had dil⸗ 
touered, that the Lymittes and diuiſions ok che feldes, were 
not paſling a foote and a halfe abone the water, his Excellen⸗ 
cye appoynted that che Otkes betweene Soetermelr, and With 
leuene ſhould be opened, that they might come downe from 

thence, unto Soctermen Pete, which is about a _ 


. 
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and other of his Excellencies Guarde , which were come thys 
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of a mple,from che diuiſions of the fleldes afozelaide: ſo that che 
Admiralles befoze named departed the 11, of the ſayd Mouth, 
with many other Captaynes of Holland, and Deputies of the 
Eſtates and Admiraltie, alongſt by the Rott, hauing 30, Gal- 
lies,and certeine other which came from Delft and Gaude,and 
che victuallers,two Enſignes ol Pyoners. and other neceflarye 
thinges,ſayling towards the diuiſions of the fieldes afoꝛeſayde. 
And belides,his Excellencie had appoynted certeine Enſignes 
of ſouldiers,to wit, Frenchmen , the Captaine of the Guarde, 
Durant, and Catteuille,foz thedefending of the Trenches in the 
place afozeſatd,on both ſides, an houre befoze day, and if it were 
poſſible, befoze the enemy ſhould perceiue them, which with 
merueilous diligence they perfourmed:and che two Admpꝛals 
placed their ſhippes on eyther ſide, co defende the trench wich 
their Artillery, Halfe an houre befoze the trench was finiſhev, 
the Spantards came from Soetermeir, towards the place afoze 
ſaid, to (kirnuſh, appoynting on the hye ſieldes ſide,to witte, the 
common ſielde, about ſiue haue companies of Almaines, The 
French which were of ß Regiment of ß Coloniel of che guard, 


ther ofpleaſure: notwithſtanding chat che Admpyzall Bopſot, 
had pꝛaped and commaunded chem, not to come neere the Ene ; 
my within the Cannon ſhotte, pet ranne they ſo ftercely out of 
their Crenches, as that the Admpzall wich his ſhippes , coulve 
not play with the Artpllery as they wouldz howbciethe artillery 
only of 6. Gallyes, gaue them the whole ſive ſo luſtelp, as þ they 
durſt not only march fozward but were alſo twiſe enfozced with 
loſſe and ſhame enough, ta returne to Doetermeir, and there 
were no moe wounded, but che Admiralles pyloc onelp, c chat 
was with I harquebuz ſhot, a few of his mariners lightly hurt. 

Now on the other ſide, to wit, from TWylſucne oz Leyther- 
dam quarter, in the cuening came the Spaniards both on foote 
c on hoꝛſback, where was a bzaueſkirmiſh, And by reaſon of the 
ſmall ſhotte, and the great Owenaunce , which on the ſide 
luſtelpe diſpled chem from the Gallpes , they were conſtray- 
ned of verpe ſhame to retyꝛe: (0 that the Gallyes which pur 
ſuedwich ſtrength of ozes flew ſome ol their hopſes and alſo the 
tyders. But her ein fell out a very W 
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zelmiber)who haue a wonderful deſire to be fleſhe of the Spam 
ardes,and the Spaniarts likewiſe'of them. Fo the Zelanders 
had leatned it of the Spaniardes foꝛmer deedes, who had lear- 
ned ß fame ok the Bozes c Turks (althogh in very deed it is no 
whit commendable in a Chniltian)and the matter was thus. A ze 
Lander had taken one of the flaine Spaniardes, and pluckt che 
heart out of his body, as hee lay halfe dead, and when hee ha 
gnawne it with his teeth, hee caſt it awape from him. 

This gnawne heart was aftcrwarde ſeene at Delft by ma⸗ 
nye credible people, and the very pꝛynte of the teeth in it. 
There were alſo after that, as it ſhould ſeeme, certeine lat⸗ 
tin ver les ſet foꝛch by the L oꝛde of Nozthwike vppon the ſame 
Becve:as followeth.

ſier,Georg Scot, Nigbtulgall and others, who traueiled ſuns: 
Ny wayes , the pooʒe Eſtate of their Citiʒ ens beeing thzough 
famyne, ou er watching and warding greatly weakened, xequi . 
red and pꝛayde, their ſpeedy ayde and delyuerance, becauſe they 
feared that the nelde bankes and ditches were not as ret gam 
ged and cut, by reaſon they ſaw not the water come downe. 
Mhereupon, his Excellency, aud the generall Eſtates of Hol 
land wꝛote buefly backe vnto chem the 12 ok the layd moneth ol 
September, as followeth. 
Chat all meu right well knew, how carefull , and at what 
qreacicharges: they had beene, and were at, fo2 their ande and 
deliuerance, and ther foze doubted not, but that the Lepdens, fox 
their part, would ſhew them ſelues moſt conſtant, and like faith⸗ 
full Confederates, ſtand manfullp foꝛ the maintenaunce of their 
luſt and honeſt cauſe, and reitet al crattye ꝑactiſes and ſugred 
pꝛomiſes, by which the Enemy hoped to winne, and poke them.

The Lepdens anſweted cheſe Letters the 16, of che ſame 
motith,Thanking anvpzapfing God with ioyfull hearces,and al 
che Estates. ſoꝛ thatf -Shewing them beſides, 
their great neceſſitie and miſer y, requiring, that the enterpꝛiſe 
begunne kaꝛ theilt deliuerance, might be haltene d. 

Che ſame day there were letters like wiſe diſpatched, and 


wittcenin Cifcrs to the Amirall Boiſor, declaring vato him 


theirercreameviltreſe, and pjayinghim co haſte with all the 
poſlitble ſpeeve that might be deſiring wich all, to vnderſtande, 
in what ſozte they houlvveale,wherein they truſted, ſhould nei⸗ 
ther be ſeene,noz found in tzem, any negligence, oz want of good 
will. But now, co leaue out wandꝛing diſcourſe, we will again

lay in all the houſes alongeſt the wap. Inſomuch that none 
could paſſe by them, but that they would haue diſplaced thẽ with 
their great oꝛdenance. 

is excellencie lying at Delft, and hearing hereof, ſent fozths 
with by the maſter of the oꝛdenance, foure demie Canons, placed 
and planted in fit veſſels fo2 the purpoſe, and withall the bzoken 
yſe of Delft. Theſe veſſels being of a mightie thicknes, were 
trimmed befoze with very great plankes,@betweene the planks 
were maſſte nettes rammed in foz the ſauing of the Canonier. 
Theſe veſſels being arriued at the campe the ſcuenteench dap, 
the Admpꝛall ſent pzeſently all his Gallies towar des the ſaide. 
bꝛidge by ſundzie Chanels. And himſelte ſayled downe che cha» 
nell, which directly ranne vnto the bꝛidge, and came ſo neere, as 
that hee was within danger of the Yarquebuze ſhot, And on his 
left ſide in another Channel, were two ofthe demie Canons as 
foꝛeſatd: and on the right hand was the Admirall of Zierickſea 
with two other demie Canons: and ſome of the Galltes were 
come though another Chanell,and had gotten ſo bery neere the 


enemie, as that they flue foure oz five ofthe Marriners, and gald 


diuers of the reſt. Thele lay batter ing at the bꝛidge from moꝛ· 
ning tyll noone. 


But as one ofthe afozcſapd veſſels began to ſplyt, by teas - 


ſon of the fozce of a bullet that was ſhot, that the other mighte 
likewiſe haue beene ſo ſertted, and withall ſeeyng the enemie, 
notwithſtanding the great loſſe of his people not once remooue, 
the Adinyzall cauſed to ſounde the retraite, Nowe, this re» 
traite could not bee without the loſſe of the pʒinces people, eſpe⸗ 
ciallp of choſe, whiche were with the Admpꝛall of Zlericks 
lea. 

There were amongeſt this company certaine French gen- 
tlemen Captaines, as Catteuille, Durant, and Gutlerefle, who 
were too too foꝛ warde with they ſouldiers againſt the enemie, 


fo; they had gotten with their bar kes, behinde the turkheapes, 
not farre from che enemies houles # trenches, thinking to haue 
ng without any noyſe, 


ſet them on fire. But the Admpꝛall retyꝛi 
| Q any 
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and not knowing chem to bee ſo farre foogch, the enemie percei⸗ 
uing them to bee there, ſo luſtily aſſailed them with ſuch a great 
number of boates, as that Catteuille, Guilereſſe, and ſeuen ſouls 
diers moe, by reaſon of the reculing of their barke, were dzows 
ned. 

But Durant and certaine ſouldiers wich him, ſaued theſelues 
by ſwimming, neuercheleſſe the enemie as it was after well 
knowne,recetued a farre greater {oſſe,thzongh the ſhooting off, 
of the great ozdenance, Foꝛ, their boates were full fraught with 
their dead. hurt, and gald men, and carried to Utright : Inſo⸗ 
1 much that ſome ſcoffing kellowes, ieſted and ſaide, That fry-: 
I. ers Gray was very deare ware,becauſe chat whoſoeuer woulde 

. goe to the Popes heauẽ muſt needes bee buryed in a Fryers Pls 

ith! noꝛs coule, and the time was that they would put chem coftpn & 
1 all into the coule, when as they carryed them very vulauerp 
from the campe, as commonly it fell out boch at Amſterdam and 
alſo at Atright, where they are buried in the body of þ Church. 

And although the pꝛinces ar mie, had with the great oꝛdenãce 
meruetlouſly annoied the enemie, as had alſo the valtant ſouldi⸗ 
1? ers ofthe Colonels ofthe Baron of Nopelle, and of che Caps 
if: taine ok the guarde, yet it ſhoulde ſeeme, that they wonne no 2 
17 great matter by it. Foꝛ the water role not ſo high, as they looked 1 
Fi fo2,and that was by reaſon of che infinite thouſandes of haſlocks 


which ſucked vp the water, the winde alſo ſerued them to no pur : 
poſe:and beſides, the enemie vſed many and lunddie meanes to 155 
dꝛaine the water aſide, 2 
Poneouer, the ſaid byivge was marueilous ftrongly foxtifle ; 
ed, and againe, the boates which had the demie canons in them, 5 


1 woulde other wiſe baue beene trimmed: ſo chat it ſeemed, all x

of wits end. Howbeit, the Loꝛde Ood purueped fo2 them two ma⸗

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ping betweene Soetermeir and Benthouſe. When the toun · 
cellour heard thus much, he tolde it to his Excellencie, and re⸗ 


turning to ß campe, ſate hertupon in councell, with the Admiral 
Noielles, the Captaine of the guarde, and with certaine eſtates 
ofthe Admiraltie, and they all concluded, as aboueſaid. 

And heereupon, Admpꝛal Bopſot, accompauied with Ma⸗ 
fell afozeſaide,with the guard, eight gailies, and ſenentie ſoul» 
diers, directed his courſe that night towards Segwart way, and 
there arriued befoꝛe ſuch tune as the enemie had any vnderſtan- 
ding of them: fo2,the vice Admpzall lap with the armie befoze 
the ſaid Soetermeirbzidge. | 

Nowe, when they had gotten this way, the Captaine of the 


guard, deſired Cicadelle an Italian Gentlemau, and Þ Baron of 


Noielles Lieuecenant,to foꝛtiſie and entrench with Uawgiraue, 
and halfe the ſouldiers on Benthouſe ſide: And maſter Bochart 


with Captaine Ladꝛiere, and the other halfe of the ſouldiers, on 


Soetermeir ſide. And the meaning hereof was this, p although 
the whole foꝛce of the enemie ſhould ſodenly bꝛeake vpon them, 
pet thought they hereby ſakelyto returne to their ſhips, howbeit 
all in vaine:foꝛthe enemie ſeeing himlelk deceiued, had no great 
ſtomacke to ferrit them out: and 5 Almaines who lay at Bent- 
bouſe, ſo ſoone as night came, ſhewed a faire papꝛe of heelcs, e 
they which lay at Soetermeir, in the moning koꝛſooke their 
trench, retirtd towards Leyden, to wit towardes Moꝛthaſke, 
Soeterwouwe, Gpꝛkwegge, x Meypozt, carrying with them 
their artillarie, and foꝛtiſted themſelucs in manie houſes, Now, 
the creaches in Segwart wap, were not finiſhed withoute the 
great trauell ofthe pzinces people, who laboꝛed all chat night vp 
ta p knees inthe water, d wind mightilye blowing at ß Nozth- 
Ealt.Zhenex3 mozrow Adnurall Bopſot, ſent the Captaine of 
the guarde to looke fo? the armie, which thꝛough Gods mightie 
hand,arriued there, without the loſſe of any one man. 

The Almaines afozeſam, were no ſooner gone frõ Benthouſe 
but þ captaine Ladztere had gottẽ their trench. Then the Pyins 
ces people were paſſed Segwart way, hautng ſet on firethe 
houſes which ſtood on Soetermeir way, Captaine Cret an 
Dzengian arriued at Soetermeir with chzee companies of 
louldiers, and the arke of Delft, 
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buylt and trymmed veſſell, well furniſhed wich great ozdenance, 
bu: very noyſome to the armie, by reaſon of the lownes of the 
water, inſomuch that they thought once to haue burnt her, but be- 
cauſe ſhee had in her betwixt fifcecne x twentie peeces of greate 
oꝛdenance, they founde the meanes to bing her to the fozeſaide 
place, chat ryding there, ſhee might keepe the paſſage. This 
Arke, was built ol two ſhippes ioyned together, aud was rowed 
neither with ſpꝛites, noꝛ oꝛes, neither pet dꝛiuen wich the helpe of 
any ſailes, but by wheeles, wought within ber, e ſo very ſtrong · 
Ip built all ouer, as that no muſket ſhot was able to pearſe her. 
She was of burden able to beare fiftie luſtie men foꝛ defence,and 
twelue co curne the wheeles, 

Che next mozrow they were determining, whether they (ould 
goe on, oz carrie a while longer. The Admirall Boyſot thought 
it beſt to pur ſue the enemie, reculed : and to the ende that both 
the Leydens, and alſo the enemie might delcrie him a farre off, 
hee was relolued, to take this enterpꝛiſe in hande, with twentie 
Gallies, and appoynted the reſt of the armie to follow him. Nee 
haue hcerecofoze ſpoken how the veſlels which beare the demie 
Canons, were riuen with the foꝛce of the Canon. But becauſe 
they had nꝛede ol chem, they were ſpeedily new calked, pitched, 
and tallowed at Delft, and beeing trimmed with leadde and ſalt 
bydes againſt the fozce of the pouder, they folowed the armie the 
thyꝛde day after. The Admirall hauing ſailed not paſſing a 
myle kram benthouſe , was tolde as it was gheſſed, that aboute 
the waters which ranne downe towardes Nozta, that the enemy 
might ſtrengthen himſelfe in certayne houſes thereabout, hows 
beit, when they had inquired after it, the thing was found co bee 
[ farre otherwiſe: wherfoze he mad towards Nozta, and got him 
4 euen within a muſket ſhot thereof, where hee might perceiue 
; how chat betweene two 02 thꝛee hundꝛed well armed Almaincs, 
had left two houſes, and werefled with all poſſible ſpeede, tothe 
other ſive of Nozta little Meere, where the Spaniardes were 
intrenched. Thereupon the Admirall luſtily purſued them 
with foxce of Oares, and oꝛderly enbattailed himlelfe within an 
| barquebuzeſhacof the enemic. From this trenche in Mozta 
' houſes, were the muſkets bzanely diſcharged,but the Ozengi⸗ 
ans (o defended themſelueg with their great oꝛdenance, as p 
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the Spaniarde knewendt where to hide his head. 
hen the afozeſaid Almaines had cloſely conueped them⸗ 
ſelues behinde two hay ſtackes, to keepe them out of che danger 
of the great ſhot, they ret ꝛed towards Soeter wo0d; which [kir 
miſhe laſted from noone, vntill the Euening: But about myd⸗ 
night, the Admyꝛall cauſed an Alarme to be giuen by certayne 
ſinall ſhot, whom the Spantardes aunſweared foure oz ſiue 
tymes,to the end, to ſhew them, that they were not departed, but 
they fearing of lurpꝛiſing, ſo ſtilly and flylp retyzed towards So- 
eterwood, as that the Admirall neuer percepued it, vncill che 
next mo2row, | 
The Ozengians were greatly annoyed, by reaſon that the 
Spantardes had topped the courſe of the water, whiche ranne 
downe towardes Socterwood!F beſides, they were ina greate 
fault, in that they made not atrenche at the entrie of the little 
Meere: fo if they had, the Admp?all had found as daungerous a 
peece of wozk of it, as was the enterpꝛiſe at Soetermeir baidge: 
hobwbeit, the Low God meaning co increaſe his gloꝛv, ſo blinded 
them, as t hat they became ſenfleſſe , Mhen all thereſt ofthe 
army were come with the great oꝛdinance, the Admiral & al his Then 
whole army were gottẽ into a very large x bzoad ſtreame, rut- ain. — 
ning towardes Suyten, where they diſcharged all their greate renined men 
owdinaunce,becauſe the Leydens fhould both ſee, heare, and bee halte dead. 
encouraged, fo2 in ſeuen dates befoze, they had not heard ſo much 
2 as a woꝛde from them, The Leydens againe aunſweared them 
3 with their great oꝛdinaunce, in token, that they were not as yet 
5 diſcouraged, although their food was no better then Cow beetke, 
and hozſe fleſh. They had in the to wne about nientie hoꝛſes, and 
5 from the fourcteenth of September, they beganne to diſtribute 
5 _ a pound of theſayde hozſe fleſh to a man foz one dapes vic⸗

The Colleagues and adherents of p20ud Baldez, came dayly 
befoze the gates ofthe Towne,menacing,mocking,and ieſting, 
and mixing withall ſometimes very ſweete and ſugred woꝛdes. 
And on atyme certapne of his Captaynes and Officers, mee- 
ting with a young youth, going krõ the Towne to Leyer thorp: 
layde vntu him: Tell your Townes men, that it is as poſſible 


fo2 your Pꝛince to aide and deliuer your Towne, as it is fo2 you,

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to catch the ſtarres in the ſkie wich your handes. Theſe were the 
llaunderous, high, and pꝛoude wooꝛdes of this Inſidell Maran, 
and of his adherentes, who thought themſelues to haue as well 
pꝛouided fo2 the Campe, and ſiege about the Towne, as that net- 
ther Townes men, noꝛ pet any man liuing, was able to with» 
ſtand him, oꝛ hinder his deuiſe; neuer thinking that there was a 
God, who could and woulde deliuer the pooze afflicted ſoules 
from the handes and ſwoꝛd ofthe Tyꝛant. Howbeit cheſe thꝛeat⸗ 
ning wowes , & faire pꝛomyſes withall, were not altogether 
fruitleſſe, becauſe they wꝛought effectually in ſome inconſtant & 
vnſetled mynds: by which they being moued by reaſon of great 
fampne, which ſo grieuouſly touched the, as þ there was like to 
haue bin a manifeſt diſcozd in the Town, had not 5 Lozd God by

ofthe relt of the Magiſtrates, earneſtly trauelled to perſwade | 1

. don, and withall, ol the pꝛomiles cont eyned within the letters as 
boue witten, thele men on the other ſive ſet befoze the cyes of Þ

| ry. Foꝛthe ſayde pardon was by ſome, ſo luſtely mainteyned, as 
| that they ſhamed not to giue their good fellow citizens repꝛoch⸗

Ouer # beſides theſe iniurions repꝛochfull wozvs,the ſecret 
councels which they there oftentimes held, came to litle effect, 
foz þ Loꝛd God had ſtirred vp the hart of a godly woman, who 
from time to time aduertiſed the faithful ones of all their whole 
deuiſes, ſo that they continually put themſelues in armes, befoꝛe 
their ſecret enemies could bꝛing any part of their enterpꝛiſe to 
paſſe, and it was ſo wiſely and diſcreetly handeled, as that they 
thought it to bee done vpon ſome other occaſion: which cauſed 
che diſſemblers andconnterfets,not once dare to take in hande 
chat thep2 deniſe, by reaſon they were inwardly ſtricken with 
ſhame and feare. 

There were certaine alſo,which came the very ſame time to 
Peter Adzyanſon the Burrough maſter, ſhewing him both by 
lamentable t chꝛeatning wopds,of their pouertie hunger, chin 
king that they ſhould thereby moue him to ſeeke ſome meanes to 
agree with the enemie, Yowbeic,he in theſe few wozdes auſwe⸗ 
red them, and ſaid: Py good friends, x beloued fellow citizens, 
A haue made an oth, which by the grace of god, J meane conltit- 
ly to keep: If my death,ſith J am ſure I muſt onee die, map any 
way pleaſure pou, it is all one to me, whether pou oz ß enemte 
kill mee: fo, foꝛ mine owne part, J intend god willing) te goon 
a plaine & directcourſe : & therfoꝛe, i this car kaſſe of mine will 
do you any good, in gods name take it, cut it in peeces,# deuide 
it as farre as may poſſibly ſtretch, foꝛ I ſhalbe cõtented therwith, 
The citiʒ ens were at this anſwere ſo amaʒ ed, as þ they went as 
way without any moe woꝛds. Now, faz the better mainteining 
t nouriſhing of this diſſentton, # the encouraging of p faithles, 
e diſcouragiug ofthe godly & valiant, withall, fo2 declaration 
þ the woꝛdes afoꝛeſaid, of the impoſſibilitie of their deliuerance 
were true, the afozeſaid de Mibeſma + certaine other fugitiues 
ofthe towne,had euen koꝛ the vp ſhot, wꝛitten the 22. of Septem⸗ 

ber to the Leydens, the ſumme whereofenſueth, 

That thexꝛ great affection æ loue, entoꝛced them once moꝛe 
to wꝛite unte the Leydens, wil ling thẽ to take heede, that they 
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Nought not their tawne to extreme miſery calamitie, when gutes to the 
as all hope of grace ſhall faple th, And ther eloze wiſhed thẽ not Leyvens. 
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ta truſt ouer much to they owne wiſedome, by their ouermuch 
redicing ofp,ayd which they lookedfoz fro the pzince of Oꝛãge. 
dto the eud they might ſee, howe greatly they deſired they 
deliuerance from all wzeechednelle and miſerie, they verily be⸗ 
leeued, that they ſhould bee able to ſende them paſſepoꝛt foz thꝛee 
02 4 perſons, which might come & viſite his maieſties campe, to 
ſee if they might poſſibly deluer them either by water oz lande, 
aud in the meane while offered to ſende ſome of theyꝛ companie 
fo: oſtages to the towne. Oz if it pleaſed them co ſend certain 
to talk of che matter, chey would alſo finde þ meanes, that it (old 
ſo bee: and woulde as much as was pollible, helpe them both

"13 A mokk nobles Unto the repꝛochfull woꝛdes afozeſaide,and to theſe letters, 
14 — and flaunders, which che enemie dayly ſpake, certaine Citizens 
ettizens to thoſe in the ende, ſtanding vpon the Rampares,anſwered the Pacha⸗ 
of the campe, bite, ſaying: You altogether builde all your reaſons vppon our 
famine, and that it is impoſſible fo2 vs to bee apded and deliue- 
red. You call vs dogge and cat eaters, Wee tell you, that wee 
want no victuals,you heare that in our Towne, are boch dogges 
kine, and hoꝛſes. And if wee ſhould in the end want theſe, yet 
hach euery one ok vs a left arme to eate, and reſerue therighte 
arme to beat the tyꝛant and the reſt o you which are his blooddy c 

miniſters from our walles: but if at the laſt, our fo2ce ſhall noc & 

bee ſtrong enough, and that the Loꝛd God meaneth by pour hãds 7 
to puniſhe vs fo2 our demerites, which wee, through the confi, 
dence that wee haue in his diuine goodnes, hope hee will nat do, 

pet will wee neuer fozſake his holy woꝛde, noz pet giue over — 
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defenſe of the libertie ol our countrie, chooſing rather when wee 
are at the verie woꝛſt to ſet our Towne on fier chen that it ſhold 
any way be gainefull vnto you, and we become pour flaues, Foz 
it is moꝛe tollerable foꝛ vs, to bee ſlaine in fight with the Bas 
chabees then to ſee the milerie of our people, and indure pour tys 
rannie boch in our bodies and conſciences: an anſwere vndoub⸗ 
tedly, wozthie eternall memonte : whereunto, and ſuch other like 
were the good Citizens encouraged by their wines. Foz, there 
were a great number of them, which rather would haue dyed of 
bunger in their houſes, tben to haue peelved into the Tyꝛantes 
handes, becauſe that the tyꝛannies of Rarden „Surphen, Pa⸗ 
lynes,+ Harlem were yet freſh in their heads, 

Te are now to returne to ſpeake of the pzinces armie whi⸗ 
che we left at Noꝛta, where it was faine to ſtay a few dayes fox 
want of water: becauſe the enemie lap in the chanel towards 
DSocterwood,and alſo at Soeter wood, and thereby ſlopped the 
ſaid chanell. This lying ſtill ofthe armie, pleaſed no whit ſuch 
ydle per ſons, as commonly will doe all things wich their tonge, 
although they haue no experience in the whole wozld in warre⸗ 
like affayzes: moſt repzochfully crying out and aſ king, why che 
Admpzals went not on, whiche in very deede they might haue 
done, ik the ſhips had had winges, ſeeing that the water in theſe 
furmoſt ficlves was not aboue niene pnches de eep, x the gallies 
dzew a foote and an halfe, oꝛ two feete. | 

CUherefoze the captaines required his Excellencie, beemg | 
now whole to come to the armie, whyther about chat very tune „ „cenmcle 
indeede he came. His comming greatly reioyced the armie, but commeth to eg 
no whit the enemie, who perceiued it by the triumph of the Ca. the fleets. 
non. The oꝛder of the armie maruetlouſly pleaſed his Excellen⸗ 
cie, and gaue foo2thwith oꝛder to leeke fo2 the way which was to 
be gawged,to wit. the Ryꝛweg, which thing was done by a gens 
tleman Ozengian named Bultr an, and the vice Admirall Coz- 
nelius Nycolſons, accompanied with Juſt the Mooze, who 
made repoxc thereof to his Exceilencie,the Admirals and Colo: The betet 
nels, Alter warde, the way how to gauge it was appointed. But cicnot ewe ns 
becaule te pleaſen not the Lope that the water ſhoulde ware confederen to; 
bigder non none other winde biatm chen ar that time did, whiche of bg ces 
made the water lower they were relolued — byſealeh h 
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into the Zowne,thirtie oz foxtie Barkes laden with bꝛead. Fox” 
the doing wherok capeaineGrenu offercy his ſeruice. And afters 
ward, when his Excellencie had commanded the Admrals,Cos« 
lonels and captatnesto make al the poſſible ſpeed that might be, 
be returned to Delfr, 

Although the Citizens of Lepden had concetued ſome good 
hope fo? their deliterance,as well by che letters fro the Eltates 
the twelfth of thatmoneth, as alſo by the hearing and ſeeing of 
the effect ofthe great owenance : yet becauſc they had not long 
befo2e that, neither receiued oz pet ſent any letters, by reaſon of 
the great war de that was abe ut che Towne, they ſent two mel⸗ 
ſengers, who arriued the 26. of September about the Admpꝛal: 
ta declare vnto him the extreeme neceſũtie of the Citizens, whi⸗ 
che was in deed very great, but pet not ſo great as they ſaid: and 
alſo ta ſee the eſtate of the armie, whereok they themſelues, if it 
were pallible, ſhould come back to matte repoꝛt to their fellowe 
Citipens, i not, then chey ſhauld ſend letters by the poſts of the 
ayze: fa; to that end, had the meflengers afozeſaide, carried with 
them ſixe old doues. 

Nowe, as the meſſengers thought to returne towardes the 
Towne with the Admirals letters, chen founde all the paſſages 
be laid, and therefoze were dziuen of neceſſitie to returne : how⸗ 
Atteſſitit, the beit the Admirall Boylot, had ſent his letters the 27. of Septt⸗ 
inuentrix of a ber by a flying poſte, hauing wzitten to the to wnes men, that by 
cunning policie the grace of God, he would pꝛocure their ayde and deliucrance, 
paying them to remaine conſtant, æ not lightly and vnaduiſed⸗ 

ly receiue in any victuals, without they ſaw humſelfe, oꝛ ſome aſ⸗ 

Alurance from him, foz he feared that the Spaniardes vader his 
A ting meſſen name might by ſome ſtratageme abuſe and deceiue them. The 
ger arriuetg at firſt flying meſlenger, arriued at Leyden the 28. of that moneth, 
Lern which the magiſtrate by ſound of the bel, gaue the people to vn⸗ 
derſtand, e the 29. day he read 5ᷣ letters opẽly. Declaring vuto 
chem how that his Excellencie himſelf had been with the armie, 
to giue oꝛder fo their deliuerance, and phe had him commended 
vnto them all, beſeeching them, pet foz a while to continue cen · 
ſtant. foꝛ the Loꝛd of Hoſtes woulve ſend meanes to deliuer the, 
Tͤhele letters greatly gladded and incouraged the people: pꝛap⸗ 
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done, made their pꝛayers vnto the Lode, | 
Now, this great toy, was not without ſome mixture of ſo2- 


rowe, becauſe that befoze,aud che ſame very day, the winde blew 
vp at the Noztheaſt, which cauſed the water to fallrather then 
tyſe:ſo þ the pzincesarmie thought, chat they had as it were loſt 
all hope of delivering them, if che inuiſible meanesof God, to 
wit, the great flowing of the water, which began that 29. day, 
laſted vntill the ſecond of October, had not holpen them. Uher; 
foe the Admirall Bopſot, wꝛote vnto his Excellencie, that if 
Ged of his mercy did not help both w wind & alſo with p riling 
ofthe water, and by ſuche meanes as no mã was able as pet to 
perceiue, chat he ſawe not which way poſſible to bzing to paſſe 
the reuictualling ofthe cowne lag this time, and feared that afs 
ter it woulde be too late:conſidering that there was not a beaſte 
left, and that there were but two diſtributions moe to be had and 
theſe, but to laſt foꝛ tight dayes. Jnſomuch that the miſery( be⸗ 
ſides the peſtilence, diſeaſes, and diſcoꝛd) was in the cowne verie 
great as he vnderſtood by che meſſengers: and as was alſo after 
found to be moſttrue. 

Foz many ok them had nat in ſeuen weekes ſpace, eaten one 
byt of bꝛead, dꝛunke nothing cls but water. Yozſe fleſh allo 
was then as good meat with the wealthieſt of them, as mutton is 
at this pꝛeſent. Cats and dogs amongſt the aduenturers, and 
others which lay at the gates ofthe Towne, were thought to be 


delicate meate, and ſo eaten. It is impoſſible to deſcribe vnts hehe Legg

you all thetr mauer of cookerp, although many tolde mee of it. did tate. 


Some of them eate vine leaues mingled with Amell floure and 
ſalt. There was great difference in the leaues of trees, # theres 


foze they made ſundzie kindes of meates of lecke blades, rootes 


and roote ſtalkes, and the roote leaues which fell to che ground, 
was a very oꝛdinary kinde of good meate. Rootes and ſkinnes 
cut in ſmall gobbins, and ſodden in butter mylke, was an oꝛdina⸗ 
ry and common meate fo} mante, Gentlewomen were dziuen 
ta eate their little puppꝛelles, in whom befoꝛe they tooke great 
pleaſure. Wathe place where the fleſh was wonted to be cut out 
and diulded, the pooze childꝛen came, and eate blood rawe, the 
peeces of the flech which fell away in p diuiſion. All the old rottt 
hats in p towne, which lay in DEG: vp, x cat? m_

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The Pooze women were ſeene ſitting vpon the dounghils, with 
their clokes caſt ouer their heads, gathering vp of the beſt bones 
they coulde finde, and carryed them home to their houſes. And 
they no ſooner founde the leaſt ſtalk of a roote, but that they im⸗ 
mediately-cate it vp, The poung bopes oftentimes ſucked the 
bones, which the dogs had gnawne. Eucry woman that lay in 
childbed, was tain to be pleaſed wa quarter of a pound of bilket 
a dap. Some womeu againe were ſo honger bitten, as that the 
childe in theyꝛ wombe was almoſt pined to death. The blood of 
p cattell was gathered vp out ofthe filthie & ſtinking gutters of 

The pzices of the towne, and eaten. Neuertheleſſe their dzinke was ſomwhat 

— 1 moꝛe to be bozne withall:foꝛ beſide the water, they had Beare 

made of Dates, which coſt an Holland pennie the pot. Yea ſome 
made dzinke of the very huſkes ofthe graines, mingling thet w 
hearbe Grace Rue in ſteed of Hemlock. Otherſome dꝛanke vi⸗ 
neger c water mingled together, ſo þ whiche cown was kreed & 
at liberty, there was ſcarcely any vineger to be had. A pound of 
butter was woꝛth xv. ſouls, A yellow carot one ſouls, a rootſtalk 
halfe a ſouls, a Peare oz Apple a grote. There was offered foꝛ a 
ſacke ok wheate an hundꝛed flozins. | 
Ouer and beſides this great miſery, the plague was ſo ryfe 
all the Zowne ouer, as that there dyed of it almoſt ſixe thouſand 
perſons, The young childzen which were ſtaruen to death,ſaid, 
as it is wꝛitten in the lamentations of Jeremie : Where is the 
bead, where is the wine, and ſo fell down ſtark dead in pſtreetes 

The oz betweene their mothers armes: and therefoze after that, ma⸗ 

The mano ny poung childzen were faine to eate hozſe fleſh , The men 

and miſerie of which could ſcar ſcely go ouer the bꝛidge, were enfoꝛced to ward 

the Lexdens. ag good as naked, and in their returne, founde neither wife noz 
childzen aliue. They þ were wont to goe wtheirdizaines to the 
warde, came backe againe with eight, xe, and ſometimes thꝛee. 

Noble women and their childzen which were wont to be clad in 

ſilkes and fed vppon the molt delicate meates,dped of very hun⸗ 

ger. 

There was a dead man bꝛought, and layde befoze the gate of 

the Buroughmaſters, thereby to ſhe we hym(as it was thought) 

both cloſely and expꝛeſly, chat hee had beene the cauſe thereof, 
enen 
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To bee ſhoxt, the cxtreeme miſerie in the Towne was ſuch, 

as is impoſſible fo2 mee td deſcribe and ſet dowue. But they 

who, after the deliuerance thereof, had ſeene their leane faces, 

and ſmall and feeble legges, might calily hauc witnefled the 

ſame, 

And now to returne againe bnto the Pꝛinces armie, it had not 

needed to haue tarryed long at Nota, it it had beene certainelie 

knowne, that the Leydens coulde haue held out longer time. ; 
Againe, the ꝛince and chtefe rulers ot the armie, knewe right } 
well, that the neerer Tlinter dꝛewe on, the greater abundaunce ; 
of water woulde enſue, And the generall of the armie knewe 7 
well enough alſo, that hee muſt paflſe betweene Socterwood, & 
Supten houſe, and ſo did the enemie like wiſe, and thereſoze had 
eſpecially placed his whole warde there. In the meane while 
many thought it bet, to attempt by night Soetermeir Meere 
wap, towardes Stompwyke wap, but it was to no purpole, be- 
cauſe that all the ditches and chanels lay in and out crokedlie:# 
beſides,the d paniard alſo warded there. The Papiſts afozeſaid, 
had lying vpon the Rhyin,ftue great gallies, aud well appointed 
boates,howbeic they wanted maryners. 

As theſe thinges in this wiſe moſt lamentablie ſtoode, 
the moſt mightie God and Loꝛd of Poſtes, who on extreeme ne⸗ 
ceſſitie neuer foʒlaketh his, hauing compaſſion on his miſerable 
afflicted ones, woulde needes ſhewe fooꝛth his ſtrong and outs 
ſtretched arme, fo2 the deliuer ie ol his deſolate people out of the 
hands of a Tyꝛant. 

Wherefoze,he ſent the windes his Biniſters, who ſo violent · The waere by 
ly bleu vp, as that the waters aroſe and wonder fully ouer⸗ — the 
flowed, Fo? beſides, the great ouerflowting of the waters, the vp metutplonſ⸗ 
Noztheaft winde wonderfull violently blewe vp, and brought ax ly, 
gaine the fallen water vpon the face ofthe earth: who ſo pꝛoſpe⸗ 
red the Southeaſt winde, as that it dꝛaue p ſame water towards 
Leyden : Inſamuch that the Pꝛinces armie, which befoze, as a« 
boueſaid, had but niene ynches sf water, had then aboue two feet 
and an halfe, and was able co paſſe euen at the ſirſt, ouer the high 
fieldes, vnco Kyzkwergh.afozefaid, if at any time they ſaw the 
water faile th. then would cen 02 twelue men goe out of euery 
lyip,and ſo lighten her, þ ſhe might flote,+ afterward paſſed os 
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ter Rirkweigh : wherefoze,they tooke their courſe towardes þ 
quarter in the night, betwixt the firſt 4 ſccond of October, after 
they had giuen a falſe alarme vnto Stompwyke wap, 
Theozderof the The oder of this armie of the p2inces by Sea, paſſing ouer 
princes armie the ſatdhigh Territozie,was ranged & placed in mancr as follo⸗ 
* Bes. weth. The Admiralles ot Fluſhing + Zierickſea,had followyng 
ech of them ſikteene gallies, which ſpꝛed themſelues abzode like 
two winges. And firſt, Admirall Boylot accompanied with the 
Colonell ofthe guard, had the leading of the left wing, on Soe⸗ 
terwood ſide, becauſe it was thought that the greateſt foxce of the 
enemie lay there: The Admiral of erickſea had in his company 
maſter Citadell, Bultran, captaine Paule Dupzant and others, 
The vice Admirall was placed on the right ſide of Supten, ac⸗ 
companted with the Baron of Noteles,maſter Coznes c Bour⸗ 
chart, and with Captaines,Henrie # Grenu.Whilip de Aſſeliers, 
maſter of the oꝛdenance, and warlike munictons, was appointed 
to farry with the great ozdenance,F# eight oz ten gallies vppon 
Moꝛta, foꝛ p keeping of p victuals, vntil ſuch time as the ſaid ads 
mirals had gotten Ryꝛkweigh afozeſatd,# that chen hee ſhoulde 
follow, and bꝛauely ſalute the Soeterwoodens with the greate 
oꝛdenance, which oꝛdenance was charged with pꝛetie lictle bags 
ſtuffed full of leaden bullets, to wit. 3 oo. in euery bagge finely 
and artificially couched, and thoſe to be diſpearſed amongeſt the 
thickeſt ofche enemie, i | 62:19 9933 
Then all things were thus ozderlp arranged e placed,the ar⸗ 
mie departed about midnight the day afoꝛeſald, and the Gallies 
and ſhips were ſeuered an harquebuze ſhot one behind another, 
bauiug in the middeſt about eighteene o2 twentie Barkes laden 
with Pyoners,and all kindes of tooles foꝛ entrenching, to the 
onde they myght ſo ſoone as it was pollible, foꝛtiſie themſe lues 
at the ſaid Church way. But the Spantardes had appointed ſo 
great a watch in their ſmall veſſels,as that it might haue ſerued 
fo the whole bodie ofa ward. And when they ſaw the Admi⸗ 
rall ſomewhat neere,they called aloud,and ſald: Who is there, 
who is there, but not a woe was giuen them, vntill ſuchetyme 
as the Admpꝛall was gotten within Gun ſhot: and then he ſo ſas 
luted chem wich 9 roaring and thundzing ofthe Canon, as _ 
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the night ſeemed to bee day, . | 
This watch anſwered them againe with caliuerg, muſkets, . 


and certatne faulconet ſhot,and then left their veſſels, & by little 

and little retyꝛed, ſtill playing with their (mall ſhot, vntill they 

had goten to the body of their ward, which was entrenched at e- 

uerp comer of the way. Then ſalted they bꝛauely out on everie 

ſide,fiercely deliuering their mulkets againſt the Ozengtãs:buc 

the 3ealanders ſo reſaluted them with ſuch on haile of Bullets, 

as that they were dziuen with great lofle to retyꝛe to their tren⸗ 

ches, leauing there behinde them, one ly a few ſouldiers to mains b 
taine the lkirmiſh: who ſoone after alſo made their retrait: fo2 

the French Captaines, the captaine ofthe guard, Bultran, and — vom 
Bourchart went on land, and entrenched themſelues on Soe - I; againg the * 
ter wood ſide, and Grenu, Ladꝛiere, and others on the right ſide. Spaniards, 
Jn the mean while v they were quietly entrenching of thẽſelues 

befoze the day bꝛeake, the Jealanders plaied fro their ſhips with 
their canons vpon the Doeterwoodens, but chiefly where they 
ſaw any fire o2 light, and ſhot ſter alſo, into ſome of their houſes, | 
The Paryners # french ſouldiers which were on land, caſt fier | 
likewiſe into diuers of their houſes, The captaines afoꝛeſaid res 

turning on both ſides from the lkirmiſhe ſtucke thicke into the 
grounde all alongſt the way ſtakes with long y2on pykes at the 
ende ol them, to the end p the enemie being once dꝛiuen from that 
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1 way might neuer returne thither againe, 
1 Naw when the Ozengians had taken this Churche way, en⸗ 
5 1 trenched chemſelues, placed a wardthere: they gawged it in 
"yt. thee places, to make a wap fo2 the paſſing of their gallies: In 
EY the mean while, the ſhips laden with victuals being about an hũ⸗ 
94 dzed, were ſent away, and arriued all neere the armie, two excep⸗ 
85 ted, which going out of the right wap, kell on the dy land, and ſo 


conſequently into the haudes of the enemte, And ſurelp, here 
is one thing greatly to be conſidered ok, that in the feates and 
deedes of armes or ſo great impoꝛtance, doone in the ſight and 
middeſt of thewhole foꝛce ofthe enemie, there were not aboue 
fiue o2 ſixe men ofthe Pꝛinces ſide ſlaine: But to ſay truly, this 
was Gods wozke and not mans, foz the good G O D when ie 
pleaſeth hym, keepeth and defendeth his, euen in the greateſt | 
and molt perillous dangers, to the ende hee woulde ſhewe vnto | 
R 4 Tyzants 
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Tpꝛants andpꝛoude men, that hee is able to abaſe and thꝛowe 
downe the power and ſtrength, whereolthey ſo highly bzagge, 
that thereby he might make his glozy,magniftcencc,and pꝛay ſe, 
appeare the greater. 

Then all the whole armie by Sea, and victuallers, had paſſed 
that way: The Admirall of Fluſhing directed his cour ſe to⸗ 
wardes the mecre bzidge : Neuerthclefſe, after he had ſapled 
a little way, where he thought to haue found it decpeſt, it pꝛoued 

very ſhallow. 

And then, the Zealanders ſhewed themſelues to bee men of 
great ſtomacke, tozthey, foʒ the vnburdening oftheyꝛ ſhips leapt 
pꝛeſently into the water, and like men that had rather haue car⸗ 
ried theyz veſſels away vpon they? ſhoulders, then to haue leaft 
them, by that meanes got to Meerbꝛough. 

When the Spantardes and the reſt which lay encamped 
about Socterwood Church in diners Trenches, had ſeene the 
next day in the moꝛning which was the ſecond of October, that 
the ꝛince his armie had not as pet directed her courſe towards 

Leyden, thought that becauſe they ſaw all on a light fter behinde 
them, that they meant to enclole them in Soeterwood. And 
that which moſt of all amazed them, was, that they ſawe the was 

Baldes and his ter in ſo ſhoꝛt time ryſen ſo high: And therefoꝛe Baldez, the ge⸗ 
companie take nerall ok their campe, conſidering, what aduantage the Ozenge⸗ 
A afairepaire of ans, nowe had, began to quaile, and with ſuch ſpeed left Socter⸗ 
. mood, as that hee had not the leaſure ts carry away his great oꝛ⸗ 
denance wich him. Mowbeit, hee was no ſooner fled, but that 
Alfonſe Loupes Gallio, folowed him with his ſeuen Enſignes, 
and tooke the way from Fozſcoce, though a place, whiche hee 
had fo that purpole cauſed to be heightened with boughes and 

_ fagots, 

Mhen the Admpꝛal and his retinue, were in Meirbꝛough he 
vnderſtood nothing ofthis flight, vntill it was too late: and that 
the greater number of them were gotten away. Powbeit cer⸗ 
taine Gallies cutting the way off from them, ſo bzauely played 
with the great ozvenance amongeſt the luſtie heele lifters, as 

that a good manie of them were dziuen to returne: who 


being thus kanne one kam another, de Jealanvrs 
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therctpon,getting out ofthe water, fell vpon the tay le of thoſe 
which fledde towardes Foꝛſcote, and with their longruſty pꝛa· 
ges, flew euety mothers ſonne ol them, and ſo luſtely purſued 
them, as that many ofthe Enemies running directly befoze the, 
not knowing they way, dzownedthemlelucs in the ditches and 
channelles. 

The reſt, which could not gette to Fozeſcote, fo) feare of 
the great Oꝛdenaunte ofthe Gallyes, which had cut the waye 
off from them, fled towardes Stompwpke wap , and caſting 
their weapons farinough from them,cooke their heeles towards 
Leycrvam and Fozebzough, Jn this flight, and with the batte⸗ 
ry that was the night befoze , about 200. of Baldes ſouldiers, 
were pꝛetely well cooled. 

There were alſo certeine Barkes taken, laden with Baldez 
wine, victualles, and baggage, which were deliuered to the Ad⸗ 
mirall. But here isa thing greatly to be conſidered ok, that 
notwithſtanding that the Lozd God, what by reaſon of p great 
oucrflowing of the waters, as alſo becauſe of the good counſel 
which he inſpired into them, had mightely affiſted the Ozengers, 
wherby they might vſe the fitteſt meanes fo? this purpoſe , pet 
had all this beene euen as good as nothing, ſeeing that the great 
numbers ofthe Enemp, and their foztes, ſeemed to be inuinci⸗ 
ble, it ſo be that he had not mightily feared and aſtoniſhed the. 
Fo euen at that very inſtant, ſuch a great feare came vppon the 
that lape at Leyerthoꝛpe and Lammen, as that they trembled 
withal, to ſee their compantos thus flye:and although the church 
and houſes of Socterwood, were all on a light fier , pet they 
which lap at Lammen,thought it beſt, not once to ſtirre one ſtep 
from thence, 

But to returne nowe againe to the Leydens, ithath heres 
tokoze beene ſapde, That the Meſſengers whiche came krõ Ley⸗ 
den to the yunces j2aup, bꝛought Doues with them, one of 
which was ſent backe agatne , who fapthfully carryed ouer her 
Letters: and beſide, the Lepdens looked foz none other newes 
no aduertiſments,but when they ſhould iſſue out of the Town, 
to ſet vpon the fozt and trench of Lammen : which thing was 
witten vnto them the firſt of October, howbeit, the flying polte 
did not her duetie, but was the firſt, * came the next daye to 
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the town, ſo that the citizens gaue not the ſigne, which they wer 
appoynted to doe, and therfoze Admirall Boylot, who firlt arri⸗ 
ued at the wyues bꝛidge, thought the Towne had beene peelded 
vp, becauſe the Citizens were ſo ſtill. Do wbeit, when the Citi⸗ 
ʒens lawthe ſier at Soeter wood, but eſpecially the Church, co 
be on a light ficr,knowing right well chat the Spaniardes lape 
there, and were rounde about well fo2tified in their trenches, 
they all merueilous ioyfully leaped vpon the Rampars , not⸗ 
withſtanding the Enemies being welfoztifiedin Lammen fozt, 
the Cannon playing bꝛauely from the trench againſt the Ozen⸗ 
gers Armpꝛand beſides, their ſeeing in the afternoone 300. ſol⸗ 
diers at Cronſtone, decayed houſe : Wherefoze they catyed 
their Enſignes to the Rampars, andtyed them tothe Wynde 
mylles ſayles, in token that they were of good courage, and mes 
ry. And afterward , cauſed theſe foure poyntes of the great pes 
naltie to be pꝛoclaymed. | 

Firſt, that no women, voung childzen,no2 people vnmeeteto 
beare armes,ſhould come to the Rampars: and that as many as 
did beare armes, muſt be with their accuſtomed armour q wea · 
pon, in his quarter, and place appoynted. 

That they which had watche the night befoꝛe, ſhould bee the 
next time at the body of their ward. 

That none ofthem ſhould depart from the Rampars , bntill 
the ag iſtrate calleu fo2 them. 

That all Boates and Barkes, ſhoulde departe out of the 
mapne Channelles and ſtreames, into the ſide ditches oꝛ creeks, 
to the ende that the ſhippes which were to come into the town, 
ſhould no way be topped, but haue free paſſage : chat the Citi⸗ 
zens might helpe them, whether it were in the deepe, on the ſide, 
oz in the comming out, accozding as they ſawe it needefull and 
neceſſary. 

Then che Burroughmaiſters, ſhewed che ſhippes to their 
Citizens, ſaying: Beholde louing fellowe Citizens, here 
behinde this foꝛte, is nowe, bꝛead, what thinke von of it, ſhall we 
let it alone there: Then cryed the Citizens with one voyce,nay, 
but let vs rather pull downe the gate with our naples, chen ſul⸗ 
ker it to be ſtayed befoze Lammen. 
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Nowe, when the Admiraſl had foz two cauſes , made the 
great Artillary to be zought thyough Soeterwood to Papen 
meere: Firlt fo2 that, from thence Lammen fot was farre nee⸗ 
rer on the left ſive: Secondly,becaule the ſhppes with victuals, 
might annoy one the other at Pecrbzough: and ſo cauſe great 
mcombꝛaunce, ik ſo be the Enemy, (as hath beene afozeſapde) 
were not diſcomtited. 

The Spanpardes merueilouſly played with their great oꝛ⸗ 
denaunce agapnſt che Ozengers army, both from Lammen 
foꝛt, and alſo from James Nychollosfozte at UWedde: ſo that 
they ſlew with one Cannon ſhotte ſeauen ofthe Admyzals men 
at a blowe, making thereby, the wozlde beleeue that they were 
fully determined to keepe the ſayde foxtes. But becauſe this 
Trenche ok Lammen was the chiekeſt which the Punces peda 
ple moſt feared, by reaſon it ſtoode on the hyer grounde, J haue ,; — — 
thought good to make ſome {mall diſcription of the ſcituatiõ 
thereof, | 

This place ſtandetb in a playne fielve, hauing no hye ground 
noꝛ hilles about it, and all the Channelles and ſtreames were | 
quite and cleane dammed vp, about a quarter ofa mylłe from the 
Towne, And the ſtreame which runnech towardes Delft, is 
like the bowte of a mans arme, and on the one ſide therof run⸗ 
neth a Channell from it as karre as the Rhtne , and on the | 
other ſide , an other Channell running towardes Soeterwood! 
the reſt of this place with ditching and ramparing,mixht eaſi⸗ 
Ive haue beene made ſuret ſtrong, by reaſon ofthe ſtoze of trees | 
growing round about it. | 

The Rainpare oi this Trench was reaſonably thicke, but 4 6 
vet nat able to hould out the Cannon ſhot: It was alſo well h 
furniſhed with great Dwenaunce, ſouldiers, æ with what ſocuer | 
cls neceſſary foxa Trenche, ſo that (in any mans reaſon) if 
the Spanpardes had wel kept this one onely Trench, ß Ozen⸗ 
gers Armpe had neuer beene able to haue paſſed, without the 
great loſſe of men. And yet notwithſtanding, the ſrength 


8 hcreof, the Admpzall certeinelye determined, to ſette vpon The Admiralt 
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ta ſee where he might, to the moſt aduauntage plant his Owe⸗ 
naunce, where they found, that they might plante two dempe 
Cannans at the cozner of a channel, but not without great paine 
and perrill, 

This night, che Admirall wzote to his Excellency, of all this 
ſituation afozeſapd,and withall, how he meant the next mozrow 
to batter it, But if ſa be the thing fel not out as he looked fo? þ he 
would be contenced, vntill ſuch time as the water ſhould ware 
deepe, chat it might be nauigable on the one ſide ouer their land. 
And although his Excellency,had committedthe whole dealing 
hereof into the handes of God, yet theſe newes, pleaſed him no 
whit, but greatly doubted of the deliueraunce of Leyden,aſwell 
becauſe ofthe reaſons afozeſaid, as alſo fo) that he feared , there 
could be noſufficiencbzeach made, to giue the aſſault,conſiderimg 
wich all the fewneſle of his men. Howbeit the Lozdof hoſtes 
would alone pꝛouide fo2 all theſe difficulties , and [mall hope, 
and giue the honour to his molt mightie arme to the ende, men 
might vnderſtand, that although they knew many pꝛactiſes, fox 
. the vanquilhing of the Enemp, pet, that all ſhould be in vaine, & 
to no purpolſ e, without he put to his helping hand, and the vic⸗ 
tozie, to come from bim alone. 

Fog, after that the two Admiralles, the third of October 
had very ear ly in the mozning laped open the channelles, which 
were merueilouſly choked vp with great ſtakes and pyles , fo 
the planting (as befoze hath been laid, of their artillary, and bats 
tering of Lammen fozt, they perceiued that the Lozd God had 
pꝛeuented them, and would not haue the Enemy dziuen awaye 
bythe koꝛce of men. F02 he had dziuen ſuch a feare into 5 hearts 
of the Enemp, as that they made aſhamefull flight, caſting their 
Arcillary into the ditches and channelles: Inſomuch, that this 
night, they foꝛſooke the ſtrong trench of Lammen, Powbeit 
chere was neuer a man, eyther without, o2 pet within the Town 
that once vnderſtood ofthis flight and retraicte:although in very 
deede, a great nopſe was heard in the night, as they ſdonke a 
great peece of Dwenanuce,in the channell right befoze the ſald 


kt: Heuerthelelle, there was a young ſiripling. who wats 
ching that night on the Rampare,ſaw many light matches goe 
nd therfoze he 

pꝛeſumed, 


out of the Fozte, and none returne againe: 
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a8 indeede it was true, that the Spaniardes had fozſaken thejing g 


fozte of Lammen, which thing he opened, and craued leaue, toto the magt- 
goe thyther: Nowe, this his requeſt, was eaſily grauntedAeate ta: vm 
him , with pzomile of ſixe Flozns., to ſape, if the Cnempe allen. 
were there, that hee ranue out of the Towne foz verpe hun- 

ar, 
- Then hee was come to the fozte, and found neuer a man 
there be wayued with his cappe, but pet fo2 all this the Townſ⸗ 
men beleeued him not becauſe they doubted, that the Spantary 
by ſome lleight had ſo commaunded him: Neuertheleſle, when 
they ſawe, that an other which followed him palſed befoze the 
foꝛte towardes the Admpꝛall, wading vp to the knees; to ſalute 
him, great ioy and myꝛth was made on euer y ſide, And ther⸗ 
vpon che valyaunt Captayne Gerard Lane, tooke his way with 
his Aduenturers towardes Lammenfozte, vntyl he came to the 
firſt place that was ſtrengthened with pples, where he received 
with greatioye the Admpzalles two firſt Gallyes, Foz the 
Admpzall being a man of iudgement, and not light of beelicfe, 
hadde ſente theſe two Gallpes befoze , which founde all to 
bee true, that was coulde him: to wytte, that they had left the 
Foxce, and ſaonke two great peeces of Ozdenaunce in the 
Channell. 
After that the paſſages were layde open, and cleared of the 
pyles, che Admpzall Lewys Boyſot, ioyfully pꝛayũng GD, Sb. Admira?? 
made out the Uauntguarde towardes Lepden,where hec quiet; Laren. 
lye cutred at eyght of che clocke in the mozning, 

And Adzyan Gupllanne the Admpꝛal of ʒierickſea ledde the 
Rerewarde. But it was a lamentable thing to ſee, the miſe⸗ 
rable ſtarued people deuoure the rawe Herringes , which the 
Admpꝛall at his entrie, cal vnto che people: and likewiſe the 
bzeade, whereof, ſome ot them eate io greedely , as if they 
ſhoulde neuer haue beene filled: Mhereupon, many of them 
which ſo fed, ſurteited, and by litle and litle, great numbers died 
thereof, 
On the other ſide ofthe Towne, towards Harlem Meere, 

were thzee Gallpes of Amſterdam, who nowe and then ſaluted 
the Towne with the Cannon: But when they perceyued the 


ayde, and with all che Artyllarpe of the Towne they my 
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ſo heartily afeard, as that they pacte awaye with all their whole 
company, 

hen the Aompꝛals were in the Towne, they with theyz 
retynue, and Citizens, went to the Church, to thanke God with 
all cheir heartes, foꝛ his laying vader the water, the fteldes, and 
dꝛye lande, and conducting ofthem to the deſiered place and 
potte. 

Baldes his people, who the dap befoze fozſooke their foꝛtes, 
had fiered Soeter wood but chiefly TUeppotte,and being ſhiken 
wich feare , fozſooke alſo the third of October, their Cabyns, 
without burning; ofthem, but eſpecially the fozte of Leperthozp,. 
and all chereabout. Aoꝛ although they were aboue thꝛee, to one 
Oꝛenger, who whenthey were altogether, were not boch of {ol- 
diers, maryners, and others which bart Armes, beſides thoſe 
whiche had the leading of the vitcualles, aboue two thouſande 
fine hundzed, whereas Baldez men, alter their own reckoning, 
were, betwixt cleauen andniene thouſand at leaſt, as alſo map 
berye well app:are by their Letters aboue mentioned: But 
the Almighty God, as befoze hath beene ſapde,fo2 the deltuerice 
of his people,ſtrooke them with a merueilous greatterro2, as 
he in olde time ſtroke Senacherib, foꝛ the deliuerye of his peo⸗ 
ple Iſrael, And A chinke, that if the Hiſpantolized Lepdens, 


woulde conkeſſe the trueth (as ſome ofchem haue already done 


at Leyerthozpe) they wouldeteſtifte that feare was the cauſe. 
Fo) th? Ozengers are not aſhamed, fo2 their partes to confeſſe, 
that iftheir hope and confidence had not been in an inuiſible ayde, 
and that they befoꝛe hand ſawe, that thing, which now they ſee, 
to wit, p the Towne being on euery ſive encompaſſed, with ſo 
manye Trenches and Bulwarkes, as that it was vnlike ly that 
they euer once durſt haue attempted, to reuictualland ſuccour 
the Towne with ſo fewe people. But the Lozde God would 
needes ſhewe his mightie hand and ſtretched out arme, to the 
end chat all gloꝛy might be giuen to his heauenly wildome and 
goodneſſe. | 

And wee are not here to foꝛqet a very great and meruei⸗ 
lous accivent, to wit, that the ſelfe ſame night , wherein che 
Spanparde fozſaoke the Fotte of Lammen, there fell downe a 


paue of che wall, and vauntmure of the — — 
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Cow gate and Bourgoine Tower , ſire and twentie Poles 
fone, ſo that there was a byeache made without any batcerye, 
Tfthe Enempe had had this aduauntage befoze, to wit, two oz 
thꝛee nightes befoze, when as they thought, in the night, by 
ſcale, to haue ſurpꝛiſed the Town at Hooge woert Gate, which 
they lcaled, and thought to haue wonne, becauſe a fonde pounge 
MVench had giuen them to vnderſtande, that the watch was very 
ſmall; Howbeit, they founde it otherwiſe . Foz, befoze ſuch 
time as thee Parquebouzes were diſcharged, they all retyezed: 
No doubt of it, they might haue thought the ſame, to bee as 
woonderkull a thing, as the Citizens nowe make ofthis, hurte 
and keare onelye crcepted, becauſethat they? reache was made 
without batterye: But it pleaſed the Lozde G O D to deale 
otherwile with the Citizens: fo2 they, in ſtet de of takinge of 
harme, receiued benefit, Fon, the great noyſe was it, that 
encreaſed the feare of the Enempe, by reaſon they thought, 
that the Citizens had ſalted out of the Towne , to charge 
them in the face, and the Ozengers on the backe, and ther⸗ 
foze had the Townſmen ſo much the moze cauſe to pꝛayſe the 
Lozd. 

hen the Admpꝛall was come to Leyden, hee foxthwich 
mote to his Excellencye lying at Delfe , how that God had 
ſtriken the Enemy with ſuch an hoꝛrible feare, as that they hadde 
fozſaken the foꝛt of Lammen, which was the caule of his entryt 
into the Towne. 

This Letter was carytd to his Eecellency the 3. of Octo⸗ 
ber, and deliuered vnto him at two of the clock in the afternoon, 
being at the Sermon. which without all doubt, were other ma» 
ner ok newes then that came in themoming : Tlherefoze, 
ſo ſoone as the French Sermõs were ſiniſhed, he cauſed the mi⸗ 
niſter, openly to reade the Letter, moſt thankfully and ioyſully 
p}ayſing the Loꝛd. The like alſo was done at the 2, great chur⸗ 
ches,ſo that theſe newes were ioyfully ſpꝛed all ouer, in a verye 
great Company and Congregation of the people, and in his ex⸗ 
tellencies pꝛeſence. The ſame alſo was done in the reſt of the 
Towns of Holland, with bonſiers, and ſuch like tokens of ioye. 

After that the Admyꝛals had thus victualled the Towne of 


Leyden,cyanked and pꝛap led the lozd of his W 
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Cytizens, and filled them wich meate, cheppurſaedche-vics 
toe, and kell vppon the Enempe that lave entrenched about 
Leyertho2pe, 

The Trenche at Leperthozpe was wonderfullſfronge,and 
they which lap there greatly bꝛagged, and tolde the meſſengers 
which came thyther, of their merueilous fozce , which tended, 
as it nowe fell out, to their greater ſhame, and the Lopes far 
greater honour: and moꝛe viſlanouſly foꝛſooke che Foꝛtes and 
Trenches of Hape, and che Oldwatring, where they had remai⸗ 
neda kall peare and a daye Fo? a verp (mall number of the 
Pyzinces Uauntcurrers, which, as it is lapde was not aboue a 
doſen, put two ofthe Enemies Enlignes to flight : ſome of 
which fled with ſuch ſpeede, as that they ceaſed not running vns 
till they came to the gates of Amſterdame, ſaping, in their own 
excuſe, that all che whole Campe was diſcomficedand put to 
flight. At che ſame time likewiſe, did Baldez his people foꝛſake, 
not onely Gaude ſcluſe Trenches, but allo allthereſt, to the 
number ok two and twentie, ſaue Madding alone, where remats 
ned certeine ſouldters fo the freeing ofthe paſſage, Nowe, 
in this voyage and expedition, there were no moe of the Piin-* 
ces parte ſlatze, then foztte , but of che Enemies, by they: 
own confeſlis, aboue athouſaud, Howbcit,here is one thing not 
to be foꝛgotten, which the ſapde Baldez lefte in his Lodginge, 


to wit, che Towne of Lepden pyctured, witch all her ropall

wapes, pathes, and Channelles of water, and all in ſuch ma⸗

propter aquam, & non per vim Inimicorum, That is to ſape, 

Farewell Leyden, and all the (mall Caſtelles about thee, fo? 

the Waters haue amen or yon, and not the koꝛce of the 

Enemy. 

I confeſſe in deede, that the waters were one ofthe pꝛinci⸗ 
pall meanes to cauſe Baldes leaue the Town and Trenches: 
But if he woulde haue ſpoken truely, he ſhould haue ſayde: Ic 
is the myghtye and ſtrong arme of the Lozve which bath enkoꝛ⸗ 
ced me to leaue you, who hath put me fn ſuch a terryble keare, 

a3 chat 3 „ neuer fledd out of Perſia wich _ 
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diſhonour, neither Timothe towards Gazara, no? yet Lyſias frũ 
the Pachabees, then J and my people, O Leyden, haue bin d2i« 


uen to leaue thee and all my foꝛtes. 
hen his Excellency had heard of the fozeſalde newes, he His Exceneng 


went the next da yto Leyden, giuing the citizens great thanks, $9*% is Lexdc. 
both fo? their fidelity, and alſo foꝛ their ſo valiantly defending of 
themſelues without ſouldiers, againſt lo populous an enemy, 
and there foꝛe told them, that both they and their childꝛen ſhould 
be well rewarded fo their great trauell. And after ward, he ſet 
an oꝛder in euery thing, as wel about 5 affaires of the Towne, 
as ofthe warres, to the end he might make his pꝛolit of che vic⸗ 
toꝛp, which the Low had giuen him. 
Howbeit foz the greater manifeſtation ofthe wonderful woꝛks 
of & O D, J haue one thing moze heere to ſpeake of whiche 
is not to be paſſed ouer in ſilence, and that is this, that the foure 
of October che winde being then at the Southeaſt, & che nexe 
3.02 4. dates following, ſo luſtely blowing vp at the Moꝛtheaſt, 
as that no mã without great danger, was able to paſte fro Delft 
to Leyden, becauſe the water as faſt as was poſſible left 5; fields, 
and returned againe to Sea. 
Ouer and beſides the victuals afozeſaid, which were bꝛoughe 
to Leyden, his Extellency, and his counſel thought it good, that 
allthe reſt ofche Townes round there about, ſhould ayde and 
aſſiſt the pooze familhed Leydens, to the ende that the miſerable 
ſoules who had ſo long time got nothing, but conſumed al their 
moueable goodes might be cholpen, and lo the rich mens vic⸗ 
tuals thereby laſt the longer. 
Fox which cauſe, the deputies of Delft, went all Delft though 
wich their Maggons and Boates, gathering among eſt the Ci⸗ 
tizens, great ſtoze of Bꝛead, Butter, Fleſh, Cheeſe, Lard, F iſh. 
and money, to the value ofa 1000, Flozing and better. Which 
did not onely mightely helpe the pooꝛe, but alſo ſo eaſed the rich 
as that the Towne was therby likewiſe reuictualled, which en- 
creaſed not only a farre greater amity, betweene the Townes, 
but confirmed alſo their alliance, a great deale the mote. 
And although al the wozldknoweth,Þ not only this warre of 
Leyden, but alſo ofthe whole low r taken in bands 
par tip 
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partely fo2 the vefence ofthe lybertie of the Countrey, pet (hall 
it better appeare by certeine peeces of Artillary, which the E 
nemies of the lybertie ofit , had cauſed to be made, to the vtter 
abolyſbing of the whole libertie thereof, as by the manner of it 
cuen very nowe, we ſhall vaderſtande, Foz, the Leydens bee⸗ 
ing thus diſtrelled about the lybertie of the lame, and in the 
ende delyuered, founde the verve ſame daye of their {ybercye 
and delyueraunce, a very great peece of Dzdenaunce , named 

the Lybertie, which the Spanpardes had ſoonke in the mid» 
deſt of the Channell, The Loꝛd ther foze graunt them, that they 
map with all pꝛeſerue the libertie of their Country, and ble it to 
his glozp. 

The 8. ol October, his Excelleney departed from Leyden to⸗ 
wardes Haye, where be tooke ozder, ik it were poſſible, fo2 the 
conſeruation and holding of the place, as the onely key of Har⸗ 
lem Pecre. 

Cbe g. day his Exceltency went to Battde ſcluſe, about the 
oꝛdering of all thinges neceſlary there, where was a very ſtrong) 
Trench: But by reaſoa of the daungerous diſeaſe which his hei⸗ 
ghneſſe had at Roterodam, the Spaniards pꝛeſumed, that the 
warre was made in his name being dead: and therefoze two 
Spantardes were ſent to Leyden with Paſſepoze from Julyan 
Romero to ſee ifhe were aliue: and if they found him ſo, that 
they ſhould talke with his Excellency about the deltuery of M. 
S. Aldegonde , in exchaung ok Colonnell Bondzagon, 
whereupon they agreed: and when his Excellency had dilpat⸗ 
ched their Paſſepozte and Letters, hee within two houres after, 
ſent them away, And after that his Excellency, foꝛ the cauſes 
aboueſayde ſuffyciently ſet down, had chaunged the great coun⸗ 
ſel of Leyden, the 14. ok that month, hee tooke his way to Gaude 
the 15. where P. S. —— hauing remayned pꝛiſoner about 
a peares ſpace, returned franke and free, and was with top rec ei⸗ 
ued of many good people. 

A litle while after, that the ſayde Baldez was come to Har⸗ 
lem, he dayly lamented and bewapled his great miſhappe ; Fox 
there beganne a great vp202e amongſt his ſouldiers, and they 
moꝛtally haced him, and gaue it openly out, chat he had wn 
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koꝛ the Leydens, and recein'd ol thẽ two barrelles of gold foꝛ þ 
ſauing ol the Towne : Inſomuch that this bꝛute, together the 


Arreragts ofchetr pape, foꝛ many moencthes, gaue them ſuch oc- 
caſion, ſo to diſdayne, and miſlike him, as that they tooke him 
pꝛtloner, and alter they had placed ene Eletto in higrowne , to 


be their goueruour, they cauſed him „ witte Letters to the aides his G1, 
great Commaundatoꝛ of Caſtll, to ſer'd them the ir pay with, dicrs mutyre, 


in tenne dayes, oz els they weulde ſecke ſome other place of 
ſcruice, and get money where it was to be had. 

When the tenne dapes were exppꝛed, which was aboute a 
moneth after the deliueraunce of Leyden, they foꝛſakinge the 
Sclule of Paelland, Leyerdam, Fozeſcote, Falkenbzough, 
and other places, aſſembled themſelues on foote and hoꝛ ſeback, 
betwirt ſixe and ſeauen thoͤuſand men, both of Spantards, Al- 
mapnes, and Wallons , and leauing the whole Countrep of 


Southhollande, tooke che way to Harlem, and Amſterdame, Bades coulnt- 
but when they found the Gates ſhutte vppon them, they mar⸗ we — to 
ched towar des Utright, where they hoped to be payed : ſo that at. 


the Countrey of Hollande , foz that tyme, thzough the great 
goodneſſe of G O D, was quite and cleane rid ok choſe Ene⸗ 
mies.

AAhen the Spanpardes and their Companye were arryued 
the eighte ol December befoze Utright, the Lowe of Hierges, 
Floion, and Baldez pꝛoclaymed them his Maieſties Enemies, 
by which meane, it was lawefull foꝛ the Citizens to kill as ma · 
ny of them as they could catch: ſoꝛ perfourming wherof, a litle 
eutreatie would haue ſerued: wherkoze the Spantardes hadde 
houghtthat day with them, pytch, ſtrawe, and goonpowder, to 
ſet NAeerd Gate on fer : But the Citizens valyantlye ſalying 
out of the Towne, ſo bꝛauely repulſed them, as that they flewe 
about fiftye Dpanpardes. But not being contented herewith, 
they, che 17. ok the ſayd moneth, about the day bzeake, iſſuied ouc 
ofthe ditches, wich their Eletto John Bianco, to ſcale Sante 
Ratherines Gate, æ ſome of them hauing entred befoze day, lle w 
certein of þ watch:howbeit p ſaid John Bianco hauing won þ

Foꝛthe Cytizens were ſo fleſht on them, and therby ſo enboul⸗ 
dened againſt them. and they of the Caſtle, fo holpe the Spa- 
nyardes, by the annoying of the Citizens with their great Oꝛ⸗ 
denance, as that there were but 200. Spaniar des laid on Gods 
deare earth. 

Nowe after that the Leydens had firſt thanked God, and 
next his Excellency, as befoze hath beene ſayde, they thanked 
alſo the Admyꝛall Boyſot, and pꝛeſented him with a chapne of 
golde, hauing hanging at it a great picture of gold.

very well experimented, as well in warre like Affayzes as in 
matters of ſtate, who had very faithfully doone to the ſaid pꝛince 
and Eſtates ot Holland and Jealand many good offices and ſers 
uices. 

And although that this Towne was no way able to hol de

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the Nobilitie, Cities, and embers of Bzabant, Flaunders, 
Artois, Paynault, Nalencien, Lyſle, Dowap, and Ozchies, Na- 
mure, Tournay, Tourneſp, Utright, and Malines, repꝛeſenting 
the Eſtates of the ſaied Countries: And the Pꝛince of Ozenge, 
the Eſtates and Cities of Holland and Zealand , and their Afſos 
ciates, by the Commillaries of either ſide, reſpectiuely deputed: 
To witt, the Reuerend Father Dan Jhon of Lynden, Abbot of 
HSainct Gertrude in Louuaine, Dan Giflain, Abbott of Saince 
13eters in Gant, Dan Mathewe, Abbot of Sainct Siflain cho⸗ 
ſen Biſhop ok Arras, Loꝛd Jhon of Mole, Maiſter of Dctingue, 
Paiſter Frances Alewin, Maiſter of Sueuegem, Gouernour 
| | and Taptaine of Andenerde, and Commiſfarie fo2 the renuyng 
ok the Magiſtrates in Flanders, Maiſter Charles Gaure, Low 
of Freʒin, Rnightes: Paiſter Elbert Leonine Doctoꝛ ofthe law, 
and pꝛokeſſoʒ in y Umuerſite of Louuain:Maiſter Peter Beure, 
Counſeller to his Maieſtie, in his Counſell in Flaunders, and 
Maiſter Quintin ÞPytetz high Sherite of Mons in Paynault, 
With Thon de Penants , a Counſeller alſo and Maiſter of his 
Paieſties Chamber of Accomptes in Bꝛabant: The honozable 
= Secretarie on the behalfe of the ſaied Eſtates of Bꝛabant, Flan⸗ 
ders, Artois, Daynault, xc. And Maiſter Phillip Marnix Mai⸗ 
ſter of Sainct Aldegond, Arnold Thoꝛpe, Maiſter of Teemſick: 
Villpam Juilen of Newftelve , Maiſter of Heexartbergue E⸗ 
ſquire:Maiſter Adꝛyan Myle, Doctoꝛ of the Lawes, and one of 
his Excellencies Counſell, and alſo ofthe Pꝛouinciall Counſell 
of Holland: Maiſter Coznelius Ryng, a pꝛactiʒer of the Lawes, 
and an other of his Excellencies Counſell:Maiſter Paule Buys 
an Aduocate of Holland: Maiſter Peter Riche, Baylife of Fluſ- 
ſhyng : Anthony Sickell, Counſeller of Jealand, and Adzpan 
Hong, Burrough maiſter of Middlebꝛough, foꝛ the ſaied oꝛince, 
the Eſtates of Holland, Jealand, and their A ſſociates.accoꝛdyng 
to the tenure of their Commiſſion , inſerted at the ende of this 
preſent Treatie made and eſtabliſhed: Therein is concluded be⸗ 
tweene the parties afozeſaied , an euerlaſtyng and firme peace, 
e Union, vppon the conditions herealter enſu⸗ 
Th Firſt, that all offences, iniuries, faultes, and damages, com Articles of 
mitte by reaſon ok the troubles, betweene the Enhabitauntes oy — —— | 
Aa.uj. ee . 
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tompꝛiſed within this pꝛeſent Treatie , 02 in what ſo2te ſoeuer, 
ſhall be pardoned, foꝛgotten, and taken; as though thei had neuer 
becne, ſo that no mention hereafter ſhall euer bee made of thoſe 
matters, oꝛ yet any man accuſed about them. 

2 The ſaied Eſtates of Bꝛabant, Flanders, Artois, Hay⸗ 
nault,*+c,and alſo the ꝛince: The Eſtates of Holland, 3ealand, 
and their Aſlociates:doe without hypocriſie and in truthe, accoz⸗ 
dingly pꝛomiſe hereafter to obſerue , and cauſe all the reſt of the 


Countries to perfozme and keepe a firme and inuiolable amitie 


and peate: and likewiſe at all ſuche tyme and tymes as orcaſion 
ſhall ſerue, to helpe one an other, both with their counſell⸗deede, 
bodies, and goodes: but eſpecially fo2 the dʒiuyng and keepyng 
out of all Spanyardes and foꝛraine Souldiers, from the Lowe 
Countries, who with teeth and naile haue gone about contrarie 
to all lawe and equitie, to put to death all the Lozdes and Noble 
men, becauſe thei them ſelues would haue holde, occupie, aud en⸗ 
ioye the riches and wealthe of the foꝛeſaied Countries , and be- 
ſides would reduice, and bꝛyng the people ints perpetuall ſlaue⸗ 
rie. And there foꝛe, that thei would both foꝛ that, and foꝛ all other 
matters, to be furniſhed with all thynges necelſarie fo2 the with⸗ 
ſtandyng of as many, 8s would in deede take vpon them, to op⸗ 
pole them ſelues againſt the ſaied Conkederates and Allies, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing to be alwaies readie to yeeld vnto all nece ſſarie and rea⸗ 
ſonable contributions and impoſitions. 

Ft is auer and beſides agreed, that ſoone alter that the ſaid 
Spanpardes and their Adherentes ſhall be departed, and that all 
thynges ſhalbe at quiet and in ſafetie, either partie ſhall be bound 
to pꝛocure, and that very ſpeedely and carefully, a conuocation 
and aſſemble of the generall Eſtates, in ſuche maner and fozme 
as u as in that tyme, whereas Charles the fiir Emperour , of 
moſt famous memonie. graunted and aſſigned auer, theſe Lowe 
Countries into the handes of bis Maieſtie eur ſoueraigne and 
redoubted Loꝛde, fo the oꝛderyng of the Affaires of the Lowe 
Countries both generally and particulerlp, aſwell in the matter 
and exerciſe of Religion, in Holland, Zealand, Bommell, and o⸗ 
ther places their Aſſociates, as alſo foꝛ reſtitution of the Foꝛtes, 
greate Ownaunce, Shippes, and other thynges appertainyng 
to his Paleſtie, by the ſaied Hollanders , and Zealanders taken 

duryng 
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duryng the ſaied trouvles, ox otherwiſe, as tothe ſeruice of his 
Maieſtie, che pꝛoſperitie and vnitie ofthe Countries ſhall apper · 
taine:where, neither on the one ſide oz yet on the other, ſhall be a« 
ny moꝛe contradiction, lett, oz delaie, in reſpect of the oꝛdenauu⸗ 
ces, ſentences, and reſolutions, whiche there were made and 02- 
dained , then foz the execution of them what ſoeuer : whereunto 
the parties afozeſated fully and wholp , haue in truthe ſubmitted 
them ſelues. 

4 Tbat the Enhabitauntes bothe on the one ſive and on the 
other, ol what Countrie ſocuer hereabout, oꝛ of what eſtate, qua 
litie, 92 condition ſoeuer thei bee: mate notwithſtandyng , fre- 
quent, aud alſo come, tarrie, and traffique here, bothe freely and 
ſafely in the trade of Marchaundize, oz otherwiſe. Pꝛouided al- 
waies, that it ſhall not bee lawfull no tollerable, foꝛ the Pollan⸗ 
ders, Jealanders, oz any other, ot what Countrie, condition, and 
qualitte ſoeuer thet bee, to attempt hereabout, out ofthe ſated 
Countries of Holland, Zealand, and the places their Alſociates, 
againſt the common quiet and peace, eſpecially againſt the Ca- 
tholique Romiſhe Religion, and exerciſe thereof, to wong, o2 
ſtirre vp either in woꝛde 02 deede: neither pet by any ſuche like 
meane giue offence, vppon paine to be punithed as a diſturber of 
the common quiet, to the example of all others. 

5 Tothe ende, that no man in the meane while, might vpon 
the ſuddaine bee ouertaken, oꝛ come within daunger: It is fur- 
ther agreed, that all the Commiſſions heretofoze made and pu⸗ 
bliſhed as touchyng Mereſie, together the oꝛdenaunces vpon life 
and death made by the Duke of Alua, with the purſute and exe⸗ 
cution of them, ſhall ſurceaſe, vntill ſuche tyme as the generall 
Eſtates ſhall therein, haue taken other oꝛder. Alwates pꝛouided, 
that there be nooffence giuen, as befoꝛe hath been ſaied, 

6 That the pꝛince ſhall continue Lozde Admpꝛall, and his 
Paieſties Liutenauut of Hollande, Zealande, Bommell, and 0- 
thers their Aſlociates, and be all at his commaunde ment, as pꝛe⸗ 
ſently it is, with all the ſelf and ſame Jultices, Officers and Pa⸗ 
giſtrates, and no waie to be chaunged, without his will and con · 
ent: and the ſame alſo to ſtande thzouch all the Cities, Tounes, 
and places whiche his Ercellencie pꝛeſently holoeth, vntill ſuche 

tyme as the generall Eſtates, after the departure of the Syau-

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vardes, ſhall ſet ſome other oder therein. 

That as concernyng the Townes and places compitſed 
within his Maieſties Commiſſion, by hym receiued, whiche are 
not now at the commaundement, and vnder the obedience of his 
Excellencie:Shall in that point furceaſe, vntill ſuche tyme as the 
ſaied Townes and places hauyng topnedthem ſelues with the 
reſt of the Eſtates in this vnion and acco2de;his Excellencie ſhall 
haue ſatiſfied them in all ſuche pointes , as thei could iuſtly finde 
them ſelues agreeued, and in whiles he gouerned, demimſhed, 
whether it were in reſpect of the exerciſc of Religion, 02 others 
wiſe,aſwellto the end, that the Pꝛauinces might not be diſmem⸗ 
b2ed.,as alſo fo2 the auoidyng of diſcoꝛde and diſſention. 

8 That in the meane tyme, no Commiſſions , PPꝛoclima⸗ 
tions, Tollerations no) exploites of the ſaied Countries, vuder 
the ſaied Pꝛince his Gouernement, chall take any place, other 
then ſuche as ſhall by his Excellencie, oz his Counſell, be decreed 
and allowed, either els by the Magiſtrates oz Officers there ap⸗ 
pointed, and thoſe alſo to bee ſuche, as ſhall in no caſe in tyme to 
come, bee pꝛeiudiciall to the iurildiction of his Maieſties greats 
Counlell, - 

9 It is alſo conditioned, that all men which haue been taken 
Pyiſoners , by reaſon of the troubles paſſed, namely the Count 
Bollu, ſhall bee ſett free without any Raunſome, ſaue onely the 
charges of the Pꝛiſon, although the Raunſomes(befoze the date 
of cheſe pꝛeſentes) were paied, oꝛ agreed vpon to be paied. 

10 It is mozeouer couenãted and agreed, that the ſaid}9zince 
and all the reſt of the Mobilitie, Knights, perticuler Gentlemen, 
and Subiectes, of what eſtate, qualitie, oꝛ condition ſocuer they 
bee, together their endowed TWidowes, Childzen, and Enheri⸗ 
tours, ſhall mutually be re ſtoꝛed, as if thei had neuer been attain⸗ 
ted, and repoilefle all their Landes and Poſſeſſions , Gooddes, 
Pꝛerogatiues, Actions and Debtes, which are not ſolde, in ſuche 
maner and condition, as the afoꝛeſaied thynges pꝛeſently are, 
and to this effect therefoꝛe, are all defaultes, Rebellions,Arrefts, 
Sentences, Saiſures, and Executions, which haue been graun⸗ 
ted and made, from the beg innyng of the troubles in the yeare 
1566. alwell concernyng the cauſe of Religion, as alſo fo2 the 
takyng of Armes,and what ſoeuer enſued thereon, made vtterly

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vopde and ok none effect , And the ſame, with all their Actes and 
Actitates, dꝛawue and ſet doune in wzityng, ſhall be made voyde 
and razed out of their Regiſters , without it be needefull foꝛ the 
takyng of ſome other Juſtructions, o2 els fot the obtainyng of 
ſome other tolleration then this pzeſeut Treatie, Neuertheleſſe, 
what ſoeuer Incoꝛpoꝛation, Rightes, Cuſfomes,Þnuiledges, 
Pꝛeſcriptions, aſwell Legale, Conugationale, Cuſtomary, as 
Locale: no2 pet any other exceptions what ſoeuer to the contra⸗ 
rie, whiche herein, oz in any other matters els, concerupng the 
ſaied troubles, ſhall bee voyde and of none effect, as beyng thyn- 
ges (ik neede were) hereunto eſpecially derog atoꝛie, neither is a 
ſetled lawe any generall derogation, without there bee ſome koz⸗ 
mer mention thereof made, 

11 It is alwaies pꝛouided, that herein ſhall bee compyiſed, 
fo2 the enioipng ofthis pꝛeſent benefite, the right honozable L a- 
die, now wife to the right noble Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
Electoꝛ, ſometyme the Loꝛd of Bꝛederede his Widowe,ſofarre 
fothe as concerneth the Countrie of Ayane, and the reſt of the 
Goodes and Poſſeſſions there, wherein the ſaied Counteſſe Pa⸗ 
latine, oꝛ any other that taketh her cauſe in hand, maie haue lawe 
and Juſtice. 

12 There ſhall like wiſe herein be ckompꝛiſed the Count Bu⸗ 
ren, ſo karre fooꝛth as toucheth the Citie and Caſtle of the Coun⸗ 
trie of Buren, and the ſame inioye, as his owne pꝛoper Gooddeg 
and Poſſeſſions, after that the Garniſon is diſplaced, 

13 All the pdillers, Trophees, Inſcriptions, and other Yo» 
numentes, whiche the Duke of Alua cauſed moſt diſhonoꝛably 
and ſhamefullp to bee erected and ſet vp, aſwell of the thynges a⸗ 
tozeſated,as of what ſoeuer thyng els, ſhall be defaced and vtter- 
ly deſtroyed, 

14 As concerning the commodities ofthe Lozdſhippes and 
Hoſſeſſions afozeſaied:the Arrerages, and Reuenues of Dow- 
ries, Rent, Uictuall, Houſe rent, aſwell the Kyng, Countrie, 
Cities and Townes, as alſo all other thynges what ſoeuer be- 
koze the date of this pꝛeſentes, and yet neither paied, noꝛ receiued 
by his Maieſtie, 02 haupng his Action, euerp man mate receiue 
bis owne Goodes and rentes, and quietly enioye them. 


I5 Pꝛouided alwaies,that what ſoeuer of the ſated Landes, 
Aa. b. Reuenues, 
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Reuenues,Rentes,02z Goodes hath beene eſcheated ſithence the 
Feaſt of Jhon Baptiſt laſt paſt in the peare 1576. ſhall remaine 
and be aunſwerable to the behoofe of him to whom it belongeth: 
notwithſtandpng, that che receiner fiſcall, oꝛ any other, haue res 
ceiued any ofthe reuenues of thoſeLands,Rentes and Goodesg, 
whereupon in luche a caſe,a reſtitution ſhall be made. 

16 That it ſo be his Maieſtie ſhall haue fo2 certaine peares, 
taken, oꝛ cls giuen voto him any of the ſaid Houſe rents, oꝛ other 
reuenues, vnder the title of confiſcation, that every man ſhall foꝛ 
thoſe peares, bee holden as kranke and free, and acquited of all 
charges reall, and rentes, goyng out ol his oſſeſſions, and ſhall 
bee alſo at all tymes franke and free, and acquited of all Rentes, 
where with the Landes and oſſe ſſions are charged, whiche thet 
could not quietly entope by reaſon of the troubles paſt, and accoz- 
dyng to the full rate of the tyme of the ſated Eſtoppell , whiche 
thei could eniope becauſe of the occaſion atozeſaied, that then ſo

17 And as fo) moveable Goodes, and all ſuche ſhoꝛte endes 


whiche were on either ſide robbed, ſolde, o2 otherwiſe chopped 

and chaunged, that no man looke fo any recompence ot them. 
18 And as foꝛ the immouable Goodes:as Douſes, Rentes, 
and Reuenues, whiche vnder the title ol confiſcation,are ſolde, oꝛ 
chopped, and chaunged: the generall Eſtates ſhall appoint ſome 
of the ſaied Eſtates in euery Pꝛouince, to be Commiſſioners, to 
examine the ſated Controuerſies, if any ſuche bee, and pꝛouide, 
5 that reaſonable ſatiſfaction bee made aſwell to ſuche, to whom

21 But as touchyng the Clayſterers, and ſuche other like 
Churche men, whiche are in the laied Pꝛouinces aud their Aſſo« 
ciates,p2ofeſſed,o2 Pꝛebenders, and haue abſented them ſelues, 
oꝛ gone awaie from theuce, bp reaſon that the greater parte of 
their goodes and poſſeſſions are taken from them: To theſe ſhall 
from hencekaoꝛth be allowed a reaſonable poꝛtion to liue by, with 
thoſe that remaine,o2 otherwile,thei ſhall be permitted to enioyt 
their Poſleſſions: How be it at the appointment of the Eſkates, 
altogether by wate of tolleration, and vntill ſuche tyme as vppon 
their further p2etence,it ſhall bee otherwiſe appointed by the ce- 
nerall Eſtates. 

22 It is alſo mozeouer agreed: that all Grauntes, Exhere⸗ 
ditations, and other diſpoled goodes, Inter viuos, vel cauſa mor- 
tis, made and graunted by perticuler and pꝛiuate perſones, by 
whom the true enheritozs, either by reaſon ofthe troubles, oꝛ of 
the Religton,are diſturbed, made no bodies, oꝛ vtterly diſhene⸗ 
rited of their duc ſucceſſion, ſhall by vertue of theſe pzelentes,be 
voyde and of none effect, 

23 And whereas the Hollanders and Zealanders foz the bet- 
terdeſrainpng ol the charge of the TUarres,haue ſet on hier pꝛice 
of euery peece of Golde and Siluer, then the reſt ol the Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces tan allowe ot, without loſſe: It is conditioned, that the depu 
ties ofthe generall Eſtates, ſo ſone as thei can poſſible,ſhal take 
aduiſe, fo2 the ſettyng in ok a generall foote thereto, tothe ende 
that the ſaied money might runne as egally as tould bee, foꝛ the 
maintenaunce ofthis union, and the mutuall entercourſe of Bar: 
thaundziſe. | 

24 Dozeouer , to the ende that vppon the ſupplication made 
by the Deputies of Holland and Zealand,all the lowe Countries 
in generall might ber charged with all the debtes , whiche the 
Hunte hath contracted foꝛ, about the makyng of the two expedi⸗ 
tions, wherennto,bothe the Polſanders and Zealanders, and the 
Moninces and Cities whiche yeelded them ſelues vnto the laſk 
txpedition, were bounde,as thei ſaied, the ſame point is let vnts 
the diſcretion and decidpng of the ſaid generall Eſtates, wherein 


when all thynges ſhall be appaiſed, ſuche arepozte 82 _—

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ſhall therein bee made, as that a meete aud conuenient regarde 


ſhall be had about the ſame. 

25 And in this common acco2de and pacification,the Coun⸗ 
tries, Seigniozies, Lowſhippes,and Cities, whiche are on the 
contrarie parte, are cleane exempt from the enioiyng of this be- 
nefite, vntill ſuche tyme as thei haue in deede, conioyned themſel⸗ 
ues with this conkederacie, whiche, when it plealech theim thei 
maie doe. 

Ahiche treatie and pacification accoꝛdyng to the relation, as 
grement and truſte, aſwell ofthe Loꝛdes, who haue the gouerne⸗ 
ment ok the Countrey committed vnto them, as alſo ofthe Eſta⸗ 
tes themſelues, together ol the Pꝛince, Cftates of Hollande and 
Jealande, and their aſſociates, in all the pointes and Articles a- 
foeſaied,and withall, what ſoeuer by the generall Eſtates in that 
whiche hath been ſated,and others, ſhalbe decreed and ozdeined: 
The ſaied Deputies,haue by vertue oftheir Commiſſton and au⸗ 
cthozitie pꝛomiſed and ſwozne , and by their pꝛeſentes, dooe pꝛo⸗ 
miſe and ſweare, inuiolablp to obſerue, keepe aud accompliſhe, 
and mutually cauſe euery parte and parcell ot them, reſpectiuely 
to be ratified, ſwoꝛne vnto, ſubſcribed and ſealed, by the Pꝛelates 
Mobilitie, Cities, and other members ofthe lated Countries,eſ- 
pecially by the fozeſatedJ]Izince,alwell generally as particulerly, 
and that within one moneth next enſuyng, tothe contentation of 
all men.

— vardes, who hauyng gotten from my Lowe the 
Pyince,helpe bothe of men, Artillarie, and Munition, had manp 
dates together battered the ſame, Whither alſo came the Count 
de Lalayng, Generall of the Armie , inthe abſence ofthe Duke 
of Arſcot , and the Marques of Haurech, and battered the ſaied 
Caſtle in twoo ſundꝛie places. Now, when the bzeaches were 
made, and that the Spanyardes deſired to come to a parle, the 
Colonell ot the Tard, was deputed by the Loꝛdes, to talke with 
them: But when as thei could not agree abont their Armour and 
weapon, Monſire de la Motte pꝛomiſed the beſieged, the wozthe 
of them: wherevpon thei yeelded them (clues with the ſauftie of 
their bodies and gooddes,the 11. of Nouember 1576. 

Jnthis meane while,the Almaines beganne to pzepare them

. Countreis, it ſo fel out now, as that the almightie God of his grace and mer⸗ 


tie, had ſo opened the eyes of ſome of the Eſtates , as that thei 
would no longer abide their ouer greate loofeneſſe, tyꝛannie, and 
pꝛide, but ſett them ſelues flatly againſt it. Mhen the Span⸗ 
yards, and Hiſpaniolized Almaines and Mallons ( who were 
Che Opa⸗ tladd with the Spaniſhe bꝛutiſhe tyzannie, loolencle, and arro⸗ 
niche — gancte,and were become SpaniHe confederates)ſawe this, thei 
diers aſſem- ſoyned them ſelues all together in Bꝛabant, at Antwerpe, Lier,

Kates of the Countrie in feare, and ſow diſlention amongſt them.

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Neuertheleſſe, when thei in the ende ſawe, that all this their hel. 
uche pollicie auailed them nothyng, thei vomited out, all their co» 
uetouſneſſe and tyꝛannie vpon the Citie of Antwerpe, where the 
greateſt parte of the Treaſure and riches of all the lowe Coun» 
treis, laye, beſides the ineſtimable Trealure that the Almaines, 
Frenche, Engliſhe, Italians, Spaniſhe, and Eaſterlyng Mar⸗ 
thauntes had there, committyng there, a moſt cruell æ ſhamefull 
murder, tooke awaie ſo muche wealth, as that thei did hig Pas 
ieſtie, ſo greate hurt in his Low countreis thereby, as that all the 
ſeruice whiche thei ſhall doe hym theſe twentie eres, will neuer 
be able tocounteruatle againe, Thiche example, Colonell Jal⸗ 
per de Robles, Gouernour of Sroenyng, and of Welſtfriſelande, 
pꝛeſumyng vppon , and thinkyng that no man durſt withſtande 
him, thought to followe: And firſt he began at the toune of Groe- 
nyng, and after ward, pꝛoceaded in the ſame Countrey of Groe- 
uyng, and Veit Friſelande, where he committed the like mur- 
der, with burnyng and ſpoilyng, and to that ende entred into the 
Citie of Groenyng: Howbeit the good and mercifull Loꝛde, loo 
kyng vpon the ſaied Toune of Groenyng, with the eyes ok his 
mercie and grace, meruetloufly and mercifully deliuered the Ci- 
teʒeins and Enhabitauntes thereof, and ſtopped the tyꝛannous 
Arrogancie and deuiſe of the ſaied Colonell, as hereafter ſhall 
bee declared. 

The ſaied Jaſper de Robles Loꝛde ol Billy, cauſed an othe 
ok fidelitie to be miniſtred to Ferdinando Lopes, and other Cap 
taines, as Monceau, and Champi, and alſo to their Seriauntes, 
Coꝛpoꝛelles and Officers, by whiche othe, he would haue them 
ſwoꝛne to hym, in the name ol his Maieſtie, to be foꝛ the ſpace of 
thꝛee monethes, good and faithfull , aboute whatſoeuer buſinefſe 
he ſhould employe them: And ſaied, that he would in the meane 
while, ſende into Spaine to his Daieſtie , to knowe whether it 
were his highneſſe pleaſure and will oꝛ not, That the Countrets 
and Cities ſhould growe to an attonement with the d ꝛince of 
Ozenge: And that ik it were ſo his Maieſties will, that then he 
would alſo doe, as the reſte of the Countries and Cities therea⸗ 
boutes did, but pet he truſted, that in the meane tyme, he would 
bee Maiſter of the Treaſure and wealthe of all the Countrey of 
Sroenyng and Teftfreſeland, by ſackyng and ſpoilyng or them.

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Ahiche othe, the ſated Colonell Jaſper de Robles,offered alſo 
the 23. of Nouember 1576. to CaptaineLoſp,by whiche he 
would had hym ſwozne to bee faithtull vnto hy m, fo2 that helping 
of hym, aboute the accompliſhyng of whatſoever he ſhould make 
him pꝛiuie vnto. Captaine Loſp perceiuyng the condition, to bee 
verie harde, about whiche he had moued hym vnto, ſaied. That he 
could not bee ſwoꝛne to any ſuche thyng, befoꝛe ſuche tyme as he 
had made his Seriauntes and Cozpoꝛclles pꝛiuie ofit, whiche 
aunſwere dꝛaue the Colonell into ſo greate heate and Choler, as 
that he koꝛthwith ſent fo2 the Seriauntes and Cozpoꝛelles of 
Loſy his companie, offeryng tothem alſo the ſated othe, howbeit 
thei had no luſte to hearken vnto it neither, ſaiyng, that thei were 
ſwoꝛne to his Maieſtie nine ycres paſte, whiche thei meant faiths 
fully to keepe, vntill ſuche tyme as his Maieſtie ſhould haue dil⸗ 
charged them of it: There withall the ſaied Colonell was mere 
ucilouſly greeued, and aſked the Scriaunt Maioz, named Gau⸗ 
tier, what he meant to doe, giuyng hym the penne in his hande, to 
ſubſcribe vnto the ſaied othe. But the ſaied Seriaunt tcaſtyng the 
penne into the fire, ſaied vntohpni: That he had rather dpe, chen 
he would ſubſcribe vnto ſuche an othe, and ſo ſaied alſo the other 
Scriaunt and Coꝛpozell, at whiche, one of them hight Bobill, 
The Colonell beeyng greatly moued wich this aunſwere, ſaicd 
vnto them. Tell, get you hence, J fee well inough what J muff 

doe with vou all: Thei aunſwered againe, pactence perfoꝛce. 
After this reſolution, the aloꝛcſaled twoo Scriauntes and 
Coꝛpoꝛalles, aſſembled all the reſt of Captaine Loſy bis Co2po- 
ralles, and agreed that euery of theim ſhould pzopentide to his 
Souldiers, all that the Colonell hed ſated,to the ende thei might 
therby knowe, their entent and purpoſe: and then that thei would 
once moꝛe aſſemble theim, and conclude vpon that, whiche thei 
meant from thencefozthe to doe: whiche ſpeeche, when the Coz* 
poꝛalles had deliuered ouer to their Souldiers , thei aunfwercd 
all with one voice, that thei were alſo reſolued to make none o⸗ 
ther othe and there oe, would hazard together, their bodies and 
lives one foꝛ an other, which aunſwere, when the coꝛpoꝛalles had 
made relatid of, thei ſent foꝛ the Seriaunts of Captaine Uillers 
companie, who warded that date, to come vnto them, to whom 
theideclaredthe wozdes, whiche the Colonell had * vuto 
em, 
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them, and the anſwere which thei received from thetr Souldiers, 
demaundyng of theim their ententes, and meanyng, wherevnto 
Captaine Uillers Seriauntes aunſwered, that thei were of the 
ſame opinion, and would liue and dye with them. Then thei con⸗ 
cluded to appꝛehende the Colonell, and pꝛeuent hym, knowyng 
well inough that the Colonell would not fleape a winke, ſo that 
incaſe aſter that the watche was ſette, aud thei ſeparated, that he 
would pꝛeuent theim , Cheretoze, thei commaunded all thoſe 
Souldiers whiche went tothe watche , not once any man to diſ⸗ 
charge his peece, befoze ſuche tyme as the Deriauates aud Coz- 
pozalles commaunded them. 

All this while, there came no ſleape in the Colonelles eye, but 
cauſed the greate Oꝛdinaunce to bee charged with haile ſhotte, 
and planted it in the ſtreate, where the Souldiers ſhould paſle to 
and fro to the watche : Commaundyng Ferdinando Lopes, to be 
ready with his Souldiers in oꝛder of battaill, and foꝛthe with, ſo 
ſaone as the greate Oꝛdinaunce was diſcharged, to fali vppon 
Captaine Loſp his Souldters, But one of Captaine Uillers 
Seriauntes vnderſtandyng of this deuiſe, aduertiſed Loſy his 
Cnſignehereof,as he was marchyng on, to the watche:Tlhere- 
vpon , thei marched an other waie, and as thei came beloꝛe the 
Colonellhis lodgyng, thei did not once diſcharge a peece,neither 
pet vſed their accuſtomed reuerence tothe Colonell,in ſo muche, 
that the Maiſter ofthe watche cried out vnto theim, to diſcharge 
their peeces, howbeeit the Souldiers flatly aunſwered,that ther 
would not, except thei were firſt pated foꝛ their pouder and ſhot: 
bpon whiche aunſwere, Captaine ofthe watche,after his old ma⸗ 
ner, would haue laied vppon the Souldiers: whiche thei ſeeyng, 
cried Arme, Arme, and then the Captaine ofthe watche fled de. 
Then Captaine Loſy ſmote hymſelk on the bꝛeaſt, and ſoted: My 
beloued Souldiers, diſpatche now your enterpꝛiſe:whiche thing 
Captaine Uillerg campanie fepng,as thei were commyng fron: 
the ward, ioyned theim ſelues with the reſte, aud criyng out, ſai⸗ 
pug: Bee of good cheare my Gallauntes, foꝛ we will liue and dye 
with you, and ſwoze by and by, that thei would he pe one an o⸗ 
ther: openly ſhewyng that thei meant ta agpꝛehend the Col nell. 

When Ferdinando Lopes, who was verie carrfull about his 
bulineſſe, awe that the Souldiers whiche came from the ward, 
Bb. iiij. came 
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tame not the woonted waie , whiche cauſed, that his enterpꝛiſe 
tooke no effecte: And hearyng the greate noyſc, got hym inhaſte 
to hozſe, criyng out and aſkyng, what the matter was, thinking 
thereby to appaiſe the Souldiers: But thei ſo bꝛauely halſed him 
with Mar quebouze ſhotte, as that he made ſuche ſpeede awate, 
that his hatte fell from his hed, and commyng to Ebhyng ſtreate 
where his Souldiers ſtoode in oꝛder of battaill, lighted from his 
hoꝛſe, and thinkyng to haue marched on with his people to helpe 
the Colonell, he was no ſoner come with theim, to the cozner of 
the lame ſtreate, and his Souldiers ſeeyng the twoo companies 
of Loſy and Uillers ſtandyng in ower of battaill, but that ther 
cried with a luſtie courage, All whole noble mates all whole, we 
will with one minde and conſent , take ſuche parte as pou dooe, 
TUben Ferdinando Lopes ſee how this geare fell out, he ranne 
into a Hog ſtie in a Bakers houſe to ſane himſell: And his Soul» 
diers pulde their Enſigne from the ſtaffe, and teare it all in pee⸗ 
ces, and ioyned with the twoo Enſignes ok Loſy and Uillers, 
and ſweare that thei would with al their hartes. and in very deede 
lite and dye with them. And after ward, thei went all together to 
the Colonell his lodgyng with a greate Alarme, biddyng hym 
come out. The Colonell beeyng greatly amazed with this trou⸗ 
ble and noyſe, came to the gate, and with his hatte in his hande, 
ſaied louyngly vnto theim: My beloued and faithfull Souldiers, 
content pour ſelues, and tell me what it is that you would haue: 
And ik it bee money, J pꝛomiſe pou that you ſhall haue it within 
this three dates, vlyng theſe and many other ſuche like woozdes 
vnto them. 

Then ſaied the Souldiers vnto hym, as fox our paye, wee 
doubt not of it, but in the meane while thou ſhalt be our Pꝛiſoner, 
giupng hym many repꝛochfull woꝛdes, as callyng hym vile vil- 
laine and traitour, and ſo lead hym to the Towne houſe , where 
cuſtomably waited the chiete TUarde:And from thencethei went 
to Seigniour Ruſhbzooke his Lodgyng his Sonne in Lawe, 
whom thet alſo tooke as a yiſoner, giuyng hym like wiſe many 
vile woꝛdes. Then the ſaied Ruſzbzooke ſawe this diloꝛder, he 
did what he could to appaiſe the Souldiers, ſaiyng: My good 
Souldiers, and companions in Armes, J pꝛaie you bee conten⸗ 


ted, and you thall ſee that my Father in lawe will pate you — 
whole 
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whole dueties. How beit, all theſe wozdes went foz no payment, 
but caricd hym on to accompanie the Colonellcompanie, When Joples bio 
thei had thus doen, thei tooke alſo fower moe Captaines: to wit, Captames, 
Lofy,Uillers, Poncean, and Champi, and their Enſigne beae made pziſo- 
rers. After this, thei went to the Bꝛake where thei were wonted ners 
to bee toꝛtured and coꝛrected when thei had miſuſed them ſelues, 
oꝛ committed any offence, and there with Harquebouze ſhotte 
and Hatchettes thei beate doune and cut in ſunder the coꝛdes and 
inffrumentes, wherewith the Strappado was giuen them, and 
cariyng them to the Market place, ſet them on fire, and cried with 
a loude voyce and luſtie courage. 
God ſane the Prince of Orenge, and the Eftates, 

And vntill then, the Citizens were in agreate maze, fearing 
that ſuche a like miſchiefe would haue fallen vppon them as fell 
vppon Maſtright and Antwerpe, xc. But after thei had heard 
that noyſe and out crye, their hartes were wonderfully eaſed and 

ladded. 

: This being doen, the Souldiers went to the oꝛouoſts houſe, 
o2 Deputte fo the Eſtates of the lowe Countreis, named Frans 
cis Martini Stella, wham the Colonell hymſelk had toztured, The Depa- 
and being hurt in his tozture,remainedſfillpziſoner: And becauſe ge of = —4 
thei could not in that heate linde the keyes ofthe Tron Stockes, neren out af 
thei with the fozce of an Jron barre bꝛake thein vp, and gott out pꝛiſon. 
his armes and legges, and lead him to the Comptroller his Lod⸗ 
gyng : and after thei had put a redd Scarfe about his necke, thei 
lead hym to the Market place, amongſt all the Souldiers, where 
thei all ſware vnto the ſaied Francis Martini as Deputie, and in 
the name ok the Eſtates, to liue and dye with the Eſtates. Duer 
and beſides all this,thei ſent the ſaid Deputie, accompained with 
certaine Citizens in the behalfe of the Towne , and certaine in 
the behalfe of the Souldicrs , to Bꝛuxelles, to declare vnto the 
Count this Hiſtozie, requiryng ſome oꝛder to be ſet doune, vnder 
whiche. thei might from thence tooꝛth be gouerned. ,

Wiherevpon, thei went tothe Souldiers, who aunſwered the 
Friers,that the Coule was where it muſte remaine,fo2 Other, 
we dare not once laye handes vpon ſo holie a thyng: and beſides, 
that the confeſſion ofthe Colonell and the reſt was to bee heard, 
and ſhould goe to Bꝛuxelles with the ſaied Coule, 

On Wednel daie, came a meſſenger from the Lieutenaunt 
to the Toune Clarke, callyng foꝛ a aſſepoꝛt, that he might goe 5 
out of the Toune, whiche made the Toune Clarke ſuſpecte the | 
matter: wherekoze he was taken, and beyng examined, lecret lets 

ters 
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ters were found about hym, from the Lieutenant Depſque,con- 
teinyng many ſecret thingegofgreate impoztaunce. 

This beyng doen, there was a ſtate made of all thynges, vn⸗ 
till the retourne of thoſe, whiche were ſent to Brurelles, fo the 
doyng of all matters accoꝛdyngly, as the Eſtates ſhould finde to 
be neceſſarie foʒ the peace and quiet of the Countrey, 
hen the Eſtates had ſet an oꝛder about theſe thynges, thei 
* gaue vnto the Count Rennenberg,the dignitie and office ofthis 
berge,com; Robles, and ſent hym thether foz the oweryngofthoſe affaires, 
meth into Whiche he ſo wiſely handeled , as that after the Souldiers 
Friſelande, were paied, The Toune of Groenyng and all the Countrey of 
Friſelande, ſubmitted them ſelues dnder the obedience ofthe Ee 
ſtates, And the Caſtle which was now built fo2 a ſtrength, was 
by the appointment ofthe Count Rennenberg, vtterly defaced 
and razed, 

Anno 1557. In Januarie 1577. the Scottes whiche were in pate vnder 
— — the Eſtates, under the conduct of their Tolonell Baukour, mee- 

Hege. tyng at the Foote bale within a myle ok Liege, were lo bꝛauely 
ſkirmiſſhed withall by the Spanyardes , as that a greate ſoꝛt of 
them were left dead in the place, and the reſt fled awaie.

Tee haue agreed, appꝛoued, and ratified, and by this our ſaied 
preſent treatie of peace, doe agree, appꝛoue and ratiſie, to, and all, 
and euery of theſe pointes and Articles: Firſt, by the faithe, and 
in the woꝛde ofa Kyng and Jzince, ſo karre as this treatie of 
peace mate touch and concerne vs, andinutolably to obſerue and 
keepe the ſame fo2 euer, andlikewiſe, cauſe all and cuery once, 
whom it ſhall tauche, to obſerue and keepe,and act oꝛdyng theres 
to, wee agree and oꝛdaine, that the conuocation and aſſemble of 
the generall Effates of our ſaied lowe Countreis, mentioned in 
the third Article of the ſaied treatie of peate, ſhalbe made in ſuche 
maner and fourme, and to ſuche effect, as in the ſaied Article 
moe at large is contained, 

3 Alſo, wee agree, appointe, and oꝛdaine, that all and euery 
our menne of warre, aſwell Spanpardes, Almaines, Jtalians, 
Bougomans,avd all other foꝛtein Souldiers whatſoeuer, whe- 
ther thei ſerue on foote,02 on hoꝛ ſebacke, beyng now in our ſated 
low Countrets, ſhall depart franckly aud freely by land, without 
any ſtoppe o2 ſtate of any ot our ſaied lowe Countreis,and nener 
to retourne aga!ne,no2 any other to bee ſent thether , and not one 
fozraine Souldier toremaine there generally, and foꝛbidd yng 
alſo, all foꝛteiners, without thei haue neceſſarte buſineſſe of their 
owne, oꝛ haue laue, and be allowed, by the generall Eſtates, ol 
our ſaied lo we Countreis. 

4 As kap the tyme, and terme, ok the departure, ofour ſaied 
men of warre, we agree, appoint, and oꝛdaine, that all the Span⸗ 
yardes, Italians, and Bougonions muſt and ſhall bee gone with 
in tweutie dates of the inſmmuation, whiche thereon ſhall inconti · 
nently be made. by our ſaied good Bꝛother, out of dur Citie and 
Caſtle of Ant wer pe, and out of all other Cities, Caſtles and foꝛ· 
treſſes of our ſaied luwe Countreis, whiche thei pꝛeſently holde 
and entoye, oz in any place els whereſoeuer, wirhin any or all out 
ſaid lo we Countreis, and namely in aur Duchy ok Luxenbꝛougß

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within other twentie daies,and ſoner if ſaner mate bee ; aboute 
whiche , our ſaied good Bꝛother, will with all his power aud 
might, emplope hymlelf, And duryng the tyme ofthe laied fours 
tie daies, all and euery of our men of warre, ſhall beare, and be⸗ 
haue them ſelues, honeſtly, and peaceably, without ranſackpng, 
pillyng, and pollpng, and in no maner whatſoeuer, oppzeſle any 
hurte our lowe Countreis,noz yet any ofthe Countreis, o enha⸗ 
bitauntes of them, nere adisynyng. 

5 As foꝛthe tyme, and terme, ofthe departure, ok the aloze 
ſaied Almaines, thei ſhall departe and goe out of our ſaied Lowe 
Countreis , ſo ſone as the ſaied Eſtates ſhall haue agreed with 
theim, vpon the finiſhyng (as hereafter in the 15. Article of our 
preſent Letters, ſhall moje at large bee ſet doune, and fozeſene of 
their accompt and reckenyng made with them, and thei pated all 
ſuche dueties, as in equitie and conſcience are due vnto them. 

6 That all our ſaied men of warre,aſwell Spanpardes, Al- 
maines, Italians, Bourgonions, and all the reſt, muſt, aud ſhall 
leaue behinde theim, after their departure out ol our ſaied Cities 
and Caſtles, all the Uictualles, ꝛouiſion, Artillarie, and all the 
warlike furniture that thei there haue: whiche our Cities, and 
Caſtles, with the Gictualles, Pꝛouiſion, Artillarie, and warlike 
furniture, we will, by the aduile of our ſaied Counſaile of Eſtate, 
put into the handes, of the moſt qualiſied and mere natur all bozne 
Countrep menne, within our ſaied Lowe Countreis, accoꝛding 
tothe pꝛiuiledges of our ſaied Lowe Countreis, and fox the tyme 
5 the poſſeſſion of ſuche, as our ſaied Eſtates ſhall beſt

7 Andastouchyng the oppꝛeſſion, taxes, and compoſitions, 
whiche by any ol our ſaied men of warre whatſoeuer,haue in our 
ſaied lowe Countreis beencommitted:we will leaue thelame to 
be oꝛdered, accoꝛdyngly as ſhall appertaine to Lawe, reaſon and 
equitie, and whiche alſo, fo2 quietneſſe ſake, maie by moſte appa- 
raunt likelyhodes bee perfoꝛmed and bꝛought to paſſe. Cee will 
alſo, that enquirie bee made, aſwell about the heades, and chief of 
our men ot TUarre, as alſo about all and euery of our ſaied inte⸗ 
riour Souldiers, who, in any maner and ſozte whatſoeuer , haue 
miluſed them ſelues, and offended, within our ſaied lowe Coun:

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will tee, that Lawe and Jufficebe adminiſtred, whether it be in

8 TWeealo agree, appointe,and oꝛdaine, that all and euery 
pꝛiſoner and pꝛiſoners, who, by reaſon of the ſaied chaunges, al⸗ 
terations, and troubles, haue been put to raunſome, ſhall be mu⸗ 
tually releaſed and freelp delivered thereof: Alwaies pꝛouided, 
that as concernyng the returne ok our Colin Phillip Tillyam of 
Naſſou, Count of Buren in our ſaied Lome Countreis, ſhall by 
all the meanes poſſible we can, ber ſet foꝛthwith free, and at liber⸗

13 The ſaied Eſtates haue in like ſozte and maner allo pꝛo · 
miſed, to cauſe to bee licenſed and ſent awaie, and muſt and thall 
licenſe and lende awaie out of our Lowe Countreis, all and eue⸗ 
ry fozreine Souldiers, by them leuied, oꝛ cauſed to be leuied. And 
to alſo againſt, and muſt and ſhall be againſt all the reſt, loꝛ their 
commyng into our ſaied Lowe Countreis.

to the ende that theſaied mottie, might by the ſaied Lozdes Am⸗ 
baſſadours, Deputies and Subdealeagues, bee equally paied 
and deltuered vnto the handes of our ſaied goed Bꝛother, oꝛ to 
his Subſtitutes, at che will and diſcretion of the ſaied Lowes 
Ambaſſadoures and Deputies , foꝛ our ſard men of warre, Spa- 
niardes, Italians, Bourgonions, and other Forreiners,to2 the 
diſpatchyng or them out ot our Citie and Caſtle of Antwerpe, 
and out of all thereſt of our other Cities, Caſtles, and Foꝛtreſ⸗ 
ſes, alwaies reſeruynꝝ the ſaied Almaines, vntill ſuche tyme as 
thei haue fully and wholy reckned with them, as hereafter ſhall 
be declared.

15 The ſaid Eſtates haue in maner and fone as afozeſatd, 
pꝛomiſed to take, and haue already taken the charge, to content 
dur ſaied Almaines their wages and hier, after that thei haue 
reckned with them, and as thei finde them in reaſon and equitie 
to bee behinde. Foz ac compliſhyng whereok, wee, and our good 
Bꝛother doe pꝛomiſe to helpe the ſared Eſtates, and ac coꝛdyng 
to our powers, aucthoꝛitie and credite, will helpe thẽ to all ſuche 
— notes, into their handes, as mate induſe, oꝛ any 
wate perlwade the ſated Almaines, that their whole meanyng 
and entent is to pate theim that whiche is their due, and what⸗ 
ſoeuer els thei ſhall thinke to be reaſonable, And againe, theſaid

16 The ſaied Eſtates alſo; haue in maner and foꝛme afoze- 
ſaied pꝛomiſed, and are to ſtande bound that after the departure, 
ofthe afoꝛeſaied Spanyardes, Italians, and Bourgontons, out 
of our Lowe Countreis, to receiue our ſaied good Bꝛother, who 
hath wich hym, Letters Patentes of Commiſſion thereto ſer⸗ 
uyng made foꝛ the ſame purpoſe, And when, accoꝛdyng to Cu- 
ſtome,he is ſwome, and hach receiued all che Ceremontes, that 
are to be vſed and obſerued, about the choſyng ofa Gouernour, 
Lieutenaunt, and Generall fo2 vs, in our lowe Countreis. That 
then the lared Eſtates are to behaue theim ſelues to hym, as to 
their Gouernour, and ſhall behaue cheim ſelues towardes

Fo2,firfſt it ſeemeth, 
that theſaied auncient Pꝛiuiledges ofthe Countreis, whiche thei 
would in all poinctes wꝛongfully defende, are verie pꝛeiudiciall, 
bothe becaule , that the libertie of the aſſemblyng ol the generall 
Eſtates, to whom of right it aunciently apperteineth, is thereby 
quite and cleane taken from them, and allo, becauſe the Eſtates, 
are dziuen to a newe bond and othe, not to be vfed, And this maie 
eaſely appeare in the newe inkringyng of the Pꝛiuiledges, euen 
by the iniuſte detainyng ofthe Countie Buren, who. in the open 
ſight ok all men, was, contrary to lawe, reaſou, and the Pꝛiuiled⸗ 
ges of the Countrey carried cleane awaie: Mhiche ought ſo

tyme of the Ducheſſe ol Parma, were the cauſes ol ſuche an hoz- 
rible effuſiõ ofbleod: Againſt whiche, the Deputies ol the Pꝛince 
of Ozenge, and the Eſtates of Hollande and Sealande, made o⸗ 
pen pꝛoteſtation, and cauſed alſo, a publicque Acte,bothe oftheir 
acceptation, and alſo of the Counſaile of Eſtate to bee likewiſe 

made. | 
And beſides, ſiche the Pꝛince, and Eſtates of Hollande aud 
Oealande, findyng therein,certaine poiutes, whiche to them ſee⸗ 
mech to be lo pʒeiudiciall to the honour oł their Countrep, as = 
ei

thei feare to runne into an euerlaſting infamie and ſhame, becauſe 
we our ſelues, doe not onely thinke them, whiche haue ſo villai⸗ 
nouſly handled and ſacked vs, but doe alſo ioyne hande in hande 
with them. ſo that we. by a Commiſſion publickly declared by the 
aucthoꝛitie of his Maieſtie, and ol the Eſtates of the holy Em: 
pire, haue arcuſed our ſelues to be Aillaines and Rebelles, with 
all thoſe, whiche haue made alliaunce and confederacie with the 
Spanyardes,and that whiche is moze, wee haue wittyngly and 
gladly ſuffered our Jewelles, Golde, Siluer, Money, Marchan⸗ 
dꝛiſe, and extoꝛted Exactions, to bee caried out of our Countrey, 
without any gainſaiyng. And beſides, thei perſwade the PPꝛince, 
and the Eſtates of Pollande and Sealande, that thei haue not 
fully diſcharged their honour and thankfulneſſe in the ſaied Arti⸗ 
cles, vnto the Queene of Englandes highneſſe, and to Monſire 
the Duke, the French Kynges bꝛother, who vnto vs, in the time 
of neede, had ſhewed their good affection, for the freeyng of vs 
from the oppꝛeſſlon aud flauerie wherein wee were, ſeeyng that 
bothe reaſon, andoccaſion, ſufficiently required, to compꝛehende 
chem therein, with moꝛe expꝛeſſe and honozable Articles. Laſtly, 
it is not to be founde inthe ſated Articles, that any aſſuraunce ts 
graunted bnto the Enhabitauntes of Holland and Sealand, ſithe 
that at the treatie of Bꝛeda, thei had a mote fitt and reaſonable of- 
fer made them: ¶ Thiche thyng thei alſoin the ende, greatly re⸗ 
quired at the pacification of Gant, had it not been that their De- 
puties declared bothe by mauthe and wꝛityng, that thei would in 
no wiſe treate with any other, then with the ſaied Eſtates, ſhe⸗ 
wyng thereby, how roundly on their behalfe,thei then pꝛoceeded. 
Nꝛoteſtyng, that if ſo thet meant to reteiue Don Jhon of Au⸗ 
ſtriche, and deale wich hym in ſuche ſozte as now thethaue , that 
thei would haue demaunded an other maner of aſſuraunce, as in 
very deede,thei had good occaſion. And beſides, chat as there was 
no mention made in theſe Articles for their ſafetie aud aſſurance, 
no moꝛe alſo was there any foꝛwardnes ot any matter ſet doune, 
wherbp,anp mi ſhould be reſtoꝛed to his goodes, poſſeſſions, E- 
ſtate, x Gouernement, as iu many other places, hoth in che Coun⸗ 
treis chere aboutes, and alſo in che Countie of Burg ondy it was, 
whiche notwithſtandyng, accoꝛdyng ta the pacification(the ſame 


point in the ſaid treatie, which the generall Eſtates at that tyme, 
Cc. b. could 
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cotr(d not bee expꝛeſly declared)ought to haue berne conditioned 
and couenaunted, Mozeouer, neither could there be any aſſurance 
perceiued to bee made, ſoꝛ the reſt of the Countreis and ꝛouin⸗ 
ces, no? yet foꝛ the pooꝛe Commonaltie of the ſame. Fin, there 
was no mention at all therein made, about the pullyng dount of 
the Cytadelles oꝛ Caſtles, by reaſon of whiche, as all men well 
enough know. pꝛoceeded many milchiefes:neither yet any plaine 
declaration of the foꝛgettyng and koꝛgiuyng of that, that was al: 
readie paſſed, no, noꝛ yet ok that, whereof mention is made in the 
ſaied Articles:whiche dealyng, made the people very ſuſpicious, 


up, ought to haue beene well aſſured foꝛ the tyme to tome, ſee⸗ 
png the Countrey was bnarmed, and Don Jhonof Auſtriche 
appointed to be Souernour:conſideryng alſo there with, that the 
foꝛmer examples plainely enough ſhewed the ſequele of ſome. 
ſuche like thyng . And againe, it ſeemed that for this tyme, thei 
meant to ioyne him onely with the generall Eſtates, but as ioynt 
Gouernours, that thei might thereby, depꝛiue the people of all 
meanes, where with, herealter to be able, to aſſure them ſelues a« 
gainſt the ill will of hm, whom thei entended ta appoinct oucr 
them, as Gouernour. To bee ſhoꝛte, there were yet many moe 
poinctes , whiche the Pꝛinces, and the Eſtates ol Hollande and 
Sealande, thought neceſſarie to be well weighed and conſidered 
of : and therefozc euery of them meant to ſet doune the ſame pers 
titulerly by them ſelues,in wzityng,andſende them to the Loꝛds 
ofthe Eſtates, declaryng vato them, that the Mꝛince and Eſta⸗ 
tes of Hollande and Sealande were fully perſwaded,that it was 
now high tyme, to followe the examples of our Pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, to 
the ende, that the Pꝛiuiledges, Lawes, and Francbiſes, whiche 
thei left behind vnto vs, might with ane conſent, and by this good 
opoztunitie, now at hande, offered, bee augmented, ſo that thei 
might neuer hereafter fall againe, into the like inconueniences, 
But whiles thei made ſome ſtaie about the ſetting deune of theſe 
Articles in wꝛityng, a copie of Lettees was hought vnto them, 
whiche the Loꝛdes of the Eſtates had wzitten to Don Fhon of 
Auſtriche, by whiche thei percetucd, that the Lowegofthe E- 
ffates were fully determined, to conclude and make an ende, 
Without taripng koz aunſwere from the ꝛince, and — 

| ande 


becauſe, that thei beyng openly thꝛeatned in the laſt Aſſemble at 
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Hollande and Jealande, with Don J hon of Aultriche, requiring 
hym to ſigne them, and pꝛomiſing that thet would pꝛoclaime 
them, and receine Don Jhon of Auſtriche into the Countreis, 
as Gouernour. Uhereupon, when the Pꝛince, and Eſtates of 
Vollande and Sealande ſan e this alteration, thei greatly mar⸗ 
ueiled, conſideryng that the date of the ſaied Letters ( which was 
alſo bꝛaught to them in poſt )beare the very ſame date as it were, 
that the Lode of TUlilerual! arriued. Foz, thei were out of all 
doubt, fully perſwaded,and thought thei ſhould fo linde it, that in 
a treatie of ſuche impoꝛtaunce and weight, whereon depended 
the whole welfare, oꝛ ruine, of all the lowe Countreis, thei had 
greatly oucr ſhotte themſelues , Neuertheleſſe, ſeeyng that thei 
thinke and conſtantly beleeue,that it is ſo muche the rather doen, 
fo: the riddyng of the Spanyardes and other fozrainers out of 
the Countrie, thei could not but wiſhe, and with all their hartes 
doe with and pꝛaie to God, that the end mate be ſuche, as all good 
defenders of their Countries hope andlooke foꝛ. And as fo) them 
ſelues, ſithe it were now en vaine to peelde reaſons againſt thyn⸗ 
ges concluded vppon and ended, thei pꝛomiſe, and doe allure the 
Lowes of the Eſlates, to purſue and defende by all meanes poſſi⸗ 
ble, the pacification concluded vpon at Gant, liuyng in good hope 
alſo, the ſame to be the meanyng likewiſe, ofthe Loꝛdes of the 
Eſtates, and there foꝛe doe beſecche them, in all places to ſhewe, 
that thei fox their parte are in very deede,readie ts doe the like, | 

And to the ende, that every man might in truthe ſee, that thet 
haue none other purpoſe but to ridd awaie the Spanpardes and 
the reſt of the Foꝛrainers, and ſeeke nothyng els but the pꝛocu⸗ 
ryng of peace, and reſtabliſhing of certaine Pzinledges,Lawes, 
and Franchiſes of the Countreis: thei are contentedto accept, 
and ſubſcribe, of, and to, the ſaied Articles, it it ſhall pleaſe my 
Lowes ofthe Eſtates, firſt to pꝛomiſe firmely and irreuocahlp it, 
and thereupon paſſe their deede Obligatoꝛie, and the ſame to bec 
alſo ſubſcribed by the Gouernours, chiefe Officers, and Colo · 
nelles, of all the Pꝛouinces, that ſeyng the tyme, agreed vppon 
with Don Jhonof Auſtriche, foꝛ the dꝛiuyng awaie of the Span⸗ 
pardes, is now expired: ta callto a reckonyng vpon ſuche a date 
of this Moueth, as the Eſtates ſhall appoint, all ſuche Span- 


pardes as are not pet departed the Countreis there aboutes, and 
my 
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my Lozdes the Eſtates , fo the auoidyng ance againe of all des 


laies whiche vnto this daie haue been o pꝛeiudiciall. ta cut af and 


ſuſpende all further communication, and treatie, with Don Jhon 
of Auſtriche, and conſequently, with foꝛce of Armes, luſtely pur: 
ſue the inſolent and pzoude Spanpardes, without meanyng fox 
euer after, any moꝛe to enter into z 02 treatie, 
whatſoeuer, with them. And beſides, that it would pleaſe them 
not to paſſe, and communicate the like acte and deede Obligato⸗ 
rie in foꝛme and maner of an agreement, other wiſe, then that al⸗ 
ter the departure of the Straungers, neither thei, noꝛ pet the ſaid 
Gouernours, Chicftaines, and Colonelles , to accept of Don 
Thon of Auſtriche, oꝛ any other, as Gouernour, vntill ſuche tyme 
as he ſhall haue reſtoꝛed into their auncient eftate , whatſoeuer, 
made, againſt the pꝛeſtinate Pʒuiledges, Lawes, and Franchi⸗ 
ſes of the Countreis, oz otherwiſe againſt the paciſication of 


Gaunt, by whiche,all and euerp perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, 
are to bee reſtozed to their Gooddes and Poſſefſtons , aſwell in 


Burgundte, as alſo in the reſt of the Countrets there aboutes: 
and that all the ſaied Pꝛiuiledges and Franchiſes ſhall be confir» 
med, as the — the Eſtates , in the ende of the ſaied pacift⸗ 
cation of Gaunt, by the Letters of the 28, of October t 5 7 6. 
Witten to their Deputies, had ſolemply pꝛomiſed. —

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15. thelaid generall Eftates pꝛonounck and detlart, that their 
intent and purpoſe hath alwaies been, and pet is, to maintaine 
and keepe in deede and truthe, the pacification made at Gaunt in 
Nouember lafte, betweene the ſaied Pꝛince his Excellencie, the 
Eſtates of Hollande and Sealande, and their conkederates, and 
the ſaied generall Eſtates; and emongeſt the reſte, that thei aiſo 
entended, to cauſe all thynges to bee redzeſſed, whiche thei ſhall 
finde out ol oꝛder, and contrary, aſwell to the generall, as to the 
perticular Pꝛiuiledges, Lawes, Franchiſes, and Cuſtomes, of 
the lowe Countreis, and by fozce of Armes like wiſe, dꝛiue out 
of the lo we Countries, all the Spaniſhe, Italian, and Bourgo- 
nion Souldiers, accoꝛding to the confozmitie ofthe ſaied accozd, 
if ſo be the ſaied Souldiers bee not in deede gone out of the lo we 
Countreis by the tyme pꝛeſtred, and accoꝛdyngly as thei were 
expꝛeſſely commanuded by his highneſſe, without any further 
zh lookpng to other treatie oz communication, about the deferryng 
F ang waie, ol the retraicte ofthe ſaied Spanpardes : And ſeeyng 
* that the Liutenauntes ofthe]Nouinces, Chieftaines and Colo- 
+ nelles ofthe men of warre,are bounde to doe the like, we require 
them alſo with the ſame reſolution to ſubſcribe ; Foz the whiche 
cauſe,this pꝛeſent Acte is diſpatched,and by the ozdenaunce ofthe 
ſaied generall Eſtates , Subſcribed by the Secretarie of Bꝛa⸗ 
bant, the daie and pere aboueſaied. 

And accodyng to the agreement, the Spaniardes, by the ap: The Span⸗ 
pointment of Don Jhon (who otherwiſe, could not bee receiued 9 
vntathe Goternement ) departed the Citie and Caſtle of Ant- the Citie and 
werpe the 10. of Parche x 5 7 7, with greate butin and ſpoyle, Caſtle of 
Whiche Caſtle, was deliueredouer vnto the Duke of Arſcot, Intwerpe. 
who placed there foꝛ his Lieutenaunt, the oꝛince of Chimap his 
ſonne, to the greate likyng ofthe whole woꝛlde, becauſe he was a 
berie noble yang Pꝛince, and ſuche a one as in whom, was great 
hope of good. And although the Caſtle and Citie of Ant werpe, 
were freed of the Spanpardes, Italians, and Bourgonlans,yet 

were thei ſtill kept in ſubiection: Foꝛ, the kynges Almaines, and 
ſuche as aſſiſted the Spanpardes at the ſackyng of Antwerpe, 
remained ſill there,vnder their Colonelles, Focquer and Fröl⸗ 
berg, who laie there foz their pate , whiche was an intollerable 


charge to the pooze Citezins, 
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The 7. ol Auguſt inthe pere afoꝛeſaied, the kyng ratiſied the 
perpetuall Edict and Accoꝛde, whiche Don Jhon had made with 
the Eſtates. And the 21. ol Apull the S paniardes departed Ma⸗ 
ſtright, with their butin and theeuerie, 59975 

Don Jhonhauyng hidde the ſubt ill Fore vnder a plain cloke, 
entred Bzuxelles the firft of Baie 1577. where he was receiued 
with greate pompe,triumphe and iope, ok the lozdes,and whole 
commonaltie, andthe fourth of the ſaied moneth, tooke vpon him 
the gouernment of the Zountrey, where he was \wozne, whiche 
othe ſone after he bake, 

The 11. of June, he departed from Bꝛuxelles to Palines, to 
talke (as he ſaied) with the Colonelles, and Captaines of the Al⸗ 
maines, who beeyng once paied, had their paſſepoꝛte to departe 
out ofthe Countrey after the Spanpardes: Mowbeit vnder this 
couler,he in verie deede, treated wich them about the keepyng of 
the Citie of Ant werpe koꝛ hymſell, to the ende he might the bet⸗ 
ter aſſure hymſelfofthe Caſtle:In ſo nniche, that he retained the 
intohis ſeruice, as afterward, by the interceptyng of many let⸗ 
ters, and che doynges whiche thereon enſued manifeſt{y appea- 
red. And fo? the bꝛyngyng of this his ſaied purpoſe to paſſe, he 
ſent foꝛ the Mince of Chinay, to come to hym to Malines, vn⸗ 
der a coulozable deſire of his compante, to the Citie of Mamure 
about the tongratulation of the Queene of Mauarre. Appoin⸗ 
tyng eftſones fo2 his Lieutenaunt in the ſaied Caſtle che loꝛde 
of Terlon. | 

Then departed Don Jhon from Malines, accompanied 
with many noble menne, whiche at chat tyme, were there with 
hym foꝛ the conueighyng ol hym as Eoucrnour of Mamure: 
Ahere he, in warre like maner ſciſed vpon the Caltle the 24. 
of Julie, vnder the pꝛetence of riding an huntyng. When Mõ⸗ 
ſieur de Froymont, Gouernour of the Conntrey of Namurc, a 
wile and ſtoute gentleman, had talde Don Jhon ok his greate 
wꝛong and fault cammitted, conſidering the vanitie of the act, 
and beſides, that the Souldiers would not remedie it by foꝛce of 
Armes, departed from hym, and came to the ſaied Eſtates. And 
the twoo bꝛethꝛen, to wit, the Duke ol Arſcot, and the Marques 
of Haurech. beyng noblemen of greate aucthoꝛitie, and ſuche as 
Don Thon had good likyng ot, perceiuyng his wicked purpoſe

* them, fox the ſtaiyng of them as it wer2:howbett 702 all his good 
watche and ward, thet verie wiſely, without his knowledge,pc- 
parted from Namure without any of their baggage , the 20,0f | 
the ſaied monethe, And thei were no ſoner come to Bzurelles, } 
but that thei, like good patrones of their Countrey, went imme⸗ 
> diatlycocounſell with the Eſtates, foꝛ the ſalupng of this ne we 

3 wounde. 
1 Ulhyiles Don Thon late at Namure , he ſolicited bothe by Don 
letters, and by woꝛde of mouthe Terlon , andthe Almaine Co- — 1 
lonelles, aboute the full accompliſhyng of that matter in deede,  Terton, and 
whereof thei concluded emongeſt thẽ ſelues at Malines, which !9eFilmames 
was the ſuppꝛiſyng of Ant werpe Caſtle. But it tourned all to 

nothing, by reaſon ol the greate care, paine, and fidelitie of Mõ⸗ 
ſicur le Bours , Fo2 by his wiſedome and noble courage, he ſo 


handled the matter, as that he dꝛaue out the Traitoꝛs, and tooke 
Terlon puſoner, whom he deliuered vnto the Eſtates, the firſte 


of Auguſt 1577. 
hen Foucques and Fronſ berg heard of this, it ſo amaſed 
them as that thei armed their people, and in the euenyng with⸗ 
dꝛewe them ſelues to the greate arket place of Antwerpe, but 
fearyng, chat theſame would not be ſtrong inough fo: them, and 
their people, thei withdꝛewe theim ſelues after Pidnight, vnto 
the ſtrongeſt place ofthe newe Toune,emongcit the water con⸗ 
ductes: where beyng well foꝛtelied and ſtrengthened, thei kepte 
them ſelues quiete, vntill the nexte daie in the afternoone. But 
when thei ſawe the arriuall of the Pꝛince of Ozenge Shippes, 
thei grewe into luche a feare, as that thei foꝛſooke the toune and 
* witte, Focques, to Bergues vpon Joom, and Fron berg 
o Beda. 
Aͤtter that, che Eſtates beſieged the Caſfle of Waue, where The Caſtte 
in Foucquers Regiment of Almaines laie but the 4,oftheſaiy of Wau 
moneth,it was rendered by compoſition to Monſicur ve Chun⸗ 
pigni, generall of the ſteld at that pꝛeſent, fo the Eſtates:and ſo 
were like wiſe, che Tounes of Thole and Stonebergue, che 1 97 
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of the ſaied moneth and pere. os CU . 
The zo. ol Auguſt, an Alarme was giuen to the Caſtle of 
The Caftle Leeward, into whiche, Captaine attenes Myliſma, had takẽ 
1 moe newe Souldiers then his owne:thmkyng thereby, to haue 
taken ſome of the Magiſtrates. Powbeeit the newe Souldiers 
vnder Captaine Wpbe of Goutum , got to bee Paiſters ofthe 
Caſtle parfoxce, ſo that by the ſame meanes, aroſe a greate A⸗ 
larme, by reaſon that the Souldiers were all in armes, one a- 
gainſt an other: whervpon the Citezens alſo got chẽ to Armes, 
fearyng the Toune had been ſurpꝛiſed: and ſo beſieged the Ca⸗ 
ſtle, whiche the Souldiers afterward rendꝛed vnto them vppon 
condition, that thei might be paied, Then the Citeʒeins entred 
into the Caſtle the 2. ol September, and kept it vntill the Go⸗ 
uernour Ponſteur de Uille came. 
When Don Jhon ſawe,that the greate Campe of the Eſta- 
tes dꝛewe neareto Namure , where he was but ill pꝛouided of 
men of Carre, he made ſhewe,as though he would againe treat 
with the Eſtates, to the ende that therebp,his fozce might the bet⸗ 
ter bee gathered together, and therevpon, required Commiſſio- 
ners foꝛ that purpoſe, Then the Eſtates deputed foꝛ that vſe,the 
Abbot of Saincte Giſlaine, TTlilerual, Grobbendocque,and o⸗ 
thers, who after many delaies and eonferences,retourned with- 
out doyng of any thing, conſideryng, that the ſaied Duke Jhon 
| meant nothyng els but warres, 
The Caſtle The 28, of Auguſt, 1577. the Caſtle of Antwerpe whiche 
of Antwerpe had of long been a denne of murderers, was that very date vtttr- 
razed. ly razed and defaced by the Citezens, 
The .o Septẽber kollowyng, the Eſtates publiſhed their 
Juſtification, foꝛ the takyng of Armes in theirdefence, againſt 
Don Jhon, and withall certaine letters of Don Jhon, whiche 
ther had intercepted, wherein was conteined his Treaſon,and 
becauſe thet haue been Impꝛinted ſeuerally by theim ſelues,J 
haue left the inſertyng of them, at this pꝛeſent. 
The 10, of September, Charles Focquer beeyng at Ber⸗

The Eſtates ſent to the }Inince lipng in Holland,# beſought | 
hym of aide, and ſo he did, foz the loue he bare ta his Countrey: 5 Prince, 
And in the ende, although long firſte,he arrived at Autwerpe the commer! in 
18. of September, where, the whole multitude recetued hym to Brabant. 
with greate ioye aud plealure, The ꝛelates of Utlers and Pas 
rolles , wich the Baron of Frezin, aud the Lode of Capes, 
were ſent by the generall Eſtates, to congratulate the oꝛince, 
for the receiuyng and bꝛingyng hym to Bꝛuxelles, where, the 23 
ofthe ſated monethe and pere, he was with greate triumphe and 
ioye maruetlouſlp receiued, 

The Almaines at Bꝛeda, were by the Eſtates beſieged, who 
deliueryng vp their Colonell Fronſ berg puſoner, departed vp- 
pon compoſition, frankly and freely the 4.of October, 

The 2 2. of October, the Pꝛince was choſen Gonernour of Tye Prince 
Bꝛabande, to the greate contentation ofthe whole Countrep, of ©D:enge 
makyng Bonefiers at Bzuxelles,in token of wonderfull cope, choſen « * 

Atter that the Duke of Arſcot was appoincted Gouernour Wrabant. 
of Flanders, he went to Gande, where, the Citezens and Enha⸗ 
bitauntes louyngly recetued hym, bauyng marchyng betoze him 
23. Enſignes of footmen, and 3 oo. hoꝛſe, ſhe wyng all the tokens 
of ioy that might be. Now thee dates after that he was receiued

The firſt of Nouegiber x 577.the Citizens and Enhabitants 
ofthe Cit ie of Groening in Fritelande,rovke certaine Pꝛelattes 
and Gentlemen ol the Countrep of Groening pꝛiſoners, by rea- 
ſon of the auncient quarrell aud diſſention, that the Citie long 
tyme had agatuſt the Countrey men. Therefoze,chetzer was 
lent Monſire Sainct Aldegonde and Sille, by his Ercellencie, 
the Counſaile of Eſtate, aud ot the Eſtates generall. Yowbeit, 
thei could winne nothpng at the common peoples hande. 2euers 
theleffe. ſome ofthe ÞIniſoners aſterwarde, very craſteiy got out 
of Pꝛilon, and eſcaped out of the Towne alſo. 

The 9.0} 10,0f Mouember 15 7 7,appeereda frarfull Co- 
mette in the lowe Countreis, wherevpon enſued great ſheddyng 
of blood and the death of Don Jhon. 

The chiefe Lozdes there aboutes , truſtyng to mollefie the 
Rynges harte, by makyng ſome of his owne blood Gouernour 
generall, ſent the Loꝛde of Malſtede, to the right high, Mathias 
Archduke of Auſtriche,ſonne and Bꝛother to the Emperour, bes 
ſeechynghpm to come thether fo that ende and purpoſe. But, the 


- Archduke ſepng, that the Emperour was aleard to diſpleaſe the 


Ryng, and therefoze would not confent thereto, ſecretly departed 
from Uienne, without hauyng any bodte with hym, laue the L. 
de Danwii tes, his chiefe Chamberlaine . Aud at laſt came to 
Antwerpe the 12. of Nouember 1577.

Garriſon into the Tounes of Soignie, 
Mawbuge, and Reulle,whiche the enemie had foꝛſaken. 

hen the Arche duke Mathias and the Eſtates had arered 
a greate and mightie Armie, vnder the conducte and gouerne⸗ 
ment at the Count of Boſſu, a valiaunt aud ſtoute manne, and 
verie warlike, he pitched his Campe abount Rimenant in Bꝛa⸗ 
bande: whether Don Jhon , meanyng to plate double oz quite, 
came, purpoſyng to ſet vpon the Campe. Powbeit this ſeconde 
enterpꝛiſe had not ſo good ſucceſſe as the firſt:becauſe it coſte a- 
greate number ofhis Spanpardesltues: ſo that he was enfoz- 
ced , though the notable endeuour and diligence ofall theſe, 
whs the Count had ſent to fight toretier, where Maiſter Noz- 
ris.

tinuall exhibityng of Supplications of all the lowe Countreis, 
the peace of Religion, o2 free libertie of the Religion was per- 
mitted and pꝛoclaimed, the Copie whereofenſueth, 
The peace It is knowne to all menne , that the tyꝛannous Com miſſi⸗ 
of Religion. ones long ſithence, Pꝛoclaimed aboute the cauſe of Religion, by 
the perſwaſion,counſell,and aduiſe of Straungers, eſpecially of 
the Spaniſhe nation, without hearyng ofthe Eſtates ofthe Coũ⸗ 
trey in that behalfe, and beſides , beeyng with moſte intollerable 
crueltie, entertained and abſerued, haue been, and pꝛeſently are, 
the verie oꝛiginall of all the controverſies emongeft vs, conſide 
ryng. that by thoſe occaſions, the Pꝛiuileges, Lawes, and lauda⸗ 
ble Cuſtomes, are ſondꝛie waies bzoken, and troad vnder foote, 
and laſtly, by the enemies of our Countreis, haue cauled moſte 
lamentable warre to bee, beganne to our vtter eſclauiſſhyng and 
deſtruction foꝛ euer. And thereloꝛe, none other remedie could bee 
had about this matter. but the makyng of an alliaunce and confes

date ol Dome, at leaſt ſo farre fozth,and till ſuche tyme, as either 
partie ſhalbe freely heard befoze a Generall oz pꝛouinciall Coun- 
ſell, and that therein, it bee otherwiſe determined aud concluded 
b . 
25 To the ende alſo, that the libertie ot the Religion, bee foz 
either party ruled ouer with conuenient and peaceable conditions 
to both their quietneſſes and aſſueraunce: It is oꝛdeined, that the 
Catholique Romiſhe Religion, ſhall bee redꝛeſſed aſwell in the 
Cities and places of Polland and Sealand, as alſo in all the r: fk 
of che Cities and places hereabout, where it is baniſhed,and there 
to he peaceable and freely exerciſed, without troubling oꝛ vering 
of auy ofthem, whiche ſhall deſire to haue it: ſo that there bee not 
vnder an hundꝛed houſholdes, either in Cicte oꝛ Toune , whiche 
haue con inually remained and dwelt there at the leaſt an whole 
peare, and the (ame there aboade, ſa to be certified,by the greater 
parte ofthe common Enhabitauntes. 

And ſo maie like wiſe, che ſaied refoꝛmed Religion be pub- 
lickly exerciſed, in allthe Cities and places hertabout, where 
there ſhall alſo bee founde the like nomber by the Enhabitauntes 
ofthe ſated Cities and places. 

5 Woutdedalwates, that thei bothe of the one and ofthe o- 
ther Religion, hall come before the Magiſtrate, where eithcr of 
them ſhall reſpectiuely require the exerciſe of their interlaced 
Religion, who ſhall foxthwith appoint them meete places: To 
witt, there ſhall be appointed out foꝛ them of the Romiſhe Neli⸗ 
gion, bothe in Holland and Sealand, ſuche Churches and Chap⸗ 
pelles as ſhall be thought meete, foꝛ them.there to be had, and foz 
want of ſuche.thei ſhall bee apnointed certaine places, where thei 
had heen befoꝛe tyme , andthere the Catholiques all haue full 


power to builo pp again, cheir ruined Churches and Chapp:llesz 
Ee. il. And 
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And in the reſt of the }9ouinces,theiſhall haue ſuche places, as 


the Dagiltrate ſhall aſſigne them: howbeit, thei ſhall bee a good 
diſtaunce of, from the Churches of the Catholiques, ifit maie 
poſſibly bee bꝛought ſo to paſſe, to the ende there might noquar- 
relles ariſe amongſt them, by realon of their ouer nere ſtandyng 
together, as commonly hath been ſcene come topaſle, 

6 Thateuery ofthem ſhall re ſpectiuely accoꝛdyng to the cu⸗ 
ſtome, obſerue, heare, and celebꝛate their diuine Seruice, Ser» 
mons, Dꝛaiers, Spng, Bapttze, adminiſter the Supper, Burie, 
Parrie , keepe Schooles, and what locuer thynges cls reſpec⸗ 


tiuely appertatupng totheir Neligion. 
Ik any ol them ſhall pꝛiuately exerciſe their Religion, the 


ſame perſone ſhall not be ferited no2 troubled any maner of way, 
although it be doen at home in his owne houſe. 

8. Wee expꝛeſſely foꝛbidd all thoſe bothe of the one and other 
Religion, vpon the paines afozeſated,of what eſtate, condition, oꝛ 
qualitte ſoeuer thei are, not to trouble noz moleſt one the other, ei⸗ 
ther in wozd oꝛ deede, in reſpect of their Religion, oꝛ in any thing 
— thereon, noz pet giue offence one to an other about the 
ame. 

9 TWewillthat every man abſtaine from going to the place, 
where any other Religion then his owne is exerciſed, were it not 
fo2 none other cauſe but to keepe hymſelffrom giuyng ofoffence, 
and line accozdpng tothe ſtatutes aud ozdenances of thoſe Chur⸗ 
ches wheresfhe is a member, vpon the paine afozeſated, 

10 It ſhall be lawfull foz all Friers, Religious men, and all 
other Eccleſiaſticall perſons, freely and without moleſtation, en. 
ioye all his goodes, tenthes, and other rightes. 

11 This ſhall not bee hurtfull to the Pꝛouinces of Vollande 
and Sealande , as concernyng the goodes of any Eccleſiaſticall 
perſone tbere, but ſhall liue accoꝛdyng to the 21. Article ofthe pas 
cification of Gant, vntill ſuche tyme as the generall Eſtates ſhall 
haue ſet ſome other oꝛder therein, 

12 Foz theauoidyng of all quarrelles, we fozbiddall ſlande⸗ 
rous Songes , Ballades, oz other Libelles, and infamous wzi⸗ 
tynges to bee openly ſung,and carted abꝛoade, neither pet to haue 
them to bee pꝛinted, oz ſolde, either by the one ſide oꝛ by the other, 
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ſpeake o2 preache publiquely, of what Religion ſoeũer thei be, to 
bſe any ſpeaches 02 reaſons, tendyng to diſſention oꝛ bꝛerdyng of 
troubles, but honeftly and modeftly behane them ſelues,ſpeaking 
nothyng but that whiche ſhall be to the edillyng ofthe Auditozp, 
vpon the paines afozeſated, 

14 NAe moꝛeouer, foꝛbidde vpon the like paines, all Souldt- 
ers, of what Religion ſo euer thei be, to beare aboute theim any 
deuiſes oꝛ toyes, whereby thei maie pꝛouoke one an other to diſ 
ſention and quarrelyng. 

15 That thei whiche are of theſaied Religion, afwell in Hol- 
land and Sealande, as els where, ſhall be bounde to obſerue all 
che lawes and obſeruaunces of the Catholique C hurche, about 
the makyng and contractyng of Mariages, in reſpect of the de 
grees of Conlanguinitie and Affinitie. ꝛouided alwaies, that 
as concernyng Mariages already contracted in the third oꝛ fo 
werth degree, thei of the ſaied Religion ſhall not bee moleſted, 
noꝛ the foꝛce of the ſald Mariage bꝛought in queſtion, ne yet the 
childꝛen boꝛne in the ſated mariage, to bee depꝛiued of their ſuc- 
ceſſion and enheritaunce. 

16 Pꝛouided alwaies, that no Spirituall affinitie, ſhall any 
watehurtfull to the mariages. 

17 Neither ſhall there bee any mote difference oꝛ diſtinction 
made, in the reſpect of Religion, ko the entertainyng of Schol- 
lers, ſicke, and pooꝛe perſones, into any Uniuerſitte , College, 
Schoole, Hoſpital, Spittle, then into common Almes houles, 
oz ocherwiſe. | 

18 That thet of the Religion without Hollande and Sea- 
lande,ſhall bee bounde to obſerue all the holy dates, whiche the 
Catholiquc Romiſhe Churche hath appointed to bee kept ho- 
ly: To witte, all Sondaies, Chꝛiſtmas date, the Feaſtes of the 

Apoſtles, the Annunciatton, Aſſumption, and Purification of 
our Ladie, and Coꝛpus Chriſtie date, Neither ſhall thet wo ke, 
ſell, noꝛ open their ſhoppes on thoſe dates. 

19 That vpon thoſe daies wherein the ſaied Chutche hath 
koꝛbidden eatyng of fleſhe, no Butcher ſhall ſell any of his wa- 
res, but every man, duetikully liue accoꝛding to the oꝛdenaunce 
ok eche place. | 


20 And foꝛ the better vnityng and agreeyng together ofthe 
Ee. ui. ſubiectes 
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"rwectes hereabout,weponounce , that ſuche bothe of the one 
Religion and the other, as are meete to beare office, ſhall holde, 
eniope, and exerciſe all offices and Eſtates, aſwell of Juſtice as 
other wile, without exactyng ofthoſe ofthe refozmed Religion. 
any other othe, chen thei are alreadie ſwoꝛne vnto, no? yet to bee 
boũde to any other dueties, but well and faithfully exerciſe their 
Eſtates and Offices, and obſerue the Oꝛdenaunces in this be⸗ 
halte made and agreed vpon. 

21 And becaule the adminiſtration of Law and Juſtice is the 
moſte pꝛincipall meane, to keepe Subiectes in peace and con⸗ 
coꝛd: And pet theſame ,neuerthelefſe, what thꝛough the diuerli⸗ 
tie ot Religions, and otherwiſe, is in many ſuppꝛeſſed, to the 
greate oppꝛeſſyng and mong yng of Innocentes, and others 
vhiche require the Lawe: Fm the better helyyng whereof,as al 
ſo foꝛ the ſuppꝛeſſyng o al ſclaunders, whiche at this daie beare 
too too greate a ſwaie, all Magiſtrates and Judges axe foꝛbid⸗ 
den from hence foꝛthe, to laie holde vpon any pꝛiuate perſone, oꝛ 
to take any man, without the obſeruation oftheſe thnce accuſto⸗ 
med meanes: To wit, the one, that the partie be pꝛeſently taken 
wich the committyng ok the kault, oꝛ at the appoinctment of the 
Judge, oꝛ els, where on the contrary partie, the ſame is cauſed 
to be {et doune in wzityng. 

32 And the perſones, whiche are by any of thcſe thꝛe meanes 
taken, to bee foxthwith ſent, and deliucred vp, into the power of 
their lawfull Judge,fo2to be examined vpon the kacte oz factes 
and therevpon,the Lawe to be pꝛonounced accoꝛdingly. 

23 But to the ende, that all the cuillhumours of Common: 
weales, might be the better purged aud expulſed, it ſhal be law- 
full fo2 euery man, although it touche not his owne particuler 
harme, to accuſe an other whatſocucr he bee, ſo that it bee doen 
vpon Juſtice and due inkoꝛmation, and befoꝛe alawfull Judge: 
and thelaid partie complainant to be bounde that he ſhall with- 
m viii. daies, oꝛ rather,accomwing tothe cuſtome ofthe place ſhal 
akoꝛde, feade foꝛ the partic accuſed befoze the Juſtice and after- 
ward, with all diligẽce pꝛocead, either to condemning oꝛ acqui- 
iyng, as ſhalbe thought, by good Lawe and Juſtice bee doen, 

24 Neuertheleſſe, it ſhall not bee lawfull foꝛ any manne,to 
{claunder one an other, oz lightly, and without good ground as 
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cuſe one an other , neither yet empaire the good name and lame 
of one an other, vpon the paine aboue ſaied. 

25 And koꝛ the due execution, as well ot᷑ matters of life and 
death as tiuile, and the reaſonable ſatiſũyng ot euery man : It is 
ozdeined, that all Lawes and Pagiftrates of perticuler Cities, 
Caſtles, Tounes, and Manozs of all the Countreis hereabout, 
(all be choſen tobe ſuche menas are beſt qualified, and louers of 
their Countrey, without difference of Religion, 

26 Thich Lawes and Magiſtrates ſhall entermeddle them 
ſelues onely, and altogether in the ſtate of Juſtice , Pollicie,o2 
Goueruement of thoſe Cities and places where thet are choſen. 

27 That no man ſhall herein, any waie, hinder, trouble, oꝛ let 
them, noꝛ by any meanes haue to doe with them, in any matter, 
oꝛ vnder any colour whatſoever, 

28 And ſeeyng that in this behalfe , there haue of late newe 
Magiſtrates been choſen, thei whiche are called the eighteene, oꝛ 
others whiche are appointed in their ſteades, whether thei bee 
moe, oꝛ fewer, ſball fully and wholie be depoſed,and foꝛbidden to 
thꝛuſt them ſelues in about any dealynges of the publique affai · 
res, no? yet with the foꝛteſiyng and guardyng of any of the Ci⸗ 
ties, except thei bee eſpecially choſen and deputed thereto by the 
lated Magiſtrates. 

29 And as concernyng this point, thei maie not ſet doune a⸗ 
ny opder of impoꝛtaunce, without thei firſt talke thereof with 
thole Mag iſtrates of the Cities, where thei are appoincedto 
— that, by their expꝛeſſe appointment, vpon the paines a- 

aied, 

30 Andtothe ende, that this our oddenaunce might the bet⸗ 
ter bee obſerued:the Commiſſioners, and the reſt of the Depu⸗ 
ties, oꝛ ſuche as haue aucthoꝛitie to choſe newe Pagiftrates,ſhal 
ſubſtitute fower notable , vertuous, and well qualified perſones, 
who vppon all occaſions , without exception, mate,by vertue of 
their Office, make inquiſition of the infringyng and croſſyng of 
the ſaied Oꝛdenaunce: andthe ſame ſo made, to ſett it doune in 
wiityng,and tinee oftheir handes at the leaſt, to be at it,andims 
mediatly to bee deliuered vp into the handes of the Magiſtrate, 
and he hauyng taken a ſommary knowledge thereok, to pzoceede 
againſt the tranſgreſſoꝛs with ſpeedie crecution,vpon the paiies 

E.it:f, alozeſaid. 
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aloꝛeſaied. 
31 Pꝛouided alwaies, that the Office ol the ſaid notable and 
vertuous men, ſhall laſt but one yeare, and bee newe choſen and 
| Chaunged with the Magiſtrate. 

32 And by reaton that the diſobedience of certaine Cities 
hereabout againſt their Magiſtrate, giueth occaſion of greate dis 
ſtruſt, hauyng partly euen vnto this pꝛeſent, hindꝛed the permiſ- 
lion ofthe libert:e of the Relig ion, and that, without the ſinceritie 
of the ſaied obedience, there can no good grounde of any aſſue» 
raunce be looked foꝛ: t ts therefoze enacted, oꝛdeined, and accoꝛ⸗ 

ded, that not onely all Magiſtrates, but alſo all others, of what 
eſta: e, qualitie, oꝛ condition ſoeuer thei are,ſhall from hencefoꝛth 
b; bounde to obe ye and followe, all the Dzdenaunces, Comnuſs 
ſions, Letters and Tommaundementes, aſwell of the ſaid Arch⸗ 
duke his higneſle, beyng Gourrnour and Captaine Generatl, as 
alſo of the ſated Loꝛdes the generall Eſtates ,'bothe-fo2 the le ui⸗ 
yng. diſcharg yng. entertainyng, and wagyng af men of TAarre 
and Garniſons, and ſhall alſo, accoꝛdyng to the cuſtome and ma⸗ 
ner ofa Goucrnour and Captatne;recetue,and paie out, all ſuche 
ſommes of money as are mcete foꝛ the maintenauncc of chis pꝛe⸗ 
ſent CTTlarre, and generally fo all thynges els. 

33 Amd all Puſoners without exception of any,of what qua⸗ 
litie oꝛ condition ſocuer thei bee, aud where ſocuer ther are kept, 
ſhall, foꝛthwith bee bꝛought tothe Lawe, befo2e their ozdenarie 
Judge:oꝝ foz want hereot, to be releaſed vnder ſuche conditions, 


as foꝛ the Common wealth, the ſauetie bothe ol them ſelues and 


Countrep, ſhall be thought conuement, vpon paine that the offen- 
ders bothe in generall and perticuler, ſhall be leſt to them ſelues, 
as enemies and diſturbers of the Common wealthe, and their 
goodes to be beſtowed vpon the neceſſitie of the reſt in generall. 
34 Mꝛouided alwaies, that if ſo bee any reaſonable cauſes, 
matic be ſhewed, why menne ſhould not foꝛthwith be bound to o⸗ 
beye the afozeſated Qudenaunces, Letters, and Commaunde⸗ 
mentes, that then che execution of theim to bee deferred in caſe 
the matter be able to abide any delaye) vntill ſuche tyme, as vp⸗ 
pon the receipt ot a gentle and reutrend aunſwere backe again, 
ſome other oꝛder be taken therein. 
35 And che ſame ſeconde Dyenaunce and Commaundc- 
ment, 
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ment, euery man ſhall bee bounde to obeye, without further re⸗ 
6 All this to bee doen, without hurt tothe Pꝛiuiledged, and 
laudable Cuſtomes, oꝛ Oꝛders of eucry of the ſaicd Pꝛouinces, 
whiche are ſtill in their full foꝛce and ſtrength, notwithſtanding 
this Owenaunce, by whiche, wee meane not, any wate to dero⸗ 
gate, from the ſated Pꝛiuileges. 
2 Alwates reſeruyng to his highneſle,and the generall Eſta⸗ 
tees , and to either oftheim, the interpretation, declaration, dimi⸗ 
nution, augmentation, oꝛ chaungt of this oꝛdenaunce, and cue⸗ 
ry parte and parcell of the ſame, as to the welfare and peace of 
the Countrey,hereafter ſhall be founde to appertaine. 

And fo? a full confirmation and aſſuraunce of all that hath 
been before ſaied, the high and mightie Pꝛinces, willingly, and 
in good earneſt, haue compꝛiſed themſelues within this treatie, 
whiche ꝛunces, and either of theim, haue, as a warraunt and 
pledge oftheir fidelitie, aſwell on the one part as the other, and 
fo2 a full accompliſhment, and ſetled obſeruation, of whatſoeuer 
hath been aboueſated , pꝛomiſed and ſwozme in the wooꝛdes of a 
ꝛince, and by the faithe and Religion whiche thei receiued at 
their Baptiſme, to defend, warraunt, x make reſtitution, both on 
the one ſide and on the other, vnto him whoſecuer he be, chat ſhal 
linde hymſelfhereafter to bee endomaged, in what maner ſoc- 
uer, either in parte 02 in all, by the eakpng o2 croſſpng of that 
whiche heretofoꝛe hath been ſaied. And will alſo,ifit be poſſible, 
ſingulerly pꝛotecte the Pꝛelates, and all other Eccleſiaſticall 
perſones, ſo that thei ſhall not any wate be moleſted oꝛ troubled, 
either in their perſones, exerciſes of their ſatd Religion, neither 
yet in the peaceable poſleſſyng and emioiyng either of their Ti⸗ 
ches, oꝛ whatſocuer gooddes and poſſeſſions cls, 

And this, is bothe by the Counſcil of Eſtate, and allo of the 
general Eſtates of the Countreis hereabout, aſſembled at Ant- 


werpe,dcuſed and decreedthe 12. of July 1578. 

After the publication of this peace of the Religion, the re- Publicke 
foꝛmed Religion was publickly vſed in many Cities ofthe low — 2 
Countreis, but eſpecially at Let ward in Friſclande , was the ali the towe 
firſt Sermon, that was openly pꝛeached, the 13 of Auguſt 1578 Countreis, 
inthe Jacopines Churche, cuen by the conſent of the Fricrs

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themſelues,that were owners ofthe ſaied Churche, 

The Cities of Queſnoy and Landercy, whiche the Effateg 
hw pꝛomiled to Monſieur Duke of Aniowe, would not receine 
in, the Frenche, but refuſed theim. And therevpon the Abbot of 
Marolles was ſent, to ſee ik he could cauſe theim to graunt vn- 
to it howbeit it was to no purpoſe; And therefoꝛe the ſatd Duke 
required to haue ſome other places. 

The Emperour beeyng greeued, in weighyng and conſide⸗ 
ryng of the miſerie and warre hereabout, ſent the Count of 
Swertſenbergh to the Eſtates , offryng theim, if it were poſli- 

ble, to agree them with their kyng, and to be an interceſſour fo2 

them: yea, and pꝛomiſed further, all the aide and ſeruice he was 

The Empe⸗ able to make and doe foꝛ that purpoſe, The Frenche kpng alſo 
rour, the by Monſieur de Ballenre, and the Queene of Englande, by the 
— 2 the Lowe Cobham, and Maiſter Secrctarie Walſingham, one of 
— of her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſell, beyng ſent all at one tyme to his 
Englande, highnes, to Monſieur the Dunce, and to the Eſtates, made the 
Aube. {ame declaret:on and offer,whiche was, to goe to Don Jhon,to 
dours to the heare hym ſpeake of that, uhiche thei pꝛetended to gett of hym: 
Eſtates. uhiche thyng thei did, and ſo tooke their tourney to wardes him. 
carriyng with them, the Articles ofthe Eſtates, and thei were 
all ſo fozeward in their buſincfle,as that the Deputies on eicher 
ſide mette at Louaine, And as chei had bzought the matter to a 
ioylly foꝛewardneſſe, the kyng mate to Don Thon to leaue of 
that matter, and put it into the Emperours handes: Wherevps 
pon, cuery manne retourned from whence he came, without any 
foꝛewardneſſe oꝛ concluſion of the thyng. And this matter begã 
to be treated of in the latter ende of Auguſt, and ended in the be⸗ 

ginnyng of September 1578.

Cer taine Pꝛelates, and Gentlemen of the Countrey of 

Grdenyng, who were kept in pꝛiſon in Groenyng, ſeeyng that 

ther could wot bee relealed by any ofthe chief Loꝛdes letters to 

uitte, neicher by his highncfle excellencie, and Eſtates, neither 

yet 
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yet by the Commiſſioners, whiche were expꝛelly ſent thether, 

founde the meane to make an eſcape, and the x7, of Septem- Tertaine 

ber chei by a deuiſe, got awate,ſaupng thee Nꝛelates, and tiee puſoners e⸗ 

geutlemen, who durſt not put it in ſuche an aduenture, becauſe Rape from 

ther feared to bee ſurpꝛiſed in their departure. Fo2, there was Grornpnge 
greate partialitie betweene the Citie of Groenyng , and the 

Countreyinen, by reaſon of certain Rightes and Putledges 

which? was the caule that thei were taken pꝛiſoners. Thet cal- 

led allo to remembꝛaunce, that the Nobilitie had heretofoze ar- 

med theim ſelues againſt the Citie, and had leuied and gotten 

together menne of warre, wham, che Cite eins of Groenyng, 

dꝛaue out of the Caſtle of Couerden, and tooke Bartholmews 

Eycuts their Captaine pꝛiſoner, who was after ward releaſed. 

So ſooue as the foꝛce of Monſire the Duke of Aniowe, was Bins taken 

gotten into the Countreis,he beſieged the Citie of Bins, which, by the Duke 

beyng well battered with tenne Canons, and ſixe Serpentines, 2 
rendzed the . of October, at the diſcretion of the ſaied Duke, who 
pardonpng the Souldiers, put his owne people in Garniſon. 

The ſirſt of October, Don Jhon dyed ofthe Peſtilence in his The death of 
Campe whiche laie hard by Mamure, in whoſe ſteade, came A. Don Fhon. 
lexandꝛa the Pꝛince of arma, vuto whom, the whole Campe 
ſware their obedience and fidelitie 1578. 

The 15. ol October, the pere afozeſaid,at Leeward in Friſe⸗

Nom, when the Gantois had dꝛiuen out all their Churche The oztgt- 
men, and bꝛoken doune all the Images in their Churches, be- nallofthe 
caule that Don Jhou and his Adherentes had bzoken the pacitt, Malcbtentes 
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cation of Gaunt : certaine Mallon Enſignes, vnder colour of 
their paye , and the reſtq2yng of Gaunt vnto the Romiſhe Reliz 
gion, ſhewed them ſelues Malcontentes, willyng that the Eccle- 
ſtaſticall perſones ſhould bee reſtoꝛed to the poſſeſſion of their 
goodes, and that the 2 7 which were kept in Gaunt, from 
the 20. of October 1 5 7 7.thould bee releaſed: TAherevpon alſo, 
thei cooke the Citie of Henin: who, after thei had therein foꝛte⸗ 


fied them ſelues, and their nomber encreaſed , their Chieftaine- 
the Lowe Pontignt and thei together, beganne to make open 


warre vpon Gaunt, foꝛtbe reaſons afozeſaied: But Duke Caſi⸗ 
mere bepng ſent koꝛ, tame with certaine Bandes of Boyters to

Sealande, Utright, Gelderlande, Friſelande, and the reſte of 
the Pꝛouinces wiſely conſideryng, that the Enemie went az 
bout, to diſmember the Pꝛouinces, as hereafter pou ſhall heare, 
and that the Malcontentes were very fozeward in the ſuppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſyng of thoſe ofthe refoꝛmed Religion, fell to a concluſion of a 
_ better vnion at Utright, the tenure whereof, hereafter en⸗ 
ſucth. 

Q ee hauyng by wofull and lamentable experience founde 
out , that ſithence the paciſication of Gaunt ( by whiche all the 
Pꝛouinces of the Lowe Countrets, ſufficien ly bounde theim 
ſelues, to aide one an other, bothe with their bodies and goods, 
koꝛ the dziuyng out of theſe Countreis, the Spanyardes, ond o⸗ 
ther Foꝛeine nations, with all their adherentes ) the Spanyar- 
des, with Don Jhon of Auſtriche, and the reſte of their Chick: 
taines, and Captaines, haue hunted, and ſtill by all meancs pol⸗ 
ſible doe dately hunte after the ſated Pꝛouinces, aſwell whollie 
as in parte, foꝛ the yyngyng ofthem vnder their ſubiection ty⸗ 
rannic ll gourrnement, and ſclaucrie: And bothc by armes and 

2actizes to diſmember theſated Pꝛeuinces, and make the vniõ 
whiche was made ſithencetheſated Paciſication ot none effect. 
to the utter ruine and deſolation oftheſaiev Countreis,whiche 
wee in verde haue founde , not long ſithence, by their perſeuc⸗ 
caunce in their ſaid purpoſes, though the ſoliciting of certaine 
Cities and places, by their letters, as, the Countrey of Geldꝛe⸗ 
lande, and the ſurpꝛiſyng of others by Armes: And thecekoꝛe all 
chei ofthe Duchy of Geldꝛelande, and of the Countrey of Zur: 
phen, and all thei of the Counties of Pollande and Scalande, 
Atright, and the Countreis about Friſelande,beyng betweenc 
the Riuer of Eems and Lauwers, haue thought it bothe good 
and pꝛotitable, to binde and vnite chem ſelues together moꝛe ne⸗ 
rely, and particulerly, not that thei meane to cutt chem ſelues of 
from thelated generall vnion that was made by the Paciſicatiõ 
of Gaunt: but to be thereby a greate veale the ſtronger, and pro- 
uide againſt all inconueniences whercvnto thet might fall,

ly by theirs reſpectiuely aucth2uled to theſame, agreed and con 
cluded vpon the poinctes and erticles enſuyng, not meanyng 
thereby, whatſocuer ſhall otherwiſe fall out, to ſeparate theun 
ſelues from the holy Romiſhe Empire.

Souldiers, as that thc Cittʒens and Enhabitauntes of the Ci⸗ 


ties and Countrev, alwell Eccleſtaſficall,as 2 ſhall 
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not hereby bee vexed, no} iniuried: neither ſhall the ſaied Garrt- 
ſons, bee any mote exempt fromthe Aſſiſes and Impoſtes, then 
the Citezens and Enhabitauntes of the placc, where thei ſhalbe 
placed:and beſides there ſhall in generall be giuen vntotheſaid 
Citizens and Enhabitauntes, money fo; the Souldiers lodgin- 
ges, euen as ithathvntothts pꝛeſent been vled, thiougheut all 
Vollande. 

8 And foꝛthe moꝛe aſſured aidyng, and mainteinaunce ofthe 
Countreis at all tyme and tymes, all the Enhabitauntes of euc- 
ry of theſe Pꝛouinces, Cities, and vplande Countreis, thus vni⸗ 
ted, beeyng betweene 18. and 60. yeres of age, ſhall within one 
moneth at the fardeſt, after the date of theſe pꝛelentes, be enrow-

Neuer⸗ 
theleſſe, as concernyng the gouernement ofthis coufcderacie 
in other thynges, and whiche maie fall out, and enſue thercon,e- 
uery man ſhall liue and be goucrned,accozdyngly as ſhall be ad⸗ 
uiſed and concluded vpon, by the greater nomber of the voyces 
ofthe Pꝛouinces compꝛiſed within this League, whiche ſhalbe 
gathered together, euen as it hach been wonted generally to be 
vſed of the Eſtates vntothis daie, that by wate oftolleration, vn⸗ 
till ſuche tyme as by the common aduilc of thele confederates,

11 It is agreed and accoꝛded, chat if any Pꝛotunces, Poten⸗ 
tates, Countreis, oꝛ Cities nere adjoyning, will vnite them ſel⸗ 
ues with the ſated Hꝛouinces, and yeeld vnto this confederacte, 
that thei ſyall bee receiued into it bythe aduiſe and conſent of 
theſe Pꝛouinces, 

12 That the ſaied Pꝛauinces ſhall bee bounde to be confoꝛ⸗ 
mable to the currauntncile ofthe Coyne, and courſe ofthe Mo⸗

the like ſiege hath net been heard ſpoken of, foz although, what 
by foxce ofthe Cannon, and their wonderfull vnderminyng,the 
Enemie had already woone bothe their Gates, and Nampares, 
yet were thei no whit diſcouraged, but valtauntly, like noble 
Souldiers and menne of warre , continually repulſed theim, 
wherein, chei in verie deede ſpewed cheir greate loyaltie and cõ⸗ 
ſtancie, towardes their Countrie, repꝛouyng hereby, the cawar⸗ 
diſe ofthe Wallonnes Nobilitie, who foꝛ a ſmall poꝛtion af a 
ſhare, did ſo farfozth 8 it ſelf,as p theibecame the Spaniar 
des Pages, their pꝛoteſſed enemies, aidyng them to the vtter o⸗ 
uerthꝛowyng bothe of theim ſelues, and their people.

certaine daies, and ſometymes ſo ſhotte of their Artillerie into 
the Toune,as that thzee men were flaine there withall: But af- 
ter thei had ſeen certaine letters, whiche were witten vnto the, 
and vnderſtoode the content of them, thei rendꝛed the Caltle the 
5. of Febzuary, in the pere afoꝛeſaied. Whiche the Citezeing 
pulled daune to the ground, and ſtlled vp the Diches.

Abiche was pzoclaimed,and commaunded co bee ſtraightly 
obſerued,by the Enhabitauntes of the Citie. 

The 29. of October, were ſixe greate peeces of Oꝛdenaunce 
moe, bꝛought to the Campe ot the Enemie and planted, to bat · 
ter the Citie withall, whiche was in deede doen the next daie fol⸗ 
lowyng, fo that thereby thei had no vſe of the twoo Milles of the 
Citie. The ſame daie, the Citie under ſtoode, by Captaine Yer» 
man Dlthoff his man, that the Enemie meant to giue them a 
lively aſſault, and therefoze euery man pꝛepared hymlſelf, to giue 
them au hot repulſe:and to that ende, thei bꝛought al the bꝛewyng 
Ueſſellesin the Citie to the Rampars, which thei had filled with 
hot ſkaldyng water and Lime, foꝛ the waſhyng ofthe heades and 
bodies of the Enemie, Thei pꝛepared alſo all kindes ok neceſſary 
Armour aud {Ueapon, to veteude themſelnes, againſt the kozte 
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of the Enemie: in ſo muche , that the Souldiers, and all the Ci⸗ 
teʒens were fully determined to receiue, and withſtande the aſ- 
ſault ofthe Enemie, who in ſteade of aſſaulting the Citie, caſt vp 
his trenches from Gieſt Gate,euen vuto Onniger Gate, 

The firſt of Nouember, a eſſenger was ſent to the Eſta⸗ 
tes, to aduertiſe them ofthe eſtate of the Citie. And about 10,0f 
the Clocke in the night, there iſſued 26. valiaunt Souldiers, vn- 
der the conduct of Jhon Uozberg , Captaine Coꝛnput his Licu⸗ 
tenaunt, who charged the very body of the Tatche, whiche late 
betweene Gieft Gate, and Onniger Gate, and there, ſo pꝛetely 
well cooled the courages,of 24.men ofthe ſaied Tatche,as that 
20, ofthem were leaft dead in the place , and thzee caried awaie 
pzifoners,and one of them whiche would not goe, was hurt vnto 
death. and left without the Citie, where he died that night: but be 
that was in the watch, ſaued himſelf with a light paire ok heeles. 

The 2. of the ſaied Moneth in the night, the Ene mie caſt vp 
the Trenche betweene the foxcſaied Gates, asifhe would haue 
made there ſome Mount, and therefoze, thei like wiſe within be⸗ 
gan to make an other Mount, about Gieſt Hate, and then were 
the Captaines quartered, ſoꝛ the defending oftheRampars.The 
ſame date alſo, were twoo deepe ditches made at Sieſt Gate, be⸗ 
cauſe thei feared, that the Enemie would vndermine the Citic, 

The z.daie at night, iſſued certatneSouldiers, and ſuddenly 
fell vpon the ]Iponers, certaine Countrie men, and Souldiers, 
whercofmanp were ſlaine , and after warde thei retiered to the 
Citie with their butin, 

The 7.daie thei ſallied out at the Eaſt Gate, and bꝛought as 
waie two Souldiers, and a Uictualler, Pꝛiſoners, leauyng be: 
hinde them vpon the waie many hurte men, which would not goe 
with them. Thei caried alſo awaie with them, in deſpight of the 
Enemie, fiue Ryne, and a Souldiers wife, The ſame date in the 
afternoone, there was the like ſallie, whereat was a liuely ſkir⸗ 
miſbe, ſo that by reaſon of the retraict of Captaine Oltholffe his 
Enſigne bearer, and of Captaine Herman Dlthoffe , they were 
bothe hurt. The Enſigne bearer alſo of Captaine Comput,Can- 
dyng vpon the Citte Rampere,.was with a Cannon ſpot, ſlaine 


in the place. 


The 9.vdaic , the Meſſenger returned with Letters from the 
JIzince 
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}1ince and the Eſtates, to the Citie, pꝛomiſing to ayde the Ci · 
tie, and raiſe the Campe ofthe Enemie , And againe, the night 
followyng, came in two Cite zeus, ſaiyng that the ayd was com⸗ 
mpyng on, whiche ſhould he lpe the Citie. 

The 11.daie, the Moꝛſemen of the Enemie trouped on from 
Onnen by TUeſtwpke, towardes the Zlood, who were bzaucly 
hauſled with greate Oꝛdenaunce, from the Toune,to the greate 

loſſe of their people. 

The 12. of the ſaied Boneth, there was a ſallie and a Skir: 
miſhe made, to the hurte ofthe Ene mie, in whiche, one Willyam 
Doꝛth, Captaine Olthoffe his Sergeaunt, was hurt to death, 
and dyed the next moꝛrow: On which date in the Sermon while, 
there came to the Gate, a man at Armes on Hozſeback, very wel 
armed, who was receiued into the Toune: But when the Soul- 
diers ſawe, that he was none of the wileſt, oꝛ rather a counterfeit, 
thei thzuſt him out ofthe Gates, after the Sermons were ended, 
and ſlue him with Harquebouze ſhot, keeping behinde wity them 
his Doſe and Armour. 

The 16. and x7, date the Enimie battered the Toune, and 
thcſame Euenyng, in token thet had obtained avictozic of He⸗ 
gemans people, the Enemie trailed an Enſigne at his hoꝛſe 
tatle , and made Bonefters rounde about the Citie, as though 
thei would haue allaulted it with fiers,

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gouernour of Friſelande, and ſo, thei ſhould depart with bagge 
and baggage, UAhom, Captaine Frauncis Platte, in the name 
of all the reſte of the Captaines, anſwered: That thei kepte the 
8 Citie in the behalfe o his Maieſtic , of Archduke Matthias ok 
oy Auſtriche, as Captaine Generall, of the Pꝛince of Oꝛenge, his 
FR Lieutenaunt, and of the Eſtates : And that thei had none other 
" thyng, fozthe Count of Rennenberg tocommaunde,but Bul- 
lettes and pouder: andtherefoze wiſhed theim quietly departe, 
without thei liked to be ſaluted with Cannon ſhotte. Theſame 
night, a meſlenger was diſpatched towardes Campen, to de⸗ 
clare vnto them, what loſſe thet had receiued by fier, 

The 19.date,the Enemie, moſte diligently went aboute to 
ſhoote fire again into the Citie, but it was to no purpoſe, This 
night, there came a meſſenger into che Citie:who ſated, that he 
had caſt awaie his letters, whiche he had of the Eſtates, becauſe 
he feared ( as he ſaied) thei carried no good newes with theim: 
and within one houre after, there came in the taile ofhym,thce 
other Citeʒens, agreyng all with one voice, that there was no 
aide in the whole woꝛlde ready: fon, thei ſaied, that the people of 
the Hegemans was diſcomfited,and the Scluſe and Bloczeell 
foꝛſaken: where vpon, the nexte date follo wyng, enſued greate 
trouble and diſſention: Foꝛ, many of the Papiſticall Citczeng & dtuiſlon in 
and others, cried out and ſaied, that it was reaſon a Dꝛomme Stcen wehe. 
ſhould bee ſent to the Enemie, and the Citie to bee rendꝛed vp. 
DPowbett,there were certaine Souldiers, and all the refozmed 
citezens,whiche would none of that, who, bothe with faire ſpee⸗ 
ches, alſo with thꝛeatnyng woꝛdes, ſald:that thei would rather 
kill one an other, then thet would ſo yeld vnto the Enemie,con- 
ſideryng, that thei had no want of victualles: In ſo muche, that 
many honeſt and conſtant Citezens, did weare that daie, bothe 
Armour and weapon vnder their cloakes : Some others, gree⸗ 
uouſly accuſed the Pzince and the Eſtates, becauſe thei had not 
holpen certaine Cities, whiche had been beſteged,as, Dopflach 
Delff5iell, Couerde,Baeſtright,{Harlem, and Ziericzea,could 
largely witneſſe, neuertheleſſe, the reſte ſtoode ſtoutly to their 
trckle, ſo that in the ende, the trouble and ſedition was ſuppꝛel⸗ 
ſed. And ſone after, there came a Dꝛomme to the gate, bringing 
letters from captaine Gedeon Bameren, ꝛatyng * 
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haue his ſouldiers deliuered fo2 other pꝛiſoners, 02 els fo2 a mo⸗ 
nethes wages, whiche was graunted hym, Jn the euenyng,the 
Enemie, very diligently ſought, toſhootemoze Fire into the 
Toune, but it was to no purpoſe. This night, came in the faith- 
full and vertuous ſeruaunt ofthe Countrie, Matthias Ries, 
bung yng with hym good newes:ſaiyng, that the Eſtates were 
makyng of the moſte diligent pꝛeparation that was poſſible, to 
aide the Citie, as alſo it appeared by the letters ofthe Eſtates, 
whiche refreſhed again the hartes of al the white liuered knigh 
tes ofthe Toune: and this night, Herman Henricx, and Geoꝛge 
Materwike with one of Hans Urancquebourg Souldiers, 
were ſent out or the Citie. \ 

The 21, of Nouember, there iſſued, aboute the daie bzeake, 
out ofthe Eaſte gate, vo. ſhotte, who laie hidd in a ſecret place, 
vntill ſome of TAeſtwike Campe came that waie: Andthen, 
with the aide of the hoꝛſemen ofthe Citie,theiſette vpon theim, 
and caried awaie with theim 11. hoꝛſes, with a Charrettc and 
Chariot, and a victualler, flayng ſuche, as would not goe with 
them. This victualler had about him in gold to the woꝛth ok zo. 
Flotins : and when he was examined, he ſaied, that he thought 
in his opion, chat the Enemie meant to plant che greate Dzde- 
naunce in Eaſtwike,and batter che Citie on that ſide, oꝛ els caſt 
fier into it, fo the doyng ok it the moze miſchiete, but it pꝛoued 

yn. 
The 22.the Enemie ſent a Dꝛomme fo? certaine pꝛiſoners 
whiche thyng the Captaine ofthe Toune deniedhym , foz that 
daie, becauſe he vnderſtoode not of the ſedition,thathad been in 
the Citte,by reaſon ofthe ill newes, and foꝛmer ſier. The dzdme 
ſaied, that the Counte by reaſon ofthis retuſall, would hang all 
thoſe pꝛiſoners whiche were ours, and that thei ſhould heare ol 
other newes ſhoꝛtly: but he was auſwered againe, chat if theiſo 
did, thei would in like maner, deale wich che pꝛiſoners, whiche 
thet had-of theirs, 

The 23. daie, the Enemie beganne to caſte vp a mightie and 
ſtrong Trenche from Eaſtwike, aboute the winde Milne hill: 
and towardes euenyng he bꝛought thether, thiee companies of 
Souldiers: But as che hoꝛſemen trouped,on the ſide of the Ci 
tie, ſome ofthem were ſlaine with Muſket ſhotte, and theſame 
date, 
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daie,thei beganne to fill vp the Eaſt gate with yearth,and ram⸗ 
force the Rampares,and Uauntmures betwixte the lated gate, 
and Onniger gate, In the Euenyng, the Enemie made a falſe 
Alarme and ſhotte at the Citie,as though he would haue giuen 
the aflaulte, but nothyng came ol it: It is thought, that thei did 
kt thus, becauſe thei would rat haue the Pioners troubled,and als 
ſo, fx that he might the better pitche his Campe in Ealtwtke: 
3 and the 24. daie, he alſo ramfozced that Trenche, and the watch 
' beyng ſet, bꝛought his people out of the Mood, and made 
giue a falſe Alarme about eleuen ot the clocke: But becauſe the 
Touneſmen, ſo tickled them with cheir oꝛdenaunce, chere came 
nothyng of it. 
The 29. daie, money was cried vp to the double valure, to 
paie the ſouldiers withall. The nexte moꝛrowe, certaine iſſued 
out at the Mood gate, towardes the Eaſthꝛidge, to catche a 
ſouldier, that was laden with Gambons ol Bacon and Butter: 
who beyng talked with, ſaied:that the Coũte of Rennenbergue 
was gone to Groenyng to take vp money, foꝛ the appaiſyng of 
the mutinous ſouldiers. And further told, chat our aide was ga⸗ 
thered together at MNinſome, about 3 wolle, and that their hoꝛſ⸗ 
3 men, and ſixe Enſignes offootemen , were marched towardes 
* Hauelt, to ſtaie the aide. 
8 The ſirſt of December : the weather whiche had of long fa⸗ 
uoured the Enemie,beganne to alter:and fell torainyng,blow- 
yng, and bluſteryng. And this CEuenyng, there ifſued out of the 
Gieſt gate, about fourtie ſouldiers, ta ſurpꝛiſe the Pioners, but 
whFthet found no Pioners there, there iſſued out of the Mood 
gate, about thirtie ſouldiers mo, to ſound the depth ofthe Riucr 
of Ae, and with their Hot, flue certaine ofthe enemies behinde, 
as thei ſatte aboute the fier ſide , and gaue many their deathes 
wounde, Some ok ours alſo retourned not ſcotkree, and loſt be⸗ 
fides,twooofHans Platte his ſouldiers, bzingyng awate with 
them notwithſtandyng, ſome ſpoile. 
The third date , about eight ol the Clocke in the Poꝛnyng, 
chet lalied out vpon the Enemie, whom thei chaſed out of Wie- The Enem 
ſterwike trenches to the greate loſſe of their came back dꝛiuen out of 
with the ſpoile of the Armour and weapon of fourtie ſouldiers, his Trenche. 
beſides cloakes and other apparell, This night, was the cnemp web fre, 
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diuen out ofhis Trenche,with a balle of wilde ſier, whiche the 
Tounſmen had caſte into the ſated Trenche, 

The fourth date , the Enemie foꝛſooke his little Trenche, 
whiche late wholy aboute the Citie: and theſame euenyng,thei 
beganne to ſette open the Onniger gate,whiche had been ram⸗ 
pard vp with yearth, The night enſuyng, there iſſued out again 
about thirtie ſhotte, who hauſled the body of the Tlatche with a 
liuely volee of ſhotte:and in the meane while, other thirtie ſette 
vpon the Trenche, whiche was but ſclenderly manned, ſome of 
whiche thei fluk. This night alſo, came into the Citie, twoo of 
our meſſengers, who bꝛought good newes of our aide. 

The ſixte date, Onniger gate, was ſett ſo wide open as that 
a 1 5 o. Souldiers and Poꝛſes, went out ot it, where thei made 
an hott ſkirmiſhe with the Enemie, who, ſo foꝛſooke his Tren- 
ches, as that he was dꝛiuen from al the Trenches that were be⸗ 
tweene Onniger gate, and the Mood gate, whiche was dziuen 
open with the foꝛce of a Mallet, foꝛ the ſauyng of our men from 
the greate Oꝛdenaunce of the Enemie. This night, our menne 
gaue the Enemie thꝛee Alarmes, at the firſt of whiche, he ſhotte 
of twile againſt Dnneger Gate, howbcit there was no hurte 
doen. 

The ſeuench daie, chei beganne to builde vp a counter ſcarfe 
bekoꝛe Onniger gate: where vpon, there came out of the Mood 
twoo Coꝛnettes ot hoꝛſemen, and a bande of Almain hozſemen; 
but ſo ſoone as thei were come into the Southe parte of the 
Campe, the Enemie begantoſettehymſelfin oꝛder, as though 
he would haue giuen the Alarme: and then thei ſent many ſhott 
to the counter ſcarfegofthe Citie, and ſettyng vpon the Tren⸗ 
ches, dꝛaue out the Enemie. This night, the Enemie had ſire 
Alarmes, ſo luſtely giuen hym, as that he tooke no reſte at all. 
And our men had a ſigne offire giuen them, vppon Coldervene 
Tower, as it was pꝛomiſed theim. But after chat our aide was 
once paſſed the Blacke water, the Enemie beganne ta make a 
Bꝛidge of boates ouer the Riuer of Ae, and ſo filled lowe plaine 


grounde with faggottes and other thinges, that he might come 


from one quarter of his Campe to the other, 
The nineth daie in the moꝛnyng, certaune Souldiers iſlued 
sut, and tooke awaie twoo fatte Oxen from the Enemie. Then 


was 
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was there Alarme ſounded in the Campe, wherevpon, the Ene- 
mie beganne to ſhewe his hedde: and had placed a band of Eaſt- 
wike Tood, and therefoze, fo2 that date, were no moꝛc ſallies 
made. The ſouldiers of the Toune like wiſe, had ſect vp a bande The tounes 
of hoꝛſemen, foꝛ the dately makyng of their ſallies, ouer whom, men, ſet vp a 
chei appointed Captaine Girard Polten of Geldzelande,aman panve of 
of great valure,andLieutenaunt to Conrad Edenrats of Stc- 18 
enwike. 
The tenth date , aſallie was made as befoꝛe, in whiche thei 
5 tooke thꝛee pziſoners , and becauſe one of theim would not goe 
F on, he was ſlaine, and one of the other was deliuered the ſame 
date vpon his raunſome, And as our Captaines had deltuered 
the pꝛiſoner vnto the Ozome, there was a CInon ſhot came out 
ofthe Campe, whiche ſo ſpꝛinkled the dirte aboute their cares, 
- as that bothe the D2omme, and the pꝛiſoner, were in greate dan 
ger of their liues. 
The eleuenth daie, the hoꝛſemen of the Toune, aſſembled 
theim ſelues in the PMorket place, and had gotten vp, vppon the 
R mpares with their Guidon, as if a band ofhozſemen had en« 
tred the Toune: Wherevppon,the Enemie beg anne to bꝛeakt 
doune the budge towardes Mieſliecke, but thei were ſoone d11- 
ucn thence,by certaine ſouldiers whiche iſſued out ofthe toune 
who bꝛought with them ſuche inſtrumentes, as chei were won- 
ted to vſc, after ſome ſmall ſkirnuſhe , Theſame daie, che Ene- 
mie put twoo Kine into the Medowes liyng on the toune ſide, 
thinkyng thereby, to entrappe ſome ot our menne, becaule ther 
laced in ambuſhe many hozſemen and others, whiche chyng our 
people ſuſpectyng, ſaied vnto the Enemie, that the Rine were 
ouer leane, and therctoꝛe willed chem to ſende fatter thether, 
The 12. of the (ated Moneth, the Enemie diſcharged thzee 
Cannon lhot vpon the Toune,foz a watche wozde: wherevpon, 
bothe , the Launces, and ſhot, ſhe wed them ſelues ab2oade in the 
plaine fieldes, whether alſo were come, from Teſterwpke two 
Companies of Fooceineu, And then thei beganne to entrench a⸗ 
bout Dnneu , that thei might keepe backe our ayde, but it was 
to no purpoſe. The ſame Euenyng were ſent two Meſſengers to 
aſ ke councell about the affaires of the warres, to get ayde, and 
to ſhew the eſtate of our Citie and the eſtate ol the Enemp. The 
Oh. j. Douldierg 
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Souldiers who had the conuaiyng of the Peſlengers, fell im⸗ 
mediatly vpon the Enemie and ſlewe thzee ofthe Matche, ma · 
kyng a greate and long Alarum vpon them. 

The 13. daie, thei ſallied out twiſe, to ſee if thei could catche 
any, but at laſt Gerarde Molt, tooke an Harquebouzer:and after 
he had taken his Parquebouze from hym, he caricd hym awaie 
ꝛiſoner, who was recouered, by two bandes of Hoꝛzſemen, and 
two Enſignes of Footemen, but pet thet caried awate the Har- 
quebouze with them. * 

This night bekoze Midnight, were ſeene two ſignes of fire, 
and an other after midnight, accoꝛdingly as p Meſſengers were 
— ogy to doe, che meaning whereok, our Captaines right well 

ewe. 

The 14. daie, the Enemie ſhewedhymſelf with foure Squa⸗ 
dꝛons of Yozſemen, who at laſt, put them ſelues in oꝛder of bat⸗ 
taile: At whiche tyme, the Counte of Rennenbergue came the⸗ 
ther, who wheeling about, went from him, the Enemies diſchar⸗ 
gyng all their Piſtolles , to honour hym withall , Then, the 
Tounes men, diſcharged a greate peece of Oꝛdenaunce ag ainſt 
the Troupe, and againſt TUeſterwpke Campe alſo, and likes 
wiſe againſt Mauſtroyffe quarter, where he lighted from his 
YDozle, There was alſo an other token or fire that night ſeene tos 
wardes Sclule, 

The 15. daie, becauſe the water in the Ditches was hard fro⸗ 
ſen euer, the Souldiers went out tobzeake the Jſe, and in the 
meane while, there went ouer fower of the enemies dziupng an 
Dre befoze them towardes Eaftwpke . TWlhiche thyng, when 
our men whiche were bꝛeakyng ofthe Je, ſaw, went, and tooke 
away the Dre from the enemie:and although manp of the Soul: 
diers of the Eaemie, came thether to recouer it, yet did thei na⸗ 
thyng in it, becauſe our Souldiers had in haſte dꝛiuen it to the 
Toune. This night about 11. of the Clocke, the Enemie ſoun⸗ 
ded a great Alarme, bothe with Dꝛommes, and Trumpettes, 
And at that tyme allo was ſtre cried at Giethoꝛne, and ſoone at 

ter, many houſes were ſeene on a light ſtre: in ſo muche, that the 
Enemie diſcharged thꝛee Cannons fo2 the watch woꝛd, that the 
Hozlemen might get together. There wag{lſo a greate nopſe, 
al aboue an hundzed Cartes and Þozſeg 6 
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gf the Countrey of Dzenthe:but when the daie appeared, bothe, 

the cartes and alſo the carters were cleane gone: foꝛ rhei whiche 

had let Giethoꝛne on fire, came not nete it. The next Bozrowe 2 fozte of 

in the euenyng, Stuper his companie, had bꝛoken the Ile, be- of Cartes. 

tweene Onniger Gate , and Gieſt Gate, and ſa euen vnto the 

Mood Gate. This night likewiſe, was a greate noyſe, bothe of 

1 Cartes and Hoꝛſes iu the Enemies Campe. 

$ The 17. daie, iſſued out ſeuen Souldiers to entrappe ſome 

7 of the Enemies nere vnto the Caſterne bꝛidge, thee of whiche 

1 were vpon Fredericke Lutgene his lande, and the other fower 

in the Banke ditche. But ſo ſoone as two of the Enemies of Ea: 

ſterwyke Campe ſawe, chat the afoꝛeſaied thee, would needes 

charge them, thei purpoſed foꝛthwith to ſane thẽ ſelues though 

the lightneſſe of their heeles. Thiche thyng when the other fo⸗ 

wer ſawe, thei left their ambuſſhyng, and tooke the one, and the 

other el kaped with leapyng ouer the Niuer of Ae. hen thei 

had bꝛought the pꝛiſoner to the Towne, he was examined, who 

ſaied, that our people had been at Giethozne,and taken D2tho of 

Sauton Dyoſlat of Parder wike pꝛiſoner.ſlaine his ſonne, grer· 

uouſlp wounded his guarde coꝛpes, and put his Souldiers to 

flight, And beſides,chat our nit᷑ were come ta Peppell, with 23. 

Eulignes of Footemen, whom the Enemie thought toremoue, 

going thether but with 10. Enſignes ol Footemen, # acertaine 

nomber of Do2ſemen, but it was all in vaine. And further he ſaid, 

that the knight of Mieuoꝛte, was in the Countrep of Groenyng 

with a great nomber of Souldiers, There was alſo a Dzomme 

ſenttothe Enemte , to knowe whether he would redeeme his 

Souldier with a raunſome oꝛ no. And he ſated that he would, 

howbeic he thzeatned fo all that to hang him, ſo ſoone as he had 

hym, ik ſo be that thei of the Toune would not doe itbefo22; but 

thei of the Toune, accoꝛdyng to their cuſtome, and foꝛmer pꝛo⸗ 

mile, would not doe it, and the reaſon whiche moued the ene mie F 

to cauſe him tau be hIged was this, that he went from the Campe F 

without their leaue and licence. The ſame date, the twoo Soul: 

diers whiche bꝛake the Jiſe of the Ditches, ſet vpon a Souldier ; 

of the enemie, wha had giuen them ſome occaſton, hauyng none 

other weapons abaut theut, but the tooles where with chei bꝛake 4 

the Je, one of whiche, named Jhon v_ as he was ra | 
ij. pled 
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pled to the enemie, was ſlaine with an Parquebouze ſhott, and 
after he was dead, the enemie gaue hym many a ſtappe with his 
dagger, criyng with a loude voyce : wee are the Souldiers of 
Suater, and thus will we handle all the reſt of you, ye Poꝛzſe ta⸗ 
ters , This their crueltie, reſtranged the hartes of many from 
them, and entouraged many, to withſtande them to the vtter⸗ 
molt , This night, about twelue of the Clocke, came into the 
Toune,our thꝛee Meſſengers of the Citie,bzinging newes that 
thei had left at the Blacke Scluſe ; 6.companies of Souldiers, 
and at Bergmer Bꝛidge z oo. hoꝛſe, comming to ayd vs. There 
was alſo a token of fire, made vpon the Tower, which when the 
Enemie ſawe, he diſcharged a greate peece of Oꝛdenaunce, but 
(thankes be to God) did no hurt at all, and the bullet was founde 
in the Churchyarde. 
The 18. daie being rainie and miſtie, there was a ſallie made, 
to know whether the Enemte that laie ſo ſtill, was ſtrong oz no: 
and after thet had ſkirmithed a while, thet retiered on either ſide, 
by reaſon of the miſt:But about eight of the Clocke at night th 
Enemie gaue a falſe Alarme, and ſhot ot, twiſe. | 
The 19.daie, the Enemie ſhott of thziſe, whiche was, as it 
was thought, a certaine watch wozde:foz,thiee Moꝛſemen came 
from the Wood, and the Enemie ſounded the Alarme: and there 
might be ſeene many Souldiers marche without weapon from 
CUeſterwike,towardes the Mood. This night, about midnig ht 
came into the Coune, certaine Meſſengers with charge and let · 
ters of Colonell Nozris an Engliſhe man, aduertiſing them that 
the Enemte had been the 18. date, with 11. Enſignes of Foote 
men, and ſixe Coꝛnettes of Hoꝛſemen at the Blacke Sclule, Af 
ter that the Army of the Eſtates, was retired from Meppell, the 
Enemie thought to haue diſcomfited and ouerthꝛowen the three 
Companies whiche were left at the ſaied place: howbeit, thet 
met chere, with ſuche an encounter, as that twooof their Cape 
taines were ſlaine inthe place, two Enſignes taken, about 500, 
Souldiers ſlaine, che Armour and weapon of 5 oo. men left be⸗ 
hinde, and an Enſigne bearer taken pꝛiloner: and beceuſe, that 
aſter the entre oftheſe Beſfengers,a token ol ſire was giuen vp⸗ 
pon the Tower, the Enemie ſhott ok a greate peece of Ozde⸗ 
naunce, | 
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The twentie daie, there was ſo greate an hurly burly in the 
Campeof the Enemie, as that thei might be heard criyng, euen 
to the Nampars ot the Toune, money, money: but becaule cer⸗ 
taine ot our Captaines went out with ſome of their Souldiers 
into their emptie trenches, to vnderſtand ſomething moꝛe of this 
burly burly, ſome ot the enemies perceiuyng them, there was a- 
non plentifull dealyng of Parquebouze ſhott, on either ſide, and 
beſides, the Enemie let flie a Cannon ſhott amongſt the thickeſt. 

Then beganne ſome of the Captaines of the Toune to make a 
counterſcarfe befoze the TWlood Gate, which was an hazardous 
thyng to doe, And ſoone after, the Enemie fell on cripng out and 
ſaiyng, ha pooze ſoules, get you out, and looke foʒ alter Hed⸗ 
gemans: Then aunſwered the Touneſmenthem againe ſaiyng: 
It were very ſmall honour to vs to ſerue ſuche traitours:but ( ꝙ 
thei) wee will goe to the Blacke Scluſe, and Meppell, and wee 
doubt not, but to finde there, both Enſignes, Armour, Weapon, 
and Paye ol pours. After midnight, the Enemie once againe dil 
charged thꝛee Cannon ſhott, and the Hozſemen of the Mood 
ſhocked on; and eftſoones was a nopſe in the Campe, cripng, 


Arme, Arme. 
The 21. daie, thei made a ſallie, and tooke a Page, who being 


examined, could ſaie nothing: wherevpon, thei ſhoze his head like 
a Frier, and then dꝛaue hym out ofthe Toune. And about thee 
ofthe Clocke in the afternoone, the Enemie ſhott of feuen Cau 
non ſhott , beſides ſixe balles of wilde fire, one of whiche lighted 
inthe plain befozethe Toune,and an other vpon Marſhall Ton« 
geren his Barne, whiche, thꝛough the greate diligence of the Ci⸗ 
tezens was quenched, The ſame date allo, the Citezens and the 
Souldiers, had deuiſed an enterpꝛiſe againſt Eaſtwtke: how be 
it, the Captaines fruſtrated their purpoſe. This night alſo, went 
fower Meſlengers out of the Toune , whole conuaie, cauſed a 
great Alarme, in bothe the Campes, 
The 22. daie, thei went on, with their ſaid counter ſtarfe, and 
the Enemp papd a pꝛiſouers raunſome, wha had been a Moneth 
pꝛiſoner, it was thought that thei did it, to the ende that by hym, 
thei might the better vnderſtande the fate ol the Toune , This 
night enſuyng, there came into the Toune, twoo Meſſengers, 
who bꝛought with them * on theit backes 
4 5. 700. 
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700,Poundes of Gunpouder in leather bagges, and an Enligne, 
whiche the Enemie had loſt at the Blacke Scluſe. 

* The 23. daie in the afternoone, ſome of Meppell made a road 
5 to Steenwike, and fiered certaine houſes at Onnen. hen the 
Enemie ſawe this. he marched with a great companie towardes 
ot the place, and the Totnes men ſallied out, and bꝛauely ſkirmiſ⸗ 

: ſhed with hym, where many, bothe on the one ſide and the other 
were ſlaine: and yet but one Touncs man, whoſe name was 
Francis Platt. Then the Enemie, caried awaie his dead,bothe, 
on hoz\backe, and alſd by wagon, and loſt beſides, a good ſozte 
of Hoꝛſes. The Enſigne that was bꝛought from the Blacke 
Sclule, was caried in deſpite, rounde about the Toune vpon the 
Rampars , This night alſo, certaine Meſſengers whiche were 
177 gone out ofthe Toune, came in again, by reaſon that the Boone 
(iy ſhoone lo bꝛight, fearyng thereby, to bee viſcouered , This night 
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J I 5 like wiſe, the Enemie beganne to entrenche in Jleene waie, but 

F the next moꝛrowe, the Tounes men had caſt it quite aud cleane 
doune. | 

10 The 24. daie at night, Captaiue Conrade of Steenwike, 


Maiſter ziger. ter. ſteigh and others, went out of the Toune, 
whiche thoſe Souldiers had brought in the pouder afozeſaied, 
meaning to goe to Meppell, to deuiſe and conclude with the Ges 
nerall of the Armie, and the councell foꝛ the warres, about ſome 
enterpiiſe and meanes, that might beſt ſerue foꝛ their deliue⸗ 
raunce and ayde: but as thei were about the little trench whiche 
was caſt vp, vppon the wate afoꝛeſaied, and ſhould paſſe ouer a 
narrowe planke, whiche remained vppon the paſſage of the Eaft 
The-Enemy- d1dge, the Enemte was come thether to caſt vp againe, the ſaied 
— ——— trenche, and fo ſoone as thet were mett, eicher ſide was amazed, 
ter at a fourd but by and by, let flye their ſhot one againſt an other. Then ſoun · 
ded the Enemie, the Alarme: and therevpon eur men retiercd, 
becauſe thet knewe not the nomber whiche tame againſt them: 
And as thei went ouer the fozeſaied planke , thꝛee Engliſhmen 
kell into the Riuer of Ae, and ſo were zouned; And fooꝛthwith, 
the Enemie had the Alarme giuen hym on either ſide, to the end 
be ſhould not vnderſtande our peoples meanyng and deuiſe. 
The 25. o the ſaied Mone th, Captaine Frantis Platt was 
uuried in our Lady Churche, and the 26, certaine Peſſengers 
weer 
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were ſent out, to declare the ſtate ol the Toune. 
The 27. daie at night, the Enemie beg anne to caſt a trenche 


befoze Onniger Gate, to keepe them backe from kallyng. This 
night alſo were certaine houſes burnt at Onnen. This daie like- 
wile, the Enemie made a paſſage, from Caſterwike Campe, o- 
uer the Riuer of Ae, towardes the little trenche of Iſueniger 
Bancke, 
The 28. daie in the moꝛnyng, Onnen houſes, were againe 
ſeene on lire, and it was thought that the Enemie did it, to the 
ende that we ſhonld haue no ſhelter fo our ſauftie. The Enemie 
alſo, cauſed certaine long peeces of Timber to bee caried awaie: 
and in the afternoone, ſent a Trompet tothe Mood Gate, ſom⸗ 
monyng the Toune to render it ſelf into the handes of Geozge * | 
deLalapng:who was aunſwered, that theicould not doe it, with — 
out thei ſhould lole their honoꝛ, and bꝛeake their othe, whiche thei the Toune. 
meant not to doe, ſo loug as thei had one dꝛoppe ol bloud in their 
bodies , Chen the Captaines were retourned from the ſaied 
Trompet,thei fearyng,that ſome trouble, herevpon, might artſe 
amongeſt the Citeʒens, tolde theim , that the Enemie had loft 
tws Gentlemen, and thinkyng them, to bee taken pꝛiſoners by 
ſome ofthe Tounc, was ſent tocraue their deliueraunce, in pai⸗ 
vng their raunlome, 
The 29. daie in the moꝛnyng , thei ſallied out at Dnniger 
Gate, but it was to no purpoſe, becauſe there was neuer a man 
come from the Campe. At night, the Puſketers were placed 
befoze the wood Gate, who ſhzeudly galled the Hozſemen which 
ſhocked to and fro the TWatche, 
The 30. daie, about the daie bꝛeake, there came certaine mel⸗ 
ſengers into the Toune,who byought fromthe Eftates 1600. Shecates 
Flozins to paie the Souldiers, The ſame daie allo, came one of to pale be 
the Souldiers of the Enemie vnto Onniger Gate, moupng Souldiers, 
with vile and ſclaunderous ſpeaches and deedes, the tounes men 
to anger, who was flaine there, foꝛ his great paines. This moꝛ⸗ 
nyng, Letters were bꝛought from the Generall ofthe Campe, 
and from Colonell Stayper, by whiche, one hon van Beeren- 
bzooke Jhon Stapypers Lieutenaunt, was appointed Captaine, 
j in Captaine Francis lait his place, lately ſlaine, and the (ated 


Lieutenauntſhip, was giuen to Michael Haghen of Embꝛicke. 
Hh. ilij. The 
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The zr. of the ſaied Moneth, as our ayde, had giuen the A- 
larme to Mieuene, there ſalltedb)auely out of the Toune, Caps 
taine Conrade of Steenwtke, Jhon Uerberg, Captaine Cone 
put his Lieutenaunt, and Lazarus of Auſtriche, Captaine Ol« 
thoff,his Lieutenaunt: who, ſo liuely coupled them ſelues in ſkir- 
miſhe together, as that many, on either ſide, loſt their liues there⸗ 
F lively \kir in: F oꝝ, on the Enemies parte were ſlaine an Enſigne, certaine 
— Poꝛſemen, and a greate many Souldiers: and on our ſide were 
nemie, flaine Hans de Dꝛees, and ſome Souldiers. Jnthisſkirmiſhe, 

the Tounes men fought as couragiouſſy as Lyons: foz thei 
dzaue the Enemie, cleane out of all his Trenches of Weſt wike: 
oke one peece of Oꝛdnaunce, and pegged oꝛ poyſoned an other: 
Thei tooke beſides, two Batches of hot bꝛead, and caried them 
to the Toune. This night alſo, the Tounes men beganne to caſt 
a Trenche, nere to Onniger Gate, whiche ranne as karre as the 
enemies trenche, whiche very fitly ſerued the Toune Souldiers 
for their ſalliyng, and that, greatly grecued the Enemie. 

25115 The ſirſte of January 1581. The Enemie ſounded a falſe 
Alarme in the moznpng, placing his whole foꝛce vpũ the plaine 
fallowes liyng under Onnen, where an houſe was ſette on fire: 

| £40 he ſhott of alſo twoo peeces of Ddenarnce at the Toune, thin⸗ 
. kyng thereby, and the helpe of the Miſt, to toule our men out of 
#330 the Tounc,tobe aduenged oftheir fozmerdates loſſe, as it was 
told vs by a Dꝛomme, who was ſent that daie thether,fo2 twoo 
puloners, Powbeit, the Lowe GDD who euer defendethhts, 
ſhewed therein a wonderfull peece of woozke : Foꝛ, our menne 
were no ſoner gone out ofthe Toune,but that the Miſtes bꝛake 
vp, and that the aire became ſo cleare, as that our menne,might 
| ealely perceiue andſee, allthe ambuſhes, whiche were lated fox 
them: in ſo muche that the Enemie loſte moe ofhis menne, then 
we had loſte the date befo2e,and ſo fo2 that tyme, wee retourned 
to the Tonne, without any loſſe at all, L 

The 2. daie, che Enemy diſcharged two peeces of Oꝛdnanc 
vpon the Pioners, as thei were labouryng about the counter⸗ 
ſcarfe, caſting of the trenches, And this night, the Magiſtrate 
and certaine Captaines , made a ſigne with fire, whche deede, 
no whit liked the reſte of the Captaines, by reaſon that thereby, 
ſomthing wasrcuealed,which thei would not haue had m 
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The z. daie, an other Trenche was caſt vp, bet wene UWelt- 
wike and Ae, becauſe thei had loſte ſuche a nõber ol their pcople 
the laſte daie ofthe fozmermoneth, This night. about 8,02 9. of 
the clocke, was a very greate thondung of the Cannon heard, a⸗ 
bout Blockʒzill, beſides a great nõber of Harquebouzes # Muſ⸗ 
kets:and after that, a ſigne of fire was made at Blockʒill Mill. 

The fourth date in the moznyng , meſlengers came to the 
Toune, who bꝛought uewes, that the ſame cannonyng and har⸗ 
quebouzyng was dooen in a iollite and triumphe, by Thierry 
Dnoy of Noꝛth Hollande, who was gotten into his Trenches, 
by reaſon ofthe victozie of Hattemerbudge , Where, Dyoſlac, 
that traitoꝛ his father, and his ſchoole maiſter, with many other 
moe, were taken pꝛiſoners. And that Walter Yeghemans alſo, 
and twoo or his Captaines were delivered : and that the Rot- 
ters ofthe Eſtates were at Gelumuide, comming to aide them, 
There was alſo this daie, a ſallie made, withthe loſſe of twoo oꝛ 
thee hoꝛſes, and a ſouldier of the Enemie. And belides, che lit⸗ 
tle Trenche of the Enemie ouer againſt Onniger gate, was o⸗ 
uerthꝛowne, without any reſiſtaunce on the behalte of the Ene- 
mie. There wer this date likewiſe ſeen, aboue an hundꝛed emp⸗ 
tie Aagqons commyng out of Dꝛenthe, whiche were all laden 
with a parte of the campe. 

The fifte of this monethe, there beganne a very greate trou⸗ 
ble, and as it were a ſedition, to ariſe alwell emongeſt the Cite⸗ 
zens as the ſouldiers, # that though a miſcheuous miſtakyng 
of a matter, by reaſon ofa ladder of coardes, whiche the Bagt- 
ſtrate and Captaines had cauſed to be wꝛought, and made none 
els pꝛiuie to it, ſo that it bꝛedde a vengeable ſuſpition in the hed⸗ 
des of many, This night at tenne ofthe clocke, Captaine Con- 
rad of Steenwike, Olthokkhis Licutenaunt, and Lazarus ol 
Auſtriche with thirtie louldiers moe, went out ofthe Toune,to 
goe to Meppell, fox the hingyng foꝛeward of our aide. Who, 
the night followyng, made a ſigne with fire, declarvng thereby, 
that thei were come thether, ſaufe and ſound. 

The ſixt daie, our men woozkyng about the counterſcarffe, 
kept watche abꝛoad, that thei might the boldlier traue ll: and a- 
gainſt this Ward,certaine Launces and others ſet themſelues, 


howbeit thei loſte by it, about theee oz fo wer hoꝛſes. This night 
Hh. u. the 
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the Enemie about midnight ſhot of twoo peeces of oꝛdenaunce, 
and one after midnight, whiche doyng was thought to bee as a 
watch wod:fo2 the Touneſmen and thet alſo whiche lay in the 
Uainc, ozlinkes, tooke it bothe that night, and the night enſu⸗ 
vng, in ſteade of many and ſoondzie Alarmes, 

The ſeuenth date , the Enemie had many Alarmes giuen 
hymbefoze date, wherefoze bothe thei of Weſtwike , and alſo 
thei of Eaſtwike , putt theimſelues in battaile arate towarves 
Onnen: wherevpon,our men ſheudly toſſed them, but did them 
no greate hurte. 

Theight daie at night, two meſſengers came and told, that 
our aide would be come within tenne daies, and couple with the 
Enemie, but that was nothyng. This night after the meſlen- 
gers were come in, a ſigne of fire was giuen: wherefoꝛe the E⸗ 
nemie ſhot ol tiniſe, foꝛ a watche woozde, and then all his hoꝛſe 
men and footemen got to armes. 

The ninech daie of January, the Enemie cauſed the Toune 
to bee ſommoned once againe, offeryng by his letters the laſte 
grace, that thei might ſaufly departe with bodies and gooddes. 
Thele letters were wꝛitten to the Captaines, Burroughmai⸗ 
ſters, Souldiers and Citeʒ ens, conteinyug at the firſt, very lo⸗ 

uyng woꝛdes, but chꝛeatnyng in the ende, to kill the childzen in 
their cradles. Wherevnto the Trompette was aunſwered by 
woꝛde of mouthe: That if ſobe there were no aide from the E⸗ 
{fates neare at hande, yet that thei could not with their honour, 
render vp the Toune, vpon theſe bzaupng andthzeatnyng Let- 
ters:and that it would coſte a dearer pꝛice, then a peece of wiit- 
ten papar:with which an were, the ſaid Trõpet returned. This 
night about eight ofthe clocke, there was a great fire in Aea⸗ 
ſterwike Campe. There went certaine meſſengers alſoout of 
the Toune, wholikewiſecarred the ſaied letters of Geoꝛge La- 
layng, to the Counſell foꝛ the warres, who beeyng ſaufly come 
chether, made a ſigne of fire vppon Colderuaine , The Enemie 
thatnight,hadplantedhis Artillerie in other places of his cãp: 
as though he intended to haue enterpꝛiſed ſome other newe 
matter. | | 
The tenth ofthis monethe;the Enemie cauſed ap)iſoner to 
bee ſentfo2, that by hym, he might vnderſtande,the ſtate of the 
Toune, 
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Toune: but becauſe there was ouer great a ranſome aſked, he 
was not deliuered. And our aide at Giethome, gaue the enemie 
the Alarme, wherfoꝛe, thei ſhot thiſe of foꝛ a watchwoꝛd. About 
the euenyng, che tounſmen ſallied out, but it was to no purpole, 
The eleuenth ofthe laied monethe, our people of Giethome 
gaue the Enemie diuerſe Alarmes, daie and night: and the E- 
nemie ſhot of ſixe tymes, and then ſhewed hym ſclf with ſixe cõ⸗ 
panies of Souldiers, and certaine hoꝛſemen, in oder at Battle, 
about the hie water Milles. 

The twellt daie, as the Souldiers ofthe Toune were bꝛea⸗ 
kyng the Iſe, there were certaine Roiters whiche troubled the; 
Wherevpon;certaine HHarquebouztiers went out to keepe them 
plate. And beſides, the Giethoꝛniſtes plied the Enemie daie and 
night with Alarmes : And at night, twoo meſſengers came in, 
who bꝛought pꝛomiſſes of their deliueraunce , bothe by letters 
— noe of mouthe, and a further aucthouſyng of Darman 

e. 

The thirteene daie of January, a bill was made of all the 
Kine, Hoꝛſes, Swine, Conne, and all other kindes of Uictual- 
les: And a ckirmiſhe alſo was betweene our Giethoꝛniſtes and 
the Enemte, And at night twoo ſignes of fire was ſeen at Gie- 
thome: andthe night foliowyng the Enemie had twoo Alar⸗ 
mes giuen. Aboute the daie beake, the Enemie called to our 
CUatche,andaſkedtheim , ifthet had eaten alltheirDogges 
and Cattes:tellyng chem further, that thei would befoꝛe it wer 
long, come into the Toune, and hang vp Dlthoftes Souldiers 
bpon the Rampares:and boſives,that our lookyng foꝛ aide was 
in vaine, becauſe we were like to haue none: and that we ſhould 
bee deliuered euen as Delf5till was, where in deede our aide 
was moſte manifeſtly to be ſeen, whiche waozdes thciſpake,to 
diſcourage the Souldiers of the Toune./. 

The fourteenth of January, there came out from about the 
Bulwooꝛkes, about thirtie hoꝛſemen ſhockyng ſirſte on towar⸗ 
des Eaſtwike Trenche, and anon towardes Ueſtwike, ſome⸗ 
what nere the Artillarie of the Enemte , but it was to no pur⸗ 
pole,foz the Enemie laye quietly in his Trenches, This night 
about nine ofthe clocke, ſire meſſengers wer ſent, to wit, foure 
Douldiers,andtwoo Citezens,to haue ſame aſſurance — 
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from the Counſell ofthe warres , And afterward,the Giethoz- 
niſtes gaue the Enemie thee ſeuerall Alarmes: and ſo thei did 
the next night kollowyng. 

The ſitteene daie ot this monethe, Geoꝛge de Lalayng, ſent 
by a Dꝛomme, a deſpitetull letter to Captaine Jhon Copnpur, 
and beſides , there were certaine letters mitten in Frenche by 
the Pꝛince of Dzenge,andſent tothe Duke of Alenſon, whiche 

were intercepted, andthe Commentaries that were made of 
them, Theſe letters cauſed many mucinous Souldiers to mu⸗ 
tin, becauſe thei might not knowe the contentes of them. 

The ſixteene date befoze Dinner, there iſlued out certaine 
hoꝛſemen, and harquebouziers, and baught home with theim a 
Countrie man, ofthe lande ol Heſlen, who knewe nothyng ol 
the eſtate of the Enemie. About noone, the Enemie came foꝛthe 
to anger the Jſe bꝛeakers: where vpon certaine Souldiers ſec 
vpon them in kirmiſhe, where thei hurte ſome ofthe enemies: 
and emongeſt the reſte, was an ouer hazardous Malon ſlaine, 
and pitefully dealt withall, in the reuenge of Jhon Montien of 
Moꝛthdike. In the afternoone, an other ſallie was made as be: 
foze, where thei got a Page pꝛiloner, who gaue them ſufficient 
knowledge of the eſtate of the Enemie , This daie alſo , was 
there agreate controuerſie betweene the Magiſtrate and the 
Captaines, aboute the Souldiers pꝛeſte. Andthis night came 
backe the ſixe mellengers afozeſated, who bꝛought newes, that 
vpon Fridaie next, our aide would be at the Mood. 

The eightene, che Campe ol Giethome remoued befoꝛe the 
date bꝛeake, and came to the Mood, ſettyng many houſes on 
ire, where the Roiters, and the Campe ofthe fo wer companies 
were dꝛtuen awate, Then the Touneſmen ſallted out in greate 
nombers, bꝛauely ſkirnuſhyng on euery ſide: where many on 

either parte were ſlaine, and taken pꝛiſoners. After this the E⸗ 
nemte marched very ſtrongly towardes the Wood , meanyng 


ready to ſet to charge the Engliſhmen,anvdiſcomfite them: but in the ende 


he was enfozced, foꝛ all his iolly cannonpng of about three ſcoze 
bullettes, boche vpon them ofthe Toune, and vpon them in the 
Mood, to retire with greate loſſe , And his loſle had been karre 
greater, if the Touneſmen and their aſliſtauntes, had had any 
watc he wooꝛde betweene theim. Then beganne the weather to 
bieake - 
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bꝛeake vp and thawe, and to be very Hillie, whiche greatly ad- 
uauntaged the Engliſhmen, and thoſe whiche late in the wood, 
AAho, in che night retired from the wood to Block ʒill, giuyng 


vs notice thereof by the ſignes of fire. 2 

The nineteene of January, the Enemie a freſhe ſummoned 
the Toune by letters, containyng, that all Straungers and ho⸗ 
neſt Citezens ſhould bee licenſed, to departe wich their bodies 
and gooddes: but that he would haue the periured ones to be de⸗ 
liuered into his handes, that he might execute the Lawe vppon 
theim, Baggyng and boaſtyng further , in liyng maner, that 
our aide had charged the very weakeſt cozner of his Campe, 
and were with ſhame inough, repulled and chaſed cleane awaie 
left many of their weapõs behinde them, had loſt much of their 
victuall, beſides certaine of their Captaines, He called alſo foʒ 
the pꝛiſoners, and thzeatened likewiſe to hang our puſoners ere 
many dates were at an ende: Howbecit,Captaine Conrade of 
Steen wike and others, who were appoincted fo2 that purpoſe, 
anſwered hym againe by woꝛde of mouthe:that it was not la w⸗ 
full foꝛ them, ſo to foꝛget, and bꝛeake their oche: becauſe thei had 
ſwoꝛne tothe vnited Pꝛouinces, to keepe the Toune, ſo long as 
thei had any life within theim: and therefoze would obſerue the 
ſame ſtill, lookyng foꝛ whatſocucr it ſhould pleaſe the Lowe 
God to laie vpon theim, And as concernyng the pꝛiloners, chei 
anſwered by letters, that thei were contented to keepe the accu⸗ 
ſtomed lawe of Armes, and therefoze deſired to haue in wiiting 
a ſpecification from the pulſoners , becauſe thei neuer thirſted 
after their blood:and that iftheihimg any of them, chei ſhould be 
allured, that thei would doe the like. TAhiche letters were ſent 
by a pʒiſoner, who, vpon his othe, was ſent from the Enemie, to 
them of the Toune, and was aftcrward deliuered with the reſte 
of the pꝛiſoners. FAG Eta i 

The 20.daie , there came two meſſengers into the Towne, , 
bzyngyng newes, of certaine ſuccour. The ſame date, che Ene⸗ 
mie offered toobſerue , the lawe at Armes, as was meete, to 
witte, to deliuer a pꝛiſoner fo2 a monethes wages, oꝛ els pꝛiſo· 
ner koz pꝛiſoner. There was alſo a Copie taken of that deſpiteful 
letter ofthe Enemie, and put vppon a Poles ende without the 


Toune whiche was pitched beſoze his Campe, mall y fo2 his ho- 
| | nour 
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nour and pleaſure , Theſe ſaied Meſſengers declared, that the 
cauſe why our ſuccour retired from the Wood, was foꝛ want of 
Uictuall and Pouder:and did further aſſure them, that the Loꝛd 
of Nieuozte was marchyng on with 18 00, men to ioyne with 
the Engliſhe men, fo) our ayde. At that tyme likewiſe, the Ene- 
mie ſent the Tounes men woꝛde, that if thei would foꝛbid their 
Souldiers the committyng of injuries , that he would alſo doe 
the like to his. 

The 21.date ; the Enemie raunſomed, and alſo deliuered, 
certaine pꝛiſoners, fox a Monethes wages. He wzote like wile

The ſixte date , the Enemie was dꝛiuen with all his forces, 
to keepe a continuall Warde ; becauſe our peopl oftentymes 
ſkirmiſhed wich them. 
The ſeuenth date , our Souldiers tooke a pzifoner , who 
tolde vs that Captaine Snater , was flaine che Sondate be- 
foꝛe, as he was leadyng his menne againft our Succours.

The eleuench daie ofthis monethe, was an other ſkirnuſhe 
made, ſo that our menne receiued thiee companies of Soulbi⸗ 
ers. Andthe nexte mo;rowe in an Alarme, ſet fire on the Con- 
non ſtockes whiche were on the Mill hill and Common. 
The thtrteene dae, che Enemie caſte vp an other Trenche 
in the ſated Noꝛth Common, kecpyng Steendicque Treuche: 
And although that this Trenche was hurtkull, bothe to vs, and 
ours, yet was there nothyng ſaied, noꝛ doin againſt it: Do that 
the night enſuyng, the Enemie beganne to caſte vp an other 
Trenche in Yſueene wate , holden all in, with the River of Ae, 
; whiche greatly hindꝛed vs: becauſe that the meſſengers, whiche 
- were gone out ofthe Toune.were entoꝛced to retourne backe. 
] The kourteene daie, the Touneſmen on the datetyme, had 
N giuen vpon the Tower a ſigne of fire, whiche, chei of he TWoed 
might well ſee, whereby thei vnderſtoode, that Uictualles 
grewe ſkant in the Toune , And beſides foꝛ want of Hood, 
ther were faine to pull doune their houles to make theim fires. 
J. i. The 
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The Touneſmen allo ſallied out vpon the hindermoſt Trench, 
whiche was caſte vp in Yſucene waie, but it was to no purpoſe: 
Fo thei were repulſed by the other Trenches, becauſe that thei 
whiche laye in the TUood, would not once helpe them: So that 
thei were dziuen to retire, without bzyyngyng to paſſe their pur⸗ 
poſe and deuiſe. 
The ſifteene daie, fo wer Citezens entred the Toune with⸗ 
out ſtaie, whiche was a woonder: becauſe the Enemie had lette 
a watche rounde aboute the Toune, not aboue a ſtones caſt one 
from an other , This date a ſigne with fire was giuen, that the 
Touneſmen , were readie with their Bꝛidges, to paſſe the Ri- 
uer of Ae, accozwyng to the Generall of the Armies commaun⸗ 
dement. The Touneſmen alſo caſte vp certaine Trenches in 
the Garden diches, on the Noꝛthe ſide of the. Toune, out of 
whiche, the Souldiers ofthe Toune, might ſkirmiſhe with the 
Enemic:Jn the meane while, the Budges were with all poſſi⸗ 
ble ſpecde,lateo ouer the Riuer of Ae, to the ende, that our aide 
ſhould not haue any occaſton to ſtaie: and in the makyng ofthis 
VBꝛidge, there fell out a meruailous ſtraunge caſe: Fo2, whiles 
the Citezens, aboute nine of the clocke at night, were buſted az 
boute this Bꝛidge, the Enemie in the nexte Trenches, tainted 
fower of them, with the ſhot of one Parqucbouze, one of whiche 
was Captaine Conrade, and pet not one ofthem once hurte. 
The ſixteene daie, the Enemie made a Trenche of Wagds 
ag ainſt our Garden Trenches: and the nexte moꝛrowe, a ſallie 
was made out of Onniger gate, wherin was taken a Souldier 
and a woman, whiche woman was examined: and foꝛthwith a 
Dꝛomme was ſent towardes the Enemte, to knowe whether 
he would deliuer the p2ifoner oꝛ no, whiche he vtterly refuſed, 
The night kollowing, the Enemie bad a natable Alarme giuen 
hym, as if our aide would haue marched vppon hym, but all in 
vaine, becauſe the Enemie, with all diligence muſtred hym ſelf 
with all his forces, vpon Noꝛthe Common, 
The Enemy The nineteene date, aboute the daie bꝛeake, the Enemie ar 
med hym ſelf with all his foxces, to charge them in the TYoodt 
but he was lo luſtely repulſed, as that he was dztuen to make his 
retratct. 


The twentie daie, aboute 200. perſones came to the Toune 


then. in the 
Wood. 
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houſe cripnix out fox bzrad : and eche man had fox his ſhareone Not cneviee 


peece , foz hym and his Familie, becauſe there was a moꝛſell ot n the toune. 
bꝛead moꝛe left in the Toune , This date, euen at bꝛoade noone 


I daie, came into the Toune,fower Citezens and thꝛee ſouldiers. 
8 who in deſpite oft the Enemie, came bet weene the Tlarde, and 
7 the Trenches : and although the Enemie commyng out of his 


trenches, purſued them, yet was there not one ofthem once tain⸗ 
ted, noꝛ hurte, whiche ſo encouraged our aide, that thei purpoled 
the next date in the moꝛnyng to reuictuall the Tonne. 

The 21. day ol this Moneth, thei in the Mood, laded certaine The Count 
Souldiers with Bꝛead and Cheeſe, and ſent them the very ſame reuiqualled 
waie that the reſt afoꝛeſaied had gone: and although the Enemie — —— 
\kirmiſhed to ſtoppe their paſſage , yct paſſed thei in deſpite of 
hym, with moꝛe loſſe to hym ſelf, then to our men: and bzought 
to the Toune, about 250. Loaues, and x 50. Cheeſes. The night 
enſuyng; thei or the Wood, beganne to caſt a newe Trenche, 
4 ſomewhat nerer the Toune , And inthe daie the Enemie, with 
5 all his foꝛces, pꝛeſſed nere to Steendicque Common, but it was 
5 not knowne fo2 what cauſe . He very buſfly trautiled alſo , to

4 pole, This date in the euenyng, came a fliyng Poſt to the Toune

The 22. daie, the weather begann to thaw, and the Tounes 
men beganne to caſt vp a newe Trench, within the new Bridge, 
without North newe gate. About noone, a ſkirmiſhe beg anne 
to be coupled betweene the Noiters of the TTlood, and the Ret 
ters ofthe Enemie, In ſo muche, that nine of our men iſſued out 
ok their Trenches, and came to Moꝛth Common, chaling out of 
the one of them, the better parte of their Launces:whiche cauſed 
the Enemie erpe Arme, Arme, thzoughout all his Campe:ſud» 
deny ruſhyng with all his fozces, vpon the Common: how be it, 
thei in the Nood, would at no hande retire, although thei were 
but afewe Noſters, aud anhandſull of ſmall ſhott,but moſt cou- 
ragiouſly made hedde vpon the Enemte,dzavpne towardes the 
Tonne waie, wherevpon, the Souldiers of te Tonne in ſuche 
lone, iltued out to helpe and apde, thoſe efthe TTNood, as that the 
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Enemie receiued hurte enough. And although the Enemie, by 
reaſon of the multitude of his Royters , wonne a paſſage, pet 
what with thoſe of the Toune behinde , and thoſe of the TWlood 
befoze,thei were gallantly hanſled with Harquebouze ſhott:aud 
in the ende ſo handled, as that his Souldiers ſquared ſomewhac 
out of oꝛder, in ſo muche that it ſeemed , rather a battle, then a 
ſkirmiſhe:fo2,otherwiſe,could not the Roiters bzyng their ſoul: 
diers tothe fight; And therefoze,many valiaunt ers, Cape 
tainesof Hozſemen, and others of name, were thcre,flaine;Jn 
ſo muche, that thei were dziuen by reaſon ofthe raine, to retier in 
oꝛder of battle: This daie alſo, the Cannon on either ide, plaied 
her parte luſtelp:aud the fozte of Wagons, whiche the Ene mie 
had made the night befoze, was bꝛoken in peeces, and caried to 
The Towne the ©9une » About foure houres,after the Enemie was got to 
againe re: Teſt, thei ot the Tood had reuictualled the Toune, with apyetie. 
uiqualled. ſpꝛinklyng of ſome 75,Bullhelles of Wheate, Beale, Cheeſe, 
and Pouder , Now, the Enemic would by no meanes trouble 
them, by reaſon that the Touneſmen,had-aſſailed the very nereſt 
Trenche ot that pallage: in whiche were two Enlignes,of ſuche 
noble courage, as that thei wonne the Treuche, tooke the Artil⸗ 
larie, ſlewe 17. Souldiers, and caried awaie the reſt that were d 
hurt, as pꝛiſoners:pea, and had dꝛawne awaie Artillarie and all, 
had not the fozce of the Launces ſtaied them: fs thei were not 
halte well pzouided to goe awaie vpon the ſpurre:and againe,the 
night commyng ſuddenly vppon them, euery man retiered hym 
ſelf to his ſtrength. But, becauſe the Ene mie had fought but ill 
chat daie, the next night he foꝛſooke his ſeuen Trenches , vppon 
wy Common, and Steendicque, and dꝛewe awaie his Ars 
tillarie. 5 
The ſlege The 23. ot F ebꝛuary, whiche was the daie ol the deliuerance 
raiſed from of the Toune, aboute the bzeake ol the daie, thee Engiſhe men 
— 1 came out of the Qood, and paſſed betweene the Trenches: but
